THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


Everything  points  to  an  early  and 
New  York,  heavy  business.  The  general  condition 
of  the  country  warrants  the  belief  that 
all  kinds  of  merchandise  will  be  in  big  demand,  and 
the  crockery  and  glass  men  will  come  in  for  their 
share.  The  early  advent  of  buyers  is  conclusive  evi- 
dence that  a  good  year  is  before  u:>,  for  people  have 
money  to  spend.  As  a  proof  of  this,  a  writer  on 
economics  makes  the  statement  that  there  are  be- 
tween five  and  six  billions  of  dollars  on  deposit  in  the 
various  savings  banks  of  the  country,  and  that  in 
New  York  alone  there  is  more  than  a  billion,  drawing 
interest  at  from  three  and  a  half  to  four  per  cent. 
As  the  savings  banks  are  the  depositories  of  the 
middle  and  poorer  classes,  it  shows  that  not  only 
have  they  been  well  employed,  but  also  provident. 
It  is  this  kind  of  people  whose  purchases  make  busi- 
ness prosperous. 

It  was  advised  in  these  columns  last  week  that 
buyers  when  they  come  to  market  be  prepared  to  go 
the  limit.  And  yet  a  word  of  caution  in  regard  to 
the  indiscriminate  placing  of  orders  greater  than  the 
foreign  factories  can  possibly  fill.  During  the  past 
year  the  percentage  of  unfilled  demands  was  very 
large,  particularly  in  the  low  priced  goods.  The  rush 
to  obtain  German  wares  has  stimulated  the  building 
of  new  factories  and  the  addition  of  many  kilns  in 
that  country.  Sixty-six  new  kilns  have  been  erected 
in  one  district  alone,  showing  that  it  is  the  intention 


of  the  potters  there  to  do  better  in  1906  than  they  did 
in  1905-  .   .  _ 

In  France  the  cause  of  the  delay  in  shipments 
came  from  the  strike  in  midsummer;  and  while  the 
actual  period  of  suspension  was  not  long,  the  dis- 
arrangement of  the  system  by  the  stoppage  made  an 
aggregate  delay  of  nearly  two  months.  It  is  thought 
that  there  will  be  no  trouble  the  coming  year. 


There  is  a  decided  revival  of  trade  in  England — 
in  the  home  market,  with  the  Colonies,  and  the 
American  trade.  The  orders  placed  this  fall  for 
earthenware  were  very  satisfactory,  and  the  china 
trade  is  surely  and  steadily  increasing.  Not  only 
have  the  makers  of  the  higher-grade  goods  increased 
their  sales,  but  there  is  an  influx  of  samples  of 
cheaper  wares,  showing  that  the  English  china  manu- 
facturer is  endeavoring  to  extend  his  business  in  this 
country,  and  make  up  in  a  measure  for  the  loss  in  the 
earthenware  line. 

The  domestic  manufacturers  of  crockery  certainly 
can  find  no  cause  for  complaint,  so  far  as  the  demand 
for  goods  is  concerned.  While  there  is  no  combined 
action  as  regards  prices,  the  better-grade  goods  will 
naturally  command  a  better  price  Buyers  are  grow- 
ing more  discriminating  every  year,  and  are  willing 
to  pay  more  for  ware  which  will  please  their  trade. 


'The  glass  men  are  feeling  very  munh  encouraged. 
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The  op  I  -mand  has  been  good  on  blown  and 

arcs,  even  though  pressed  glass  table  sets 
have  not  shown  a?  much  activity  as  they  would  like. 
There  is  no  question  but  that  the  cheap  German  china 
has  had  an  effect  on  the  sale  of  these  goods.  The 
only  way  the  manufacturers  can  overcome  this  is  to 
produce  lines  so  attractive  that  they  will  sell  on  their 
merit.  That  they  have  endeavored  to  do  this  is  evi- 
dent from  the  new  samples,  for  certainly  this  year 
they  are  far  ahead  of  anything  yet  produced  Another 
item  which  counts  against  pressed  glass  is  the  low 
price  at  which  some  manufacturers  are  selling  cut 
glass.  It  is  a  marvel  to  the  big  manufacturers  how 
some  goods  are  produced  and  sold  at  the  prices 
quoted.  The  only  explanation  is  that  small  factors 
with  a  few  frames  are  willing  to  market  their  product 
at  a  profit  which  amounts  to  only  day  wages.  As 
long  as  men  are  willing  to  do  this  prices  will  be  kept 
down 

The  lamp  manufacturers  see  good  trade  ahead, 
particularly  in  electric  goods  and  gas  portables.  A 
number  who  formerly  made  only  oil  goods  have 
turned  their  thoughts  in  this  direction,  and  the  out- 
put is  increasing  rapidly.  It  will  be  advisable  for 
manufacturers  to  produce  high  grade  goods,  because 
the  demand  is  decidedly  for  that  kind.

Dolls  and  toys  will  again  be  in  very  active  de- 
mand, although  no  samples  have  yet  been  shown. 
Repeat  orders  for  dolls  running  into  hundreds  of 
grosses  have  already  been  placed  for  standard  makes. 
Thousands  of  dozens  could  have  been  sold  the  last 
three  weeks  in  December  had  they  been  available. 
The  supply  of  both  foreign  and  domestic  toys  gave 
out  long  before  the  holidays. 


The  housefurnishing  goods  men  will  have  all 
they  want  to  do.  Stocks  in  the  hands  of  retailers 
hare  been  reduced  to  next  to  nothing,  both  in  metal 
and  wooden  wares,  and  from  present  indications  it 
will  be  a  question  of  taking  orders  rather  than  of 
selling  ^oods. 

The  retail  trade,  backed  by  splendid  weather,  has 
:i  more  than  ordinarily  good.  It  is  astonishing 
'.  little  there  is  left  over  from  the  holidays.  Of 
rse,  there  are  always  goods  on  the  shelves;  but  the 

desirable  wares,  the  things  that  people  want,  have 
'•ared  from  the  stocks  of  the  retailers,  not  only 

in  this  city,  but  all  over  the  country.

Practically  no  orders  were  received  the  past  week, 
and  no  visitors  were  present  Only  an  occasional 
load  of  pottery  was  seen  on  the  streets,  or  at  the  de- 
pot, and  unusual  quiet  prevailed  generally  in  this  or- 
dinarily bustling  little  city.  The  feeling  among  the 
manufacturers,  however,  is  good  generally.  They 
have  never  made  any  better,  or  as  good,  preparations 
for  a  successful  trade,  and  generally  express  a  firm 
determination  to  put  forth  their  best  efforts  to  make 
their  business  successful,  both  in  the  highest  quality 
of  their  productions  and  in  promoting  the  largest  dis- 
tribution by  intelligent  enterprise. 


While  no  great  improvement  in  prices  is  expected, 
the  average  manufacturer  has  decided  to  make  some 
reasonable  and  necessary  advances  in  certain  direc- 
tions, and  to  hold  firmly  to  his  schedule 


Few  traveling  salesmen  now  expect  to  go  on 
their  regular  routes  before  the  middle  of  this  month, 
or  later,  if  the  expected  number  of  visiting  buyers 
materialize.  The  conditions  are  very  favorable  for 
visitors  this  year  in  the  way  of  new  offerings  and  at- 
tractive and  convenient  displays,  and  buyers  will 
make  no  mistake  in  visiting  this  pottery  center  this 
year. 

The  glassware  exhibition  is  open- 
Pittsburgh  ing  this  week  under  favorable  con- 
and  Vicinity,  ditions,  and  a  successful  trade  is 
generally  expected.  The  number 
of  exhibitors  will  embrace  practically  all  the  factories, 
with  a  few  potteries  and  representatives  of  other  in- 
dustries. Glassware,  however,  is  of  course  the  cen- 
ter of  attraction.  The  majority  of  the  large  buyers 
represent  both  crockery  and  glassware,  and  in  such 
cases  the  buyer  gives  more  or  less  attention  to  the 
pottery  end.  The  experience,  however,  of  the  major- 
ity of  the  potteries  which  have  made  displays  here 
has  not  been  as  satisfactory  as  was  anticipated. 
Hence  only  a  few  continue  the  expense  of  making  a 
regular  exhibition  here  from  year  to  year.  Nearly 
all  the  lines  are  now  ready  for  inspection.

™HE  most  pronounced  social  triumph  in 
the  history  of  the  Pottery,  Glass  and 
Brass  Salesmen's  Association  was  that 
which-  marked  the  occasion  of  the 
fourteenth  annual  banquet  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  December  27.  That  the 
transference  of  the  scene  of  the  dinner 
from  down  town  to  the  Hotel  Astor  met 
with  general  approval  was  evidenced 
by  the  attendance.

Coincident  with  the  lighting  of  perfectos,  Col. 
Henry  W.  Knight  was  introduced  as  the  first  speaker. 
The  subject  assigned  to  him  was  "A  Few  Recollec- 
tions," which  the  programme  explained  was  "Any 
thing  but  history,  for  history  must  be  false."  In 
opening  Col.  Knight  observed  that  there  seemed  to 
be  an  abundance  of  colonels  around  the  festive  board. 
"I  have  already  been  introduced  to  three  or  four 
at  least,"  declared  the  speaker,  "and  am  reminded  of 
the  very  first  paragraph  in  Max  O'  Rell's  ''Brother 
Jonathan,' wherein  he  says:  "The  population  of  the 
United  States  is  sixty  millions,  most  of  whom  are 
colonels.'

up  principally  of  traveling  men.  That  probably 
makes  me  eligible  as  a  member,  for  I'm  a  traveling 
man  myself  Occasionally  I  take  long  trips,  and  one 
of  them  I  must  describe  to  you,  for  it  is  apropos  to 
my  comment  on  titles.  It  was  my  pleasure  one  time 
to  travel  from  Washington  to  Corpus  Christi,  Texas. 
When  I  boarded  the  train  at  Washington  I  was  ad- 
dressed as  captain  by  the  colored  porter.  At  Rich- 
mond I  was  greeted  as  major,  and  by  the  time  we 
reached  Atlanta  I  was  a  colonel.  In  San  Antonio  I 
entered  a  barber-shop,  and  after  having  my  wants 
attended  to  was  charged  a  dollar.  But  it  was  worth 
it,  for  the  tonsorialist  called  me  'General.' 

"I  have  a  son-in-law  who  is  a  member  of  this  or- 
ganization," continued  Col  Knight,  as  he  permitted 
his  gaze  to  rest  in  the  direction  of  H.  S.  Mirrielees. 
"He  called  at  my  office  the  other  day,  and  with  the 
most  sober  countenance  possible  said :  'Father,  lam 
a  member  of  the  Pottery,  Glass  and  Brass  Salesmen's 
Association  of  America.  This  association  is  composed 
of  the  brightest,  brainiest  and  best  salesmen  and  busi- 
ness men  in  New  York.  The  other  night  we  had  a 
meeting,  and  I  was  deputed  to  ask  you  to  speak  at 
the   association's  dinner.'       Now,  gentlemen,  I  knew

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that  my  beloved  son-in-law  was  fibbing,  and  I  also  ap- 
preciated my  incapability  to  discuss  crockery  and  glass. 
For  that  reason  I  expressed  a  disinclination  to  accept. 
Then  he  said:  'Speak  about  anything  you  wish. 
Any  old  thing  will  suit  that  crowd.  What's  the  mat- 
ter with  a  recital  of  some  of  your  war  stories  ?'  That 
set  me  to  thinking,  and  I  couldn't  help  recalling  the 
case  of  the  boy  who  joined  the  army  in  '98  and  saw 
service  in  the  Philippines  and  Cuba.  When  his  regi- 
ment was  eventually  ordered  home  he  wrote  his  father, 
and  said,  among  other  things:  'When  I  was  a  boy  I 
used  to  sit  aud  hear  you  tell  war  stories  with  mouth, 
eyes  and  ears  wide  open.  Occasionally  I  wondered  if 
the  hairbreadth  escapes  you  told  me  of  were  really 
true.  I  am  coming  home  now,  and  I  am  something  of 
a  liar  myself. 

-    ''Nevertheless,  I  am  going  to  tell  you  something 
about  my  personal  war   experiences,  in  the  hope  that

you  will  be  less  skeptical  than  the  young  officer  I  have 

just  referred  to."     The  speaker  continued: 

"  I  have  a  very  vivid  recollection  of  a  certain  day 
in  April,  1861,  when  I  was  at  work  on  a  farm  in 
Maine.  The  clatter  of  a  horse  s  hoofs  attracted  me 
from  the  field  to  the  roadside,  down  which  came  a 
boy  neighbor  on  horseback.  Reaching  me.  he  reined 
in,  and  shouted:  'The  rebels  have  fired  on  Fort 
Sumter  !  President  Lincoln  has  called  for  seventy- 
five  thousand  volunteers  to  put  down  the  rebellion. 
I'm  going  to  enlist  ! '  That  aroused  my  spirit,  too, 
and  I  also  responded  to  the  call.  When  President 
Lincoln  asked  for  seventy-five  thousand  volunteers  he 
little  realized  that  two  thousand  battles  and  skir- 
mishes would  be  fought  in  the  next  four  years,  and 
that  350,000  men  from  the  North  alone  would  give  up 
their  lives.  I  am  not  here  to-night  to  arouse  mem- 
ories that  we  should  all  strive  to  forget  Though 
crippled  by  two  bullets  received  at  Chanccllorsville, 
I  lecognize  in  the  Southerner  a  man  worthy  of  my 
deepest  friendship  and  admiration  The  soldiers  of 
the  South  fought  us  like  men.  We  can  forget  all 
animosities  now  and  rejoice,  for  theie  is  no  North  nor 
South  in  sustaining  the  flag  we  love  so  well. 


"After  the  battle  of  Cedar  Creek  I  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps  that  did  duty 
around  Washington.  As  officer  of  the  guard,  one 
night  I  was  ordered  to  take  my  men  and  escort  the 
President  from  the  telegraph  office  back  to  the  White 
House.  When  he  came  down  and  observed  us  he 
asked  me  what  we  were  there  for.  I  told  him ;  but 
he  positively  refused  to  accept  our  escort,  saying  it 
wasn't  necessary.  I  explained  that  orders  had  come 
from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  that  effect. 

"  '  Well,' said  the  president,  smiling,  'if  that's  the 
case  I  guess  I  had  better  go  with  you.  If  you  dis- 
obeyed Stanton  s  orders  he  would  have  you  all  court- 
martialed  and  shot  before  I  would  have  a  chance  to 
pardon  you.'  " 

Numerous  other  incidents  in  Lincoln's  career  up

james  j   fitzgerald's  address. 

"  The  Bar  of  Justice"  was  the  subject  assigned  to 
this  speaker,  who  began  by  alluding  to  the  significant 
quotation  below  his  name  on  the  programme  It  read 
as  follows:  "The  first  thing  we  do,  let's  kill  all  the 
lawyers."  This  rather  ominous  sentence,  said  Mr. 
Fitzgerald,  reminded  him  of  the  Roman  gladiator 
when  he  said:    "We,  about  to  die,  salute  you." 

The  speaker  then  alluded  to  the  hearty,  approving 
manner  in  which  the  election  of  Mr  Taylor  as  presi- 
dent had  been  received  by  the  association.  "  It  is 
evident,"  drily  remarked  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  "that  there 
is  no  disposition  in  this  instance  to  ask  for  a  recount." 

"Just  at  present,"  continued  the  speaker,  "I  am 
endeavoring  to  convince  myself  that  I  am  related  to 
you  in  some  way.  I  have  a  relative  who  is  a  maker  of 
bricks,  but  whether  or  not  these  are  eligible  to  classi- 
fication under  the  dignified  head  of  ceramics  I  am  at  a 
loss  to  know.  If  you  deem  that  my  rather  indirect 
connection  with  brickmaking  makes  me  eligible  for

We  lawyers  in  New  York  are  doing 
the  best  we  can  nowadays  between  the  troubles  of  our 
clients  and  the  inqmsitiveness  of  Jerome."  [The  men- 
tion of  Jerome's  name  brought  out  three  hearty 
cheers.] 

The  spea  er  then  related  a  number  of  instances 
showing  the  ingenuity  of  crooks  nowadays  and  the 
difficulty  of  convicting  the  men  engaged  in  the  many 
swindling  games  that  are  concocted  to  trap  the  un- 
wary, concluding  with  the  statement:  "After  a  man 
has  learned  his  lesson  in  law  he  has  other  things  to 
learn,  for  the  forces  that  contribute  to  crime  are  more 
wideawake  these  days  than  even  the  attorneys."

At  the  very  outset  the  colonel  urged  his  auditors  to 
dissipate  the  notion  that  the  subject  had  any  reference 
to  himself,  even  though  he  had  spoken  at  three  previ- 
ous dinners  of  the  Associalion  and  consequently  felt 
somewhat  chestnutty.  t  he  was  confronted  by  so 


many  new  and  strange  faces  that  he   felt  courageous 
enough  to  go  on,  and  spoke,  in  part,  as  follows: 

There  is  something  inthe  title  "back-numbers" 
that  appeals  to  all  of  us.  You  have  back  numbers  in 
this  association  But  I  am  satisfied  that  twenty  years 
from  to-day  the  association  would  not  take  anything 
for  its  dear  old  back-numbers  Even  in  your  business 
life  the  poor  old  back  numbers  turnup.  How  often, 
when  examining  your  stock  of  samples,  the  boy 
assisting  you  unexpectedly  picks  out  a  piece  that  im- 
pels you  to  exclaim:    '  No;  put  that  back  ! ' 

The  younger  men  particularly  should  always  be 
indulgent  with  the  back  numbers  among  them  Some 
day  they  will  have  entered  that  same  class  In  your 
association  I  hope  you  will  always  be  considerate  of 
your  back-numbers.  Keep  them  in  mind  always. 
When  they  are  laid  away,  and  the  back-numbers  of 
your  records  are  opened  for  a  glimpse  into  the  past, 
you  will  experience  a  thrill  of  exultation  that  you 
treated  them  with  consideration 

This  is  a  fitting  time,  I  believe,  to  rise  and  take  a 
drink  to  the  memory  of  your  dear  old  back  numbers  " 

And  the  colonel's  suggestion  was  acted  upon  with 
a  unanimity  and  earnestness  that  was  most  impres- 
sive. 

JOHN    J.    DELANY'S    SPEECH. 

Corporation-Counsel  John  J  Delany,  who  was 
humorously  referred  to  by  President  Taylor  as  the 
"  lawyer  with  more  clients  than  any  other  lawyer  in 
the  world,  for  he  represents  the  legal  interests  of 
Father  Knickerbocker  and  family,"  was  the  next 
speaker.      Mr.  Delany  said : 

I  have  learned  here  to-night  what  are  the  main 
purposes  of  your  organization — that  it  is  not  prompted 
solely  by  love  of  social  intercourse — that  back  of  it  is 
the  far  more  laudable  ambition  to  protect  to  some  ex- 
tent the  families  of  fellow  workers  whose  treasuries 
may  have  run  low.      It  is  a  great  and  noble  purpose  to 
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thus  do  something  substantial  in  recognition  of  him 
who  has  gone. 

Not  for  a  moment  would  I  be  understood  as  de- 
crying occasions  such  as  to-night's  gathering.  This 
sort  of  recreation  is  productive  of  unlimited  good.  It 
is  here  we  form  friendships  and  cement  ties  of  fellow- 
ship, and  by  that  process  are  better  prepared  to  rub 
friendly  elbows  in  the  maelstrom  of  business  life  to- 
morrow and  the  day  after.  Occasions  like  this  enable 
you  to  contribute  to  the  well-being  of  society,  for  they 
make  you  more  human. 

Sometimes  the  merriment  of  life  has   a  great  ef- 
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feet  on  the  destinies  of  men  and  nations.  The  Olym- 
pic games  in  Greece,  while  apparently  the  occasion 
for  mere  exhibitions  of  athletic  skill,  had  a  wonderful 
effect  on  the  arts — sculpture  and  architecture  particu- 
larly. Beginning'  ostensibly  with  methods  foreign 
to  the  interests  of  the  states  of  Greece,  those  games 
provided  the  inspiration  for  the  cementing  of  the  ties 
among  them  The  same  is  applicable  to  you.  You 
meet  here  to  night  some  man  from  whom  you  were 
possibly  estranged,  and  you  both  learn  that  a  mistake 
had  been  made.  Men  must  understand  each  other  as 
they  really  are,  in  order  to  be  properly  appreciated. 
It  is  gatherings  of  this  kind  that  bring  out  the  real, 
honest,  charitable  characteristics  of  our  natures. 

In  our  hands  the  future  is  dependent  for  its  bet- 
tering. A  vigilant  public  opinion  now  keeps  close 
watch  on  the  man  who  dares  to  assume  public  office 
without  possessing  the  proper  qualifications.  This 
vigilance  must  be  preserved  in  the  future  in  a  com- 
munity like  ours  or  else  the  community  will  decay. 
No  public  man  has  a  right  to  complain  of  the  argus- 
eyed  vigilance  that  pries  into  his  every  act.  But  it  is 
not  our  duty  to  leave  the  man  unsupported  should  his 
critics  make  exaggeration  their  weapon  and  castigate 
him  in  order  that  certain  personal  grievances  may  be 
gratified 

You  have  heard  to-night  of  the  man  who  left  the 
editorial  room  and  the  man  who  deserted  the  farm  to 
answer  Lincoln  «  call  in  '61.  Although  they  did  not 
leave  their  dead  bodies  on  the  field,  they  were  heroes 
for  all  that.  Peace  hath  her  victories  no  less  re- 
nowned than  war,  and  there  is  a  place  as  high  and  as 
honorable  for  the  man  whose  fingers  are  untainted  by 
the  public's  money  as  was  ever  allotted  to  the  hero  of 
the  battlefield  or  others  who  have  fought  for  honesty, 
decency  and  righteousness. 

WITTICISMS  OF   DR.      WALSH. 

The  last  of  the  invited  speakers  was  James  J. 
Walsh,'  M.  D. ,  who  aroused  the  risibilities  of  the  diners 
by  his  witty  sallies.  After  explaining  that  he  was 
unversed  in  pottery,  glass  and  brass,  he  corrected 
himself  to  the  extent  of  admitting  that  he  was  slight- 
ly posted  on  the  uses  and  value  of  a  certain  kind  of 
metal.  He  explained  that  he  made  no  practice  of  in- 
fusing this  metal  into  his  patients,  but  rather  had 
formed  the  habit  of  most  doctors  in  having  it  come 
the  obverse  way  towards  him.  Just  why  he  was  at  a 
crockery  gathering,  declared  the  physician,  he  couldn't 
quite  explain.  But  the  disposition  of  men  of  medicine 
to  turnup  in  the  most  unexpected  places  he  thought 
was  explanatory  enough.  With  abroad  grin  he  con- 
tinued: 

This  after-dinner  speaking  has  proved  a  godsend 
for  the  gags  of  old-time  minstrelsy.  The  poor  old 
things  must  find  some  outlet,  and  there  is  no  more 
desirable  place  for  the  purpose  than  the  banquet-hall. 
I  feel  one  of  them  coming  now,  and  I'll  have  to  liberate 
it. 

Sally,  an  old  negro  woman,  came  from  the  South 
to  become  a  housekeeper  with  a  family  on  Fifth  ave- 
nue. The  family  was  connected  with  St.  Bartholo- 
mew's Church,  which  is  close  to  heaven  and  the 
Grand  Central  depot.  One  Sunday  the  family  was 
out  of  town,  and  Aunt  Sally  decided  that  it  was  her 
duty  to  visit  the  church.  She  accordingly  went  and 
was  ushered  into  the  family  pew.  After  hearing  the 
booming  of  the  organ  and  the  voices  of  the  choir  she 
became  much  overcome.  The  sermon  capped  the 
climax,  and  she  couldn't  repress  exclaiming  "Bress 
de    l,awd!" 

An  usher  quietly  informed  the  old  negress  that 
she  was  disturbing  the  congregation. 


"Wha,  honey,  I'se  got  religion,"  Aunt  Sally  in- 
sisted. 

Again  the  usher  asked  her  to  keep  quiet,  and  again 
Sally  declared  that  she  "jes  couldn't,  cos  she  had  re- 
ligion." 

"Madam,"  said  the  usher,  "this  is  St.  Bartholo- 
mew's church,  and  I  know  you  didn't  get  your  religion 
here." 

Dr.  Walsh  then  spoke  of  the  progress  in  art,  liter- 
ature and  science  dnring  the  thirteenth  century, 
which  he  characterized  as  the  greatest  in  the  world's 
history.  A  genuine  effort,  he  said,  was  then  made  to 
combine  the  beautiful  with  the  useful,  and  he  cited  as 
an  illustration  a  mere  hinge  on  the  door  of  York  Cath- 
edral which  had  since  excited  the  envy  and  admiration 
of  all  art  lovers  for  its  beauty.  He  quoted  the  young 
Irish  poet  who  declared  that  the  world  could  never 
consider  itself  cultured  until  even  the  utensils  in  the 
kitchen  were  beautiful  as  well  as  useful.  Dr  Walsh 
bemoaned  the  absence  nowadays  of  originality  or  even 
the  ambition  to  be  individual  in  anything,  saying: 

"We  lack  individuality  in  modern  life,  and  there  is 
a  chance  for  you  potters  and  glass  workers  to  form 
and  fashion  your  commodities  so  that  your  individu- 
ality will  stand  out  from  each  piece  We  imitate 
too  much,  and  fail  to  do  things.  Let's  blind  our  eyes 
to  the  other  fellow's  ideas,  and  give  our  own  some 
chance;" 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  programmed  addresses 
President  Taylor  vouchsafed  the  opinion  that  the  senti  ■ 
ments  of  the  association  should  be  expressed  by  some 
capable  member.  "And,  gentlemen,"  he  declared,  "I 
know  of  no  one  better  qualified  tofufill  this  duty  than 
Mr.  Pitcairn  "  This  elicited  cheers,  whi'ch  increased 
in  volume  when  Mr.  Pitcairn  arose.  After  acknow- 
ledging his  gratification  at  being  afforded  a  chance  to 
speak  "for  and  of  the  boys,"  with  whom  he  had  been 
associated  for  more  than  twenty  years,  Mr.  Pitcairn 
created  merriment  by  his  declaration  that  prior  to 
this  occasion  he  had  always  entertained  the  belief 
that  the  association  had  contained  all  the  men  that 
knew  everything  worth  knowing.  But  the  capabili- 
ties of  the  invited  speakers  had  rather  shattered  this 
idea.  "  But,"  he  exclaimed,  as  if  on  second  thought, 
"  our  boys  still  have  you  speakers  discounted  in  at 
least  one  particular.     You  can't  sell  crockery." 

"My  best  wishes, "  he  declared,  with  emphasis, 
"  are  for  the  continued  prosperity  of  this  association. 
It  has  thrived  particularly  under  the  guidance  of  Mr. 
Endemann,  who  has  been  generous  both  as  to  time 
and  money  in  his  endeavors  to  benefit  it.  Of  all  the 
presidents  that  we  have  had,  he  has  given  himself  up 
to  it  most  thoroughly  and  unselfishly.  He  leaves  us 
a  fund  that  we  need.  With  eleven  or  twelve  deaths 
a  year,  we  must  have  more  than  two  assessments  in 
the  twelve-month.  The  time  has  arrived  when  we 
must  either  increase  the  amount  of  the  assessments 
or  else  advance  the  number  bf  them  to  three  a  year.  ' 

Mr.  Pitcairn  then  recited  a  humorous  story  illus- 
trative of  the  resourcefulness  of  the  men  who  sell 
crockery.

We  relate  this  incident  merely  to  show  how  the 
consequences  of  meanness  may  best  be  likened  to  the 
flight  of  a  boomerang.  Toss  the  latter  as  far  away 
from  you  as  you  may  desire,  and  after  i'.  has  described 
all  its  peculiar  evolutions  it  will  return  to  its  source. 
That  is  exactly  the  result  of  discourtesy. 

This  is,  after  all,  a  small  world,  and  one's  com- 
mercial position,  especially,  is  never  secure.  Buyers 
suffer  no  loss  of  dignity  by  deigning  to  treat  sales-* 
men  with  consideration.  They  are,  of  course,  much 
harassed  in  their  daily  business  by  annoying  details; 
but  that  doesn't  justify  them  in  being  discourte- 
ous. If  nature  would  only  permit  some  buyers  to  see 
themselves  as  do  the  salesmen  so  humiliated,  they 
would  immediately  effect  a  reform  in  their  deport- 
ment. But  as  nature  hasn't  provided  for  such  a 
privilege,  and  as  the  salesmen  must  diplomatically 
keep  mum,  we  feel  that  it  is  our  friendly  duty  to 
recommend  more  general  attention  to  the  virtue  of 
kindness 

Salesmen,  too,  may  find  opportunity  for  its  ex- 
ercise by  lending  a  helping  hand  to  less  successful 
brother-travelers.  It  is  a  habit  that  deserves  more 
universal  adoption.

The  redeeming  feature  of  their  trade  has  been  the 
large  proportion  of  decorated  ware  sold  during  the 
year,  averaging  about  eighty  per  cent,  of  their  out- 
put. They  start  out  this  year  in  the  best  possible 
condition  for  a  trade  commensurate  with  their  im- 
mense facilities.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


Few   buyers    have     appeared    in    the 
New  York,     market     this    week.       The  center   ofj 

activity  at  the  present  moment  is  the 
West,  from  which  come  reports  that  are  very  en 
eouraging.  Manv  large  buyers  have  been  inspecting 
the  samples  there,  and  good  orders  have  been  placed. 
All  the  large  buyer,  concur  in  the  statement  that 
stocks  everywhere  have  been  depleted  more  than 
usual.  Department  store  buyers  say  they  have  from 
ten  to  twenty  per  cent,  less  on  hand  now  than  a  year 
ago,  although  they  claim  that  the  assortments  are 
complete.  This  seems  a  little  strange  when  it  is 
remembered  that  it  was  hard  to  get  goods  at  the 
latter  end  of  the  season  from  any  source.  That 
buyers  fully  realize  the  scarcity  of  goods  is  evident  by 
the  way  they  are  following  our  advice  and  taking 
everything  that  they  had  on  order,  even  though  some 
goods  arrived  after  the  season  had  closed.  Consider- 
able difficulty  is  being  expeiienced  in  obtaining  sup- 
plies for  special  sales.  Some  may  be  had,  it  is  true ; 
but  pretty  nearly  everything  available  was  taken 
weeks  ago. 

The  new  German  goods  are  of  a  much  superior 
quality,  and  while  prices  are  about  the  same  there  is 
a  better  class  of  decoration  all  along  the  line. 


In  French  wares  there  is  a  tendency  to  a  larger 
use  of  gold  and  a  higher  artistic  degree  of  decoration. 
While  there  is  possibly  no  decrease  in  the  use  of 
decalcomanie,  it  would  seem  as  if  there  were  more 
freehand  painting  this  year  than  last. 


English  earthenware  shows  no  marked  ch  >nge  in 
general  characteristics,  although  there  has  been  an 
evident  desire  to  produce  even  better  patterns  than 
before,  and  the  samples  of  china  are  certainly  very 
handsome. 

The  American  manufacturers  of  crockery  have 
put  their  best  foot  forward,  the  samples  indicating- 
more  care  in  design  and  better  workmanship.  There 
will  undoubtedly  be  a  stiffening  of  prices,  because  this 
work  cannot  be  produced  at  low  figures. 


: 


In  pressed  glass  there  are  many  excellent  de- 
signs, both  in  the  imitation  cut  and  in  the  plain  or 
colonial  styles,  the  latter  calling  for  a  clear,  bright 
metal  devoid  of  flaws. 

The  lamp  lines  have  not  been  shown  yet  in  New 
York,  but  from  information  obtained  they  too  have 
kept  step  in  the  march  of  improvement.  An  advance 
in  prices  is  probable,  metals  having  gone  so  high  that 
it  is  impossible  to  manufacture  goods  at  last  year's 
figures.  Copper  has  advanced  from  eleven  to  nine- 
teen cents,  and  in  all  metal  lamps  and  burners  a 
corresponding  advance  may.be  expected. 


The  doll  and  toy  lines  have  not  yet  been  shown 
in  sufficient  quantity  to  warrant,  extended  remark. 
There  will  be  some  wonderful  goods  shown  this  year, 
however. 

In  housefurnishing  goods  a  rise  is  sure  to  come, 
as  both  metal  and  lumber  are  high  and  scarce.      More 
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ekies  and  patented  articles  than  ever  will  be  put 
upon  the  market.  The  inventors  are  devoting  all 
their  ingenuity  to  provide  handy  and  taking  devices 
for  household  use 

tail  trade  is  very  good,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  big  special  sales  have  not  yet  been  advert'sed, 
although  a  few  large  stores  have  made  some  effort  in 
this  direction,  announcing  a  mark-down  of  their 
goods:  and  those  who  have  pursued  this  course  have 
had  good  results 

Unusual  activit3T  for  this  early  period  in 
Trenton,  the  1906  season  is  noticeable  in  the  pot- 
tery district.  The  very  first  day  after 
the  new  year  was  inaugurated  mail  orders  began  to 
arrive.  These  have  since  increased  in  number  to  an 
extent  that  quite  overshadows  conditions  prevailing 
at  the  same  time  a  year  ago.  Several  buyers  have 
also  made  calls  and  placed  orders  for  early  shipment. 


The  traveling  salesmen  have  been  assembling 
here  during  the  past  week  to  select  their  samples  and 
obtain  other  needed  information.  Most  of  them  have 
laid  out  tours  that  will  open  next  Monday,  and  like 
the  manufacturers  and  others  who  have  studied  the 
business  outlook  for  the  new  year,  they  anticipate 
twelve  months  of  unprecedented  prosperity. 


Business  at  the  potteries  and  glass- 
ware factories  starts  off  satisfactor- 
ily. All  the  plants  are  in  regular 
operation,  and  trade  is  opening  with 
excellent  prospects  in  this  district.

Pittsburgh  noted  generally  this  week  at  the 
and  Vicinity,  factories.  Nearly  all  are  repre- 
sented at  the  exhibition  this  year, 
and  the  pew  lines  compare  very  favorably  with  those 
of  last  season.  With  few  exceptions  they  do  not 
show  any  very  radical  changes  in  styles.  There  are 
very  few  plain  lines,  the  majority  being  figured  and 
imitation  cut,  with  more  or  less  modifications.

Solid  colors  in  regular 
lines  seem  to  have  had  their  day.  Gold  decorated, 
however,  is  still  fully  holding  its  own — is  even,  per- 
haps, a  little  on  the  increase 

A  considerable  quantity  of  etched  and  engraved 
is  shown  in  some  branches,  and  the  lines  of  fancy 
glassware  are  larger,  more  varied  and  attractive  than 
ever. 

The  tumbler,  stemware  and  bar  goods  display  is 
large  and  excellent  in  both  blown  and  pressed,  and 
the  etching,  engraving,  enameling  and  gold  decora- 
ting in  good  taste. 

As  yet  the  display  of  cut  glass  is  confined  to  two 
factories,  though  others  are  announced  to  come  later. 

Three  lines  of  decorated  lamps  are  on  exhibition, 
showing  a  good  variety  of  shapes  and  decorations, 
and  a  high  order  of  finish

OBITUARY. 


THE  remains  of  Joseph  Webb,  manager  of  the 
Byesville,  O.,  Glass  Co  ..were  interred  Jan.  2  in 
Woodlawn  cemetety,  Philadelphia.

CUT    GLASS     HEN     MEET. 


\  T  last  Wednesday's  special  meeting  in  the  Astor 
A  House  of  the  National  Association  of  Cut  Glass 
Manufacturers  it  was  reported  that  every  domestic 
blank  manufacturer  save  one  had  joined  the  associa- 
tion. An  earnest  effort  will  be  made  to  induce  this 
concern  to  ally  itself  with  the  other  blank  makers  in 
order  that  some  agreement  may  be  made  whereby 
irresponsible  cutting  firms  may  be  deprived  of  the 
privilege  of  purchasing  their  blanks. 

The  executive  committee  recommended  that  cash 
discounts  should  not  exceed  two  per  cent,  thirty  days, 
and  sixty  days  net.  This  was  endorsed  by  the  associ- 
ation, as  was  also  a  subsequent  motion  requiring  that 
all  packages  must  hereafter  be  charged  for  and  not 
credited  or  evaded  in  any  way. 

A  resolution  that  freight  be  sent  f.  o.  b.  from 
factories,  excluding  New  York,  Boston  and  Chicago, 
where  stores  and  warehouses  are  located,  was  tabled.

When  the  new  Museum  building  now  under  con- 
struction is  completed  space  will  be  provided  in  the 
propos  d  new  department  of  "Arts  and  Industries'- 
for  the  exhibition  of  such  wares  as  cannot  now  be 
placed  in  the  Ceramic  Gall  ry  owing  to  lack  of  room, 
and  the  Association  will  be  allowed  to  deposit  in  this 
department  from  year  to  year  samples  of  such  new 
war  s  as  may  b  !  turned  out  by  the  American  potters, 
mi  ord<  r  to  keep  I  he  exhibit  up  to  date.

BEHIND  the  incorporation  several  days  ago  of  the 
General  Manufacturing  and  Supply  Co.  lies  the 
story  of  the  sale  by  the  receivers,  Lew  A  Thompson 
and  Leslie  C.  Pierson,  of  the  plant  of  the  Standard 
Lamp  and  Glass  Co  ,  Trenton,  N  J.  The  price  in- 
volved in  the  purchase  was  $45,000  in  excess  of  the 
mortgage,  or  $61,500  in  all.  The  new  concern,  which 
is  capitalized  at  $200,000,  proposes  to  enlarge  the 
Standard's  factory  and  direct  its  attention  to  the  manu- 
facture of  metal  goods,  cut  glass,  gas  portables  and 
decorated  glass  lamps.  Mr.  Green,  a  member  of  the 
defunct  Standard  Lamp  &  Glass  Co  ,  has  been  retained 
by  the  new  owners  of  the  establishment  to  act  as  gen- 
eral manager.  Philadelphia  capital,  principally,  is 
behind  the  new  enterprise.  The  most  active  figures 
are  Thos.  Craig,  Henry  V.  Massey  and  D.  T.  Danz. 
About  one  hundred    operatives    are  now    being  em- 


ployed,  but  it  is  intended  to  double  this  staff  before 
long.

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EVERYBODY  is  busy  preparing  the  new  sample 
'  lines  The  importers  realize  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  get  their  warerooms  ready  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  and  every  exertion  is  being  put 
forth  to  that  end.  Many  inquiries  have  come  from 
buyers  as  to  how  soon  goods  will  be  shown,  indicating 
that  they  are  ready  if  the  importers  are  not.  The 
domestic  lines  are  also  assuming  shape,  but  as 
Western  men  first  visit  East  Liverpool  and  Pitts- 
burgh, there  is  not  much  anxiety  to  have  things 
ready  before  the  first  of  the  month. 

i? 
Charles  Ahrenfeldt  &  Son  are  making  rapid  pro- 
gress in  the  opening  of  their  new  goods,  and  have  a 
large  part  of  the  Limoges  china  already  displayed. 
The  new  designes  are  a  surprise.  With  all  the  ingen- 
uity of  the  past  to  contend  with,  they  have  again  pro- 
duced original  designs,  shapes  and  colorings.  The 
display  of  plates  alone  is  worth  a  visit.  They  have 
excelled  themselves  in  this  direction,  and  the  buyer 
who  cannot  find  something  to  suit  him  is  indeed  hard 
to  please.  The  Carlsbad  line  gives  promise  of  equal 
merit.     But  of  this  later. 

Blakeman  &  Henderson's  1906  line  has  begun  to 
arrive.  Most  of  the  samples,  in  fact,  are  already  in 
place,  and  the  display  this  year  will  eclipse  all  former 
ones.  Eighteen  positively  original  specialties,  not 
one  of  which  has  ever  before  been  attempted  in  china, 
arc  among  the  features.  The  decorations  embrace 
six  hundred  distinct  ideas,  representing  a  scope  in 
drawing  and  colorng  that  appears  to  be  limitless. 
The  modeling,  as  usual,  is  fine. 

The  alterations  being  made  to  the  appointments 
of  the  fifth  floor  at  Bawo  &  Dotter's  will  substantial- 
ly increase  the  display  capacity.  Flat  tables  along 
the  side  walls  have  been  reconstructed  in  pyramid 
style,  thereby  permitting  the  exposition  of  more  than 
double  the  number  of  pieces  formerly  shown.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


If  one  were  to  judge  business  condi- 
New  York,  tions  by  the  number  of  visitors  in  the 
warerooms  during  the  past  week  the 
inference  would  be  that  the  bottom  had  dropped  out 
of  everything.  -But  the  letters  received  and  the  in- 
quiries as  to  when  samples  would  be  ready  put  an 
entirely  different  aspect  on  the  matter.  Reports  from 
the  West  are  of  the  most  encouraging  nature.  A 
goodly  number  of  buyers  has  visited  Pittsburgh  and 
East  Liverpool,  and  the  buying  has  been  good.  There 
has  been  no  plunging.  With  the  low  state  of  stocks 
throughout  the  country  and  the  feeling  that  there  is 
to  be  a  large  trade,  the  temptation  to  overstock  is- 
great;  but,  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  has  been  resisted. 


At  Pittsburgh  the  conditions  are  almost  exactly 
the  same  as  for  the  past  four  or  five  years.  While 
some  salesmen  report  an  excellent  business,  others 
complain  of  the  infrequency  of  visitors  and  the  small- 
ness  of  the  orders.  When  the  fact  is  remembered 
that  many  of  the  large  wholesalers  were  called  upon 
before  the  beginning  of  the  year,  together  with  their 
.inclination  to  let  the  manufacturer  carry  stock  for 
them,  there  is  no  cause  for  uneasiness  among  the 
glass  men.  As  soon  as  the  wholesalers  get  their  men 
out,  repeat  orders  are  sure  to  come ;  and  it  is  too  early 
for  the  large  retailers  and  department  store  buyers  to 
get  to  market. 

At  Bast  Liverpool  some  very  heavy  purchases 
have    been    made.        The   scheme  goods  men,  whole- 


salers and  department  store  buyers  have  all  been  cu: 
in  fairly  good  force.  Conditions  are  certainly  very 
favorable,  and  it  looks  as  if  1906  were  to  be  the 
greatest  year  in  the  history  of  the  trade — exceeding, 
perhaps,  that  of  1903. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  a  steady  increase 
in  the  importation  of  German  goods,  and  it  is  con- 
fidently expected  that  a  like  increase  will  be  noted  the 
coming  season. 

It  is  certain  that  there  will  be  a  larger  importa- 
tion of  French  goods  than  last  year.  Already  the 
orders  placed  for  spring  delivery  are  far  in  excess  of 
!9°5-  

English  earthenware  is  likely  to  show  a  slight 
increase  if  the  same  conditions  prevail  during  the  im- 
port season  as  those  of  the  fall.  English  china  is 
certainly  on  the  increase,  and  it  is  confidently  ex- 
pected that  a  big  business  will  be  done  in  this. direc- 
tion. 

The  American  manufacturers  of  crockery  have 
excelled  themselves  in  the  designs  which  they  are 
putting  out  this  spring.  The  improvement  is  very 
marked. 

Cut  glass  men  are  pretty  busy,  and  it  looks  as  if 
the  scheme  men  will  again  be  good  patrons. 


If  pretty  designs  and  good,  clear  metal  are  appre- 
ciated by  buyers,  pressed  glass    will  find    favor  this 
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year.        Never  in   its  history  have  so  many  good  and 
well-made  things  been  offered. 


The  lamp  men  are  doing  a  moderate  business. 
Fewer  jobbing  lines  are  offered  this  year  than  usual ; 
consequently  those  who  are  in  the  market  are  reaping 
the  benefit. 

The  housefurnishings  business  is  excellent.  Bad 
weather  has  had  some  little  influence  during  the 
week,  but  as  a  whole  both  manufacturer  and  jobber 
see  a  big  business  ahead,  and  at  steadily  advancing 
prices. 

Retail  trade  has  been  excellent,  all  things  con- 
sidered, and  the  big  stores  have  no  cause  for  com- 
plaint Stock-taking  is  pretty  nearly  over  in  most 
places,  and  as  soon  as  that  is  out  of  the  way  buyers 
will  be  ready  to  place  orders. 


All  of  the  road  representatives  of  local 
Trenton,  potteries  are  now  on  tour,  and  in  conse- 
quence the  order  files  have  begun  to  ex- 
perience the  receipt  of  numerous  demands.  But  the 
salesmen  are  not  entirely  responsible  for  this  stimu- 
lus It  is  doubtful  if  the  plants  have  ever  received 
more  patronage  by  mail  at  this  early  period  in  the 
year  than  they  have  this  month.  Business  has  opened 
with  a  briskness  that  has  quite  surpassed  the  antici- 
pations of  most  manufacturers.  The  injunction  to 
"Ship  immediately  !  ''which  accompanies  most  of  the 
orders,  indicates  that  the  need  for  goods  is  urgent 


While  the  visitation  of  buyers  has  not  assumed 
very  large  proportions,  it  is  uncommonly  good  for  the 
middle  of  January.  So  far  there  seems  to  be  a  greater 
inclination  on  the  part  of  merchants  to  come  here  for 
personal  inierviews  and  inspection  of  samples  than 
formerly.  In  recognition  of  this  fact  more  care  has 
been  taken  in  the  preparation  of  sample  rooms.  Car- 
penters and  builders  have  been  set  to  work  at  two  or 
three  of  the  factories,  and  the  improved  appearance 
of  the  rooms  justifies  the  expense  and  trouble  in- 
volved. 


A    good    many   buyers    came   in 

Eist     Liverpool     during  the  week.      There  was  no 

and  Vicinity.        very    large    number    at    any   one 

time,  but  each  day  brought  more 

or  less,  and   the  aggregate  footed    up  quite  large  for 

the  week.       They  were  mostly  the  smaller  jobbers, 

syndicate  buyers,  and  department  store   represerita- 

The  few  very  large  jobbers  have  not  yet  put 

in  an  appearance,  though  some  are  announced  for  this 

week        A  fairly  liberal  amount  of  orders  was  booked 

by  the  potteries,  and  up  to  the  present  the    normal 

tradfc    f  >r   the    first  two  weeks  in  January  has  been 

fully  realized. 

o  far  as  can  be  learned,  the  orders  comprise  a 


large  amount  of  staple  dinnerware,  though  special- 
ties are  not  neglected.  In  fact,  the  trade  in  special- 
ties during  nearly  all  seasons  of  the  year  has  been 
materially  increasing,  and  is  now  proportionally 
larger  than  at  the  beginning  of  previous  years  with 
the  majority  of  the  potteries. 


The  mails  are  bringing  in  many  orders  and  im- 
portant inquiries,  and  business  activity  at  the  majority 
of  the  potteries  is  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  point. 


A  few  of  the  visitors  at  the  glass 
Pittsburgh        display  here  announced  a  satisfac- 
and  Vicinity,      tory  trade  the  past  week,  but  the 
majority  reported"  business  rather 
light,  though  all  booked  a  fair  amount  of  orders    The 
attendance  of  buyers  was  somewhat  disappointing  for 
the  second  week  of  the  exhibition,  although  the  ex- 
perience of  last  year  was  the  same.       However,  the 
present  week  is    promising   large    additions    to    the 
number  of  visitors. 


While  no  very  large  orders  have  yet  been  re- 
ported, the  demands  booked  are  liberal  in  a  good 
many  cases,  and  they  cover  practically  the  whole 
range  of  glassware. 

Quite  a  number  of  orders  are  reported  booked  by 
the  representatives  of  the  few  potteries  here 


Buyers  continue  to  report  good  business  condi- 
tions and  prospects  in  their  various  sections,  and 
everyone  feels  confident  that  business  will  be  un- 
usually good  this  spring. 


The  new  lines  generally  are  pronounced  very 
satisfactory  by  the  buyers,  and  there  is  no  attempt  at 
"  shopping  "  on  prices.  Under  the  uniform  condi- 
tions imposed  by  the  Glass  Association  it  is  only  a 
question  of  quality  and  selection. 


Business   conditions  in    this  district 

Wheeling.        are  generally  good  in  both  pottery 

and  Vicinity     and    glassware         There    has    been 

quite  a  number  of  buyers  here  the 

past  week — principally  among  the  potteries,  though 

some  of   the   glassware  factoiies  have  been  favored 

with    visits,  especially  the  big    Imperial   at  Bellaire, 

which    has   not,  so  far,  put   its  line  on  exhibition  at 

Pittsburgh.  

The    potteries   are   operating  fully  and  report  a 
good  line  of  current  orders. 


Some  of  the  glassware  factories  had  extra  repairs 
and  improvements  to  make,  and  did  not  get  started 
till  late  last  week.  All  are  now  operating  regularly, 
however,  and  manufacturing  is  reported  to  be  moving 
smoothly,  with  demands  satisfactory  for  the  season. 
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RAPID  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past 
week  in  the  arrangement  of  samples  for  the  im- 
port season,  and  while  it  cannot  be  said  that  anyone 
is  altogether  ready,  quite  a  number  can  very  comfort- 
ably take  care  of  a  customer  in  a  hurry  to  place  his 
orders.  Nearly  everyone  can  show  goods,  but  they 
are  not  properly  arranged  and  classified.  Another 
week,  however,  will  make  a  great  difference,  and  by 
the  first  of  the  month  all  the  displays  will  be  com- 
plete. 

Chas.  Ahrenfeldt  &  Son  have  their  Limoges 
lines  well  displayed  now,  and  a  "pretty  showing  they 
make.  A  new  shape,  a  pretty  oval,  is  called  the 
Versailles.  The  plates  are  new  and  the  platter  is 
coup  shaped.  One  particularly  noticeable  floral  em- 
bellishment is  a  dainty  pink  rose  and  a  blue  forget- 
me-not,  with  gold  tracing  on  the  handles  (which,  by 
the  way,  are  new  in  shape  and  very  graceful)  and  the 
edges  of  the  plates.  Another  has  a  wide  border  of 
roses,  buds  and  leaves  in  fairly  strong  colors  One  of 
the  same  nature,  but  differing  materially  in  design, 
has  a  delicate  border  of  small  flowers.  .  Their  gold 
and  white  lines  are  very  fine  and  contain  many  new 
incrustations  and  configurations.

("  L  Dwenger  is  ready  with  his  French  china 
lines.  His  European  representatives  have  certainly 
showed  themselves  men  of  taste  and  judgment,  having 
sent  over  lines  which  excel  anything  that  Mr.  Dwen- 
ger has  ever  had  before.  Tho?e  who  know  what  he 
usually  carries  will  appreciate  this  statement.  There 
is  a  wealth  of  artistic  decoration  in  delicate  and  beau- 
tiful designs.

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SOMETHING     ABOUT     SELLING     PRICES. 


rPHAT  the  domestic  pottery  product  during  1905 
attained  greater  proportions  than  ever  before  in 
the  history  of  the  industry  in  this  country  there  is' 
little  or  no  doubt,  even  though  the  recently-announced 
statistics  were  estimated  largely  upon  the  reports 
submitted  by  but  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  firms  commu- 
nicated with.  But  concerning  the  matter  of  profits, 
or,  rather,  lack  of  them,  there  is  considerably  less 
uncertainty  The  manufacturers  themselves,  for  the 
most  part,  are  not  at  all  reluctant  to  admit  a  disap- 
pointment in  this  regard.  It  seems  like  a  cruel 
vagary  of  fate  that  the  commedity  should  outstrip  it- 
self as  a  marketable  medium  and  yet  yield  for  its  pro- 
ducers prices  that  in  very  many  instances  scarcely 
permitted  them  to  "break  even." 

It  is  not  difficult,  of  course,  to  locate  the  most 
serious  cause  of  this  condition.  The  abandonment  of 
the  selling-price  agreement  created  the  real  havoc 
last  spring.     After  the  frenzied  spirit  of  many  of  the 

I  aggressive  price-annihi'atOrs  had  been  con- 
trolled the  situation  became  quite  rational.  But  not 
until  after  enough  damage  had  been  done  to  make 
balances  on  the  right   side   of  the  ledger  almost  im- 

:ble  for  the  year.  The  contrasting  caution  and 
conservatism  of  the  potters  during  the  fall  demon- 
strated emphatically  that  they  had  benefitted  by  their 

ly  experience  in  the  spring.  They  further  proved 
that  they  are  now  capable  of  selling  their  various 
products  with   an  eye  first  of  all  to  the  loss-and  gain 


column,  instead  of  hysterically -pursuing  orders  with 
their  former  apparent  disregard  of  profit 

This  reformation — if  we  may  be  so  permitted 
to  characterize  the  altered  attitude  of  a  large  per- 
centage of  the  manufacturers — should  relieve  any 
apprehension  that  might  have  been  felt  over  the 
failure  to  re-establish  the  selling-price  association. 
No  repetition  of  last  spring's  insane  slaughter  of  prices 
need  be  looked  for  this  year.  For  their  own  protec- 
tion, the  potters  realize  that  a  universal  stiffening  in 
prices  is  essential.  One  year  of  hard  work,  much 
mental  unrest  and  comparatively  little  financial  re- 
ward has  probably  been  a  sufficiently  severe  lesson  to 
satisfy  them. 

The  wisdom  of  a  selling-price  agreement  is  one 
that  the  manufacturers  are  alone  capable  of  determin- 
ing. Their  action  in  ignoring  the  matter  at  Washing- 
ton, almost  before  the  chaos  created  by  the  fluctuat- 
ing selling  figures  of  1905  had  subsided,  demonstrates 
that  they  feel  thoroughly  competent  to  cope  with  the 
difficulty  without  the  aid  of  an  association. 

It  should  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  everyone 
connected  with  the  trade,  whether  in  a  buying  or 
selling  capacity,  that  a  sort  of  informal  understand- 
ing has  been  reached  in  this  all -important  matter.  No 
one  profits  particularly  by  a  price  war,  unless  it  be  an 
occasional  consumer.  The  manufacturer  imperils  his 
financial  security;  the  salesman  is  harassed  by  exac- 
tions from  his  employer,  apprehensive  about  the  prices 
quoted  by  his  competitors,  and  annoyed  by  the  skep- 
ticism of  the  buyers  who  insist  upon  getting  the 
"  rock-bottom  figure  ;"  and  the  buyer  never  feels  quite 
safe  in  placing  an  order  because  of  his  belief  that 
someone  is  liable  to  come  along  at  any  time  with  a 
still  lower  quotation.  In  fact,  from  the  very  moment 
the  crude  clay  begins  to  assume  form  in  the  factory 
the  spirit  of  insecurity,  distrust  and  fear  begins  to 
spread. 

It  is  an  unwise -thing  for  all  concerned  to  permit 
unstable  prices  to  exist.  May  1906  be  exempt  from 
them  !

OBITUARY. 
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MARSHALL  FIELD  died  at  four  o'clock  Tuesday 
afternoon  at  the  Holland  House,  this  city,  aged 
seventy,  of  pneumonia.  Mr.  Field  was  born  in  Con- 
way, Mass  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  got  work  as 
a  clerk  in  a  store  in  Pittsfield,  and  after  four  years 
there  went  to  Chicago  as  a  clerk  in  the  wholesale  dry- 
goods  house  of  Cooley,  Farwdl  &  Co.  In  i860  he  be- 
came a  partner  in  the  concern  In  1865  a  new  firm  was 
formed,  consisting  of  Mr.  Field,  L.  Z  Leiter  and 
Potter  Palmer,  under  the  firm  name  of  Field,  Palmer 
&  Leiter  Two  years  later  Mr.  Palmer  withdrew, 
and  until  1881  the  firm  was  known  as  Field.  Leiter 
&  Co.  In  that  year  Mr.  Leiter  retired,  and  since  then 
the  firm  has  been  Marshall  Field  &  Co  In  the  great 
Chicago  fire  of  1871  the  firm  lost  $3,500,000,  with  on- 
ly $2,500,000  insurance.  Before  the  fire  was  fairly 
out  they  had  established  new  quarters  in  .street  car 
barns,  and  the  work  of  rebuilding  was  begun  on  the 
old  site.  They  were  doing  a  business  amounting  to 
$8,000,000  a  year.  Twenty  years  later  they  did 
$35,000,000,  and  it  is  now  estimated  that  they  do 
$70  000,000  Mr.  Field  was  of  a  retiring  disposition 
and  charitable,  but  avoided  publicity  in  his  gifts.  He 
was  twice  married,  and  had  two  sons  and  three  daugh- 
ters. He  leaves  a  widow  and  a  daughter  by  his  first 
wife.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


Up  to  this  writing  very  few  buyers 
New  York,  have  arrived  to  place  import  orders, 
but  word  has  been  received  that  this 
week  will  see  the  advent  of  quite  a  number,  and  it  is 
expected  that  those  who  have  been  registered  in 
Pittsburgh  and  East  Liverpool  during  the  past  week 
will  in  due  process  of  time  reach  New  York.  A  fair 
idea  of  what  may  be  expected  is  gathered  from  the 
results  of  the  salesmen  already  out.  As  is  customary, 
the  importers  send  their  men  for  short  trips  to  feel 
the  pulse  of  trade,  and  this  year  it  is  beating  strongly. 
Reports  are  to  the  effect  that  many  more  goods  have 
been  taken  so  far  this  year  than  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year.  In  one  or  two  instances  the 
orders  have  been  almost  double  what  the  men  took 
from  the  same  people  in  1905. 


The  tendency  to  buy  finer  goods,  which  has  been 
steadily  growing  for  the  past  three  years,  is  again 
manifest  this  season.  vSome  of  the  salesmen  say  that 
it  is  easier  to  sell  high-priced  goods  than  it  is  the 
cheaper  kinds.  The  Western  people  particularly 
seem  to  have  an  abundance  of  money,  and  are  taking 
the  best  that  the  market  offers.  Prices  seem  to  have 
lit tl ^  to  do  with  it,  provided  quality  and  design  suit 


While  people  buy  freely,  value  received   must  be 

given.     It  is   a  discriminating  age,  though  a   lavish 

one.     Both  manufacturers  and  importers  realize  this, 

and  have  prepared  lines  which  will  undoubtedly  meet 

he  approbation  of  all  classes.    The  samples  displayed 


this  year  are  worthy  of  the  attention  of  dealers  every 
where. 

Most  encouraging  reports  come  from  the  domes- 
tic factories.  The  Pittsburgh  glass  people  and  the 
East  Liverpool  potters  are  doing  an  excellent  business. 
In  Trenton,  too,  there  is  no  complaint  being  made. 


The  agents  for  domestic  goods  in  New  York  are 
doing  a  fair,  normal  trade,  and  within  the  next  few 
days  we  shall  be  able  to  say  that  the  importers  are 
busy. 

During  the  past  couple  of  weeks  the  at- 
Trenton,  tendance  here  of  buyers  has  been  larger 
.  than  customary.  To  better  prepare 
themselves  for  these  calls  the  manufacturers  have 
gone  to  no  little  expense  to  beautify  their  samplerooms 
and  make  exhibits  far  more  comprehensive  than  pre- 
viously. The  number  and  volume  of  the  orders  booked 
in  this  manner  indicate  that  the  expense  is  justified. 

While  splendid  results  are  being  obtained  by  the 
road  salesmen,  there  seems  to  be  no  cessation,  either, 
in  the  amount  of  mail  demands.  The  business  is 
already  considerably  in  excess  of  that  experienced 
this  time  a  year  ago.  And,  what's  more,  the  prices 
asked  and  received  show  a  material  advance  over 
those  of  a  year  ago  on  certain   lines. 

While  the  requests  so  far   have  been  largely  for

staple  goods,  ihere  has  been  an  uncommonly  brisk 
call  for  specialties.  This  latter  class  of  trade,  especi- 
ally, has  quite  surpassed  expectations

fairly  satisfactory  number  of  buyers 
in  attendance,  though  many  of  the  large  jobbers  from 
the  West  have  not  yet  put  in  an  appearance.  Glass- 
ware buyers  are  following  the  same  course  in  regard 
to  the  volume  of  their  orders  as  has  been  the  tendency 
for  a  number  of  years  past  They  place  mainly 
limited  orde/s  for  the  patterns  and  lines  which  meet 
their  taste.  These  will  be  followed  by  re-orders  at 
frequent  intervals,  as  the  condition  of  their  trade  de- 
mands. From  the  present  outlook  these  second  orders 
may  Vie  expected  early  and  in  large  volume. 


A     VALUABLE     WORK. 


A  considerably  larger  business  was  done  at  the 
exhibition  the  past  week  than  at  the  preceding 
one,  though  the  majority  hardly  realized  their  ex- 
pectations in  the  amount  of  trade,  if  they  did  in  the 
number  of  orders.  Good  orders  were  booked  for 
jobbing  lamps,  and  the  fancy  glassware  representa- 
tives received  their  full  share.  The  larger  buying, 
however,  was  in  new  lines  of  tableware.  While  the 
ten  cent  and  average  department  stores  have  been 
well  represented,  and  pieces  that  could  be  sold  on  a 
low  basis  were  in  demand,  a  good  quality  was 
bought  by  the  maiority  of  these  establishments.  The 
leading  jobbers  and  merchants  sought  the  best  grades 
and  patterns  quite  generally  for  their  main  trade.

THE     EXPENSE     OF     TRAVELING. 


AIMARKABLE  increase  in    traveling  expenses 
has   occurred    within    the    past  few  years.       So 
marked  is  this  item  that   it   has  become  as  important 
as  the  salaries  paid    to   men  on    the   road,  and  for  the 
year    may    have  an   influence  on    the   pay  of 
lo  go  Out  with  samples. 
The  most  important  increase  is  in  hotel  bills.      A 
few  years  ago  a  traveler  could  get  a  good   room  with 
up,  with   an   sdditional  charge  of  fifty 
cents   for    a    bathioom.        In    the    "good    old    days" 
the  landlord  catered  to    the   traveling  fraternity,  and 
amercial"  whispered  in   the  ear  of  the 
1  clerk  was  sufficient  to  secure  the  best  available 
n  in  the  house,  with  a  discount  of  fifty  cents  a  day. 
'lay  the  word  "  commercial  "is  a  detriment.    Many 
els    refuse    absolutely    to    take    men     who     want 
sample   rooms,  and   particularly  those  traveling  with 
crockery    and  glass,  for    they    not  only  carry  an  im- 


mense amount  of  baggage,  but  use  straw  and  excel- 
sior for  packing.  Hotel  men  object  to  the  consequent 
litter,  and,  when  they  do  take  them,  instead  of  room 
and  board  for  $2.50  a  day  the  charge  is  more  often  $4 
without  meals 

Tipping  is  a  big  expense,  and  one  that  begins  at 
the  very  outset  of  the  trip.  To  hasten  the  prepara- 
tion of  samples  and  hurry  the  packing  of  trunks  the 
traveling  man  fees  the  porters  in  the  store,  If  he 
doesn't  he  meets  with  all  kinds  of  delays.  Next 
comes  the  carman,  who  can  make  the  train  or  not, 
just  as  he  pleases  A  block,  a  lame  horse,  broken 
harness,  or  a  dozen  other  things  stand  in  the  way 
until  half  a  dollar  is  put  into  his  hand,  when  it  is 
wonderful  how  quick  the  road  to  the  station  is 
cleared.  Arriving  there,  it  is  astonishing  how  blind 
the  baggage  master  is,  particularly  if  there  are  ten 
or  more  trunks  to  be  weighed  and  checked  A  tip 
opens  his  eyes  very  quickly,  and  if  it  is  is  not  forth- 
coming the  train  may  go  without  the  man  or  the 
trunks.  The  sleeping  car  porter  and  the  waiter  in 
the  dining  car  take  their  toll,  after  which  the  hotel 
porters  come  in  for  their  share  of  the  firm's  money. 
Shelves  and  counters  are  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
commercial  man  to  open  a  wareroom  in  a  hotel.  The 
porters  provide  tables,  boards  and  cloths,  and  a  man 
to  put  them  up  and  unpack  the  goods.  For  this  a 
round  sum  has  to  be  paid.  The  waiter  in  the  dining 
room  must  have  a  fee,  and  the  chambermaid  is  not  to 
be  forgotten,  else  the  bed  is  not  made  until  late  in  the 
day.  Woe  to  the  man  who  does  not  "  remember"  the 
bell  boy  and  the  barber.  If  the  newsboy  is  not  told 
to  keep  the  change  out  of  a  nickel  for  the  morning 
paper  the  traveler  will  find  that  somehow  he  cannot 
get  the  journal  he  wants. 

The  trouble  all  comes  from  the  fact  that  men  in 
other  lines  where  there  is  a  bigger  percentage  of  pro- 
fit give  big  tips.  The  poorer  crockery  man  comes 
along  and  has  to  do  the  same  or  suffer.  The  reci- 
pient of  the  tip  sees  no  difference  between  the  lace 
salesman  who  sells  twenty  thousand  dollars'  worth  of 
goods  in  a  day,  telegraphs  his  order  in,  pays  the  por- 
ter a  dollar  to  bring  down  his  hand-bag,  rides  to  the 
station  in  a  cab,  and  the  crockery  man  who  handles 
his  own  grip  and  is  satisfied  with  the  "bus  "or  the 
street  car. 

Those  proprietors  who  find  fault  with  the  ex- 
pense account  should  take  a  trip  themselves  occasion- 
ally. It  would  set  them  thinking,  as  it  did  a  recent 
contributor  10  Life,  whose  ingenious  parody  we 
append: 

To  Fee,  or  not  to  fee;   that  is  the    question — 
Whether  'tis  nobler  in  the  purse  to  suffer 
The  Erequenl  payments  for  outrageous  service, 
Or  to  run  up  against  a  sea  oi  troubles, 
And  by  refusing  end  them?

'lir  vexatipn,  and  the  thousand  little  shocks

ADVANCED     NINETEEN     PER     CENT. 


GENERAL  Appraisers  Somerville,  Waite  and  Hay 
have  handed  down  a  decision  requiring  George 
Borgfeldt  &  Co.  to  invoice  importations  of  earthen- 
ware from  Holland  above  former  invoices.  The  de- 
cision states  that  "  the  merchandise  in  question  is 
invoiced  and  entered  at  a  vahie  of  nineteen  per  cent, 
less  than  the  market  value  thereof  in  the  country  from 
whence  it  is  imported."  With  the  addition  of  one  per 
cent,  for  every  one  per  cent,  of  advance  imposed  by 
the  General  Appraisers,  the  company  will  have  to  pay 
twice  nineteen  per  cent  ,  or  thirty  eight  per  cent,  on 
the  importations  involved  in  this  ruling.  The  text  of 
the  decision  is  as  follows: 

"In  the  large  majority  of  cases  here  under  con- 
sideration each  item  of  the  merchandise  under  reap- 
praisement  was  advanced  by  the  local  appraiser  ten 
per  cent.  The  importer  appealed  from  this  action  to 
the  general  appraiser,  and,  upon  reappraisement,  the 
action  of  the  local  appraiser  was  affirmed.  In  a  few 
cases  the  merchandise  was  not  advanced.  In  these 
the  Collector  appealed,  and  an  advance  of  ten  per  cent, 
was  made  by  the  general  appraiser.  The  importer 
then  appealed  all  of  the  cases  to  this  board. 

"As  the  cases  come  to  us  there  is  a  presumption 
in  favor  of  the  correctness  of  the  action  of  the  general 
appraiser,  as  there  is  in  favor  of  the  correctness  of  all 
official  action.  The  burden  of  showing  that  the  ad- 
vance thus  made  was  incorrect  is  therefore  upon  the 
importer,  by  whose  appeal  the  case  is  brought  before 
this  board. 

♦'It  is,  however,  our  duty  under  the  law  to  find 
from  all  the  evidence  before  us  the  actual  market 
value  or  wholesale  price  of  this  merchandise,  as  the 
same  was  bought  and  sold  in  usual  wholesale  quanti- 
ties at  the  time  the  same  was  exported  to  the  United 
States,  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country  whence 
imported  (section  10  customs  administrative  act).  We 
conceive  it  to  be  our  duty  to  find  this  market  value 
from  actual  sales  in  business,  if  possible;  but,  if  this 
were  not  possible  under  the  evidence,  there  is  no  testi- 
mony before  us  that  would  warrant  us  in  applying- the 
provisions  of  section  1 1,  as  the  testimony  would  not 
warrant  us  in  forming  any  belief  as  to  the  cost  of  the 
manufacture  of  the  commodities  in  question. 
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"Much  time  has  been  given  to  the  hearing  of  the 
case.  Both  the  importers  and  the  government  have 
been  represented  by  able  counsel  and  each  has  been 
en  by  the  board  an  opportunity  to  produce  what- 
ever evidence  would  throw  light  upon  the  issue  in- 
volved. The  evidence  thus  adduced  is  voluminous 
and  elaborate,  bu:  upon  the  crucial  points  of  the 
case  is,  in  our  judgment,  neither  exhaustive  nor  sat- 
isfactory, and  it  has  been  with  great  difficulty  that, 
from  out  of  the  great  mass  of  testimony,  we  have 
been  able  to  find  any  persuasive  evidence  of  the  mar- 
ket value  of  the  various  articles  in  question  in  the 
country  irom  whence  they  were  imported. 

nee  the  decision  of  the  United  States  supreme 
court  in  the  case  of  U.  S.  v.  Passavant,  it  has  been 
the  belief  of  this  board,  upon  which  it  has  uniformly 
acted,  that  where  the  wholesale  price  of  a  commod- 
ity sold  in  the  home  market  for  domestic  consumption 
differed  from  the  export  price,  the  domestic  price 
should  control  in  ascertaining  and  fixing  the  market 
value  of  that  commodity  for  duty  purposes. 

"  Following  that  rule,  the  most  conclusive  evi- 
dence we  find  among  the  great  mass  of  testimony  in 
this  case  is  the  catalogues  of  the  manufacturers  of 
the  merchandise  in  question,  introduced  by  the 
government,  and  testimony  relative  thereto,  and  the 
testimony  of  the  president  of  the  importing  company, 
that  the  home  market  price  was  the  catalogue  price, 
less  a  certain  per  cent,  made  up  of  discounts  given, 
and  certain  other  items,  which  he  claimed  should  be 
deducted  in  arriving  at  the  domestic  price. 

'•  These  items  are  stated  at  several  places  in  the 
testimony,  but  are  especially  shown  by  exhibits  119 
and  120,  introduced  by  the  importer.  Ascertaining 
the  domestic  price  by  referring-  to  this  evidence,  and 
allowing  such  items  as  in  our  own  judgment  should 
properly  be  deducted  from  the  home  selling  price  in 
order  to  arrive  at  the  home  market  value,  as  well  as 
from  the  preponderance  of  all  the  testimony  in  the 
case,  we  reach  the  conclusion  that  the  merchandise  in 
question  is  invoiced  and  entered  at  a  value  of  nineteen 
per  cent  less  than  the  market  value  thereof  in  the 
country  from  whence  it  is  imported.  We  therefore 
direct  that  nineteen  per  cent,  be  added  to  each  item 
on  the  invoice  to  make  market  value."

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


The  season  opens  auspiciously.  Arriv- 
New  York,  ing  buyers  all  speak  in  the  most  en- 
couraging way  of  prospects,  and  inti- 
mate that  they  will  need  many  goods.  Those  from 
the  West  say  that  the  outlook  is  wonderful.  Every- 
body apparently  has  money  and  is  willing  to  spend  it. 
The  remarkable  weather  we  have  experienced  has 
not  been  confined  to  this  section,  and  from  all  over 
the  country  we  hear  that  the  month  of  January  was 
an  exceptionally  good  one  for  the  retailers. 


The  potters  in  the  West  have  a  large  share  of 
business,  and  the  Eastern  potters  are  jubilant  over 
the  trade  that  has  come  to  them. 


The  local  agents  in  New  York,  who  rarely  expect 
to  do  much  in  the  first  month  of  the  year,  owing  to 
stocktaking,  etc.,  report  that  their  business  this  sea- 
son is  materially  ahead  of  last  year. 


A  few  large  buyers  of  English  goods  visited  the 
market  this  week,  and  the  result  was  most  gratifying. 
In  every  instance  the  orders  placed  were  far  in  excess 
of  last  year.  English  crockery  merchants  report  that 
their  mail  orders  are  particularly  good,  and  as  the 
wholesalers  will  be  here  from  now  on,  they  will  prob- 
ably have  a  big  trade. 

Orders  for  French  goods  so  far  tally  with  what 
has  been  done  in  other  directions,  the  big  sales  indi- 
cating favorably  what  the  season  will  be. 


orders  from  the  few  buyers  that  have  been  seen. 
There  is  no  question  about  this  branch.  It  will  prob- 
ably show  bigger  returns  than  ever. 


Dealers  in  German    goods   have   had   very  good 


The  housefurnishing  goods  manufacturers  are 
overwhelmed  with  orders.  Perhaps  the  metal  market 
has  something  to  do  with  this.  All  metals  are  ex- 
ceedingly high,  and  at  present  there  seems  no  pros- 
pect of  a  fall.  Spot  copper  is  very  scarce,  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  large  orders  would  be  filled,  even  at  19^2, 
the  price  quoted.  Spelter  is  at  the  top  notch,  and 
rolled  steel  is  high  and  scarce.  To  say  that  lumber  is 
dear  and  high  would  only  be  a  reiteration.  There  is 
no  hope  that  it  will  ever  be  much  lower.  The  forests 
near  markets  are  almost  exhausted,  and  now  it  means 
long  hauls  at  heavy  freight  rates. 


Business    at    the    potteries    con- 
East  Liverpool      tinues  encouraging.     While  there 
and  Vicinity       is  no  rush  at  the  majority  of  the 
Western  potteries,  they  are  doing 
a  good  business.     The  number  of  visiting  buyers  the 
past  week  was  not  as  large,  perhaps,  as  had  been  ex- 
pected.      They,  however,  left   a   good   aggregate   of 
orders.      The  buyers  generally  were  substantial  mer- 
chants placing  good  demands  for  good  pottery.     Very 
few    were   looking   for   job  lots,  snaps,  and   exciting 
business  offers.       They   recognize   the  fact  that  the 
business  situation  is  such  that  the  consumer  demands 
good  substantial  wares,  and  is  willing  to  pay  a  reason- 
able price  for  them,  and  that  good  sales  can  be  made 
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\vith<  ait  recourse  to  cheap  offerings  of  thirds  disguised 
as  a  ery. 

Those  salesmen  who  are  on  their  routes  are  giv- 
ing" a  good  account  of  themselves,  and  the  mails  are 
ringing  in  a  satisfactory  business. 


The  pottery  situation  is  considered  by  all  the 
manufacturers  greatly  superior  to  that  of  last  year  at 
the  first  of  February — some  say  a  hundred  per  cent, 
better. 


Even  the  most  optimistic  among  the 
Trenton,  local  manufacturing  potters  are  agreeably 
surprised  with  existing  trade  conditions. 
Orders  have  exceeded  expectations  not  only  in  regard 
to  number  but  also  in  the  quality  of  the  wares  desired. 
There  is  an  especially  snappy  call  for  goods  of 
the  better  class.  Prices  are  somewhat  better  than 
last  year,  although  the  advances  have  not  been  radi- 
cal enough  to  provoke  the  protests  of  buyers.  While 
the  road  salesmen  are  contributing  very  largely  to 
the  order-files,  the  patronage  is  not  coming  through 
them  entirely.  Mail  demands  direct  from  the  mer- 
chants are  very  numerous. 


Personal  calls  at  the  factories  by  the  buyers  have 
so  far  been  much  more  numerous  than  in  recent  years, 
and  it  looks  as  if  this  custom,  once  so  widely  observed, 
were  being  revived.  The  manufacturers  have  pre- 
pared for  this  contingency  by  fixing  up  their  sample- 
rooms  with  unusual  care  and  thoroughness

The  results  of  the  exhibition  are 
being  canvassed  this  week,  and  as 
far  as  can  be  ascertained  the 
volume  of  business  done  this  year 
will  exceed  that  of  last  quite  materially.  Still,  it  can 
hardly  be  said  to  have  fully  met  the  desires  of  some 
of  the  manufacturers.  With  stocks  conceded  to  be 
the  smallest  in  merchants'  hands  for  years,  and  with 
the  flourishing  condition  of  general  trade,  the  glass- 
ware manufacturers  were  expecting  larger  individual 
orders  for  the  opening  of  the  year.  The  number  and 
character  of  the  demands,  however,  were  fairly  satis- 
fying, and  there  seems  the  strongest  probability  that 
the  season's  trade  will  round  up  excellently.  An 
:>al  re-order  is  already  reported,  and  early  and 
frequent  repetitions  can  undoubtedly  be  relied  on  for 
the  remainder  of  this  fire. 


While   an  occasional  exhibitor  complains  of  poor 

trade,  business  was  more  evenly  distributed  this  year 

than  usual,  due   to  the  general  good  character  of  the 

lay.

Of  course  there  were  a  number  of 

nally    good   designs  and  patterns,  and    some 

exhibitors   report    the  best  business  experienced  for 

years. 


It  is  reported  at  several  of  the  prominent  factories 
that  have  a  portion  of  their  salesmen  on  the  road  this 
month  that  their  returns  have  been  unusually  satis- 
factory— equalling,  and  in  some  instances  exceeding, 
those  of  their  exhibition  salesmen.  This  seems 
anomalous  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  majority 
of  the  glassware  buyers  are  supposed  to  be  away. 
It  is  also  true  that  those  factories  that  displayed  their 
new  lines  before  the  holidays  through  special  trips  of 
salesmen  were  disappointed  at  the  limited  success 
obtained,  even  where  exceptionally  good  patterns 
were  shown — the  volume  of  business  nowhere  equal- 
ling that  secured  last  year  by  those  offering  their  new 
year's  patterns  in  the  fall.  This  certainly  indicates 
that  buyers  prefer  to  wait  till  January  and  take  all 
the  new  lines  in  before  purchasing.

OUR  advertising  columns  are  full  of  interesting 
reading  for  buyers,  and  should  be  scanned 
closely  each  week,  as  they  contain  hints  and  sugges- 
tions which  will  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  all  who  deal 
in  crockery  and  glass. 


persuade  the  latter  to  take  all  the  goods  his  credit  will 
stand,  for  the  benefit  of  the  firm;  he  must  ingratiate 
himself  so  that  his  customer  will  think  well  of  him, 
for  his  own  sake;  and  he  must  protect  the  buyer  from 
taking  undesirable  goods. 

The  well-posted  salesman  will  sell  his  man  goods 
which  are  best  adapted  for  his  location,  whether  he 
wants  them  or  not,  because  the  inexperienced  buyer 
is  apt  to  let  what  pleases  his  eye  decide  his  purchases, 
regardless  of  price,  quality  or  adaptability.  But  woe 
be  unto  him  if  from  any  cause  the  goods  should  prove 
poor  sellers  for  in  that  case  he  will  certainly  be 
blamed.  Generally,  however,  if  the  salesman  will 
exert  himself  to  see  that  his  customer  gets  what  is 
best  for  him,  the  chances  are  that  he  will  be  right,  in 
the  main,  and  the  goods  will  go  off  well. 

It  is  the  seller's  duty  at  all  times  to  dispose  of  the 
slow-moving  wares  first— attractive  goods  will  sell 
themselves.  Many  really  desirable  patterns  need  to 
have  their  good  points  brought  out.  Everyone  knows 
that  it  is  not  always  the  design  that  appeals  to  the  eye 
strongly  at  the  beginning  that  is  the  most  successful, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  is  frequently  the  one  that  re- 
mains longest  on  the  retailer's  shelves. 

The  experienced  buyer's  attention  should  be 
directed  to  the  least  showy,  or,  rather,  to  such  goods 
as  are  not  likely  to  force  themselves  into  prominence; 
but  never  with  the  idea  of  ''sticking"  the  customer. 
The  salesman's  judgment  is  sometimes  biassed  by  his 
own  preferences,  and  he  may  in  all  innocence  persuade 
the  buyer  to  take  the  wrong  thing.  This  must  al- 
ways be  guarded  against. 

In  short,  the  point  never  to  be  lost  sight  of  is  that 
while  the  firm  is  to  be  protected  and  the  salesman's 
interest  conserved,  the  customer  should  have  the  best 
possible  consideration. 


THREE     POINTS     TO     GUARD. 


rPHE  buying  season  is  now  on,  and  with  it  will  come 
I  a  variety  of  experiences.  All  kinds  and  condi- 
tions of  men  will  be  met :  the  man  who  knows  his  bus- 
iness; the  one  who  thinks  he  does,  but  does  not;  and 
the  one  that  does  not  and  acknowledges  it.  These 
men  are  found  in  both  the  buying  and  selling  ranks, 
although  the  average  dealer  in  crockery  and  glass 
tea  pretty  near  knowing  his  business.  Still,  there 
are  degrees  of  knowledge. 

If  a  buyer  who  is  not  well  versed  chances  to  fall 
into  the  hands  of  a  salesman  who  knows  but  little  they 
may  manage  to  get  along  for  the  time  being.  So,  too, 
will  two  who  are  well  posted.  But  when  one  knows 
and  the  other  does  not,  there  is  an  exasperating  state 
of  things.  If  it  happens  that  the  buyer  is  experienced, 
he  «-an  either  make  his  own  selections  or  get  another 
salesman  more  to  his  mind.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  experienced  salesman  confronts  an  ignoramus,  he 
has  a  task  before  him  which  calls  for  all  the  tact  and 
diplomacy  that  can  be  brought  to  bear. 

In  any  case  he  has  three  important  points  to  pro- 
tect: the  house,  himself,  and  the  customer.     He  must

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BUSINESS  for  the  spring  season  of  1906  has  begun. 
Although  the  purchases  up  to  date  have  not  been 
astounding,  •  there  have  been  some  very  good  bills 
made.  Men  who  have  spent  days  buying  glass  and 
crockery  in  the  West  do  not  jump  into  the  fight  the 
first  minute  they  get  here.  They  are  gradually  settl- 
ing down  to  business,  however,  and  another  week 
will  see  things  in  full  blast. 

Chas  Ahrenfeldt  &  Son  have  certainly  main- 
tained their  reputation  for  original  designs  in  their 
Carlsbad  lines.  The  display  is  remarkable  in  more 
ways  than  one,  and  among  the  sti  iking  features  is  the 
use  of  old  fashiohed  colors  and  old  fashioned  shapes 
modified  to  meet  prevailing  ideas.  The  visiting  buyer 
will  at  once  be  struck  by  these  colors,  and  also  by  a 
series  of  comical  decorations  which  provoke  laughter 
on  sight.  The  scenes  from  "Carmen,"  in  which  the 
figures  are  made  to  resemble  wooden  toy  soldiers  and 
women,  are  very  funny.  They  represent  the  meet- 
ing, wooing  and  murder,  and  the  manner  in  which 
the  latter,  is  depicted  turns  the  tragedy  into  a  comedy. 
Some  comical  Dutch  boys  and  girls,  although  repre 
senting  scenes  in  Holland,  are  not  at  all  like  the  con- 
ventional Dutch  figures.  In  dinnerware  thero  is  a 
line  christened  "  Flowers  of  Bohemia"  which  seems 
destined  for  a  popular  run.  Some  of  the  flowers  are 
put  on  in  the  ordinary  style  of  decoration,  while 
others  are  the  oddest  conceptions  ever  attached  to 
pottery.  For  instance,  in  one  case  the  plate  is  divided 
into  squares  by  blue  and  green  lines  and  the  flowers 
are  intertwined.  In  reading  of  such  a  design  it  may 
not  strike  one  as  being  good,  but  a  glance  at  the  ware 
itself  changes  one's  opinion  quickly.  They  have  also 
a  line  of  table  and  ornamental  ware  in  Vienna  style, 
but  in  new  colorings  which  take  the  ware  out  of  the 
conventional  kind.  Another  attractive  line  which 
shows  groups  of  nymphs  bathing  is  a  combination  of 
decal  and  freehand  work.  These  are  but  a  few  of 
the  many  attractive  things  on  view. 

Among  the  several  ingenious  schemes  that  Bawo 
&  Dotter  have  employed  to  attract  attention  to  their 
new  doll  department  is  one  that  utilizes  a  card  about 


the  size  and  shape  of  a  postal.  On  its  face  is  printed 
in  colors  this  inquiry:  "Nothing  new  under  the 
sun  ?  "  followed  by  the  words:  "Oh,  yes;  there  is  !  " 
The  significance  of  this  question  and  reply  is  seen  in 
the  reproduction  of  the  orb  of  day  on  a  flap  in  the 
right  hand  corner  of  the  card.  Upon  raising  this  one 
beholds  an  illustration  of  a  doll,  beneath  which  is  a 
statement  explanatory  of  Bawo  &  Dotter's  acquisition 
of  a  doll  department. 

Geo.  F  Bassett  (5?  Co.  's  announcement  on  another 
page  has  caused  much  comment  and  has  been  the 
means  of  selling  a  lot  of  champagne  glasses.  At  the 
price  they  might  well  move  qu:.ckly. 

L.  D.  Bloch  &  Co.  will  be  ready  with  all  their 
lines  about  Feb.  5,  and  it  may  be  said  that  much  taste 
has  been  shown  in  selection  of  same.  In  addition  to 
their  already  extensive  assortment  this  year  they 
have  added  full  lines  of  dinnerware  in  both  French 
and  German  makes.

John  Davison  is  making  the  star  exhibition  of 
his  experience.  It  is  a  joy  simply  to  wander  through 
his  wareroom.  The  Coalport  line  is  a  wonder.  In 
their  palmiest  days  they  never  equalled  their  present 
showing  in  excellence  of  design  and  beauty  of  coloring. 
Mr.  Davison  this  week  received  two  plates  from  this 
factory  the  same  as  those  in  the  ordinary  dinner  ser- 
vice used  by  Edward  VII.  at  Windsor  and  Bucking- 
ham palaces.  They  have  a  narrow  rococo  scroll  in 
mazarine  blue,  with  a  gold  edge,  and  in  the  center  of 
one  is  the  crest  of  the  Star,  while  in  the  other  is  that 
of  the  Garter.  Both  contain  the  motto,  "'Honi  soit 
oui  mal  y  pense."  The  glass  exhibit  is  simply  marve- 
lous. Probably  nothing  like  it  was  ever  seen  in  this 
city.  Together  with  the  china  the  display  is  worth 
miles  of  travel  to  see. 


Never  before  have  C.  Dorflinger  &  Sons  directed 
so  much  thought  to  the  origination  of  rock  crystal 
designs  as  this  year.  An  entire-table  in  their  Murray 
street  showrooms  is  occupied  entirely  by  specimens 
of  this  character.  Vases,  stemware,  tumblers,  decan- 
ters, sweet-pea  holders  — in  fact,  abouc  every  style  of 
blank  utilized  by  the  firm  has  been  treated  with  rock 
crystal  subjects.  The  designs  in  themselves  deserve 
approbation,  but  not  one  whit  more  than  the  good 
taste  exercised  in  the  shaping  of  the  pieces  A  parti- 
cularly graceful  adjunct  of  the  line  is  a  sweet-pea 
bowi  that  is  carried  in  four  sizes.  The  comports  and 
vases  also  contain  new  ideas  of  symmetry.  In  the  cut 
patterns  there  is  nothing  more  novel  than  the  Fern. 
This,  as  its  name  implies,  is  reproductive  of  fern 
leaves  extending  from  the  equally  original  star  bot- 
tom to  the  very  edge.  A  new  treatment  of  the 
hollow  diamond  design  and  the  popular  willow  cutting 
also  merit  mention. 


That  the  Fostoria  Glass  Co.  has  progressed  very 
materially  in  the  production  of  blown  goods  is  attested 
by  the  extent  and  variety  of  the  samples  now  on  ex- 
bi  >ition.  One  of  the  more  conspicuous  cf  the  addi- 
tions to  the  bne  is  a  grape  fruit  bowl,  which  is  pre- 
sented either  in  plain  or  optic  and  with  or  without 
needle  etched  designs.

of  the  rare  pieces  that  are  pleasing  to  the  eye  and  yet 
easily  cleanable. 

Hamburger  &  Co.  have  their  samples  now  all 
displayed  and  are  ready  for  buyers  In  point  of  fact, 
they  have  already  entertained  a  number.  Their 
French  line,  of  which  the  barest  mention  was  made 
last  week,  is  really  the  best  they  have  ever  had.  The 
extent  and  variety  of  their  gold  and  white  samples 
is  remarkable,  and  includes  incrustations,  paste  work, 
prints,  and  combinations  of  all  as  well  as  with  color- 
ing. They  are  also  showing  a  very  pretty  line  with 
an  ivory  body  and  floral  decorations  The  fish  and 
game  sets  are  particularly  well  executed,  and  there  is 
a  very  large  number  from  which  buyers  may  make 
selections.  The  cleverness  with  which  they  handle 
designs  is  seen  in  some  old  Sevres  shapes  adapted  to 
modern  requirements  and  embellished  with  excellent 
decorations.  Especial  attention  is  called  to  another 
line  in  matt  finish  with  flowers.  Their  array  of  din- 
ner ware  is  such  that  buyers  can  choose  from  almost 
the  cheapest  up  to  the  best  grade.

its  exhibition  this  year. 

Maddock  &  Miller  are  now  prepared  with  all 
their  new  samples  and  are  feeling  very  happy  over 
the  tasteful  and  pretty  things  they  are  showing. 
Perhaps  no  greater  compliment  could  be  paid  to 
their  line  than  to  say  that  their  goods  are  placed  in 
every  section  of  the  country  and  that  the  buyers  take 
pride  in  making  window  displays  of  them.  This  in- 
dicates how  thoroughly  popular  the  goods  are.

neglect  of  the  reel       [q  the  Lancastrian  pottery  are 
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reproductions  of  Chinese  ware  of  the  finest  period. 
The  supposedly  lost  art  of  the  Mongolian  potter 
has  been  rediscovered,  and  the  result  is  a  wonderful 
exhibition  of  glazes  Some  of  the  crystaline  effects 
are  extremely  fine,  and  the  colorings  are  beyond 
description.  This  pottery  has  produced  a  number  of 
scenes  from  "  Pickwick"  in  plain  underglazed  prints 
on  a  brownish-yellow  background.  They  are  repro- 
ductions from  the  originals  by  Cruikshank  and  are  all 
signed  "  Phiz."  The  peculiarity  of  these  prints  is  that 
while  they  are  done  in  the  sketchy  style  of  that 
famous  artist,  straight  lines  only  are  used.  This  pro- 
cess is  patented.  From  Ridgway's  comes  a  beautiful 
line  of  underglaze  hotel  ware  on  which  is  shown  a 
variety  of  ornamental  pattern^,  together  with  crests 
and  monograms.  The  quality  and  decorations  appeal 
at  once  to  the  buyer.  From  Adams  &  Co.  they  have 
a  big  line  of  low-priced  earthenware,  and  in  the  china 
room  they  display  a  magnificent  line  of  rock  crystal 
glass  from  .  Webb  &  Corbett,  Ltd,  The  exhibition 
commends  itself  to  all  interested  in  fine  goods  as  well 
as  the  cheaper  lines,  and  is  well  worth  a  visit. 


An  arrival  on  the  Campania  last  Saturday  was  F. 
Courtney  Locke,  member  of  the  firm  of  Robinson  & 
Leadbeater,  Ltd.,  Stoke-on-Trent,  England.  Mr. 
Locke  has  come  here  to  increase  the  popularity  of  his 
concern's  Royal  Ivory  porcelain  and  has  engaged 
room  238  Astor  House  for  the  exposition  of  samples 
during  February,  Mr.  Locke's  collection  includes 
vases,  jugs,  fancy  sets,  cups  and  saucers,  religious 
articles,  busts  of  various  celebrities,  etc. 


L.  Straus  &  Suns  must  have  done  some  tall  think- 
ing during  the  past  few  months  to  achieve  the  remark- 
able results  now  evident  in  their  warerooms.  The 
most  marked  departures  are  in  the  German  and  French 
goods,  From  one  of  their  factories  they  have  a  line 
of  novelties  for  the  table  and  boudoir  in  a  delicacy  of 
treatment  which  takes  it  out  of  the  ordinary.

41  on  the  fourth  floor  to  room  35  on  the  third  floor  in 
the  same  building.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS, 


Trade  is  excellent.  Buyers  are  feeling 
New  York,     good,  and  placing  their  orders  quickly 

and  liberally.  It  is  the  first  time  in 
many  years  that  there  is  not  some  section  of  the 
country  from  which  complaint  is  made.  This  year 
from  North  and  South,  East  and  West,  comes  the  same 
good  story  of  brisk  trade.  The  only  cloud  on  the 
horizon  is  the  possibility  of  a  coal  strike.  The  oper- 
ators, however,  have  been  preparing  for  it,  and  there 
are  millions  of  tons  stored.  Meanwhile,  endeavors 
will  undoubtedly  be  made  to  avert  the  trouble.  Aside 
from  this  there  is  nothing  in  sight  to  interfere  with 
our  continued  prosperity 


The  condition  of  the  retail  trade  is  a  little  bit 
remarkable.  So  far  as  seen,  visitors  say  that  Janu- 
ary has  been  a  phenomenal  month  in  this  direction, 
and  with  fewer  forced  sales  than  usual  There  has 
been  a  spontaneous  demand  for  all  kinds  of  household 
goods,  which,  with  the  low  stocks  on  hand  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  induces  buyers  to  place  liberal 
orders. 

It  is  probable  that  the  demand  on  the  factories 
will  tax  them  to  their  utmost,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
largely  increased  facilities  have  been  made  both  at 
home  and  abroad.  To  avoid  the  possibility  of  trouble 
in  getting  {roods  later  in  the  season,  early  buying  is 
advisable. 

A  notable  feature  of  the  buying  this  year  is  the 
fact,  that  the  better  goods  are  going  witli  even  greater 


rapidity  than  they  did  last  year,  when  something  of 
the  same  conditions  were  noted.  The  manufacturers 
have  foreseen  this  demand,  and  not  only  are  there 
more  high-grade  goods  in  the  market  than  ever  be- 
fore, but  the  lower  grades  are  as  a  rule  much  better. 


The  orders  so  far  placed  show  that  German  goods 
will,  as  in  the  past,  be  the  mainstay  of  trade,  particu- 
larly with  the  jobbers. 

The  demand  for  French  goods  is  very  much 
better  than  it  was  a  year  ago,  and  from  indications 
the  sales  will  equal  1903,  the  banner  year. 


There  is  a  very  fair  cali   for   English  goods,  and 
the  china  manufacturers  are  getting  liberal  orders. 


American  crockery  is  in  brisk  demand,  with  a 
notable  stiffening  of  prices,  which  is  a  sure  indication 
that  business  is  good. 

The  glass  men  say  that  they  have  nothing  to 
complain  of,  and  that  business  is  very  much  ahead  of 
last  year. 

The  lamp  trade  is  fully  equal  to  last  year,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  electricity  has  made  such  in- 
roads. 

The  housefurnishings  trade  is  phenomenal,  with 
prices  constantly  advancing.  It  is  now  a  question  of 
getting  raw  materials.  Not  only  are  copper,  steel 
and  tin  soaring  in  price,  but  it  is  almost  impossible  to 


-upplies.     The  lack  of  snow  has  sent  up  the  price 
of  lumber,  and  unless  we  have  some  of  "  the  beauti 
ful"  manufacturers   of    woodenware    will   find  them- 
selves hard  pressed. 

To  properly  describe  the  present  state  of 
Trenton,  trade  here  it  is  necessary  to  employ  but 
one  word — "busy."  Last  year's  record  is 
clearly  exceeded  in  ihe  matter  of  volume,  quality  of 
goods  desired,  and  prices  The  latter  haven't  re- 
gained their  proper  standard  yet  in  some  respects,  but 
they  are  on  the  whole  entirely  satisfactory  Decor- 
ated wares,  especially,  are  netting  good  figures. 


The  desire  on  the  part  of  merchants  to  make 
personal  inspections  of  goods  at  the  factories  is  un- 
doubtedly growing.  While  the  visiting  buyers  so  far 
haven't  attained  very  large  numbers,  more  of  them 
have  called  here  than  at  this  time  a  year  ago. 


The  road  salesmen  are  being  heard  from  in  great 
shape.  Their  letters,  explanatory  of  trade  condi- 
tions, are  invariably  cheery  in  character  and  quite  as 
unvaryingly  prophetical  regarding  a  heavy  spring 
business. 

Although  the  number  of  new  buyers

There  has  been  a  good  quota  of  visiting  buyers 
at  East  Liverpool  and  other  points,  and  the  individual 
orders  have  in  many  instances  been  quite  large, 
amounting  to  many  car  loads 


The  traveling  salesmen,  with  few  exceptions,  are 
now  all  on  their  routes  and  making  gratifying  re- 
turns-some considerably  beyond  expectations. 


A    feature    of   this    year's  business  is    the    large 
number  of  direct  orders,  showing  an  urgent  demand 
;>leting  assortments  and  an  active  early  retail 
trade. 

Prices  are  maintaining  a  higher  level  than  last 
year,  though  they  are  still  low.  One  Western  buyer 
of  considerable  proportions  said  his  purchases  had 
cost  him  about  ten  per  cent  more  this  year  than  last. 


Another  said  that  he  was  paying  from  five  to  fifteen 
per  cent,  more  to  the  same  potteries  this  year,  accord- 
ing to  the  different  lines  of  ware  bought.  There 
seems  no  doubt  that  all  the  better  class  of  potteries 
are  maintaining  an  average  of  ten  per  cent,  or  more 
above  the  prices  that  ruled  the  first  half  of  1905.

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Japan  shows  a  large  increase  In  1905  the 
amount  was  $1,237,617;  1904,  $818,637;  1903,  $640,- 
923 — again  in  1905  over  1904  of  $418,980,  and  over 
1903  $596,694,  or  nearly  double. 

A  curious  fact  is  that  the  gross  figures,  $12,199;- 
605.  do  not  vary  much  from  year  to  year,  nor  have 
they  for  the  last  thirty  years.  This  apparent  non- 
progressiveness  of  business  would  be  misleading  were 
it  not  remembered  that  prices  have  been  continually 
going  down,  while  the  bulk  of  the  imports  has  been 
just  as  constantly  increasing. 

We  imported  glassware,  exclusive  of  bottles, 
wiudow,  plate,  crown  and  cylinder  glass,  to  the  value 
of  $3,138,561  in  1905,  $2,950,266  in  1904,  and  $3,074,- 
106  in  1903. 

We  exported  pottery  to  the  value  of  $983,554  in 
I9°5,  $79I>739  in  i9°4,  and  $589,001  in  1503.  While  in 
almost  all  other  articles  of  merchandise  the  Govern- 
ment specifies  the  countries  to  which  we  send  goods, 
with  the  respective  amounts,  in  pottery  it  gives  the 
totals  only.  The  same  is  true  of  glassware  Our  total 
exports,  leaving  out  window  glass,  which  in  1905 
was  $69,763,  were  $2,252,399  in  1905,  $2,130297  in 
1904,  and  $2,053,516  in  1903.

OUR     FOREIGN     COMflERCE. 


t^ROM  advance  sheets  issued  by  the  United  States 
Treasury  Department  we  publish  in  another  part 
of  the  paper  the  summary  of  the  imports  of  pottery, 
glass  and  toys  for  the  year  1905,  together  with  the 
comparative  figures  for  1904  and  1903.  Some  inter- 
esting facts  are  shown,  and  the  prediction  made  in 
these  columns  last  spring  that  the  increase  in  German 
goods  would  be  about  ten  per  cent,  is  pretty  nearly 
verified.  The  increase  is  practically  eight  per  cent., 
and  had  the  goods  all  been  shipped  that  were  ordered 
the  ten  per  cent,  would  have  been  reached  The 
figures  show  that  in  the  twelve  months  ending  Dec. 
1.  G   rmany    sent    us  $5,042,605  worth  of  pot-

TRADE     SECRETS. 


IT  is  inevitable  that  in  every  establishment  there 
must  be  employees  who  know  the  innermost 
secrets  of  the  firm's  business.  Of  course,  all  employees 
know  more  or  less  of  the  things  which  are  not  to  be 
made  public,  but  only  a  comparative  few  hold  confi- 
dential relations.  The  trust  reposed  in  these  is 
absolute,  and  a  violation  of  it  is  so  contemptible  that 
words  are  inadequate  to  express  condemnation.  For- 
tunately this  does  not  happen  often.  The  fact  that 
so  few  among  the  hundreds  and  thousands  who  hold 
positions  where  the  inside  workings  of  an  establish- 
ment are  known  divulge  their  knowledge  proves  that 
most  men  are  honest.  Occasionally  one  who  has  been 
badly  treated,  or  who  thinks  he  has,  which  amounts 
to  the  same  thing,  will  in  a  moment  of  passion  tell 
things  which  he  should  not.  This  shows  a  low,  vin- 
dictive spirit  and  a  lack  of  honor  which  puts  the 
aggrieved  one  below  the  plane  of  the  man  whose 
meanness  he  decries.  Bad  treatment  may  be  resented, 
but  not  at  the  expense  of  honor.  Under  no  circum- 
stances has  he  the  right  to  impart  anything  of  a 
secret  or  confidential  nature  to  another,  and  nothing 
can  absolve  him  from  such  iniquity. 


OBITUARY. 


CRANK  M.  GESSNER,  editor  of  the  "National 
-I  Glass  Budget,"  died  on  Thursday  morning,  Feb. 
i,  age  fifty-five.  Mr.  Gessner  had  a  thorough  know- 
ledge of  the  history  and  technic  of  glass-making,  and 
was  a  bold  and  fearless  writer.  His  breezy  way  of 
showing  up  things  which  he  thought  wrong  was  both 
instructive  and  entertaining.  He  had  been  in  ill 
health  for  more  than  a  year,  and  for  the  last  four 
months  had  not  been  able  to  leave  his  room.  Dropsy 
was  the  immediate  cause  of  his  death.  He  had  a 
host  of  friends  in  the  glass  industry,  and  his  unique 
and  racy  editorials  and  articles  will  be  missed  by  his 
admirers.  

Robert   D.  Bryce,  almost  the  last  of  the  pioneers 
of  the  flint  glass  industry,  died  on  Wednesday  at  the 
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.ice    of    his  son-in-law,  Percy    E.  Smith,  of   In- 
im,  Pa.    Mr. Bryce  was  born  April  14,  1821,  in  Pitts- 
burg.   He  learned  the  glass  business  in  the  factory  of 
Bakewell,    Pears    &     Bakewell,    which    was    the    first 
fac:  -ton.     In  1850  Mr    Bryce    founded 

the  firm  of  Bryce,  McKee  &  Co  .  which  afterward, 
under  the  name  of  Bryce  Bros  .  was  taken  over  by  the 
I'nited  States  Glass  Co. 


CULTIVATE     CASH     CUSTOflERS. 


QTEP  into  any  first  class  dry  goods  store  when  one 

of  the  firm  is  "holding  it  down"  near  the  main 
entrance.  Note  his  actions  and  observe  what  hap- 
pens. If  trade  is  at  all  good  he  will  be  kept  fairly 
busy  saluting  and  speaking  to  fashionabiy-dressed 
customers.  Shaking  hands  here,  bowing  and  smiling 
there,  an  earnest  conversation  with  this  one,  a  "plea- 
sant day"  with  another,  and  so  on. 

Perfectly  right  and  proper.  A  merchant  should 
know  his  customers  and  be  known  of  them.  But  if 
you  knew  the  names  of  these  people  he  made  so  much 
of,  you  could  find  them  all  on  his  ledger.  Nineteen- 
twentiethsof  them  are  charge  customers.  Only  one 
in  twenty  of  his  ready-cash  customers  does  he  know 
or  notice,  except  by  a  smile  and  a  very  impersonal 
recognition. 

Strange,  isn't  it,  that  those  customers  who  ask  no 
favors  should  be  so  slighted  ?  But  how  is  it  to  be 
helped  ?  And  yet  the  difference  in  the  merchant's 
accounts  with  the  houses  he  trades  with  amounts  to 
one  per  cent,  of  the  bill  if  it  runs  thirty  or  sixty  days. 

It  is  said  that  cash  customers  don't  expect  recog- 
nition, and  don't  care  about  being  known.  Don't 
they  ?  Don't  be  too  sure  on  that  point  Interview 
your  clerks  on  the  subject.  Get  their  views  as  they 
hear  them  expressed : 

"I  have  been  trading  here  for  five  years,  but  Mr. 
Blank  doesn't  know  me  from  the  veriest  stranger." 

"It's  easy  to  see  who  are  your  charge  customers  " 
■;s,  I   will  take  that  dress  pattern,  bnt  I  must 
go  to  the  bank  to  get  a  check  cashed.     I  always  pay 
for  what  I  buy,  and  nobody  knows  me  in  the  store." 

'I  would  like  these  two  pieces  sent  up  on  appro- 
val for  my  husband  to  see,  but  I  have  no  account  here. " 

Your  clerks  could  give  you  very  many    instances 
like  these  if  you  cared  to  find  out  more  about  your  spot- 
b  friends.

Make  it  imperative  for  your  clerks  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  name  and  address  of  all  cash  parcels 
that  are  delivered,  and  the  amount.  These  names 
could  be  classified  and  entered  in  a  cash-customer 
record-book  once  a  week. 

What's  the  use  ?     What  good  would  it  do  ? 

Those  who  pay  cash  can  go  where  they  please  to 
spend  it ;  and  most  people  go  where  they  are  treated 
best.  Low  prices  and  bargain  sales  are  great  trade 
magnets,  but,  after  all  is  said,  there  is  a  heap  of  senti- 
ment in  business,  and  enstomers  are  as  easily  influ- 
enced by  friendly  notice  as  they  are  repelled  by  boor- 
ish discourtesy. 

Have  your  advertising  man  concoct  a  well-worded 
note  of  thanks  and  appreciation.  Tell  your  printer 
to  set  it  up  in  his  best  style  Then  when  you  are 
sending  out  your  monthly  statements  and  dunning 
letters,  drop  one  of  these  trade  sweeteners  to  each  of 
the  names  you  have  on  your  "cash  ledger." 

If  your  credit  customers  are  worth  catering  to, 
how  much  more  should  your  cash  customers  be  worth 
caring  for  ?  Let  them  know  how  very  much  they 
are  apppreciated,  and  their  trade  with  you  will  increase 
many  fold. — Dry  Goods  Economist.

An 
optimistic  feeling  seems  to  pervade  the  business  at- 
mosphere, the  orders  given  being  liberal  and  indicat- 
ing unbounded  faith  in  the  future  of  the  trade. 

With  the  additions  recently  made  by  Chas.  Ahren- 
feldt  &  Son  the  Limoges  line  is  now  complete.  The 
plate  rack  is  worth  a  visit  in  itself,  as  it  contains 
hundreds  of  beautiful  designs,  ranging  from  the 
cheapest  to  the  best.  In  fine  open  stock  patterns 
they  show  a  new  design  in  Sevres  effects,  both  in 
pattern  and  coloring.  The  borders  are  of  the  char- 
acteristic Empire  school — one  consisting  of  a  series 
of  garlands  and  scrolls;  another'showing  cupids  hold- 
ing horns  of  plenty,  from  which  they  scatter  flowers. 
These  are  but  two  of  the  many  good  things  they  have 
to  show  in  open  stock  patterns  ranging  from  the 
medium-priced  up  to  the  costly. 


Geo.  P.  Bassett  &  Co.  are  making  more  endeavor 
on  their  fancy  German  goods  for  import  this  year 
than  they  did  even  last  year,  and  they  show  a  very 
large  and  well  selected  stock  of  all  that  goes  to  make 
up  import  lines  in  this  direction.  There  are  some 
very  striking  novelties.  One  in  particular  is  a  fancy 
short  line  on  whose  ivory-tinted  groundwork  is  super- 
imposed a  bright  red  rose,  the  petals  of  which  are 
delicately  outlined  in  gold.  It  is  a  very  fetching  de- 
sign, and  one  that  looks  a  lot  for  the  money.  Another 
departure  with  them  is  the  introduction  of  a  line  of 
bronzes,  of  which  they  have  a  good  and  well-selected 
display.

Ferdinand  Bing  &  Co.'s  Successors'  warerooms 
have  always  been  models  of  elegance,  and  at  the  pres- 
ent time  they  are  more  handsomely  fitted  up  than 
ever.     An    almost  complete  rearrangement  has  been 


made  all  through  the  building,  and  new  fixtures  and 
furnishings  have  been  put  in.  One  room  has  been 
furnished  in  red,  with  a  heavy  vehet  carpet  and 
draperies.  Scattered  about  in  artistic  groupings  are 
samples  of  their  finest  wares,  including  marble  statu- 
ary, pedestals,  electroliers,  Vienna  vases  and  art 
pottery.  The  effect  on  entering  is  very  impressive. 
In  another  room  they  show  the. largest  assortment  of 
hammered  brass  jardinieres  and  plaques  ever  displayed 
here.  Separate  rooms  are  also  devoted  respectively  to 
copper,  Teplitz  and  Trianon  ware,  Vienna  vases,  and 
glass  both  in  crystal  and  color,  mounted  and  un- 
mounted. Their  line  of  bronzes  is  very  large  and 
.complete  and  contains  many  masterpieces.

Among  the  many  novelties  opened  by  Bawo  & 
Dotter  this  week  is  a  line  of  plates  from  their  Carls- 
bad factory  showing  scenes  from  the  life  of  Napoleon 
I.  They  are  chromos  of  a  high  order,  with  six  colored 
borders  overlaid  with  gold  printing.  The  scenes  in- 
clude the  farewell  at  Fontainbleu,  the  combat  at  Heils- 
berg,  the  battle  of  Friedland,  Napoleon  and  the  Queen 
of  Russia  at  Tilsit,  Napoleon  crowning  Josephine,  and 
the  battle  of  Jena. 

Included  in  the  Blakeman  &  Henderson  exposi- 
tion of  French  china  are  new  ice  cream  and  pudding 
sets  that  exploit  particularly  fresh  ideas  in  regard  to 
shape.  The  deco:-ations,  like  those  which  embellish 
the  Blakeman  &  Henderson  line  throughout,  are 
diversified,  original  and  tasteful.  Tankards,  water 
jugs  and  fish  and  game  sets  are  other  of  the  almost 
numberless  features  in  this  line  that  evidence  the 
exquisite  skill  of  the  French  ceramic  modeler  and 
artist. 

If  handsome  surroundings  exercise  any  influence 
upon  the  merchandising  of  pottery  and  glassware 
the  lines  handled  by  W.  H.  Dunn  &  Co.  at  54  Murray 
street  ought  to  prove  brisk  sellers.  There  isn't  a  more 
cheery,  spacious  loft  in  the  District.  The  ceilings, side 
walls  and  many  of  the  display  tables  are  spotlessly 
white,  contrasting  agreeably  with  the  golden  oak 
finish  imparted  to  the    remaining  woodwork.     A  mir- 
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rored   and    black -clothed  section   is   reserved  for  the 
proper  demonstration  of  cut  glass.

K.  K.Christopher  &  Cc.  have  taken  the  third  loft 
at  43  Park  Place,  where  they  are  to  represent  foreign 
and  domestic  pottery  and  glass  firms.  Mr.  Christo- 
pher was  formerly  a  salesman  for  John  Wygand  &  Co. 

Now  that  the  Co-Operative  Flint  Glass  Co.  has 
been  enabled  to  resume  manufacture,  Demorest  & 
Co.  are  booking  a  lot  of  business,  especially  for  the 
No  323  line.

The  design  takes  the  form  of  a  conven- 
tionalized fern  leaf  and  adorns  gold  and  ruby  dec- 
orated as  well  as  plain  crystal  sets. 

Probably  the  most  notable  characteristic  of  the 
sample  line  from  the  East  Liverpool  Potteries  Co.  at 
76  Park  Place  is  the  refreshing  newness  of  the  deco- 
rations. Most  of  the  patterns  differ  quite  materially 
from  those  formerly  utilized  by  this  concern  in  char 
acter  as  well  as  in  the  manner  of  application  to  the 
ware  The  Arbutus  is  a  new  covered  dish  that  is 
finely  proportioned.  There  is  quite  a  large  assort- 
ment of  specialties,  all  of  which  are  decorated  in  good 
taste.  Vitrified  hotel  ware  also  occupies  a  generous 
section  of  the  display  space.

An  ordinary  gray  coffee-pot  was  placed 
upon  the  railroad  track  adjoining  the  factory,  and  an 
engine  of  the  Long  Island  railroad  weighing  77^  tons 
was  allowed  to  run  over  it.  The  pot  was  squeezed 
into  a  shape  conforming  to  the  contour  of  the  rail. 
Upon  examination  the  under  side  was  found  to  be  in- . 
tact,  aad  the  upper  side,  where  the  friction  of  the 
wheel  came,  showed  only  two  or  three  slight  abrasions. 
It  must  be  pretty  good  ware  that  will  permit  of  such 
usage,  and  shows  the  tenacity  with  which  the  enamel 
clings  to  the  steel.

HAYL  you  ever  stopped  to  think  what  "  2  percent, 
ten  days  "  means  on  an  invoice  ?  It  means 
simply  that  by  paying  in  ten  days  you  save  money  at 
the  rate  of  73  per  cent,  per  annum.  Figure  it  out  and 
Can  you  make  money  easier  than  by  taking  that 
discount  ''.  You  own  your  goods  for  two  percent,  less 
than  the  competitor  who  doesn't  discount,  providing 
that  you  buy  right.  You  can  sell  that  much  cheaper 
or  add  it  to  your  profits,  as  you  please.  You  can 
spend  it  in  advertising,  by  using  larger  space  or  more 
mediums,  make    quicker   turns   and    more   of    them 


Anyway  you  choose  to  figure,  that  2  per  cent,  is  a  big 
help.  If  you  can  take  it  on  bills  totaling  $50,000  a 
year,  there's  $1,000  saved — enough  to  pay  a  year's 
salary  for  a  good  clerk  in  the  smaller  cities  But, 
you  say,  you  lose  the  use  of  the  money  for  the  ten 
days,  or  you  haven't  sufficient  capital  to  discount  jour

It  won't  do  your 
credit  any  good  to  get  the  reputation  of  discounting, 
then  suddenly  discontinue  and  take  the  full  limit  of 
time  or  a  little  more  to  pay  the  gross  amounts  of  your 
bills.  Jvtst  get  out  your  invoices  for  last  year  and 
figure  up  what  you  could  have  saved  by  taking  the 
ten  day  discounts,  then  you'll  know  exactly  what  this 
item  means  to  you. — Printer's  Ink.

A     FEW     HOTEL     LOSSES. 


THE  amount  of  crockery  that  is  broken  through 
carelessness  or  accident  in  the  big  hotels  in  the 
course  of  a  year  amounts  to  a  small-sized  fortune. 
The  Waldorf-Astoria's  expense  bill,  for  instance,  for 
smashed  and  chipped  chinaware  totals  on  an  average 
$2,000  each  twelvemonth.  Then  there  is  another  big 
bill  that  has  to  be  footed  for  "lost,  strayed  or  stolen  " 
silverware.  One  of  the  big  hostelries  near  Central 
Park  lost  silverware  to  the  value  of  $600  last  year. 

"One  would  naturally  suppose,"  said  the  assistant 
manager  of  this  hotel,  with  no  little  bitterness,  "that 
people  who  can  afford  to  live  here  at  the  rate  of,  say, 
$15  or  $20  a  day,  would  be  above  petty  stealing;  but 
unfortunately  it  is  far  from  the  case.  Most  of  these 
'kleptomaniacs'  are  women,  and  they  have  a  special 
fondness  for  collecting  table  silverware,  perhaps  be- 
cause it  is  more  easy  to  appropriate  and  conceal  with- 
out detection.  Pearl-handled  knives,  solid  silver  fruit 
spoons,  pickle  forks,  nut  crackers,  and  such,  disappear 
from  this  hotel  almost  every  day.  Even  the  linen 
napkins  melt  away  like  butter  Many  of  the  diners 
are  detected  in  the  act  of  pilfering  by  the  waiters, 
but  we  can't,  for  obvious  reasons,   say  anything,  and 


that  makes  the  cases  all  the  more  exasperating.  It 
pays  us  to  foot  the  loss  and  say  nothing.  Of  course, 
sometimes  an  employee  turns  out  dishonest,  too, 
and  takes  a  fancy  to  perhaps  a  silver  tray  or  a  pair  of 
silver  candlesticks,  or  some  such  thiug  that  is  pawn- 
able.  Last  year  our  expense  account  representing 
stolen  tableware  alone  amounted  to  $600.  That's  a 
big  sum  when  you  consider  the  cause."

NOW  that  he  occupies  a  seat  in  the  House  of 
Assembly  at  Albany,  John  T.  Eagleton  doesn't 
mean  to  lose  any  opportunity  to  better  the  lot  of  his 
former  fellow  salesmen.  He  has  begun  the  good 
work  by  introducing  a  bill,  styled  No.  220,  that  seeks 
to  compel  every  railway  corporation  to  permit  pas- 
sengers to  carry  two  hundred  pounds  of  baggage  in- 
stead of  the  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  now 
allowable.  The  act,  which  is  in  the  nature  of  an 
amendment  to  the  railroad  law,  has  been  referred  to 
the  committee  on  railroads.  Whether  the  bill  re- 
ceives legislative  approval  or  not,  Mr.  Eagleton  de- 
serves the  commendation  of  the  trade  for  endeavoring 
to  accomplish  this  partial  relief  for  the  road  salesmen.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS 


Business  with  the  jobbers  has  been  all 
New  York,     that  anyone  could  ask,  and  there  have 
been  lively  times  among  the  importing 
houses  during  the  past  week.       Sales   have  reached 
even  larger  proportions  than  last  year  in  every  direc- 
tion. 

From  the  domestic  factories  the  most  encourag- 
ing reports  are  received,  and  conditions  are  very 
much  more  favorable  than  they  were  last  year,  par- 
ticularly among  the  potters  While  there  has  been 
no  preconcerted  agreement  for  an  advance,  there  is  a 
tightening  of  the  lines  as  regards  classifications, 
and  with  many  orders  in  sight  and  on  the  books  there 
is  little  inclination  .to  force  goods. 


The  glass  men  are  unquestionauly  doing  better 
than  they  did  last  year.  Even  the  local  agents  are 
reporting  better  business,  early  as  it  is  for  them. 


So  brisk  is  trade  that  the  holiday  on  Monday 
found  most  of  the  importing  houses  open,  several  of 
them  having  engagements  throughout  the  day.  Some, 
however,  closed  at  noon  Most  of  the  domestic 
people  patriotically  closed  all  day. 


Retail  trade,  which  has  been  brisk  all  along  in 
this  section,  showed  signs  of  falling  off  during  the 
past  week,  some  houses  reporting  the  dullest  period 
since  the  early  fall.  Maybe  it  was  the  change  in 
the  weather,  which  has  been  as  disagreeable  as  it  had 
hitherto  been  fine. 


About  the  same  conditions  prevail  here 
Trenton,     as   since     the    incoming    of    February. 

Trade  is  positively  great.  The  call  for 
wares  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  line,  special- 
ties' as  well  as  staples  enjoying  the  benefit  of  the 
wave  of  prosperity.  Sale-;  so  far  are  considerably  in 
advance  of  those  recorded  at  this  time  a  year  ago. 
There  is  this  difference,  too,  that  the  prices  prevailing 
are  slightly  better  and  are  obtained  much  more  easily 
than  in  the  spring  season  of  1905. 


Hesitancy  in  paying  the  prices  demanded  is  ex- 
hibited only  among  a  portion  of  the  Southern  trade. 
Merchants  have  learned  that  the  determination  to 
elevate  prices  to  a  rational  level  is  not  a  strictly  local 
movement,  by  any  means.  Manufacturers  in  other 
pottery  centers  are  making  the  same  necessary  exac- 
tions, and  as  a  result  the  trade  in  general  is  in  a  more 
wholesome  condition  than  it  has  been  for  some  years 
past. 

Business  conditions  continue  most 
East  Liverpool  favorable,  and  generally  the  pot- 
and  Vicinity.       teries  are  receiving  liberal  orders. 

The  traveling  salesmen,  who,  with 
two  or  three  exceptions,  are  all  on  their  routes,  are 
making  gratifying  returns  from  practically  all  sec- 
tions of  the  country.  The  South,  along  the  Atlantic 
seabord,  Virginia,  both  Carolinas  and  Georgia,  are 
placing  liberal  orders  now  with  a  number  of  potteries 
here.     Business  West  and  in  the  Mississsppi  Valley  is

and  Vicinity,     and  some  orders   were   placed    with 

the  local  glassware  factories.  The 
extreme  cold  weather  up  to  Friday  curtailed  travel 
and  general  business  a  little  in  this  district — in  fact, 
over  the  whole  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Valleys  Busi- 
ness, however,  has  again  resumed  normal  conditions, 
and  good  activity  prevails  generally—the  glassware 
factories  reporting  trade  satisfactory  for  February. 


Confidence  in  the  business  situation  continues 
strong,  and  the  manufacturers  are  preparing  for  a 
large  trade  for  the  remainder  of  this  fire  in  all 
branches 

There  is  no  material  change  in  any  of  the  sales 
schedules,  nor  present  prospect  of  it — prices  being  firm 
and  fairly  satisfactory. 


Manufacturing     is     going     along

and  Vicinity,     ware  factories  in  this  district.     Cur- 
rent    demands,     although    a    little 
more  quiet  the  past  week,  continue  good,  and  the  out- 
look for  a  fine  spring  season  is  excellent.

THE     BUYERS     SALARY. 


SOME  interesting  facts  have  recently  come  to  light 
bearing  upon  the  merchandise  manager  and  the 
staff  of  buyers  under  his  control.  When  this  function  • 
ary  was  first  introduced,  and  for  some  time  thereafter, 
the  impression  created  among  merchants  was  that 
where  he  was  employed  a  less  expert  and  lower- 
salaried  staff  of  buyers  would  prove  efficient.  With 
this  idea  in  mind  the  personnel  of  several  stores  was 
changed.  In  some  cases  buyers  were  required  to 
look  after  more  departments;  in  others,  as  stated,  the 
buyer  was  let  go  and  replaced  by  a  lower-salaried 
man;  and  in  still  others  the  heads  of  stock  succeeded 
the  buyers  of  the  less  important  departments. 

The  reduction  of  buyers'  salaries,  however,  has 
not  been  found  to  work  well  Some  time  ago  a  large 
importing  concern  informed  us  that  after  carefully 
watching  the  stores  throughout  the  country  with  which 
it  had  dealings  it  had  found  that  wherever  a  merchan- 
dise manager  was  introduced  and   the   quality  of  the 


buyers  was  lowered  on  that  account,  not  only  did  the 
sales  fall  off,  but  the  profits  were  considerably  re- 
duced. 

The  matter  was  again  brought  up  before  us  quite 
emphatically  this  week,  when  the  head  of  a  metropol- 
itan store  informed  us  that  his  firm  hadrecentfy  made 
a  radical  change  in  their  policy  regarding  buyers,  and 
had  considerably  increased  their  pay-roll  by  the  en- 
gagement of  exceptionally  competent  department 
heads.  He  promptly  denied  the  soft  impeachment 
that  the  management  had  hired  certain  people  because 
they  were  high-priced,  but  averred  that  when  they 
found  a  good  and  successful  buyer  they  had  secured 
his  services,  even  though  it  were  necessary  to  pay 
him  a  salary  considerably  above  what  his  immediate 
predecessor  had  received. 

The  firm  some  time  ago  introduced  a  merchandise 
manager,  and  are  known  to  have  thereupon  adopted 
the  policy  of  employing'  a  cheaper  grade  of  buyers. 
That  they  have  now  changed  around  emphasizes  the 
point  to  which  we  have  been  leading  up,  viz.  :  that 
even  if  a  merchandise  manager  is  employed  it  is 
essential  that  the  buyers  be  of  the  highest  grade. 

Nor  does  this  detract  from  the  importance  of  the 
merchandise  manager.  He  is  now  an  established 
institution  and  will  remain  so,  for  his  work  is  essential 
to  the  progressive  store. 

Prior  to  his  advent  the  duty  of  supervising  buyers 
and  overseeing  their  purchases  was  entrusted  to  a 
member  of  the  firm,  who  was  frequently  an  office  man, 
and  in  the  majority  of  instances  had  little  acquaintance 
with  goods  and  their  values.  As  a  consequence,  the 
buyers  had  too  much  latitud^in  some  matters,  while, 
on  the  other  hand,  they  were  hampered  by  hard  and 
fast  rules  and  purchase  limitations.  Under  the  direc 
tion  of  the  merchandise  manager  they  have  both  ex- 
pert guidance  and  greater  freedom.  It  is  clear, 
however,  that  the  work  of  the  merchandise  man  will 
never  supplant  that  of  the  experienced  buyer,  and 
this  because  the  buyer  is  not  only  a  purchaser,  but  a 
manager.  He  is  the  executive  of  his  departments, 
and  it  is  up  to  him  to  see  that  both  sales  and  profits 
are  maintained  or  increased. 

As  to  the  extent  of  an  expert  buyer's  salary,  we 
may  well  quote  the  merchant  above  cited,  to  the 
effect  that  "no  price  is  too  high  for  the  right  man.'* 
It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  in  no  line  of  business 
does  the  adage,  "it  takes  money  to  make  money,  " 
apply  more  strongly  than  in  dry  goods.  The  more  a 
merchant  puts  into  his  business,  so  long  as  he  does  it 
with  a  shrewdness  and  judiciousness  which  are  an 
essential  part  of  the  make  up  of  every  successful  mer- 
chant, the  more  he  will,  in  all  probablity,  take  out. 
The  difference  in  the  salary  of  a  first-class  and  that  of 
a  second-class  buyer  may  prove  but  a  drop  in  the 
bucket  compared  with  the  increase  in  sales  and  pro- 
fits which  the  former  is  capable  of  producing 

These  views  and  experiences  may  afford  a  gleam 
of  suggestion  to  merchants  who  find  that  certain  of 
their  departments  are  not  bringing  satisfactory  re- 
sults.— Dry  Goods  Economist. 
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NEED     OF     SKILLED     EMPLOYES. 


IMiAT  American  manufacturers  are  not  alone  in 
their  embarassment  because  of  the  decadence  of 
the  apprentice  system  is  evidenced  by  comparatively 
recent  information  from  abroad.  In  England  the 
government  has  joined  hands  with  the  manufacturers 
in  an  effort  to  establish  industrial  and  technical 
schools  In  France  the  proposed  method  of  relief 
from  this  threatened  industrial  peril  is  considerably 
more  radical.  The  government  there  plans  to  insti- 
tute a  system  of  compulsory  industrial  education,  in 
which  the  employers  are  to  be  held  responsible  for  the 
training  of  their  younger  employes.  It  is  intended  to 
enact  a  law,  applicable  alike  to  boys  and  girls,  whether 
bound  by  indenture  or  not,  compelling  the  establish- 
ment of  trade  classes,  which  employes  will  be  obliged 
to  attend  for  a  specified  time  during  the  working  hours 
of  the  day.  Employers  will  be  obliged  to  send  their 
young  employes  to  these  classes,  and  keep  personally 
informed  on  the  regularity  of  their  attendance  and 
their  proficiency  in  their  studies.  No  expense  for  this 
education  is  to  be  imposed  upon  the  employes,  the 
municipal  treasuries  contributing  principally  to  their 
maintenance. 

such  radical  action  as  this  will  be  necessary  in 
the  case  of  American  manufacturers,  especially  the 
potters  The  latter  have  for  some  years  been  active 
in  their  advocacy  of  industrial  schools,  as  may  be  ap- 


preciated by  their  interest  in  institutions  of  the  char- 
acter now  located  in  Pittsburgh,  East  Liverpool,  Tren- 
ton, and  other  cities.  Not  only  have  they  lent,  and 
are  still  contributing,  their  moral  support  to  these  es- 
tablishments, but  they  also  encourage  them  finan 
cially.  The  result  is  that  even  at  this  early  date 
young  men  and  women  are  issuing  from  the  schools 
with  minds  specially  developed  in  the  technical  and 
artistic  sides  of  the  trade. 

But  the  future  hasn't  been  secured,  by  any  means 
Enough  properly-trained  young  men  and  women  are 
not  being  developed  at  these  schools  to  offset  the 
paucity  in  skilled  employes  in  the  factories  More 
schools  are  needed,  and  the  agitation  in  favor  of  them 
should  be  increased  There  is  no  lack  of  young 
people  in  the  potteries,  but  they  are  not  apprentices. 
They  are  engaged  on  work  that  is  profitable  to  them, 
and  are  solely  wage-earners.  The  present  day  boy 
and  girl  enter  the  factories  with  the  idea  of  securing 
employment  at  remunerative  wages.  Their  families, 
anxious  to  have  them  assist  as  largely  as  possible  in 
the  home,  are  actuated  by  the  same  motives.  The 
consequence  may  be  imagined.  The  apprentice,  who 
must  necessarily  begin  at  small  pay,  continues  to  dis- 
appear, and  in  his  place  is  the  youthful  workman. 

It  is  truly  a  serious  condition  that  confronts  the 
industrial  world,  but  if  other  trades  exhibit  as  much 
interest  in  the  means  of  relief  as  do  the  potters  there 
will  never  be  any  occasion  for  the  adoption  of  such 
extreme  measures  as  are  proposed  in  France. 


CATALOGUE     HOUSES." 


THE  growing  importance  and  extent  of  business 
done  by  what  are  known  as  "  catalogue  houses" 
are  becoming  a  source  of  uneasiness  in  the  trade.  It 
is  claimed  that  these  firms  are  destroying  the  business 
of  the  small  retailer.  Their  catalogues  go  direct  to 
the  consumer,  and  because  they  can  buy  at  less  cost 
than  the  retailer  the  goods  are  quoted  at  a  lower 
figure  than  he  could  possibly  sell  them  for. 

In  some  sections  of  the  country  the  retail  mer-1 
chants  have  formed  leagues  to  combat  the  intrusion 
on  what  they  believe  to  be  their  own  legitimate  field 
One  method  used  to  convince  the  rural  population 
that  it  is  against  its  interest  to  patronize  the  catalogue 
houses  is  the  issuance  of  a  newspaper  filled  with 
articles  showing  the  dangers  which  will  arise.  Clever 
cartoonists  are  employed,  and  every  endeavor  is  made 
to  convince  the  farmer  that  if  he  does  not  buy  from 
the  local  dealers  there  will  be  deserted  villages. 

Another  of  their  plans  is  to  refuse  to  buy  from 
jobbers  the  same  goods  that  the  catalogue  houses 
carry.  And  here  a  serious  difficulty  may  arise.  One 
big  catalogue  house  will  buy  more  than  a  score  of 
small  jobbers  But  there  are  many  more  jobbers  than 
catalogue  houses,  and  the  problem  for  the  manufac- 
turers and  importers  may  lie  in  deciding  as  to  which 
they  shall  sell.

HOW     TO    TELL     ANTIQUE     SEVRES.  \ 


FALSE  Sevres  in  the  bric-a-brac  shops  is  offered  as 
genuine  by  "reputable  dealers"  in  London  and 
Paris  as  well  as  in  New  York.  It  is  old,  of  course, 
but  only  as  old  as  the  '"Restoration"  in  France, 
although  the  marks  would  indicate  a  much  earlier  and 
better  period.  The  counterfeits  may  usually  be  de- 
tected by  the  surface  of  the  gilding.  In  the  real  it 
was  burnished  in  lines  by  means  of  metal  nails  with 
rounded  points,  which  were  set  in  a  piece  of  wood. 

The  imitations  of  later  date  than  the  real  have 
been  burnished  in  a  similar  manner,  but  with  an  agate. 
It  required  considerable  more  force  to  obtain  a  bright 
surface  by  the  ancient  method  than  by  the  use  of  the 
agate  point;  hence  the  burnished  lines  in  the  genuine 
ware  are  perceptibly  sunken,  while  in  the  counterfeit 
ware  they  are  flush  with  the  general  surface  Jof  the 
gilding.  There  are  other  means  of  "'spotting"  the 
imitations,  such  as  the  inexact  copying  of  the  marks 
which  have  served  since  1763  to  denote  the  date  of 
fabrication,  and  the  use  of  chrome  green,  which  was 
not  discovered  until  1802;  but  the  test  of  the  bur- 
nished parts  of  the  gilding  is  the  easiest  for  the  ordi- 
nary buyer. 
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ABOUT  forty  jobbers  were  here  at  one  time  last 
week  and  made  their  presence  felt  among  those 
who  import  the  class  of  goods  they  use,  buying  more 
heavily  than  they  did  last  year,  as  a  rule.  They  were 
a  welcome  lot — and  not  altogether  on  account  of  the 
orders  they  brought,  either.  Business  life  is  not  en- 
tirely the  sordid,  money-making  pursuit  some  would 
have  us  believe,  and  the  meetings  of  genial  personali- 
ties are  among  its  amenities. 


Chas  Ahrenfeldt  &  Son  are  attracting  the  atten- 
tion of  buyers,  not  only  on  account  of  their  magnifi- 
cent display  of  French  and  Carlsbad  china,  but  by 
the  best  exhibition  of  glass  they  have  made  in  many 
years.  There  is  a  long  line  of  crystal,  cut  and  en- 
graved, embellished  with  gold  and  color  to  represent 
fruits  and  flowers,  an  excellent  line  of  stemware  in 
crystal,  colored,  and  combinations  of  crystal,  color 
and  gold,  and  a  line  of  vases,  flower  holders  and  fancy 
articles.  There  are  some  fine  effects  in  etched  goods 
which  are  well  worth  seeing. 


In  addition  to  the  novelties  noticed  last  week, 
Geo.  F.  Bassett  &  Co.  are  showing  a  big  line  of  bisque 
figures,  electroliers  and  Japanese  goods — the  last 
two  lines  being  new  departures  with  this  house.  In 
German  and  Cailsbad  goods  they  have  full  lines,  and 
are  particularly  strong  in  salads.  Some  new  goods 
in  Bassett  china  and  English  open  stock  patterns  are 
also  shown. 

No  scheme  of  embellishment  in  all  of  Bawo  & 
Dotter's  mammoth  display  can  lay  claim  to  more 
originality  than  the  ivory  and  gold  treatment  applied 
to  fancy  pieces  of  Elite  china.  On  the  ivory  ground- 
work the  gold  is  superimposed  in  rather  liberal 
fashion  around  the  border  and  partly  across  the 
center  of  the  pieces,  and  seems  to  be  imparted  to  the 
ware  in  two  layers,  the  upper  being  imitative  of 
leaves.  The  effect  created  is  that  of  a  rich  piece  of 
jewelry  rather  than  china.  The  Elite  exhibit  is  also 
noteworthy  for  the  taste  and  ingenuity  evidenced  in 
the   display   of   fancy   plates.     These   are   placed   in 


square  compartments,  each  of  which  is  separated  by 
inch  high  partitions,  on  either  side  of  a  long  table 
built  somewhat  in  the  form  of  a  triangle.  The 
beauty  of  the  china  itself  is  further  improved  by  the 
white  satin  on  which  the  plates  rest. 


L.  D.  Bloch  &  Co.  have  added  a  line  of  decorated 
glass  which  is  shown  both  in  solid  colors  and  in  a 
great  variety  of  etched  and  cut,  with  gold  and  color 
and  gold  designs  of  fruits  and  flowers.  Their  French 
china  presents  an  entirely  different  appearance  from 
that  of  la-t  year,  and  dainty,  delicate  colors  prevail. 
There  are,  however,  a  few  with  bold  decorations. 
They  also  have  an  excellent  line  of  white  and  gold 

Stock  is  being  carried  in  Geo.  H.  Bowman  Co  's 
Murray  street  headquarters  of  the  Wellington  and 
Euclid  gas  burners  which  the  concern  has  been 
advertising  quite  extensively  of  late.  The  Welling- 
ton, which  can  be  retailed  at  a  good  profit  for  half  a 
dollar,  is  packed  in  separate  boxes  so  as  to  facilitate 
handling  by  the  wholesaler  or  retailer  and  tu  minimize 
the  danger  of  breakage.  The  Euclid  burners,  also 
packed  in  the  same  manner,  may  be  profitably  retailed 
at  seventy  five  cents.  Both  burners  may  be  used  in 
connection  with  natural  or  artificial  gas. 

E  H.  Mays,  of  the  Consolidated  Lamp  and  Glass 
Co.,  has  just  received  new  invoices  of  spring  goods 
consisting  of  various  handsomely  decorated  shades 
and  domes  with  new  features,  and  lines  of  vases  in 
new  styles  of  decoration.  There  is  one  with  an 
ox-red  groundwork  overlaid  with  roses  picked  out  in 
gold;  another  with  bright  flowers,  and  still  another 
in  solid  green  with  etched  floral  decorations.  These 
vases  are  the  best  the  factory  has  ever  turned  out. 

S.  B.  &  C.  B.  Clark  are  installed  in  their  new 
wareroom,  diiectly  scross  the  street  from  where  they 
formerly  were,  and  have  fitted  up  the  place  in  a  very 
handsome  manner.  By  the  use  of  electric  connections 
they  are  enabled  to  show  their  shades  to  much  better 
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advantage,  and  have  put  in  an  almost  entirely  new 
line.  Some  of  them  are  veiy  tine  ( )ne,  in  paiticular, 
which  hangs  in  the  middle  of  the  room,  is  as  e'aborate 
a  combination  of  colored  glass  as  they  have  ever  ex- 
hibited.

ANCIENT     CUPS. 


HHE  cups  of  the  Assyrians  closely  resembled  our 
saucers.  Every  nobleman  and  gentleman  had 
his  own  cup  bearer,  the  latter  of  whom  always  ac- 
companied him  to  a  feast,  carrying  before  him  the 
cup  of  gold,  silver,  crystal  or  marble,  which  his 
master  only  used  on  state  occasions.  Saucers  for  cups 
were  introduced  in  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth 
century  and  at  first  were  greatly  ridiculed,  the  per- 


HOLD     ANNUAL     MEETINGS     OF     THE      HOUSE 
FORCE. 


A  CUSTOM  has  been  observed  by  some  enterpris- 
il  ing  houses  of  having  once  a  year  or  oftener  a 
meeting  of  the  proprietors  with  all  of  the  salesmen 
and  the  home  office  heads.  They  have  enjoyed  the 
benefits  devived  from  such  conferences  so  long  that 
they  possess  substantial  advantage  over  competi- 
tors in  the  same  field  and  are  surprised  that  competi- 
tors who  imitate  their  methods  along  other  lines  do 
not  follow  this  good  example.  The  existence  of  a 
distant  feeling  between  the  heads  of  a  concern  and 
those  who  take  such  an  active  part  in  its  prosperity 
as  the  salesmen  is  due  in  some  ir stances  to  a  false 
idea  of  dignity  and  in  others  to  a  want  of  knowledge 
of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  because  they  have  never 
formed  tne  conference  habit;  it  is  possible  there  is  a 
fear  of  failure  to  manage  a  conference  so  as  to  avoid 
any  of  the  disagreeable  possibilities  that  might  arise. 
It  is  entirely  to  the  self  interest  of  the  leaders  in  any 
enterprise  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  their  repre- 
sentatives to  describe  their  experience,  to  call  atten- 
tion to  annoyances  and  to  make  those  suggestions 
which,  if  properly  considered,  are  sure  to  prove  help- 
ful. It  is  often  to  no  other  cause  than  this  failure  to 
accord  to  salesmen  or  representatives  a  chance  for  a 
conference  that  some  concerns  owe  their  falling  into 
a  rut  and  suffering  eventually  in  the  competition  for 
business. 

The  salesman,  like  the  soldier,  understands  that 
it  is  necessary  for  some  .me  to  have  command,  but, 
like  the  soldier,  has  little  respect  for  the  officer  in 
charge  who  fails  to  consider  information  from  every 
source  in  planning  his  campaign  to  capture  the  orders 
and  dispose  of  output.  The  men  who  have  profited 
most  from  friendly  conferences  with  their  best  assis- 
tants have  lost  nothing  in  prestige  or  respect,  but 
have  gained  substantially  in  that  loyal  and  aggressive 
effort  which  only  can  command  success  under  either 
adverse  or  favorable  conditions.  Those  who  pass 
over  the  suggestion  for  such  conferences  when  their 
representatives  call  attention  to  the  customs  of  other 
competing  houses  allow  the  impression  of  indifference 
to  exist;  and  all  know  how  difficult  it  is  to  rise  to  a 
trying  situation  with  a  feeling  that  the  house  has  little 
interest  in  the  efforts  of  the  salesman.  It  is  true  that 
such  a  conference  imposes  upon  the  head  of  the  house 
the  practice  of  unusual  care  to  conduct  it  so  as  to 
secure  the  greatest  benefit,  and  many  who  occupy  the 
commanding  position  look  with,  little  favor  on  any 
personal  activity  that  is  not  directly  beneficial  to 
themselves.  The  fact,  however,  that  annual  confer- 
ences of  the  character  suggested  are  more  generally 
held  than  heretofore  is  the  best  evidence  that  they 
are  worth  while.—  Metal  Worker.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS, 


The  amount  of  business  being  done  is 
New  York,  astonishing,  and  exceeds  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  most  sanguine.  The 
warerooms  are  as  busy  as  beehives,  and  the  visiting 
salesmen  at  the  hotels  are  doing  a  land  office  business. 
The  need  of  buyers  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  they 
are  much  mors  prompt  ihen  usual  in  keeping  their 
engagements.  Many  of  the  orders  placed  are  for 
early  shipment — in  some  cases  as  early  as  the  middle 
of  May  or  the  first  of  June.  This  is  both  because  the 
purchasers  are  short  of  goods  and  because  they  want 
to  insure  deliveries;  for  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there 
have  been  so  many  additions  to  the  factories  abroad, 
particularly  in  Germany,  the  heavy  business  will 
crowd  these  factories  to  their  utmost  capacity.  As 
has  been  already  stated,  in  one  district  alone  in 
Germany  sixiy-six  new  kilns  have  been  erected. 
Others  are  under  way,  bu1:  will  hardly  be  ready  for 
operation  until  too  late  to  be  of  much  use  this  year. 


The  domestic  business  is  very  encouraging.  Re- 
ports from  the  pottery  centers  are  to  the  effect  that 
large  orders,  many  of  them  for  immediate  delivery, 
have  been  placed,  and  at  higher  figures  than  last  year. 
It  is  noted  that  the  demand  for  fancy  goods  is  in- 
creasing, particularly  among  those  manufacturers 
who  make  the  best  goods. 


The  glass  men  are  doing  a  very  good  business. 
It  is  hardly  time  yet  for  them  to  get  many  repeat 
orders;  but   as  the  lines  have  been   well  distributed, 


when  these  begin  to  come  in  on  top  of  the  straight 
orders  already  given  there  is  little  question  but  that 
the  glass  factories  will  have  all  they  want  to  do  this 
year. 

The  lamp  men  are  feeling  very  comfortable  over 
the  orders  placed  by  jobbers,  and  those  who  cater 
more  particularly  to  the  retail  and  department  store 
trade  are  preparing  for  a  big  business. 


The  French  houses  have  not  been  so  busy  for 
years,  except  perhaps  in  1903;  and  the  gratifying 
part  of  it  is  that  the  call  is  for  fine  goods. 


The  German  manufacturers  are  making  inroads 
on  the  lower-priced  dinner  ware  to  a  remarkable  ex- 
tent, affecting  the  French,  English  and  American 
markets  for  this  class  of  goods.  Judging  from  the 
orders  already  placed,  Germany  will  send  us  at  least 
fifteen  per  cent,  more  goods  this  year  than  last. 


The  trade  in  English  goods  is  better  than  last 
year,  particularly  on  china.  In  earthenware  it  looks 
as  if  the  volume  would  be  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
Fine  English  glass  of  the  rock  crystal  variety  is  gain- 
ing in  favor,  and  large  quantities  have  been  sold. 


The  housefurnishing  goods  market  is  as  brisk  as 
it  can  be.  It  really  is  not  a  question  of  selling  goods, 
but  simply  taking  orders  to  be  filled  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 
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February  threatens  to  establish  some- 
Trenton,     thing  of  a  record  in  local  pottery  sales. 

The  activity  hasn't  abated  at  all,  and 
present  prospects  indicate  no  very  early  alteration  in 
the  situation.  In  addition  to  the  fact  that  compara- 
tively good  prices  are  being  obtained,  the  conditions 
especially  satisfactory,  for  the  reason  that  the  call 
for  goods  is  not  discriminating.  Every  class  of  ware 
is  eliciting  its  share  of  patronage,  the  demand  for 
specialties  of  the  higher  priced  character  being  nota- 
bly good. 


Trade  from  New  England  and  other  Eastern 
points  is  unusually  fine  Furthermore,  the  merchaats 
in  that  territory  are  selecting  wares  of  the  better  class, 
which  is  pretty  strong  evidence  that  prosperity  reigns 
along  the  Atlantic  Coast.  The  Middle  Western  trade 
is  also  snappy,  and  the  South  is  yielding  a  moderate 
proportion  of  orders,  but  principally  for  the  lower- 
priced  product. 

Good  reports  come  from  the  travel-

Editor  Crockery  and  Glass  Journal 

Dear  Sir:  I  should  like  very  much  to  have  you 
touch  on  a  point  in  your  journal  that  has  always  been 
troubling  my  mind  as  a  buyer  and  consumer  of  Amer- 
ican-made porcelains — viz.,  that  of  American  potters 
taking  proper  care  in  selecting  their  goods  for  the 
market.  A  little  unusually  poor  luck  with  some 
domestic  goods  in  the  past  few  weeks  has  caused  me 
to  feel  like  starting  a  crusade  against  ihis  trouble 

My  experience  with  American  goods  has  con- 
vinced me  tnat  it  is  possible  for  them  to  produce  as 
good  goods  as  the  English  potters,  but  the  careless- 
ness shown  in  selection  has,  to  my  mind,  been  the 
cause  of  keeping  the  domestic  goods  out  of  the  stores 
that  pride  themselves  on  putting  out  quality  to  their 
customers  rather  than  making  prices  the  first  induce- 
ment. In  my  present  position  of  buying  goods  for  a 
high-class  trade  where  quality  is  the  first  considera- 
tion I  have  been  almost  compelled  to  eliminate 
domestic  goods  from  our  open  stock  dinner  ware  lines, 
as  our  trade  will  almost  invariably  return  about  one- 
fifth  of  these  goods  owing  to  imperfections  in  the 
ware  or  "dauby"  and  imperfect  prints  or  transfers 
of  the  patterns. 

The  advantages  of  buying  domestic  goods  are  very 
obvious  to  the  average  dealer,  and  if  the  potters  could 
only  be  brought  to  realize  th-  importance  of  keeping 
up  the  standard  by  throwing  out  many  of  the  goods 
they  now  ship  to  their  customers  as  firsts,  they  could 
get  very  much  better  prices. 

I  realize,  of  course,  that  there  is  a  stead}'',  grow- 
ing demand  for  cheaper  goods;  but  it  seems  to  me 
that  many  of  the  so-called  firsts  could  be  se'ected 
from  average  domestic  stocks  and  put  on  the  market 
as  seconds — with  different  patterns,  of  course,  to 
meet  this  demand.  This  would  leave  the  potters 
with  'at  least  a  fair  showing  of  high  grade  goods 
which  would  command  a  fair  price  and  bring  the 
American  porcelain  dinner  ware  up  to  a  standard 
equal  to  the  highest  grade  of  English  goods. 

I  may  be  wrong  in  my  inferences,  but  feel  it 
might  be  a  siimulus  to  American  potters  to  have  this 
point  discussed  by  buyers  of  high-grade  goods. 

Of  course,  we  all  know  the  growing  demand 
made  by  department  stores  at  the  present  time  to 
obtain  in  all  kinds  of  merchandise  articles  to  sell  at  a 
little  less  price  than  their  neighbors,  and  the  pro- 
ducer naturally  cateis  to  this  demand  by  cheapening 
the  production  in  every  possible  way. 

When  we  find  a  manufacturer  trying  to  improve 
the  quality  rather  than  lowering  the  price  to  make 
his  goods  in  better  demand,  such  a  concern  should  be 
endorsed  and  encouraged,  as  it  will  surely  bring  the 
retailer  a  more  satisfied  class  of  buyers  and  a  more 
profitable  and  healty  growth  financially — which  is  the 
chief  end  of  business  Buyer,

IT  is  very  probable  that  the  change  in  the  German 
tariff,  which  was  aimed  against  the  United  States, 
and  which  was  io  have  gone  into  effect  March  i,  will 
be  postponed  for  some  time.

A     SCHOOL     OF     WINDOW      DRESSING. 


HPHERE  has  recently  been  inaugurated  in  various 
V.  MCA  branches  throughout  the  country  a 
class  of  education  that  ought  to  enlist  the  support  of 
every    ret  til    merchant  — that    of    window  trimming, 
show-card  lettering  and  small-sign  printing      An  op- 
unity    is    thus    afforded    young    men    to    acquire 
.vledge  of  an  art  that  is  really  only  in  its  infancy, 
far  as  possibilities  are  concerned. 
In  a  number  of  the  stores   today   there   are    un- 
doubtedly many   young    men  whose   natural    inclina- 
-   in  the  direction    of  window  ornamentation  are 
'-•ncouraged       This  may  be  due  to  the  primitive 
•  their  employers,  if  they  are    of  that  class  of 
fashioned,    ultra  conservative     dealers    who     look 
i — as  they  do  upon  advertising  and  other 
nee  s^ary  adjuncts  of  the  modern  commercial  system 
— as  a  reckless   expenditure  of  money        Or,  on    the 
r    hand  it    may  be    traceable   to  the    presence  of 
other  persons  in  the  house  who  have  been  selected  for 
that  duty.      In    either  case    they  are  obliged    to  stifle 
r  ambition.       With  the  introduction  of  ciasses  by 


the  Y.  M  C.  A  throughout  the  United  Stales,  every 
young  man  interested  in  the  work  will  have  his  chance, 
and  the  natural  sequence  will  be  a  broadening  of  the 
intluence  of  window  d:essing,  which  has  become  one 
of  the  most  important  factors  in  the  retail  trade  of  to- 
day. 

The  abilitv  to  letter  show  cards  and  smaller  signs, 
while  subordinate  in  importance,  is  also  of  great  value. 
Neat  tasteful  cards  are  in  a  proportionate  sense  ouite 
as  indicative  nowadays  of  a  concern's  enterprise  as 
the  merit  of  its  window  display.  Nothing  is  more  in- 
congruous than  a  well-dressed  window  containing 
signs  that  have  been  clumsily  drasvn  or  crudely 
painted.  Everything  must  be  consistent  in  the  store 
window,  for  even  a  finely-executed  announcement  card 
would  look  woefully  out  of  place  in  a  window  that  had 
not  been  properly  dressed. 

The  enthusiasm  aroused  by  this  window  dressing 
course  shouldn't  be  confined  wholly  to  young  men 
whose  tastes  run  in  that  channel.  The  merchants 
ought  to  take  it  up  to  the  extent  of  recommending 
their  employes  to  enroll  themselves  as  students.  As 
many  of  the  manufacturers  are  now  wisely  doing, 
these  dealers  might  offer  prizes  for  the  best  and  most 
practical  ideas  advanced  in  the  course  of  a  year  by 
their  help,  among  which  would  naturally  be  sugges- 
tions in  regard  to  the  proper  care  of  the  display 
windows.

NO     MORE     OPEN     HEARINGS. 


PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT  afforded  a  hearing  to 
members  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  of 
New  York  and  a  committee  of  the  Merchants'  Associ- 
ation appearing  in  behalf  of  the  recommendations  re- 
cently made  for  the  revision  of  the  Customs  Adtninis 
trative  Act,  and  it  was  decided  that  there  shall  be  no 
more  open  hearings  before  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  in  cases  of  contested  valuations  of  im- 
ported goods. 

The  conference  grew  out  of  a  request  made  by 
certain  importing  int'  rests  in  New  York,  through  the 
Merchants'  Association.  Importers,  particularly  of 
German  goods,  desired  that  the  hearings  be  public. 
In  this  they  had  the  support  of  the  German  Govern- 
ment. In  view  of  this  and  also  of  the  new  German 
tariff,  the  conference  assumed  international  impor- 
tance. 

Although  the  decision  against  open    hearings   is 


final,  there  were  other  suggestions  looking  to  the 
modification  of  the  more  stringent  customs  regula- 
tions which  commended  themselves  strongly  to  the 
President  and  to  Secretary  Root,  and  which  had  been 
submitted  through  the  German  Ambassador.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  conference  Secretary  Root  informed 
the  latter  that  the  Government  is  prepared  to  instruct 
its  agents  in  Germany  to  co  operate  in  every  way  with 
the  German  merchants  in  the  effort  to  secure  accurate 
information  regarding  the  value  of  exports  to  Amer- 
ica.

gold  band  on  the  edge,  with  dainty  little  roses  in- 
side, and  a  gold  line  on  the  shoulder.  Superim- 
posed on  the  band  is  a  Greek  scroll  in  black  Another 
has  a  garland  of  green,  and  still  another  wreaths  of 
flowers  Besides  this  brand  they  have  full  lines  of 
china  and  glass  for  import. 

Meakin  &  Ridgway  have  had  great  success  with 
their  colored  Willow  pattern,  which  they  show  in  red 
and  royal  blue  and  gilt.

in  the  latter  half  of  February.  Order  files  are  larger 
and  current  demands  more  numerous  this  year. 


Outside  of  the  bottle  trade  all  the  branches  of  the 
glassware  industry  are  fully  normal  The  prescrip- 
tion bottle  factories  commenced  last  week  on  the'r 
curtailed  production  (half  capacity)- for  the  remainder 
of  this  fire,  as  per  agreement  the  first  of  the  month. 
They  expect  to  maintain  a  moderately  remunerative 
price  by  this  procedure,  and  be  in  fairly  good  condi- 
tion for  the  next  fire.  Too  much  productive  capacity 
and  the  expected  introduction  of  the  machine  in  the 
next  year  are  the  factors  that  are  making  bottle  man- 
ufacture uncertain. 

In  the  chimney  branch  the  machine  has  become  a 
great  disturbing  factor.  It  seems  only  a  question  of 
a  little  time  when  practically  all  ordinary  chimneys 
can  only  be  successfully  made  on  machines.  The 
hand-working  factories  seem  to  be  undergoing  the 
same  difficulties  experienced  by  the  fruit  jar  factories 
a  few  years  ago  in  attempting  to  compete  with  the 
machine  plants,  and  similar  results  may  be  expected. 
No  regular  fruit  jars  are  now  made  by  hand.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


New  York. 


Business  is  better  than  has  ever  been 
known,  with  the  possible  exception  of 
1903,  which  was  the  banner  year  in 
the  crockery  and  glass  trade.  So  far  the  sales  are 
equal  to,  if  not  greater  than,  that  year — and  the  sea- 
son not  half  over.  If  those  who  are  yet  to  come  buy 
in  like  proportion,  1906  will  hold  the  record. 


The  marked  feature  of  the  buying  has  been  the 
ease  and  rapidity  with  which  purchasers  have  made 
their  selections.  They  seem  to  know  what  they  want, 
make  their  choice  quickly  and  depart. 


While  big  buying  h  .s  been  going  on  in  this  city, 
the  road  men  have  been  sending  in  large  and  gratify- 
ing orders  '  They,  too,  find  that  people  do  not  spend 
as  much  time  as  is  customary  in  making  up  their 
orders. 

Reports  from  the  agents  of  domestic  factories  in 
this  city  are  equally  gratifying  They,  too,  are  book- 
ing orders  in  excess  of  last  year. 


At  the  factories  everything  is  in  full  blast,  the 
only  complaint  being  that«the  potters  are  not  getting 
enough  for  their  goods.  It  is  true  that  by  reason  of 
the  demand  manufacturers  have  been  able  to  sustain 
prices  and  be  a  little  more  discriminating  in  classifi- 
cation; hut  things  would  have  been  more  satisfactory 
had  they  been  able  to  come  together  on  a  price  agree- 
ment last  December  They  would  have  had  no  diffi- 
culty in  maintaining  it. 


What  the  manufacturers  of  German  goods  are 
going  to  do  with-the  orders  they  are  taking  remains  to 
be  seen.  They  certainly  will  have  all  they  want  to 
do,  and  possibly  more.  If  all  the  orders  are  filled  we 
shall  be  surprised. 


The  French  houses  are  in  excellent  spirits.  Not 
only  are  their  orders  bigger  than  last  year,  but  as  a 
rule  the  classes  of  goods  taken  is  of  a  higher  order 
and  of  a  kind  in  which  there  is  some  profit. 

The  demand  for  English  china  is  very  great. 
While  many  low-priced  goods  have  been  sold,  this 
has  not  apparently  interfered  in  the  slightest  with  the 
demand  for  the  higher  and  richer  grades.  The  de- 
mand for  earthenware  is  as  good  as,  if  not  better 
than,  last  season.  It  is  very  difficult  to  get  at  the 
exact  status  of  this  branch,  but  from  present  indica- 
tions there  will  not  be  the  falling  off  there  was  last 
year. 

American  pottery  is  in  brisk  demand.  Manufac- 
turers of  the  better  grades  of  dinner  ware  and  fancy 
goods  are  getting  the  best  trade,  buyers  being  willing 
to  pay  the  price  for  meritorious  ware. 


The  glass  men  are  considerably  ahead  of  last 
year  up  to  date.  There  is  a  steady  demand,  both  on 
new  and  repeat  orders. 

It  is  between  seasons  on  lamp  goods,  jobbers 
having  placed   their  orders,  and  the  retail  trade  still 


The  season  so  far  has  been  very  gratifying, 
the  demand  being  fully  up  to  expectations. 


The  doll  and  toy  trade   is  very  brisk.        For  the 
four   or   five    ye^rs  both    foreign   and   domestic 
manufacturers  have  teen   taxed   to  their  utmost,  and 
the  good  work  is  going  on  this  season 


The  housefurnishing  goods  business  is  wonder- 
fully good.  This  statement  covers  every  branch 
without  exception.  Buyers  seem  to  have  accepted 
the  fact  that  they  must  pay  more  for  goods,  and  take 
the  advance  as  a  matter  of  course. 


Retail  trade  is  fair.  There  is  no  great  rush,  but 
many  goods  are  moved,  and  the  metropolitan  dealers 
are  looking  forward  to  an  excellent  spring  trade. 
Reports  from  other  cities  are  to  the  same  effect,  and 
much  old  stock  is  being  disposed  of.  If  the  coal  strike 
is  averted  there  will  be  a  tremendous  business  this 
year.

Bronze  is  closely  imitated  in  a  line  of  vases,  candle- 
sticks, jardinieres  and  rose-bowls  that  Bawo  &  Dotter 
show  on  the  fourth  floor  of  their  establishment.  The 
lower  part  of  the  body  is  covered  in  strong  relief  by 
exquisitely-tinted  reproductions  of  leaves  from  the 
walnut  tree.  Forming  the  base  of  each  piece  are  fac- 
similes of  the  walnut  itself,  which  are  wonderfully 
natural,  not  only  in  coloring,  but  more  particularly  in 
the  modeling.  The  upper  portion  of  these  vases  ex- 
ploits a  radically  different  scheme  of  embellishment. 
The  handles,  too,  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  de- 
signer in  excellent  shape.  They  are  fashioned  to 
resemble  the  branches  of  a  walnut  tree  and  clothed  in 
a  dull  matt  gold  that  increases  the  bronze  effect  of  the 
ware. 

H,  C.  Edmiston  is  showing  a  revival  of  a 
very  old  shape  made  by  Geo.  L.  Ashworrh  &  Bros. , 
Hanley,  Eng  ,  who  are  the  legitimate  successors  of 
G.  M.  &  C.  J.  Mason  and  Charles  James  Mason  &  Co., 
and  who  are  occupying  the  original  factory.  The 
blue  on  this  set  is  unlike  that  made  by  any  other  pot- 
ter, and  is  the  same  as  was  used  by  the  Masons  when 
they  were  in  the  business.  In  this  day  of  the  revival 
of  antique  patterns  the  Watteau  will  appeal  strongly 
to  the  trade.  Besides  these  Mr.  Edmiston  is  carry- 
ing full  lines  from  J.  &  G.  Meakin  and  others.  The 
entire  exhibit  is  exceptionally  fine.

either.  Many  other  firms  lost  money  during  the 
progress  of  this  price  cutting  experiment,  and  very 
few  were  enabled  to  observe  balances  on  the  right 
side  of  the  ledger  at  as  recent  date  as  January  i  last. 
Fortunately,  the  disposition  so  far  manifested 
this  year  by  the  potters  indicates  a  determination  to 
obtain  better  prices.  This  spirit  is  pretty  general, 
too,  including  the  smaller  with  the  larger  factories 
As  long  as  that  kind  of  a  policy  is  pursued  the  pot 
tery  industry  may  anticipate  success.  Conditions  iu 
general  throughout  the  country  have  never  been  bet- 
ter, and  the  demand  for  wares  is  increasing  in  pro- 
portion to  the  enlarging  population  and  the  financial 
capacity  of  the  public  to  buy  more  and  better  goods. 
Nothing,  in  fact,  seems  destined  to  mar  the  pros- 
pects except  the  ever-threatening  danger  of  a  de- 
moralization in  prices.  This,  so  far,  has  been  happily 
averted.  The  manufacturers,  in  view  of  the  high 
scale  of  wages  being  paid  to  their  operatives  and  the 
increased  cost  of  operating  their  factories  in  other 
important  regards,  cannot  afford  to  repeat  their 
action  of  a  year  ago,  and  their  present  discretion  ir>- 
d  cates  that  they  realize  the  fact.

IT  is  not  likely  that  the  manufacturers  of  pottery  in 
this  country  require  any  proof  of  the  unwisdom 
of  price-slashing,  having  experienced  very  impres- 
sive evidences  of  this  fact  during  the  past  year  or 
more.  Should  they  desire  any  additional  demonstra- 
tion, however,  it  may  be  obtained  by  a  view  of  the 
concerns  that  have  passed  out  of  existence  inside  of  a 
year  and  a  half.  The  number  totals  seventeen,  all  of 
whom  were  enjoying  varying  degrees  of  success  at  the 
outset  of  1904.  Most  of  the  plants  are  still  idle,  al- 
though some  have  since  been  reopened  for  the  manu- 
facture of  other  commodities  The  significant  fea- 
ture of  this  matter  is  that  these  failures  have  taken 
place  during  a  period  of  unprecedented  general 
prosperity, 

•  matter  how  much  the  potters  may  strive  to 
attribute  these  failures  to  other  causes,  the  trade  will 
c  ntinue  very  properly  to  nurse  the  conviction  that 
the  vacillation  in  prices  was  primarily  responsible. 

Stability  in  prices  is  absolutely  essential  in  order 

reserve  public  confidence.  Just  so  soon  as  an 
element  of  uncertainty  develops  in  this  regard,  the 
merchants  are  bound  to  become  suspicious  and  appre- 
hensive. Once  they  are  impressed  in  that  manner, 
they  either  hesitate  in  their  purchases  or  else  h^ve  re- 
course to  imported  wares  that  possess  a  market  value

carries  with  it  advantages  to  the  giver,  no  less  than  to 
those  who  receive  it  and  distribute  the  information 
that  is  based  upon  it. 

Very  often  a  merchant  wants  goods  shipped  to 
him  in  a  hurry  by  some  concern  with  whom  he  has 
had  no  dealings.  If  his  rating  as  to  credit  is  high, 
even  if  his  capital  be  small,  the  chances  are  that  the 
house  will  ship  him  promptly.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
his  rating  is  poor,  much  time  may  be  lost  in  looking 
him  up  and  ascertaining  whether  it  is  safe  to  ship  him 
the  goods. 

But  this  is  by  no  means  all.  The  merchant  with 
a  low  rating  misses  many  of  the  opportunities  that  are 
continually  presented  to  the  one  whose  credit  and 
capital  are  higher.  This  is  but  natural,  for  the  man- 
ufacturer and  jobber — and  their  salesmen — go  after 
the  concerns  which  they  think  are  the  most  reliable 
and  likely  to  buy  the  largest,  quantities  of  goods.  It 
may  happen  that  another  merchant  in  the  town  who 
has  a  smaller  business,  but  whose  rating  is  higher, 
gets  all  the  plums  "thrown  at"  him,  to  the  detriment 
of  the  man  who  is  careless  about  his  rating  or  thinks 
that  his  financial  responsibility  is  none  of  the  agencies' 
business. 

Merchants,  therefore,  should  not  only  be  willing 
to  give  full  information  to  the  agencies,  but  they  will 
do  well  to  take  care  that  they  get  all  they  are  entitled 
to  in  the  way  of  rating. — Dry  Goods  Economist.

WHY     GLASS     CHANGES     COLOR. 


/^HANGES  in  the  color  of  glass  are  caused  by  the 
vJ  action  of  what  are  known  as  ultra-violet  rays  of 
light.  An  example  of  this  may  be  observed  on  high 
mountains,  where  old  glass  from  bottles  originally 
green,  after  exposure  to  the  light  of  a  great  elevation 
in  the  regions  of  perpetual  snow,  attains  a  beautiful 
pale  purple  tint.  The  same  results  may  also  be  seen 
in  connection  with  the  glass  insulators  used  on  tele- 
graph or  telephone  lines  in  mountain  districts.

ANTIQUITY     OF     GLASS. 


THE  oldest  specimens  of  glass  are  traced  back  from 
1,500  to  2,300  years  B.  C.  These  are  of  Egyp- 
tian origin.  Tranpparent  glass  is  believed  to  have 
been  first  used  about  750  years  before  the  Christian 
era.  The  Phoenicians  were  supposed  by  the  ancients 
to  have  been  responsible  for  the  invention,  and  the 
story  will  be  recalled  of  the  Phoenician  merchants 
who,  resting  their  cooking  pots  on  blocks  of  natron,  or 
subcarbonate  of  soda,  found  that  the  union,  under 
heat,  of  the  alkali  and  the  sand  on  the  shore  produced 
glass.  There  is  little  doubt,  however,  that  the  art  of 
glass-making  originated  with  the  Egyptians.  It  was 
introduced  into  Rome  in  the  time  of  Cicero,  and 
reached  a  remarkable  degree  of  perfection  among  the 
Romans,  who  produced  some  of  the  most  admirable 
specimens  of  glass  ever  manufactured.  An  instance  is 
the  famous  Portland  Vase  in  the  British  Museum. 
Glass  was  not  used  for  windows  until  about  A.  D.  300 


OPENING     NEW     ACCOUNTS. 


YOU  can't  be  too  careful  how  you  treat  an  applicant 
for  credit.  You  are  bound  to  protect  yourself 
by  requiring  references  and  asking  certain  questions 
of  the  applicant  himself  as  to  his  ability  to  pay.  But 
if  you  decide  not  to  grant  the  accommodation,  don't 
make  a  foolish  attempt  to  retain  the  good  will  of  your 
would-be  customer  by  resorting  to  deceptions  as  to 
your  reasons,  which  instead,  of  sparine  his  feelings, 
make  it  plain  to  him  that  you  think  he  is  not  only  a 
knave,  but  a  fool  as  well.  If  you  accept  his  applica- 
tion, then  find  out  what  he  wants  to  buy,  look  up  his 
references  and  finally  decide  not  to  take  the  risk,  don't 
tell  him  that  you  are  "not  opening  any  new  ac- 
counts." He  will  know  that's  a  lie,  if  he  knows  any- 
thing at  all,  and  he  will  know  that  if  you  were  open- 
ing no  new  accounts  you  would  have  told  him  so  in 
the  first  place.  Simply  tell  the  man  the  truth — 
tell  him  that  from  all  you  have  been  able  to  find  out 
you  believe  that  he  intends  to  pay,  but  you  think  he 
has  perhaps  over-estimated  his  ability  to  pay  on  the 
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date  stipulated,  and  you  do  not  feel  justified  in  letting 

ave  the  goods.       It  he  is  a  straight  out-and-out 

"beat"    (and    these    are    relatively     rare)    tell    him 

straight  out-and-out  that  you  do  not  care   to  open  an 

unt  for  him ;  and  then  if  he  insists  on  your 
reasons,  which  he  probably  won't,  tell  him  that  he  has 
the  reputation  of  not  paying  his  bills.  Credit  can  be 
refused  in  a  way  that  will  bring  you  the  cash  trade  of 
the  applicant:  but  it  requires  tact,  and  there  is  a  wide 
difference  between  tact  and  the  polite  fiction  that  is 
so  often  employed.       Don't  confuse  the   two;  it  isn't

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The  great  majority  of  the  plants  are 
Pittsburgh       normally  busy  for   the  season,  and 
and  Vicinity     all   feel   assured   of   a  good   spring 
trade      General  business  in  this  dis- 
trict  and   the   West  is  prospering  and   glassware   is 
bound  to  get  its  full  share.       Building  operations  are 
starting  early,  and  prospects  for  the  largest   activity 
in   this   line   all   over  the    country,    with   hardly   an 
exception,  are  now  very  bright.       The  only  dark  spot 
on  the  business  horizon  is  the  possible  suspension  of 
work   in   the  bituminous   coal    mines;  and    this  it    is 
hoped  may  be  averted  by  the  great  pressure  from  all 
other  business  activities  to  engineer  a  settlement  be- 
fore April  i. 

An  innovation  in  the  hours  of  working  has  just 
been  made  by  the  green  bottle  blowers  at  Ball  Bros  ' 
Three  shifts  of  eight  hoars  each  have  been  estab- 
lished, making  work  continuous  during  the  twenty- 
four  hours,  instead  of  two  shifts  of  nine  hours  each. 
This  will  give  more  men  employment  and  an  eight- 
hour  day.  They  use  continuous  tanks  with  auto- 
matic machines. 

The  Easter  trade  is  reported  to  have  been  good 
the  past  week  at  the  factories  catering  to  it.  The 
line  of  Easter  novelties  is  large  this  year,  and  pre- 
sents many  unique  attractions 


These   will  be    shown   early  next  month, 
lines  have  been  placed  largely. 


Jobbing 


A  good  movement  in  utility  specialties  is  noted 
at  the  majority  of  the  factories.  The  expansion  of 
this  line  of  glassware  is  going  on  liberally  from  year 
to  year,  making  new  uses  for  glass  in  the  household 
economy,  and  adding  materially  to  the  importance  of 
this  branch  and  to  household  convenience. 


Chimneys  are  having  about  the  usual  movement 
for  the  season,  with  prices  unchanged.  With  the 
opening  of  March,  however,  a  slackening  in  large 
orders  usually  begins,  and  an  accumulation  of  stock 
for  the  summer  period  is  entered  upon. 


Tableware  continues  to  move  satisfactorily.  The 
traveling  salesmen  are  reported  to  be  sending  in  a 
good  many  orders,  and  renewals  of  early  purchases 
are  coming  along  quite  satisfactorily  at  the  majority 
of  the  factories. 

The  United  States  Glass  Co.  report  their  Febru- 
ary trade  to  have  fully  met  expectations  and  that  they 
enter  March  with  demands  covering  their  new  lines 
of  tableware,  blown  goods,  specialties,  druggists' sun- 
dries, and  almost  everything  else  made  in  glass.  The 
business  situation  with  them  is  pronounced  whole- 
some, and  fully  up  to  the  standard  on  the  opening  of 
this  usually  most  active  month  in  the  spring  trade. 


"  Peerless  "  occupies  the  larger  share  of  attention 
of  the  Tarentum  Glass  Co  ,  although  they  are  enjoy- 
ing a  good  spring  trade  on  their  general  line  of 
staples  and  specialties.

IT  is  a  far  cry  from  Alaska  to  New  York,  but  E.  A. 
Suter,  a  manufacturing  gold  and  silversmith  at 
Fairbanks,  has  just  made  the  journey  to  buy  china 
and  glass.  Fairbanks  is  a  mining  camp  of  15,000 
people  situated  nearly  500  miles  from  the  coast,  and  is 
the  most  energetic,  pushing  camp  of  that  territory. 
Mr.  Suter  made  the  distance  to  the  coast  in  dog 
sledges,  and  was  a  little  more  than  two  weeks  in 
transit.  Part  of  the  time  he  encountered  a  tempera- 
ture of  74  degrees  below  zero.  In  the  winter  months 
there  are  only  about  two  hours  of  daylight  in 
the  twenty-four,  while  in  summer  there  is  practi 
cally  no  darkness.  On  clear  nights  one  may  see  to 
read  all  night.  The  sun's  rays  then  penetrate  the 
frozen  earth  a  sufficient  distance  to  enable  the 
raising  of  vegetables,  under  whose  roots  is  frost  to 
an  unknown  depth.  Some  idea  of  the  difficulty  of 
getting  supplies  may  be  learned  from  the  fact  that 
Mr  Suter  gets  his  holiday  number  of  the  Crockery 
and  Glass  Journal  on  June  1.  Freight  costs  $70 
per  ton  from  Seattle.  And  yet  he  says  that  there  is 
no  country  like  it,  and  that  he  would  not  live  East  on 
any  account.

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THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


Conditions  continue  excellent,  and 
^New  York,     buying   so  far  is  largely  in  excess  of 

any  previous  year  The  number  of 
buyers  who  have  been  to  market  up  to  date  exceeds 
last  year,  or  even  1903,  and  nearly  all  have  increased 
the  size  of  their  bills.  The  large  wholesalers,  who 
are  always  first  in  the  field,  occupied  less  time  than 
usual  in  making  their  selections,  and  have  departed. 
The  second  installment  of  buyers,  comprising  the 
smaller  wholesalers  and  large  retailers,  is  now  here, 
and  the  good  work  goes  on.  As  usual,  the  big  de- 
partment store  buyers  are  a  little  backward  in  coming 
forward— and  this  fact  is  particularly  noticeable  of 
the  city  and  near  by  trade.  New  York  department 
store  buyers  are  almost  always  among  the  last  to 
come,  and  they  are  the  most  exacting,  not  only  in  the 
matter  of  purchases,  but  about  deliveries.  That  they 
are  important  factors  in  the  crockery  trade  is  indis- 
putable, and  it  sometimes  seems  as  if  they  traded  a 
little  on  this  fact. 

It  is  only  fair  to  importers,  and  through  them 
the  factories,  that,  orders  should  be  placed  as  early  as 
possible,  particularly  in  a  season  like  this,  when  there 
is  a  shortage  of  goods  all  through  the  country  and  an 
excess  of  demands  at  {he  factories.  Last  year,  which 
was  not  an  extraordinary  one,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
fell  below  some  previous  seasons,  the  German  fac- 
tories were  unable  to  meet  the  demand.  The  French 
factories,  owing  to  an  unfortunate  strike,  were  de- 
layed in  shipping,  with  the  consequent  result  that 
there  were  rnany  goods,  which  did  not  arrive  as  early 


as  anticipated.  It  is  not  likely  that  such  a  condition 
will  prevail  this  year  with  the  latter,  and  the  Germans 
have  made  large  additions  to  their  producing  capa- 
city. Nevertheless,  it  looks  as  though  they  will  both 
be  crowded  to  the  utmost,  and  it  behooves  those  who 
want  goods  to  get  their  orders  in  at  once. 


Fine  English  china  manufacturers  are  also  well 
filled  up,  and  before  the  spring  is  over  they  will  have 
all  they  want  to  do,  particularly  as  the  home  market 
is  improving  very  materially.  It  is  probable  that 
orders  for  English  earthenware  will  be  fairly  well 
filled,  for  the  demand  is  not  excessive  from  America, 
although  the  colonial  and  home  markets  are  very 
much  better  than  they  were  last  year. 


Manufacturers  of  American  crockery  are  finding 
their  capacity  taxed  pretty  heavily  already,  some  of 
the  factories  already  having  enough  orders  to  keep 
them  busy  until  midsummer;  and  as  more  continue 
to  pour  in,  there  is  every  prospect  of  the  biggest  trade 
in  their  history.  

The  hotel  trade  during  the  winter  has  been  ex- 
ceedingly good,  and  signs  of  a  reviving  call  for  sum- 
mer hotel  goods  are  in  evidence. 


The  glass  factories  are  doing  a  better  business 
than  for  many  years,  the  sales  to  date  being  exceed- 
ingly gratifying.

It  is  a  good  policy  for  buyers  to  look  through  the 
lines  of  houses  from  whom  they  regularly  make  such 
purchases,  even  if  they  do  not  see  fit  to  add  to  the 
orders  already  given  the  travelers  They  will  invari- 
ably find  goods  there  that  the  men  on  the  road  do  not 
carry.  One  excuse  given  for  not  going  through  the 
lines  is  that  the  salesmen  always  pick  out  the  best; 
consequently  the  buyer  does  not  have  to  examine  a 
lot  of  wares  he  does  not  want.  This  is  true,  in  a 
measure.  But  there  are  always  lots  of  things  left 
which  the  buyer  might  find  it  would  pay  him  to  see.

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AN     AMERICAN     POTTER     MAKES     REPLY. 


March  5,  1906 
Editor  Crockery  and  Glass  Journal. 

Dear  Sir:  It  appears  to  me  that  the  publication 
of  such  articles  as  that  appearing  in  your  issue  of 
February  22,  headed  "  Open  for  Discussion "  and 
signed  "Buyer,"  works  a  gross  injustice,  inasmuch 
as  it  classes  all  American  potters  alike  and  attri- 
butes to  all  American  pottery  the  faults  which  this 
particular  buyer  seems  to  have  encountered  in  a 
purchase  doubtless  of  low  grade  goods  at  a  low  price 
from  a  pottery  without  a  reputation  for  quality. 

In  America,  as  in  every  other  country  where  the 
pottery  industry  is  carried  on  extensively,  there  are 
potteries  of  all  classes  and  pottery  products  of  all 
grades.  We  do  not  see  much  of  the  products  of  the 
inferior  potteries  of  Europe,  especially  of  England,  in 
this  country,  for  the  reason  that  the  same  lack  of 
enterprise  that  has  stood  in  the  way  of  their  produc- 
ing high  class  goods  has  prevented  their  gaining  a 
business  footing  in  America.  But  there  are  just  as 
many  such  concerns  in  England  as  there  are  here.  In 
other  words,  we  see  only  the  cream  of  the  English 
product,  while  every  grade  of  American  goods  is 
common  in  the  market.  There  are  potteries  in  this 
country  that  have  always  made  high  class  goods  and 
that  have  no  apology  to  offer  to  anything  coming 
from  the  other  side. 

There  are  a  considerable  number  of  such  potteries 
to-day  whose  selections,  taste  in  decoration  and  care 
in  treatment  are  above  reproach;  but  the  buyer  must 
learn  to  discriminate  in  his  choice  of  American  brands 
just  as  he  must  do  in  his  selection  of  French  china 
and  of  English  porcelain.  The  buyer  who  runs  away 
with  the  idea  that  all  American  pottery  is  made  in 
one  tub  has  the  alphabet  of  his  business  yet  to  learn, 
and  should  be  shunting  casks  in  the  basement  rather 
than  operating  a  crockery  department.  His  knowledge 
of  his  business  is  on  a  par  with  that  of  the  music 
dealer  who  condemns  a  Steinway  or  Chickering  piano 
because  some  firm  at  the  other  end  of  the  country 
makes  a  claptrap  instrument. 

The  important  thing  in  crockery,  as  in  every 
other  line  of  merchandise,  is  the  name  of  the  maker, 
and  not  the  name  of  the  country  in  which  it  is  made, 
and  the  wholesale  condemnation  of  the  product  of  a 
nation  because  a  portion  of  that  product  is  "cheap 
and  nasty  "  is  not  only  unfair,  but,  if  sincere,  shows 
a  deplorable  ignorance  of  real  conditions. 

However,  the  sincerity  of  the  criticism  in  ques- 
tion is  doubtful.  "Buyer"  expresses  himself  like 
a  man  of  intelligence,  and  his  sweeping  indictment 
sounds  like  a  deliberate  attempt  to  create  a  false  im- 
pression in  reference  to  ths  quality  of  American  pot- 
tery It  is  to  the  interest  of  certain  merchants 
who  rely  upon  the  magic  of  the  word  "  imported  "  in 
marketing  their  goods  to  keep  alive  the  old-fashioned 
prejudice  against  home  products.  The  American 
potter  has  had  this  prejudice  to  fight  for  thirty 
years,  and  it  would  have  been  dead  and  buried  long 
ago  had  it  not  been  for  the  industry  of  some  of  our 
merchants  in  working  the  oxygen  pump.  It  is  con- 
ceivable that  "  Buyer  "  may  have  some  such  object  in 
view,  as  he  has  certainly  adopted  the  method  most 
calculated  to  injure  the  popularity  of  American  pot- 
tery. 

It  is  possible  that  the  business  with  which 
"  Buyer  "  is  connected  may  not  in  all  particulars  be 
conducted  according  to  the  ideas  of  his  customers. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  know  what  opinion  "  Buy- 
er "  would  entertain  of  one  cf  his  customers  who 
should  break  into  print  and  advertise  some  imaginary 
shortcoming  of  his  store.  He  would  be  quite  justi 
fied  in  pronouncing  it  execrably  bad  taste. 

The   possibilities  in  the   manufacture  of   pottery 
are    unlimited.       No   matter  what  the    prcgress,    the 
problems  never  grow  less.      There  is  always  an   in 
centive  to  strive  for  better  and  more  artistic  results 


The  American  po'ter  is  fully  alive  to  all  this,  and 
the  pr ogees :  he  has  made  is  not  less  than  marvelous 
to  him  who  has  any  conception  of  the  difficulties  in 
the  wav. 

In  view  of  the  earnest,  persistent,  intelligent 
effort  being  made  by  so  many  of  our  potters;  in  view 
of  the  unsparing  expenditure  of  money  for  experi- 
ment, for  plant,  equipment,  and  for  men;  and  in  view 
of  the  splendid  progress  of  American  pottery,  the 
suggestion  of  "Buyer"  in  his  last  paragraph,  that 
it  might  he  well  to  try  to  improve  quality,  put  as 
though  it  is  an  entirely  original  thought,  is  somewhat 
amusing  to  one  who  knows.

DEMAND     AN     ACCOUNTING. 


JOHN  B.  HIGBEE,  Robert  D.  and  Mary  Bryce  and 
J  Ida  B.  Shaw  have  filed  an  answer  to  the  suit  of 
Chas.  K.  Bryce  ask  ng  for  the  appointment  of  a  re- 
ceiver for  the  gla=s  firm  of  Bryce,  Higbee  &  Co  , 
Pittsburgh,  Pa  In  the  cross  bill  the  defendants  de- 
mand an  accounting  from  Bryce  and  the  payment  of 
all  the  money  that  is  due.  It  is  denied  that  for  several 
years  past  Bryce  has  devoted  his  whole  time  to  the 
business  He  is  charged  with  inattention  to  business, 
and  it  is  stated  that  he  has  rot  accounted  for  partner- 
ship funds.  The  defendants  say  that  at  present 
there  is  a  true  bill  against  him  on  a  charge  of  em- 
bezzling funds.  It  is  stated  that  since  the  death  of 
John  Bryce  and  up  until  February  1,  1905,  Bryce  had 
been  superintendent  of  the  plant  at  Homestead. 
About  this  time  it  is  claimed  that  suspicions  were 
attached  to  him  and  that  they  are  now  satisfied  that 
he  entered  upon  his  payroll  the  names  of  persons 
never  employed  and  that  they  received  large  sums 
of  money,  that  h  :  charged  for  supplies  either  in  ex- 
c  ss  of  their  co-U  or  that  he  did  not  rece:ve  at  all, 
and  that  by  other  fraudulent  methods  converted  large 
sums  of  the  partnership  to  his  own  use  On  Feb- 
ruary 4,  1905,  plaintiffs  state,  they  removed  Bryce, 
and  that  since  that  time  they  have  been  unable  to 
get  a  settlement  from  him.  The  court  is  asked  to 
force  an  accounting.

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The  majority  of  the  plants  are  oper- 
Pittsburgh  ating  regularly,  with  no  special 
and  Vicinity     pressure    in    any    line    or    branch 

Generally  all  are  preparing  for  a 
large  March  trade,  completing  assortments  on  all  lead- 
ing staple  lines,  and  accumulating  stock  on  popular 
new  lines  for  prompt  shipment  on  call.  While  current 
demands  the  past  week  were  only  moderate,  all  indi- 
cations are  favorable  for  a  large  trade  during  the 
remainder  of  this  fire. 


The  change  voted  at  Columbus,  O.,  the  past  week 
in  the  wages  of  the  chimney  workers  will  probably 
put  all  the  independent  chimney  factories  in  full 
regular  operation  again  during  the  remainder  of  this 
fire.  A  reduction  of  about  twenty  five  per  cent,  was 
made  in  wages  for  hand  blown  chimneys.  It  seems 
questionable  whether  any  permanent  results  will  be 
secured  to  the  independent  chimney  manufacturers 
by  this  reduction.  It  was  done  at  their  request,  to 
enable  them  to  compete  with  the  Macbeth- Evans 
Glass  Co.'s  machines  If  the  machines  can  make 
chimneys  at  a  cost,  with  equal  wages,  below  that 
of  hand  made,  the  machine  will  all  the  time  have  that 
advantage  at  equal  wages,  and  this  reduction  will 
only  make  chimneys  and  wages  lower  if  Macbeth- 
Evans  desire  to  maintain  their  advantage..  It  will 
only  be  a  repetition  of  the  fruit  jar  experience.  Those 
who  wish  to  manufacture  chimneys  will  have  to  get 
machines  some  way  or  quit  the  business. 


The  Beaver  Valley  Glass  Co  ,  who  have  been 
operating  their  factory  experimsntally  under  H.  C. 
Fry  with  a  continuous  glass  melting  pot,  now  an- 
nounce that  it  has  proved  a  decided  success.  They 
have  ordered  H.  L  Dixon  Co.  to  construct  an  eight- 
pot  furnance  with  continuous  pots  The  company 
cliim  that  an  eight-pot  plant  will  produce  as  much 
ware  as  an  ordinary  twenty-four  pot  furnace,  and 
save  a  large  amount  of  fuel  besides  labor. 


The    Macbeth  Evans  Class  Co  al    Elwood   have 
just  changed  one  of  their  direct  fifteen-pot  furnaces 


into  a  regenerative  one.  They  propose  to  change  all 
their  Elwood  furnaces  in  the  same  manner.  They 
are  also  putting  in  gas  producers  there. 


The  Indiana  Glass  Co  ,  Dunkirk,  Ind.,  are  pre- 
pared to  put  in  operation  a  third  tank  on  glassware 
this  month.  They  are  making  a  marvelously  fine 
tank  glass. 

The  Westmoreland  Specialty  Co  are  building  a 
new  boiler  room,  blacksmith  shop  and  mould  room. 


As  a  result  of  the  Columbus  chimney  conference 
the  Lippincott  Glass  Co.,  Alexandria,  Ind.,  expect  to 
put  their  entire  plant  in  operation  this  week. 


Gillinder  &  Sons  have  their  Tacony  factory  run- 
ning in  full.

GLASSWARE     INJUNCTIONS. 


JUSTICE  BLANCHARD  in  the  vSupreme  Court 
I  granted  temporary  injunctions  on  Monday  last 
against  the  proprietors  of  five  department  stores  re- 
straining them  from  selling  or  offering  for  sale  certain 
glassware  which  it  is  alleged  is  an  imitation  of  that 
made  at  the  Tiffany  vSludios,  Madison  avenue  and 
Forty-fifth  street,  this  city.  They  are  also  ordered 
to  show  cause  why  they  should  not  be  permanently 
enjoined. 
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BUYERS  continue  to  arrive,  and  there  seems  to  be 
no  cessation  of  the  activity  in  business.  As  has 
been  the  case  all  through  the  season,  there  are  more 
buyers  than  salesmen,  and  engagements  have  to  be 
made  in  advance  in  most  cases. 

i? 
Chas.  Ahrenfeldt  &  Son  not  only  show  originality 
in  their  designs  on  French  china,  but  have  a  faculty 
of  combining  colors  in  rather  an  unusual  way.  They 
have  one  design  in  scroll  work  which  in  itself  is  pretty, 
but  they  vary  it  by  producing  new  effects  in  the  pig- 
ments used.  Then,  again,  by  the  introduction  of 
panels,  in  which  are  flowers  or  birds,  they  change  the 
aspect  of  the  design  almost  completely.  This  scroll 
is  one  of  the  most  popular  ideas  in  their  line,  and  is 
a  good  seller. 

Bassett  China,  which  is  so  popular  that  it  is  found 
in  every  principal  city  in  the  Union,  has  attained  its 
vogue  both  on  account  of  the  quality  of  the  ware  and 
the  beauty  of  the  decorations.  This  year  the  many 
attractive  designs  and  the  variety  of  prices  at  which 
they  are  to  be  had  will  add  to  the  favor  in  which  it  is 
held.  The  house  protects  its  customers  by  giving 
control  of  patterns,  so  that  no  two  dealers  in  the 
same  place  have  the  same  thing,  thus  avoiding  com- 
petition. Their  lines  of  fancy  goods  for  import  are 
very  large,  and  they  have  exclusive  control  of  many 
patterns — which  again  is  an  advantage  to  buyers,  as 
it  prevents  slashing  prices.  The  lines  should  be  seen 
by  all  who  buy  china  and  fancy  goods. 

Bawo  &  Dotter's  line  of  dolls  is  a  complete  suc- 
cess. The  bare  announcement  that  they  would  again 
carry  them  brought  back  a  long  list  of  old-  time 
customers  who  were  delighted  to  be  able  to  purchase 
from  the  house,  and  more  than  pleased  with  the  goods 
shown.     So  much  for  a  good  reputation. 

The  Bradley  &  Hubbard  Mfg  Co.,  have  sent 
down  to  the  New  York  office  a  few  of  the  many  new 
things  that  they  will  bring  out.  The  advance 
made  in  designing  and  workmanship   is  remarkable 


even  for  this  house,  which,  has  a  reputation  for  mak- 
ing good  goods.  It  has  been  their  aim  this  year  to 
provide  entirely  original  ideas,  and  they  have 
undeniably  succeeded.  The  departure  is  radical  in 
almost  every  instance,  and  affords  a  series  of  sur- 
prises in  electroliers,  electric  portables,  gas  portables, 
candlesticks,  sconces  oil  lamps  and  a  large  range  of 
fancy  articles  suitable  for  the  stationery,  jewelry  and 
fancy  goods  trade.  The  line  of  desk  furniture  alone 
is  a  revelation. 

The  always-attractive  display  window  of  the 
Consolidated  Lamp  and  Glass  Co.  has  engaged  even 
more  attention  than  usual  during  the  past  week.  In- 
stead of  lamp  and  glass  and  electric  glassware,  the 
window  is  occupied  solely  by  vases.  There  are  three 
styles,  all  of  recent  introduction  by  the  company. 
The  Roma  is  a  delightful  green  creation  bearine 
etched  conventional  designs.  Another  is  the  Rosso, 
which  sports  a  blood-red  body  surmounted  by  hand- 
painted  tulips  traced  in  gold.  The  third  line  is  named 
the  Verdeci,  and  posses-es  a  green  body  that  is  finely 
adapted  for  the  rose  decoration  that  beautifies  it. 
The  natural  charm  of  the  vases  is  enhanced  by  the 
harmonious  green  cloth  surroundings  in  which  they 
have  been  positioned. 

Carlowitz  &  Co  have  just  received  an  invoice  of 
bronzes  that  are  wonderfully  good.  One  in  particu- 
lar, "The  Stonecutter,"  is  a  masterpiece.  They 
also  have  a  large  line  of  elegant  screens  in  needle- 
work, running  up  as  high  as  $200  apiece  for  four 
folds.  One  shows  a  tree  whose  branches,  starting  in 
the  centre  of  a  panel,  extend  both  ways,  and  upon 
which  are  perched  birds,  the  drooping  of  the  limbs 
after  the  manner  of  the  weeping  willow  being  ex- 
ceedingly graceful  In  a  framed  panel,  30  x  20  in., 
representing  a  wood  scene,  color  effects  are  achieved 
which  are  impossible  with  paints.  For  instance,  in 
this  little  landscape  there  is  a  tiny  stream,  and  the 
glint  of  the  sun  on  the  sheen  of  the  silk  gives  the 
effect  of  moving  water.  Their  lines  of  china  and 
bric-a-brac  have  been  largely  augmented  during  the 
past  week. 


More  than  eighty  diil'erent  shapes  are  embodied  in 
the  Crystal  Patina  assortment  of  vases  from  the 
Pottery  Co  ,  represented  here  by  W  H. 
Dunn  &  Co.  But  the  wide  diversity  in  forms  is  the 
most  notable  characteristic  of  the  ware.  The  name 
by  which  it  has  been  christened  best  describes  the 
beautiful  coloring  of  the  line.  Patina  means  the  rust 
that  accumulates  on  bronze,  and  this  is  exactly  the 
effect  obtained.  The  other  half  of  the  ware's  cogno- 
men. Crystal,  is  meant  to  be  descriptive  of  the  amaz- 
ing crystalline  results  accomplished  on  the  porcelain 
body  of  which  the  ware  is  composed.  No  two  pieces 
in  this  array  are  alike,  and  the  very  nature  of  the  pro- 
cess pursued  in  their  making  prohibits  duplication. 
This  alone  surrounds  Crystal  Patina  with  rare  artistic 
value. 

Some  excellent  values  are  obtainable  in  the  deco- 
rated jardinieres  and  jugs  carried  by  James  Douglass 
at  24  Park  Place.  The  jugs  are  clothed  in  a  wide 
variety  of  filled-in,  decalcomanie,  underglaze  blue, 
plain  print  and  gold  band  tr  atments.  An  even  more 
diversified  class  of  decorations  ornament  the  jardini- 
eres, which  are  especially  notable  because  of  the 
numerous  graceful  and  novel  shapes  in  which  they 
are  fashioned.  Decorated  jet  teapots,  boasting  a 
body  and  glaze  quite  as  noteworthy  as  the  decorations, 
are  also  in  the  display. 

By  a  slip  of  the  pen  H.  C.  Edmiston  was  last 
week  credited  with  carrying  lines  from  J.  &  G. 
Meakin.  As  everybody  knows,  he  has  Alfred  Meakin's 
line,  and  is  showing  all  the  new  things  from  that  firm. 

Additions  to  the  Fostoria  Glass  Co. 's  blown  line 
continue  to  reach  the  local  showrooms.  A  new  line 
of  bell  shaped  stemware,  clothed  in  a  needle-etched 
narrow  band  design  and  also  a  deep-plate  etching  of 
grapes,  is  particularly  deserving  of.  mention.  The 
contour  of  the  pieces,  which  has  been  compared  to 
that  of  a  bell,  possesses  exceptional  grace.  A  cherry 
iridescent  effect  is  the  refreshingly  new  color  raiment 
that  adorns  the  Touraine  stemware  and  tumblers. 
New  blown  goblets  have  also  just  reached  here.

It  is  a  remarkably  varied  and  extensive  array  of 
lonz's  cut  salts,  peppers,  toothpick-holders,  mus- 
tards and  other  similiar  articles  which  Fensterer  & 
Ruhe  exhibit.  The  shapes,  especially,  differ  from 
former  importations  of  these  goodss  and  the  cuttings 
also  exploit  many  new  ideas.  The  crystal  and  gold 
decorated  glassware  display  is  of  greater  proportions 
than  ever  before  attained  in  the  history  of  its  exposi- 
tion by  this  house.  The  designs,  which  one  would  as- 
sume had  long  ago  been  exhausted,  so  far  as  originality 
is  concerned,  include  several  subjects  that  are  posi- 
tively new. 

Several  of  the  large  pieces  that  were  conspicuous 
in  the  H  C.  Fry  Glass  Co. 's  exhibit  at  the  Lewis  & 
Clark    Exposition  last  year  have    reached  W.  F.  Up- 


ham's  sample  room  at  the  corner  of  West  Broad- 
way and  Murray  street,  where  they  are  shown  on  a 
specially-constructed  low  platform  The  most  note- 
worthy feature  of  the  display  is  the  punch  set  which 
won  a  special  gold  medal  at  the  Exposition.  It  is 
fully  five  feet  tall,  finely  porportioned,  and  exquis- 
itely cut.  The  reproduction  of  the  Liberty  Bell, 
about  three  feet  in  height,  and  two  special  vases  that 
are  nearly  four  feet  high,  are  other  adjuncts  of  the 
collection,

Excellent  decorative  results  have  been  obtained 
on  ten-inch  green  domes  from  Gillinder  &  Sons  by 
the  application  of  raised  gold  and  silver.  These 
metallic  colors  are  employed  in  floral,  fruit  and  con- 
ventional designs  which  contrast  pleasantly  with  the 
green  groundwork.  The  Gillinder  exhibit  has  also 
been  augmented  lately  by  many  new  etched  and  cut 
creations  in  gas  shades.  The  assortment  of  recep- 
tacles for  matches,  toothpicks,  etc  ,  has  been  rein- 
forced, too,  by  pieces  that  possess  advanced  ideas  in 
colorings  and  forms. 

The  Havana  Novelty  Co.  have  just  put  out  a 
new  series  of  cigar  bands  for  decorating  glass  plates, 
and  also  have  a  good  line  of  the  plates  for  decorat- 
ing. The  quality  of  the  glass  is  excellent  This  is 
a  material  point  in  the  ornamentation,  as  poor  glass 
spoils  the  effect.  They  are  prepared  to  supply  these 
in  any  quantity,  and  put  up  the  bands  ready  for  re- 
tailing in  packages  which  may  be  sold  for  from  five 
to  fifty  cents.  The  fad  is  now  at  its  height,  and 
dealers  should  take  advantage  of  it. 

Hamburger  &  Co.  have  made  a  great  hit  with 
their  dinner  lines  this  year,  and  are  showing  a  very 
large  number  of  patterns  in  German,  Car'tbad  and 
French  goods.  In  point  of  fact,  their  French  room 
has  proved  too  small  to  contain  all  their  lines,  ^.nd 
they  have  been  obliged  to  encroach  upon  some  of 
the  other  departments.  As  usual,  they  are  showing 
many  novel  designs  which  are  exclusively  their  own, 
it  being  the  desire  of  Mr.  Hamburger  to  get  as  far 
away  from  other  people  as  possible. 

The  season  for  dinner  sets  has  arrived.  Big 
buying  is  going  on,  and  the  Haviland  &  Abbot  Com- 
pany are  reaping  the  fruits  of  their  forethought  and 
preparation  in  this  branch.  They  are  showing  an 
immense  variety  of  shapes  and  decorations,  and,  what 
is  of  considerable  importance  just  now,  carry  the  sets 
in  stock  for  immediate  delivery.  It  is  worth  any 
buyer's  while  to  see  their  line,  as  it  covers  all  demands 
in  the  matter  of  prices. 

The  Japanese  Fan  Co.  are  showing  a  fine  assort- 
ment of  Easter  goods,  including  ducks  and  chickens 
with  natural  feathers,  eggs,  rabbits,  etc  ,  in  cotton 
and  fabric,  and  a  large  line  of  porcelain  ware  suitable 
for  Easter  gifts. 
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Several  new  etchings  have  been  imparted  to  the 
gas  and  electric  shades  from  the  Pittsburgh  Lamp, 
Brass  and  Glass  Co  exhibited  at  Daniel  Taylor  & 
eadquarters.  The  rose,  tulip  and  palm  are  the 
designs  in  both  the  deep  and  white  acid  etchings. 
The  crystal  roughed  inside  is  another  adjunct  of  the 
line.  A  couple  of  particularly  good  new  shapes  are 
included  in  this  assortment.  The  same  class  of  etch- 
ings utilized  on  these  pieces  is  also  adapted  to  an 
attractive  array  of  gas  globes.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


Business  continues  excellent,  and  as 
New  York,  has  been  the  case  ever  since  the  season 
opened,  buyers  are  increasing  their 
purchases.  The  orders  placed  are  astonishing,  and 
it  is  not  an  infrequent  occurrence  for  an  importer  to 
say  that  his  business  so  far  this  year  is  double  what 
it  was  last.  At  a  rough  guess  it  may  be  said  that  the 
sales  so  far  this  season  are  twenty-five  per  cent,  ahead 
of  last  year.  German  ware  has  gained  largely,  fol- 
lowed by  the  French  and  English  in  the  order 
named.  The  gain  in  English  china  is  very  marked. 
It  would  seem  as  if  the  manufacturers  had  determined 
to  make  up  for  the  loss  in  earthenware  by  unusual 
efforts  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  American  trade,  and 
have  produced  designs  which  can  be  sold  at  much 
lower  figures  than  those  of  a  year  or  two  ago. 


The  French  people  have  also  improved  their  pat- 
terns wonderfully,  with  the  like  result  of  a  big  busi- 
ness. 

German  manufacturers  have  not  been  behind, 
and  are  giving  greater  values  than  ever,  particularly 
in  the  lower-priced  goods,  thus  coming  into  direct 
competition  with  English  and  American  crockery. 


The  American  potters  seem  to  be  fully  alive  to 
conditions,  and  have  produced  lines  this  year  which 
are  more  than  creditable,  with  the  result  that  the 
domestic  manufacturer  with  a  good  reputation  has 
about  all  he  can  attend  to. 


The  glass  trade  seems  to  be  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, and  there  is  no  question  but  that  it  is  a  much 
better  season  than  last  year  up  to  date,  particularly  in 
blown  goods  and  fancy  wares.  Table  sets,  which  did 
not  move  very  freely  last  year,  are  going  much  better 
this,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  low-priced  German  china 
is  an  active  competitor. 


Cut  glass  is  in  full  swing,  and  the  quantity  of 
the  cheaper  goods  offered  is  astonishing.  The  call 
for  the  very  highest  grades  is  met  by  competition 
with  high-grade  English  goods,  rock  crystal  and  in- 
taglio wares  oeinj;  in  demand  by  buyers  of  this  class. 
In  consequence  our  English  friends  are  sending  over 
a  good  deal  of  expensive  glass. 


The  lamp  business  is  as  good  as,  if  not  better 
than,  it  was  last  year.  Electrical  wares  are  also  re- 
ceiving increased  attention. 


The  doll  and  toy  trade  keeps  up  steadily.  The 
importers  are  introducing  better  and  higher  grades  of 
goods  every  season.  The  mechanical  toys  are  really 
marvelous,  and  pieces  costing  from  ten  to  fifty  dollars 
are  sold  quite  as  readily  now  as  goods  bringing  one 
to  five  dollars  a  decade  ago. 


The  housefurnishing  business  keeps  up  astonish- 
ingly well.     Every  branch  is  busy. 


Retailjrade  continues   very  satisfactory.       The 
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ial  sales  have  been  well  attended,  and 
dealers  express  themselves  as  fully  satisfied  with  con- 
ditions. 

While  most  of  the   orders   reaching  here 

Trenton,     continue  to  be  accompanied  by  "prompt 

shipment "  stipulations,  there  is  a  very 

fair  proportion  of  business  for  later  delivery.       Many 

the  requests  designate  May  as  a  sufficiently  early 

time  for   the   receipt  of  their  goods,  and  some  even 

extend   into  June.       But  the  call,   principally,  is   tor 

immediate  attention. 


A  gratifying  feature  of  the  trade  is  the  inclina- 
tion to  select  the  better  grades  in  staples  as  well  as 
specialties.  It  is,  as  a  natural  consequence,  not  quite 
so  difficult  to  obtain  remunerative  prices  as  it  was 
last  year. 

Manufacturers  seem  to  be  a  unit,  too,  in  the  be- 
lief that  collections  are  much  better  than  in  1905. 
Altogether,  the  year  promises  to  fulfill  the  most  hope- 
ful expectations  from  the  viewpoint  of  local  potting 
prosperity. 

Current   trade    the   past   week    was 
Pittsburgh       rather  quiet  at  the  majority  of  the 
and  Vicinity     factories.     A  fairly  good  volume  of 
business  was  reported, with  no  strong 
pressure  in  demand  in  any  branch  of  the  trade.     Buy- 
ing continues  to  be   of  the  small  miscellaneous  kind, 
mainly  to  keep  up  assortments. 


Liberal  orders  for  jellies  are  usually  placed  this 
month.  These,  however,  have  not  yet,  to  any  great 
extent,  materialized,  though  expectations  for  the 
usual  demand  are  generally  entertained. 


The  factories  in  all  branches  are  in  regular  oper- 
ation, making  due  preparation  for  a  good  seasonable 
trade  as  it  comes  along. 


The  volume  of  business  upon  the 
East     Liverpool     whole    is  satisfactory,  and  prices 
and  Vicinity.        are  firmly  held.      However,  with 
the  majority  of  the  potters  prices 
are  not  up   to  the   standard  deemed   necessary  for  a 
proper  remuneration  for    the   investment   and    labor 
devoted   to  the  industry.     Prospects  for  a  large  busi- 
ness were  never  brighter,  and  the  tendency  is  towards 
aer    firmness   in    all   leading  lines  of  well-potted 
'Is. 

One  fact  is  noticeable  at  the  majority  of  the  plants, 
have  large  order  files  to  draw  from — sixty  days 
or  so  ahead.  Current  trade  from  day  to  day  and 
week  to  week  is  keeping  the  potteries  well  supplied 
with  business,  but  gives  few  any  great  surplus  of 
orders      There    are  a  few  large  open  orders  floating 

nd,  but  mainly  at  figures  that  the  better  class  of 
manufacturers  do  not  care,  to  accept. 


Specialties  in  certain  lines  continue  very  active, 
and  a  number  of  potteries  having  meritorious  and  pop- 
ular lines  are  receiving  now  about  the  same  volume 
of  business  on  them  that  they  did  in  October  In 
fact,  certain  lines  of  specialties  are  now  becoming 
really  staples,  and  are  deemed  a  necessity  in  fitting 
up  and  furnishing  a  house 


A  strong  movement  in  dinner  ware,  in  contrast  to 
the  spring  trade  of  last  year,  is  a  prominent  feature.

The  glassware  factories  are  doing  a  fairly  satis- 
factory trade  in  all  seasonable  goods.  While  business 
has  been  good  at  the  majority  of  the  factories  here,  it 
has  not  quite  reached  the  full  activity  March  is  ex- 
pected to  show  in  some  lines.  Prospects,  however, 
are  very  bright  and  indications  still  good  for  a  very 
large  volume  of  business  this  fire.

WITH  the  development  of  what  but  a  short  time 
ago  were  small  concerns,  as  a  result  of  the 
continued  prosperity,  there  has  arisen  a  demand  for 
a  new  kind  of  buyer.  The  old-fashion- d  style  of  buy- 
er is  a  lordly  personage  whose  energies  are  chiefly 
devoted  to  the  purchase  of  merchandise.  His  office, 
equipped  with  roll-top  desk  and  revolving  chair,  is 
his  principal  resort  when  he  is  not  in  the  market  or 
looking  at  the  samples  of  some  visiting  salesman. 
He  spends  a  limited  amount  of  time  in  his  department, 
and  at  such  times  has  little  to  say  to  his  subordinates. 
He  seldom  unbends — figuratively  or  literally.  Thus, 
if  a  piece  of  wrapping  paper  happens  to  lie  on  the 
floDr  the  buyer  of  this  type  calls  a  cash  girl  to  pick  it 
up;  he  would  not  think  of  doing  an  act  of  so  menial  a 
nature 

While  this  type  of  buyer  may  be  well  suited  to 
the  large  emporiums,  there  is,  as  we  say,  a  demand 
for  another  class  of  such  employees — men  who,  instead 
of  playing  a  star  part  a,ll  the  time,  are  ready  and 
willing  to  fill  a  general-utility  position.  In  other 
words,  the  work  of  buying  occupies  the  lesser  portion 
of  their  time ;  the  greater  part  is  devoted  to  looking 
after  the  selling  and  the  general  management  of  their 
department  The  buyer  of  this  class  will  do  anything 
that  tends  to  the  welfare  not  only  of  his  department, 
but  of  the  entire  establishment. 

He  will,  among  other  things,  get  in  close  touch 
with  the  customer.  He  will  often  go  behind  the 
counter  and  sell  merchandise  himself,  or  else  he  will 
in  a  kindly,  pleasant  way  approach  customers  when 
they  come  in  and  ask  to  be  shown  certain  merchandise 
and  aid  them  in  making  a  selection.  If  he  sees  a 
customer  leaving  the  store  without  making  a  purchase, 
he  will  in  every  instance  ascertain  from  the  salesper- 
son why  no  sale  was  made.  Furthermore,  he  will 
plan  sales  ideas  and  get  up  schemes  for  pushing  mer- 
chandise. He  will  not  depend  too  much  on  memo- 
randa made  by  the  sales-force  to  keep  him  posted  as 
to  what  is  being  called  for  or  in  regard  to  what  is 
selling  or  not  selling.  Nor  will  he  always  depend 
upon  the  salespeople  to  notify  him  when  the  stock  is 
low  and  when  certain  lines  need  replenishing  In  a 
word,  he  will  live  among  the  goods  of  his  department 
and  among  the  activities  of  his  department,  rather 
than  view  them  at  a  distance  and  in  the  quiet  of  his 
office. 

Both  kinds  of  buyers  have  their  place,  but  the 
best  buyers  among  the  first  class  have  graduated  out 
of  the  ranks  of  the  second.  There  are,  too,  more 
openings — especially  at  the  present  time— rfor  the 
general-utility  buyer.  (Juite  recently  our  attention 
has  b.en  called  to  this  matter  by  several  merchants, 
who  have  emphasized  their  pressing  need  of  such 
men.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  a  special  opening 
is  now  presented  for  ambitious  heads  of  stock  who 
are  seeking  opportunities  for  service  rather  than  a 
position  of  implied  dignity  and  restricted  effort. — 
Dry  Goods  Economist.

meet  at  the  grocer's,  the  butcher's  and  the  tailor's,  is 
obliged  to  curb  his  or  her  propensity  for  art  in  order 
to  make  expenditures  in  more  matter-of-fact  and  less 
aesthetic  channels.  So  that,  no  matter  from  what 
viewpoint  the  matter  is  considered,  the  mighty  dollar 
is  the  pivot  upon  which  art  really  revolves. 

The  very  Europeans  who  analyze  our  frailty  in 
an  artistic  sense  are  just  as  guilty.  In  catering  to 
our  alleged  artistic  degeneracy  they  become  imbued 
with  the  same  habit  of  viewing  art  through  commer- 
cial eyes.  Pottery  and  glassware  are  not  alone  in  this 
regard  Many  of  the  most  noted  painters  on  canvas 
— in  fact,  we  may  safely  say  the  vast  majority  of  them 
— have  used  and  still  exercise  their  talents  with  the 
paramount  idea  of  selling  the  products  of  their  genius. 
They  may  disguise  this  commercial  instinct  behind 
an  excessive  growth  of  artistic  hair  and  a  pair  of 
dreamy,  soulful  eyes,  but  they  work  for  a  purpose 
just  the  same,  and  that  purpose  is  to  make  money. 

Therefore,  we  cannot  repress  the  desire  to  defend 
the  American  people  against  the  imputation  that  they 
are  devoid  of  the  art  instinct.  The  only  difference 
between  them  and  the  Europeans  who  criticise  is  that 
the  American  frankly  admits  his  commercialism,  and 
the  European  doesn't.

ART'S     RELATIONSHIP     TO     COMITERCIALISM. 


CRITICISM  has  long  been  leveled^at  the  American 
people  by  Europeans  for  their  alleged  subordina- 
tion of  art    to  commercialism.     They  have    been  and 
still  are  characterized   as   worshippers  of  the  mighty 
dollar,  possessing  no  proper  appreciation'of  J;he  truly 
aesthetic  things  of    life      In  some  respectsj possibly, 
this  arraignment  of  us  may  be  deserved,      But  it  is  not 
all  true      Merely  because  the  average  American  ex- 
hibits  a   greater  inclination    to   interest   himself    in 
something  that  is  more  commercial  than  artistic  is  no 
of  that   he    is  crude  or    lacking    in    appreciation 
.-.hat    is    really    beautiful.     Art  for  art's  sake  is  a 
pretty    piece  of    sentiment,   but    the   European, 
quite    as    much    as  the  American,  is.  in  these  days  at 
le-ist,  a   commercial    person    first    and  a   connoisseur 
afterwa. 

It  is  true  that  our  wares  are  produced  principally 
with    regard    tf<    monetary    results.        The    man   who 
els  or  paints  may  be  artistic  to  his  very  finger  tips, 
but    he    labors  largely  for  the  cash  reward.      His  em- 
nay  also    be  a  dilletante,  but  his  demands  for 
highly  meritorious  products  are  invariably  accompan- 
ied trictions  that    v  nit  of  his  obtaining 
inably  good  profits.      The   merchant,   recognizing 
the  fact  that    the  proportion  of  his  patrons  capable  or 
disposed    to   make    large    outlays  for    extravagantly 
beautiful  wares  is   small,  selects  with    an  eye  to  the 
cash-drawer.     The  consumer,   having   obligations   to

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COUNTERFEITING     AMERICAN      CHINA     AND 
GLASS. 


I^HE  fraudulent  duplication  of  American  china  and 
glass  is  not  nearly  so  extensive  as  one  might  be 
led  to  believe  by  the  demand  for  these  objects  Yet 
there  are  certain  pieces  of  native  china  that  have  been 
duplicated  with  considerable  success  All  of  these 
falsifications  have  come  from  a  certain  source,  which 
has  been  traced  with  approximate  accuracy  by  the 
New  York  dealers,  who  are  careful  to  follow  up  such 
frauds. 

So  far  not  more  than  four  or  five  American  plates 
have  been  reproduced.  Among  these  is  the  Lovejoy 
plate,  showing  .  a  quotation  from  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States.  This  is  usually  painted  in  light 
blue  on  a  white  background.  The  genuine  specimens 
have  on  the  top  of  the  plate  a  picture  of  the  assassi- 
nation of  Lovejoy,  which  took  place  in  1837.  Other 
copies  of  the  old  plates  put  on  the  market  by  the 
suspected  dealer  have  been  taken  from  the  old  blue 
and  white  made  in  Staffordshire  and  again  in  this 
country  early  in  the  century  and  bearing  pictures  of 
such  scenes  as  the  Bank  of  Philadelphia  or  the  White 
House. 

'  As  the  best  specimens  of  these  plates  have  sold 
at  $45,"  said  an  expert  to  the  reporter,  "  it  is  not 
worth  while  for  the  dealers  to  copy  them.  Then 
they  must  be  careful  and  not  make  their  copies  too 
numerous.  If  the  supply  seems  too  large  the  de- 
mand will  be  more  easily  satisfied  and  prices  will  go 
down.  These  considerations  have  made  the  dealer 
indifferent  as  to  the  duplication  of  American  pottery. 

''The  dealer  who  does  think  it  worth  his  while  to 
fake  these  old  plates  orders  them  from  a  pottery, 
taking  on  a  sample  of  what  he  wants — the  real  thing. 
I  have  heard  that  he  takes  the  trouble  to  have  these 
plates  made  in  England  in  order  to  cover  his  tracks. 

"When  they  have  once  come  into  his  hands  they 
are  for  a  while  put  into  some  txtremely  cold  place. 
Then  they  are  suddenly  exposed  to  a  high  degree  of 
heat.  This  cracks  the  enamel  all  over  the  plates,  and 
into  these  cracks  grease  is  rubbed.  Dust  or  lamp 
black  is  then  rubbed  over  the  cracks,  and  sticks,  giv- 
ing the  appearance  of  having  been  used  for  years. 
Sometimes  a  bit  is  chipped  off  the  edge  and  rubbed 
with  oil  and  dirt  or  lampblack. 

"Then  the  pictured  surface  of  the  plate  is 
scratched  with  a  sharp  pointed  object  to  give  it  the 
look  of  long  usage.  The  plates  are  then  put  away 
into  some  very  dusty  place,  where  they  get  a  little 
dirtier  looking  before  they  are  finally  put  on  the  mar- 
ket " 

This  is  rather  an  elaborate  process  for  the  com- 
pensation that  results.  A  dozen  plates  is  the  most 
that  the  dealer  can  attempt  to  put  on  the  market  in  a 
year,  and  as  his  net  profit  may  not  be  more  than  $20 
apiece  the  industry  in  this  department  of  fraud  is 
not  extensive  In  china  only  the  plates  have  been 
reproduced,  as  the  hollow  ware  is  too  costly  for  the 
fakers  to  produce,  and  brings  too  little. 


In  the  same  way  there  has  been  no  attempt  to 
imitate  the  early  specimens  of  native  glass.  Some 
of  them  are  very  quaint  and  graceful,  but  the  prices 
are  not  high.  Very  unusual  and  charming  specimens 
of  the  glass  made  by  the  German  settlers  in  Pennsyl- 
vania under  Count  Mannheim,  which  is  thought  by 
many  to  be  the  first  glass  made  in  this  country,  may 
be  bought  for  very  reasonable  prices.  It  is  in  white 
or  a  cloudy  blue,  or  in  combinations  of  the  two 

As  this  old  glass  was  blown,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  have  a  mould  made,  which  would  make  these 
old  pieces  cost  more  than  they  do  now  when  they  are 
genuine. 

Old  American  glass  even  dating  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  nineteenth  century  is -interesting  and 
quaint,  but  expensive.  Decanters,  blown,  like  all  the 
glass  of  that  period,  unique  in  form  and  ornamenta- 
tion, can  be  bought  for  $5. 

The  large  supply  of  blue  and  white  china  turned 
out  by  the  potteries  now  is  not  intended  as  anything 
but  a  marketable  imitation  of  the  old  work,  and  repro- 
duces few  of  the  old-time  scenes  of  American  cities 
that  the  English  makers  began  to  put  on  their  Staf- 
fordshire ware  after  the  War  of  1812 

Previous  to  the  Revolution,  Americans  had  used 
the  Oriental  porcelaiDS  brought  from  China.  Then 
they  used  Lowestoft  for  a  while  before  the  exporta- 
tion of  the  Staffordshire  china  became  general.  This 
fell  into  great  disfavor  along  with  other  English  ex- 
ports after  the  War  of  18 12.  While  the  Dutch  were 
trying  to  seize  the  trade  of  Great  Britain  with  this 
country,  the  English  manufacturers  determined  to 
hold  on  to  it  by  every  possible  means.  So  they  began 
to  put  American  scenes  and  views  on  their  porcelain 
and  even  nattering  inscriptions  in  order  to  retain  the 
trade  that  had  been  so  profitable.  All  these  plates 
and  hollow  pieces  date  from  a  period  subsequent  to 
the  War  of  1812.—  N.   Y.  Sun.

SALESMEN     ARE    -PEDDLERS"     IN     GERMANY. 


COMMERCIAL  travelers  from  this  and  other  coun 
tries  who  visit  Germany  with  the  idea  cf  selling 
goods  are  required  to  take  out  a  license  for  the  pur- 
pose. This  license  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  which 
is  issued  to  the  ordinary  street-peddler.  The  object 
behind  this  degradation  of  the  salesman's  standing  is 
attributed  to  the  displeasure  incurred  in  Germany 
some  years  ago  by  the  aggressiveness  of  representa- 
tives of  a  Bradford,   England,  woolen  concern,  which 


corralled  an  abundance  of  trade  formerly  enjoyed  by 
German  firms.  As  a  retaliatory  slap,  and  in  order 
to  make  future  commercial  invasions  more  difficult, 
the  peddler's  license  scheme  was  hit  upon. 


IN     TROUBLE     AGAIN. 


A  PETITION  in  bankruptcy  has  been  filed  against 
the  Major  Cement  Co  ,  at  461  Pearl  street 
Major  makes  a  good  cement  for  mending  china,  etc., 
and  has  been  before  the  public  for  more  than  thirty 
years;  and  yet  this  is  the  third  time  that  the  name 
has  figured   in  bankruptcy  courts  during  that  period. 


RESPONSIBLE     FOR     SAFE     DELIVERY. 


A  DECISION  that  will  interest  perhaps  every  manu- 
facturer and  dealer  was  handed  down  in  Troy, 
N.  Y.,  recently  by  Justice  Howard.  W.  J.  O'Brien, 
a  brush  manufacturer  in  that  city,  was  the  defendant 
in  a  suit  instituted  by  Pollock  &  Co.,  of  New  York. 
The  latter  had  sent  O'Brien  a  quantity  of  brushes  to 
be  cleaned,  and  claimed  that  they  were  not  returned. 
The  defendant  declared  that  he  had  shipped  the 
bristles  after  renovating  them,  and  contended  that  he 
was  not  at  fault  if  the  goods  failed  to  reach  their  des- 
tination. But  the  court  ruled  that  he  was  responsible 
for  their  safe  delivery,  and  gave  judgment  against 
him.

RQSE-RED     GLASS. 


THE  following  is  Pelonze's  receipt  for  making  rose- 
red  glass  from  selenium.  This  glass  is  one  of 
the  easiest  to  make  selenium  being  a  good  colorant, 
and  since  it  is  now  obtainable  in  a  pure  state,  is  cer- 
tain in  its  results.  Potassium  and  sodium  selenate 
have  been  found  to  answer  the  purpose  best  Either 
of  these  compounds  is  added  to  the  metal  before  or 
after  fusion,  and  when  it  has  become  thoroughly  in- 
corporated it  is  reduced  by  the  addition  of  arsenious 
acid,  an  arsenite  or  a  sulphite  Zinc  dust,  however, 
has  been  found  to  effect  the  reduction  perfectly,  and, 
besides,  presents  advantages  on  the  score  of  economy. 
The  quantity  of  selenium  usually  sufficient  to  produce 
a  rich  red  rose  coloration  is  from  two  to  three  per 
cent  The  ordinary  flint  batch,  with  or  without  lead, 
will  give  satisfactory  results. 


MUSTN'T    THROW     STONES     IN      DES     riOINES. 


CONTRACTS  have  been  given  out  for  the  erection 
s  of  three  large  buildings  in  Des  Moines,  la., 
that  will  be  constructed  almost  entirely  of  glass 
The  Des  Moines  Savings  Bank,  already  begun,  is  the 
largest  of  these  buildings  It  will  be  ten  stories 
high  and  built  of  white  opalescent  glass  about  an  inch 
thick  and  reinforced  by  a  steel  wire  screen  or  net  such 
as  is  used  in  roofing  and  building  construction  The 
outer  covering  of  glass  is  white  and  resembles  mar- 
ble, except  that  it  is  brighter  and  is  always  clean, 
dust  and  smoke  blowing  off  it  freely.

small  variety,  and  the  departments 
are  only  moderately  busy.  The  situation  may  be 
said  to  be  a  waiting  one.  All  feel  confident  that  a 
big  trade  is  to  come,  and  crowded  conditions  may  be 
expected  as  soon  as  settled  spring  weather  material- 
izes The  ground-hog  theorists  say  it  will  come  the 
present  week,  as  his  six  weeks'  hibernation  ends  on 
the  sixteenth. 

Business  at  the  United  States  Glass  Co  is  mov- 
ing along  satisfactorily,  though  the  strong  March 
pressure  has  hardly  commenced  yet.  Their  lines  are 
so  large,  the  range  oft  heir  operaiton  so  wide,  that 
the  aggregate  of  small  orders  covering  their  manu- 
facture makes  a  large  business.  They  have  a  very 
large  and  superior  line  of  utility  lamps,  and  will 
supply  their  agents  the  coming  week  with  the  entire 
new  line  for  1906  The  traveling  salesmen  will  take 
out  their  lamp  outfits  about  the  first.  They  have  a 
most  durable  and  practical  one-piece  lamp.  The 
stem  is  large  and  convenient  to  handle,  and  the  lamp 
as  a  whole  presents  a  graceful  appearance  It  is  the 
idea!  lamp  for  common,  everyday  use  in  the  average 
family. 

Active  work  continues  in  all  departments  of  lamp 
manufacture  in  anticipation  of  a  good  retail  demand 
this  year.  The  jobbers  have  largely  placed  their 
orders,  but  no  movement  of  importance  in  the  gen- 
eral lamp  trade  has  made  its  appearance 


The  bottle  trade  is  moving  along  quietly,  with 
the  association  factories  operating  half  capacity,  ac- 
cording to  agreement. 


The  fruit  jar  factories  are  operating  generally, 
though  under  different  conditions  than  last  year.  All 
sales  were  then  made  through  one  agency,  Ball  Bros., 
and  prices  were  fairly  remunerative.  This  year  no 
harmony  of  agreement  exists,  and  prices  have  been 
exceedingly  low — but  recently  quotations  have   been 


withdrawn.  It  is  really  too  early  to  determine  what 
the  fruit  crop  will  be  and  how  strong  a  demand  may 
exist  for  the  season.  Favorable  reports,  however,  are 
current  for  fruit,  so  far. 


Chimneys  are  near  the  end  of  their  active  season, 
and  the  factories  are  largely  accumulating  stock  for 
the  next  demand. 

Tableware  is  showing  a  fairly  good  movement 
upon  the  whole,  with  a  number  of  specially  popular 
patterns  having  a  strong  demaand. 

Fancy  glassware  is  reported  moving  well  at  the 
majority  of  the  factories.

The  Eagle  Glass  and  Mfg.  Co.  report  manufac- 
turing to  be  moving  along  smoothly.  Their  general 
lamp  trade  has  not  opened  yet  to  any  extent,  though 
they  are  confident  it  will  prove  large  and  satisfactory. 
They  have  had  a  good  trade  with  jobbers  and  will  go 
into  the  regular  spring  trade  with  a  line  of  lamps  of 
a  materially  higher  grade  than  any  they  have  hereto- 
fore attempted.

The  volume  of  business  at  the 
East  Liverpool  Western  potteries  is  good,  and 
and  Vicinity.  '  manufacturing  is  proceeding  satis- 
factorily. Current  demands  are 
fully  supplying  the  amount  of  business  required  for 
steady  operation,  with  more  or  less  accumulations, 
at  the  majority  of  the  potteries.  More  decorated 
ware  is  now  selling  than  at  any  previous  period, 
though  white  is  still  very  low,  some  of  the  large  pot 
ters  claiming  that  practically  only  full  cost  is  now 
obtained.  It  is  now  generally  admitted  that  white 
ware  was  sold  the  first  half  of  last  year  below  cost  by 
the  majority  of  the  potteries.  Decorated  ware,  how- 
ever, has  such  a  strong  hold  on  the  consumer  that 
even  at  a  higher  proportional  cost  it  is  largely  pre- 
ferred. Its  use  is  on  the  increase  from  year  to  year, 
due  to  the  continual  improvement  on  its  art  side, 
chiefly  through  the  decalcoinanie  process,  and  this  is 
constantly  advancing.  Such  decorations  as  the 
average  staple  pottery  bore  a  decade  or  so  ago  could 
hardly  be  sold  to-day. 

The  demand  for  steins  is  enormous  at  some  of 
the  potteries — single  orders  for  car  loads,  up  to  five, 
ten,  and  even  more,  being  reported.  Generally 
these  are  from  the  big  brewery  combinations,  directly 
or  indirectly.  An  order  from  the  Elks  for  a  large 
number,  with  individual  names  upon  them,  was  pre- 
sented to  one  or  two  potteries  here  the  past  week

The  demand  for  specialties  and  short  dinner  lines 
tor  premiums  is  still  strong.  An  order  for  four  car- 
loads of  fifty-six  piece  dinners  was  turned  down  here 
the  past  week,  mainly  because  it  could  not  be  gotten 

out  in  the  time  desired.

Whether  these  premium  and  scheme  goods  de- 
mands will  be  kept  up,  increase,  or  decline,  is  becom- 
ing a  question  of  serious  thought  to  a  number  of  the 
most  intelligent  potters.  A  slump  in  this  trade  would 
leave  a  good  many  concerns  without  sufficient  busi- 
ness to  keep  them  reasonably  employed.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  legitimate  demand  for  pottery  from 
the  regular  trade  is  curtailed  to  a  considerable  extent 
by  these  premium  and  scheme  goods,  and  that  quality 


to  certain  extent  is  thereby  lowered.     A  readjustment 

in  manufacture  and  trade  would  necessarily  follow  a 

premium  decline.

Developments  at  Newell,  across  the  river  here, 
are  now  going  along  rapidly.  The  new  pottery  has 
its  thirty  kilns  up,  and  the  enclosing  of  the  plant  is 
being  pushed  vigorously.  The  main  building  is  600 
feet  long  and  will  be  five  stories  high.  The  sample 
room  will  be  45  x  90  and  will  be  reached  by  an  ele- 
vator. The  big  plant  will  present  an  imposing  ap- 
pearance, fronting  the  river.

All 
sorts  of  improvements  are  going  on  in  the  town  itself, 
contracts  have  been  let  for  a  number  of  fine  resi- 
dences.

THE    CONDITION     OF    BUSINESS 


While  business  is  good,  it  is  not  by 
New  York,     any  means  what  it  wab.       The  rush  of 

visitors  has  fallen  off,  and  there  is  less 
activity  in  the  import  houses  The  good  conditions 
which  have  prevailed  all  through  the  season  continue, 
however,  the  buyers  taking  very  many  more  goods 
than  last  year  in  every  branch  of  the  trade.  The  im- 
port orders  which  have  gone  abroad  must  be  very 
gratifying  to  the  foreign  manufacturers.  The  stock 
business  has  increased  in  like  proportion,  and  these 
houses  report  a  trade  far  in  excess  of  last  season. 
This  corroborates  the  statements  frequently  made 
that  stocks  were  depleted  to  an  unusual  degree,  and 
in  consequence  dealers  have  had  to  buy  for  immedi- 
ate delivery.  While  there  are  many  dealers  who 
have  not  yet  been  to  market,  and  the  city  and  nearby 
trade  are  only  just  beginning  to  buy,  the  usual  lull  is 
due  in  about  two  weeks ;  so  if  there  is  any  falling  off  in 
trade  it  need  not  cause  any  apprehension,  as  business 
alvvays  drops  off  before  the  Easter  holidays.  After 
the  15th  of  April  thers  will  be  a  revival  in  the 
crockery  and  glass  lines,  and  by  that  time  the  lamp 
men  should  have  their  innings. 


The  domestic  manufacturers  are  experiencing  a 
great  trade  Local  representatives  of  the  American 
potteries  have  done  a  better  business  than  for  many 
years,  and  the  potters  are  all  crowded  with  orders. 
The  growth  in  the  demand  for  fancy  goods  must  be 
very   gratifying   to  them,  and   is  an  encouragement 


to  produce  more  and  very  much  better  goods  of  this 
class  Already  some  of  the  factories  are  making  ex- 
ceedingly creditable  things,  and  they  need  not  fear  to. 
put  money  into  the  design  and  decoration,  for  if  they 
will  produce  the  right  goods  the  people  will  take 
them,  particularly  if  they  are  original  conceptions. 
There  is  no  need  for  appropriating  the  designs  of 
foreign  manufacturers,  as  we  have  a  wide  held  of 
native  subjects  to  draw  from.  Aside  from  the  iniquity 
of  stealing  other  men's  ideas,  there  should  be  a  local 
pride  in  producing  strictly  American  patterns. 


The  glass  men  are  feeling  very  happy  these  days. 
Orders  are  coming  thick  and  fast  from  all  directions, 
particularly  for  blown  goods  and  stemware. 


The  cut  glass  manufacturers,  too,  are  feeling 
complacent,  most  of  the  factories  being  well  supplied 
with  orders.  

The  lamp  men  have  done  a  good  business  with 
the  jobbers,  and  as  the  season  for  retail  buying  is 
close  at  hand  they  are  feeling  very  comfortable  over 
prospects.  

Everybody  is  busy  in  the  housefurnishing  line. 
While  prices  are  high,  the  fact  does  not  seem  to 
interfere  with  buying. 

Manufacturers  of  metal  goods  are  complaining 
somewhat  that  profits  are  not  what  they  should  be. 
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Raw  materials  have  gone  up,  and  where  copper  is 
used  there  is  little  or  no  profit  Copper  ingots  are 
scarce  and  almost  unobtainable.  While  the  market 
price  is  quoted  at  and  around  eighteen  cents,  buyers 
have  to  pay  nearer  twenty.  An  advance  in  brass  and 
copper  goods  may  be  expected. 


Retail  trade  is  more  than  seasonable,  and  the 
March  sales  in  the  department  stores  have  been  well 
attended.  Snow  and  slush  have  interfered  some- 
what, but  there  is  no  cause  for  complaint. 


It  may  sound  stereotyped  to  continue 
Trenton,     to  characterize  the  state  of  the  pottery 

trade  here  as  "busy,"  but  no  other 
word  could  possibly  describe  the  situation  in  a  more 
accurate  manner.  On  every  hand  the  information  is 
vouchsafed  that  "business  is  good."  There  has  been 
no  need  for  night  work,  except  at  occasional  inter- 
vals, but  the  productive  capacity  in  more  than  one 
plant  has  been  and  is  still  being  tested  to  the  fullest. 
That  it  is  the  best  spring  trade  experienced  here  in 
many  years  is  beyond  question.  More  than  that,  the 
results  are  likely  to  upset  the  prestige  of  the  most 
prosperous  spring  season  ever  before  enjoyed  by 
Trenton  potters.    » 

A  noticeable  feature  of  the  business  this  spring 
is  the  heavy  call  for  specialties.  This  request,  too, 
is  invariably  for  goods  of  the  better  class.  In  conse- 
quence, the  manufacturers  are  devoting  more  atten- 
tion than  ever  to  the  creation  of  other  than  merely 
staple  wares.  Jugs  have  been  selling  with  unwonted 
vigor  so  far. 

The   potteries   continue  to  have  full 
Wheeling       order  files,  and  report  no  abatement 
and  Vicinity,     in  current  demands.     Their  volume 
of  business  was  never  more  satisfac- 
tory than  during  the  present  month. 


The  situation  among  the  glassware  factories  is 
good  and  they  are  generally  operating  fully.  While 
at  some  of  the  factories  just  at  present  larger  ship- 
ments could  be  made  in  some  lines,  upon  the  whole 
they  are  normally  busy,  and  generallv  feel  confident 
of  demands  that  will  consume  their  fullest  output  for 
the  remainder  of  this  fire. 


The   glassware  market   has  shown 
Pittsburgh        very   little  change  during  the  past 
And  Vicinity,      week.     The  factories  are  operating 
steadily  and  are  receiving  a  fairly 
good  amount   of  orders,  mainly  for    maintaining  as- 
:nients.     The  past   week  was   rather  unfavorable 
for  retail  trade  over  the  country,  owing  to  the  heavy 
March  snowstorm.     This   continued    off    and   on  for 
several  days,  delaying  traffic  and  curtailing  temporari- 
ly the   increasing   of   spring   trade.       The   situation, 
however,     is   considered   promising — the    volume    of 


trade    for   spring   being  only  delayed  a  little — not  at 
all  reduced. 

The  glassware  manufacturers  are  generally  now 
busy  preparing  to  bring  out  their  new  lines  of  early 
summer  goods — sodas,  lemonade  and  custard  cups, 
straw  jars,  punch  bowls,  etc.  They  are  also  busy  on 
their  lamp  lines,  especially  on  those  of  utility  lamps. 
Traveling  men  will  be  fully  supplied  with  the  new 
line  ef  samples  of  these,  as  well  as  soda  goods,-  by  the 
first  of  next  month. 

Confidence  in  the  business  situation  and  prospects 
continues  strong  among  the  glassware  manufacturers. 


The   volume   of   business   at  the 
East     Liverpool     majority  of  the  plants  is  satisfac- 
and  Vicinity.        tory.     A  number  of  visiting  buy- 
ers were  here  the  past  week  and 
some   important  demands  were  booked.     One  buyer 
from  the  Easi  is  reported  to  have   placed  orders  for 
ten   car  loads  for  immediate  shipment      The  buyers 
were  from  all  sections — the- Pacific  Coast,  West,  Cen- 
tral West,  East   and  South.     The  number  of  visitors 
was  unusual  for  the  season,  and  all  gave  very  encour- 
aging accounts  of  business  and  prospects  in  their  sec- 
tions. 

While  the  majority  of  the  potteries,  and  especially 
those  making  desirable  lines  of  goods,  are  firmly 
maintaining  established  prices,  they  generally  consider 
them  on  too  low  a  plane  to  be  fully  satisfactory.  Good 
pottery,  from  all  indications,  will  be  stronger  in  price 
on  important  lines  as  the  season  advances.  The 
volume  of  business,  upon  the  whole,  was  perhaps 
never  more  satisfactory  than  at  the  present  time.  A 
shade  better  prices  would  make  the  pottery  situation 
ideal. 


THE     MYSTIC     MISTLETOE. 


"l/ISSING  under  the  mistletoe"  has  been  the 
IN-  playful  fancy  of  youth  from  the  earliest  days  of 
Scandinavian  mythology.

token  to  show  that  it  was  an  emblem  of  love,  and 
not  of  death.

One  thing  is  sure:  If  the  domestic  manufacturer 
expects  to  build  up  an  export  trade  this  plan  must  be 
put  in  force.  The  countries  outside  of  the  United  States 
do  not  crave  novelties  as  we  do.  A  good  thing  once 
adopted  is  retained.  "While,  to  be  sure,  communica- 
tion between  this  country  and  others  is  much  more 
rapid  than  it  was  a  few  years  ago,  yet  it  takes  a  long 
time  for  samples  to  reach,  for  instance,  Buenos  Ayres. 
Chili  or  the  Phillipine  Islands,  secure  an  order  and 
forward  the  goods.  A  considerable  period  must 
necessarily  elapse  before  the  second  order  comes. 
What  then  if  the  goods  are  out  of  the  market  ? 

Even  in  our  own  country  there  are  people  who" 
ask  how  long  a  pattern  is  to  be  run,  and  unless  they 
are  assured  that  it  will  be  purchasable  in  three, 
five  or  more  years  will  not  touch  it.  As  was  said  in 
the  beginning,  it  is  not  possible  to  run  all  goods  for 
all  time;  but  a  single  design  and  shape  each  year,  or 
once  in  two  years,  may  be  set  apart,  so  that  it  will 
never  be  out  of  the  market.

PERSONAL. 


REQUESTS  often  come  to  us  for  assistance  in  get- 
ting goods  which  are  reported  out  of  the  market 
It  is  impossible  for  manufacturers  or  importers  to 
carry  in  stock  all  the  goods  that  can  be  made.  A 
limit  has  to  be  put  on  shapes  and  patterns,  the  large 
majority  of  which  run  but  one  season  The  incessant 
demand  for  new  goods  requires  constant  change  and 
to  accommodate  this  the  lines  are  culled.  Some  of 
the  best  are  retained  for  varying  lengths  of  time; 
others  are  taken  off  the  market  at  the  end  of  the  year 
— to  be  replaced,  perhaps,  by  others  not  as  good,  but 
which  have  the  merit  of  being  "new." 

In  straight  sets,  short  lines  and  fancy  goods  the 
harm  in  constant  change  is  not  very  great.  Buyers 
may  fail  to  duplicate  an  article  purchased  two  or  three 
years  ago,  but  they  can  usually  find  something  that 
will  answer.  In  stock  patterns,  and  even  some  orna 
mental  goods,  the  case  is  different.  People  grow 
Tery  fond  of  certain  nice  designs,  and  years  of  use  only 
increase  the  liking.  In  such  instances  people  will  pay 
ger:'  fur  mntchings  or  to  replace  a  broken  vase 

hallowed  by  tender  memories. 

It  would  be  a  good  plan  for  manufacturers  to 
select  each  year  one  or  more  patterns  which  might 
be  continued  indefinitely.  Let  it  be  known  that 
these  designs  will  be  supplied  five,  ten,  twenty  years 
hence,  and  a  steady  sale  will  result  Do  not  let  the 
trade  forget  that  the  pattern  is  still  in  the  market, 
however.  it  constantly  before  the  public,  and 


VARIED  difficulties  seem  to  beset  the  progress 
of  some  china  and  glassware  salesmen  through 
the  New  England  market.  One  of  the  most 
unpleasant  was  experienced  in  Millbury,  Mass  , 
recently  by  Geo.  A.  Due,  which  the  Worces- 
ter, Mass,  Gazette  describes  in  this  manner:  "Mr 
Due  was  hurring  up  Elm  street  in  pursuit  of  a  trolley 
car  when  he  stopped  suddenly.  Investigation  later 
proved  that  his  abruptness  in  this  regard  was  due  to 
no  mental  or  physical  disability  on  his  part  On 
the  contrary,  he  was  quite  as  much  surprised  as  the 
crowd  of  onlookers.  An  iron  rod  projecting  from 
an  old  fence  was  responsible  for  his  back  pedalling.

I^HE  dealers  in  Boston  are  in  a  very  complacent 
mood  Business  is  entirely  satisfactory  with  the 
wholesalers,  the  regular  retail  establishments  and  the 
department  stores  alike.  A  visit  to  the  crockery  dis- 
trict on  Friday  by  your  correspondent  found  all  of 
them  humming  with  activity.

Jones  has  sat  for  so  many  years  occupies  relatively 
the  same  position,  and  the  little  directors'  room  on 
the  gallery  is  likewise  in  very  much  the  same  old  loca- 
tion. But  there  is  a  great  difference  in  the  appear- 
ance of  the  main  floor.  Large  granite  pillars  support 
the  lofty  ceiling,  and  one  misses  the  array  of  jugs 
which  ornamented  the  old  wareroom.

a  loaded  truck.  It  is  12  x  15  ft.,  and  can  easily  trans 
port  four  crates  of  crockery  at  once.  The  two 
upper  stories  are  arranged  for  stock,  the  fifth  for  the 
display  of  import  samples,  the  fourth  for  stock  pat- 
terns and  hotel  ware,  the  third  for  dinnerware  and 
art  goods,  the  second  for  glass  and  lamps,  and  the 
first  or  ground  floor  for  general  ware,  The  basement 
is  used  for  packing,  and  they  have  a  runway  so  that 
they  may  load  under  cover  without  interfering  with 
street  traffic.  The  sub  cellar  is  used  for  the  boiler 
room  and  storage.  The. clock  which  ornamented  the 
outside  of  the  old  building  has  been  given  a  conspicu- 
ous position  in  the  new  store.  Handsome  wood  fit- 
tings have  been  put  in  all  through  the  store  by  Mel- 
lish  &  Byefield,  one  of  Boston's  old  time  furniture 
houses,  and  as  before  moving  they  disposed  of  every- 
thing that  was  not  strictly  up  to  date,  tie  stocl: 
presents  a  very  handsome  appearance 

Mitchell,  Woodbury  Co.  is  the  way  it  reads  from 
now  on.  On  the  first  of  March  the.  name  "  French  " 
was  dropped  from  the  title,  and  the  name  now  stands 
as  the  trade  knew  it  for  so  many  years.  The  com-

rating and  work  rooms  comfortable.  No  one  seemed 
to  know  the  immediate  cause  of  the  shortage,  nor 
could  any  satisfactory  explanation  be  secured  from 
the  gas  company,  beyond  the  statement  that  the  re- 
newal of  winter  was  the  probable  cause.

Business  at  the  glassware  factories 

Pittsburgh       is   moving  along  smoothly,   though 

and  Vicinity     still  rather  quiet  at  the  majority  of 

the  plants.     Current  orders  are  now 

chiefly   confined  to  demands  for  immediate   use,  and 

cover  every  variety  of  staple  glassware.       Few  orders 

of  large  dimensions  are  yet  being  placed  for  the  early 

summer  trade,  though  manufacturers  quite  generally 

are  now  making  large  preparations  for  them.     Jellies 

and   jelly  tumblers  are   being  placed  in    stock    to    a 

moderate   extent.      Sodas,    beer   mugs   and   lines   of 

-glassware  for  confectionery  and  soda  water  trade  are 

also   now   receiving   attention   from  the  majority  of 

manufacturers. 

Without  any  real  basis  beyond  desire,  probably, 
there  seems  to  be  prevalent  an  opinion  that  a  rather 
early  spring  and  a  warm  summer  are  to  follow  the 
present  winter  period.  Glassware  manufacturers 
therefore  are  preparing  for  a  large  and  brisk  trade  in 
summer  goods. 

Decorated  lamps,  while  not  moving  actively  in 
the  general  trade,  are  reported  to  be  showing  a  little 
increased  activity  among  the  smaller  buyers.  These 
are  beginning  to  place  sample  orders  in  order  to 
have  goods  to  show  when  spring  retail  trade  assumes 
good  proportions. 

Factory  representatives  in  Pittsburgh  say  that 
the  lamp  and  glassware  trade  is  showing  average 
normal  conditions  with  them  for  the  third  week  in 
March. 


In  order  to  enable  the  jobber  to  sell  the  largest 
variety  possible  to  his  smaller  patrons,  the  United 
States  Glass  Co.  is  packing  a  line  of  assortments  that 
are  becoming  very  popular.  Seven  different  assort- 
ments are  made  at  Factory  B,  eighteen  at  Factory  D, 
and  six  at  Factory  U.  These  assortments  contain  from 
fifteen  to  forty-eight  items  each,  and  are  packed  in  one 
or  more  barrels  and  packages,  according  to  sizs  and 
number  of  items.  A  large  number  of  these  assortments 
are  packed  with  articles  to  sell  at  five  and  ten  cents 
each.       Considerable  philological  ingenuity  is  shown 


in  the  apt  and  expressive  names  given  to  many  of 
these  assortments — the  following  being  some  of  them: 
"Eversell,"  "  Korker,"  "Uneedit,"  "  Hazmerit," 
"Kantlose,"  "Ottuhavit,"  "Kleandeal."  "Veryphine," 
etc  These  assortments  are  made  of  excellent  metal, 
tastily  designed  and  well  finished,  as  the  glassware  of 
the  United  States  is  always  found  to  ba.  Trade  is  mov- 
ing along  fairly  normal  with  them,  though  the  fullest 
activity,  expected  usually  in  March,  has  not  been 
reached  in  the  way  of  large  orders  for  early  summer 
goads  Prospects  and  indications  are,  however,  very 
favorable,  and  large  preparations  at  their  several  and 
extensive  plants  are  now  in  progress. 


The  Pittsburgh  Lamp,  Brass  and  Glass  Co.  say 
that  trade  with  tlum,  covering  their  whole  line  of 
manufactures — lamps,  specialties,  brass  goods,  etc  — 
was  never  better  for  the  season  of  the  year.

THE    CONDITION     OF     BUSINESS 


The  expected  has  happened  and  there 
New  York,     is  a  decided  lessening  in  the  number  of 

visiting  buyers  But  while  there  are  not 
many  people  in  the  warerooms  trade  continues  good, 
owing  to  the  efforts  of  the  men  on  the  road  and  the 
demands  by  mail  The  season  is  not  over  yet,  though 
it  is  on  the  wane.  Many  important  buyers  have  yet 
to  come,  and  the  city  and  nearby  trade  have  still  to 
place  their  import  orders,  Far-away  buyers  who  do 
not  come  to  the  market  are  welcoming  the  salesmen 
and  are  doing  their  share  towards  making  this  a 
record-breaking  year.  So  far  nearly  every  one  who 
has  been  to  New  Yoik  has  increased  the  usual  amount 
of  his  purchases,  and  a  like  experience  is  reported  by 
the  travelers.  The  demand  for  stock  goods  for  im- 
mediate delivery  is  far  ahead  of  last  year — in  fact, 
any  year,  not  even  excepting  1903. 


Conditions  are  favorable  for  a  good  business  for 
the  retailers  with  the  one  possible  exception  of  the 
impending  coal  strike.  Much  inconvenience  will  un- 
doubtedly arise  should  the  men  go  out,  although  the 
contingency  has  been  duly  prepared  for,  large  quan- 
tities of  coal  having  been  stored  in  anticipation  of  the 
event.  The  dealers  in  and  around  the  coal  district 
are  already  feeling  the  difficulty ;  but  it  is  the  hope 
that  wise  councils  will  prevail  and  some  arrangement 
be  reached  whereby  the  industries  of  the  country  will 
not  be  injured. 


is  surprising.  Ir.  may  be  that  buyers  are  anticipating 
trouble  in  getting  goods  and  have  ordered  very 
liberally  to  insure  as  large  deliveries  as  possible.  It 
certainly  looks  as  though  the  factories  making  the 
cheaper  grades  cannot  begin  to  make  all  that  has 
been  ordered. 

The  French  factories  are  well  filled  up,  particu- 
larly on  the  higher  grades  of  goods,  and  in  some  in- 
stances have  about  all  the  orders  they  can  handle. 


English  china  makers  are  well  supplied  with 
orders.  In  fact,  some  of  them  cannot  insure  prompt 
deliveries  after  this  date.  English  earthenware  has 
moved  better  than  last  year,  but  manufacturers  can 
undoubtedly  handle  all  the  business  they  have. 


American  crockery  ha >  been  in  good  request.  The 
Eastern  manufacturers  are  well  supplied  with  orders 
and  are  doing  better  in  proportion  to  their  capacity 
than  the  Western  men,  though  the  latter  have  done 
an  excellent  business,  but  report  a  little  falling  off  at 
the  present  writing 

There  is  little  or  no  change  in  glassware  condi- 
tions, the  factories  reporting  a  fair  business  on 
general  lines,  with  a  big  demand  for  blown  and  stem- 
ware.   

The  lamp  manufacturers  are  getting  ready  for 
the  opening  of  the  season  next  month.

Retail  trade  is  decidedly  dull,  but  causes  no  un- 
everyone  knows   that  feminine  apparel  is 
a  more   important  consideration   just   before    Easter 
than  pots,  kettles  and  pans. 


Perhaps  the  most  gratifying  feature  of 
Trenton,  this  year's  trade  to  date,  next  to  the 
abundance  of  orders,  is  the  continued 
call  for  higher  priced  wares.  This  fact  has  prompted 
the  manufacturers  to  experiment  on  a  more  elaborate 
scale  than  usual  with  expensive  decorations,  which 
invariably  contain  a  liberal  proportion  of  gold.  An- 
other evidence  of  this  inclination  towards  better  and, 
naturally,  more  expensive  things  is  found  in  the  pro- 
fusion of  new  specialties  that  have  issued  from  local 
potteries  during  the  past  couple  of  months.  Good 
prices  for  good  wares  were  never  before  so  freely 
obtained,  and  this  encouragement  insures  a  more 
rapid  advancement  towards  truly  artistic  results  by 
the  potters  of  this  district  at  least. 


Whiie  nearly  all  of  the  selling  representatives  of 
ihi  pDtteriis  here  are  tempDrarily  at  home,  there 
seems  to  be  little  or  no  abatement  in  the  receipt  of 
orders.  The  files  are  well  filled  and  every  depart- 
ment is  operating  up  to  the  limit.  There  is  no 
questioning  the  fact  that  this  spring  will  establish  a 
high  water  mark  in  the  matter  of  sales  as  well  as 
financial  returns. 

Current  demands  at  the  potteries 
East     Liverpool     the  past  week  were  rather  light, 
and  Vicinity.        in  sympathy  with  the  slowness  in 
general     trade.       The     potteries 
generally   had  a   fairly  good    line   of   orders  on  file, 
however,  and   operated   regularly  without  any  accu- 
mulation of  stock.       The   wintry  spell  has  continued 
much  longer  than  was  anticipated,  and   to  this  is  due 
the  present  slowness.

WHY     PROniSES     SHOULD     BE     KEPT. 


INHERE  are  certain  gentlemen  identified  with  the 
merchandising  of  crockey,  glassware  and  kindred 
goods  who  seem  to  be  quite  oblivious  to  the  obliga- 
tion involved  when  a  promise  is  made.  They  appa- 
rently experience  no  compunction  of  conscience  what- 
ever over  the  violation  of  pledges  to  salesmen.  In 
fact,  if  one  is  to  draw  his  conclusions  from  the  numer- 
ous complaints  that  emanate  from  the  selling  fratern- 
ity, the  larger  part  of  the  buying  element  appear  to 
find  positive  enjoyment  in  the  making  and  breaking 
of  engagements.  There  is  absolutely  no  justification 
for  the  existence  of  a  spirit  of  this  kind.  The  time 
of  the  average  salesman  is  just  as  precious  as  that  of 
the  buyer  who  neglects  to  keep  his  appointments.  In 
fact,  it  is  not  seldom  that  his  remuneration  is  con- 
siderably larger  than  that  of  the  buyer  who  disap- 
points him.  This  point  is  cited  merely  to  show  that 
many  of  the  salesmen  humiliated  in  this  manner  are 
not  only  the  commercial  equals  of  the  buyers  who 
thus  disregard  them,  but  very  often  are  their  supe- 
riors. 

The  need  for  criticism  along  this  line  was  made 
patent  to  the  writer  at  the  Hotel  Bartholdi,  this  city, 
a  few  weeks  ago.  Among  the  dozen  or  more  sales- 
men quartered  there  in  sample  rooms  something  like 
a  score  of  appointments  had  been  made  for  a  certain 
day.  Just  one  buyer  of  the  twenty  or  more  respected 
his  word.  The  others  failed  to  forward  even  an  ex- 
planation, to  say  nothing  of  an  apology. 

In  a  certain  house  downtown  more  recently  the 


manager  Vas  found  in  his  office  early  in  the  after- 
noon prepared  to  meet  five  buyers  who  had  promised 
to  call  at  different  periods  during  the  day.  Not  one 
of  the  appointments  was  kept,  nor  had  one  of  his  ex- 
pected visitors  been  courteous  enough  to  proffer  an 
excuse. 

It  is  pretty  hard  to  believe  that  the  buyers  who 
play  so  wildly  and  loosely  with  their  honor  realize 
the  losses  that  they  are  responsible  for.  Not  only  do 
they  sacrifice  the  respect  and  esteem  of  the  victimized 
salesmen  by  methods  of  this  kind,  but  they  invariably 
cause  monetary  losses  for  them  as  well  If  a  sales- 
man remains  in  his  sample  room  in  the  expectation  of 
meeting  a  certain  buyer,  per  promise,  he  is  very 
naturally  prevented  meanwhile  from  directing  his 
efforts  to  another  possibly  lucrative  channel. 

It  is  easy,  of  course,  to  understand  this  betrayal 
of  promises  in  many  instances.  Buyers  wishing  to 
evade  the  persistent  newcomer  or  the  insistent  old 
friend  as  gracefully  as  possible,  find  that  a  promise  to 
call  invariably  brings  the  interview  to  an  almost  im- 
mediate close.  But  does  this  relief  from  a  possibly 
inopportune  visit  by  the  salesman  compensate  for  the 
loss  of  honor  and  self-respect  that  the  deliberate 
falsehood  entails  ? 

One  of  the  most  highly-esteemed  buyers  in  the 
United  States,  whose  post  of  duty  is  here  in  New 
York,  started  early  in  his  career  to  tell  the  truth  and 
to  keep  promises.  He  has  never  gotten  over  the 
habit.  In  consequence,  the  salesmen  elicit  from  him 
a  direct  answer  and  go  away  satisfied.  That  trait  has 
made  the  buyer  in  question  one  of  the  most  widely- 
complimented  men  in  the  business.  It  is  a  practice 
worthy  of  cultivation  by  more  of  his  fellow-buyers

The  shortage  of  gas  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  was  accentuated 
the  past  week  in  East  Liverpool 
and  at  some  other  pottery  points 
In  fact,  kiln-burning  was  practi- 
cally suspended  for  the  larger  portion  of  the  week  at 
the  majority  of  the  potteries  here.  Many  had  not 
enough  gas  to  keep  their  offices  and  workrooms  com- 
fortably warm,  and  the  fuel  situation  is  becoming 
again  rather  an  alarming  topic.  There  is  one  day  in 
the  week,  however,  when  gas  is  abundant,  and  that 
is  Sunday — the  gas  coming  on  liberally  Saturday 
evening  and  continuing  with  good  pressure  till  Mon- 
day morning.  The  shutdown  of  a  large  majority  of 
the  big  manufacturing  plants  in  the  Ohio  Valley 
during  this  period  produces  this  result  The  potters 
are  therefore  availing  themselves  of  this  fact  and  are 
burning  their  kilns  on  Sunday.  Over  a  hundred 
were  thus  burned  last  week.  Some  of  the  potters 
are   suggesting  the  regular  adoption  of   the   Jewish 

Sabbath.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


Dull  business  is  expected  at  this  parti- 
New  York,  cular  season;  so  anything  that  comes 
is  regarded  more  or  less  as  "velvet." 
The  appearance  of  a  few  buyers  in  the  New  York 
market  enlivened  things  a  little,  and  on  the  whole 
trade  for  the  week  has  been  satisfactory.  Next  week 
is  Passion  week,  and  little  or  no  business  can  be  ex- 
pected; but  the  prospects  are  good  for  a  fine  trade 
after  Easter. 

The  possibility  of  an  advance  in  the  price  of  coal 
is  not  confined  to*  this  country.  Europe  is  also  having 
its  troubles,  the  miners  being  on  strike  in  France  and 
Germany.  Many  men  are  out  in  both  places,  with 
the  prospect  of  the  disturbance  extending.  England 
so  far  has  had  no  trouble,  but  with  the  cessation  of 
mining  in  Germany  and  France  a  larger  demand  will 
be  made  on  her  for  supplies,  and  this  will  necessarily 
increase  prices  there  also  Such  an  advance  would 
mean  considerable  loss  to  the  European  manufac- 
turers of  crockery  and  glassware.  Prices  for  these 
commodities  were  fixed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
Orders  have  been  taken  and  must  be  filled  Profits 
are  none  too  great  as  it  is,  and  a  five  per  cent,  ad- 
vance in  fuel  means  a  lot  to  the  potters  and  glass 
makers,  for  they  can  get  no  more  for  their  goods  this 
season.  The  workmen  who  are  continually  clamor- 
ing for  more  pay  do  not  seem  to  realize  that  every 
time  their  demands  are  acceded  to  the  advance  is  put 
upon  the  commodities  eventually ;  so  that  with  the  in- 


creased cost  of  food,  raiment  and  rent  they  really  are 
not  much  better  off.  The  awakening  will  come  some 
day. 

The  domestic  manufacturers  are  breathing  a 
little  freer.  The  use  of  natural  gas  in  the  West  has 
in  a  measure  simplified  matters.  Still,  much  coal  is 
burned,  and  the  additional  expense  entailed  by  a  rise 
in  price  will  be  felt  when  it  is  remembered  that  the 
present  profits  on  wares' are  not  at  all  satisfactory. 


The  glass  men  are  feeling  a  little  falling  off  in 
trade.  While  perhaps  the  bulk  of  business  so  far  this 
year  is  larger  than  last,  orders  have  been  more  widely 
distributed.  There  are  more  factories  in  blast  this 
year  than  in  1905. 

The  lamp  men  are  busy  preparing  their  new 
lines,  and  by  next  week  most  of  them  will  be  ready 
for  exhibition.     A  good  trade  is  looked  for. 


Importers  of  German  goods  are  expecting  con- 
siderably more  business  in  the  near  future,  as  there 
are  many  good  buyers  who  have  not  yet  been  to 
market,  and  a  large  tenitory  is  yet  to  be  visited  by 
the  travelers. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  French  business.  The 
local  trade  has  bought  but  little  as  yet,  and  the 
travelers  have  not  covered  anything  like  a  fair  por- 
tion of  their  territory.

The  dull  season  is  on  for  English  crockery,  al- 
though there  is  still  a  little  doing.  There  is  a  good 
demand  in  sight  for  English  china,  however. 


The  cut  business  is  good.       This  article  is 

more  in  favor   than  ever  for  wedding  presents,  and 
the  season  fur  these  occasions  is  rapidly  approaching. 


Travelers  on  the  road  in  all  branches  are  feeling 
the  Easter  holiday  dullness,  and  are  waiting  patiently 
for  the  fifteenth  to  come  and  go. 


In  housefurnishings  both  manufacturers  and 
dealers  are  feeling  the  effects  of  the  present  lull.  A 
brisk  demand  for  summer  goods,  however,  is  expected 
to  start  up  at  any  time  now. 


Retail  trade  is  flat.  It  would  be  unfair  to  expect 
anything  different.  Housekeepers  will  not  neglect 
their  personal  finery  in  favor  of  purchasing  household 
supplies.     But  spring  cleaning  will  changes  all  this. 


A  slight  let-up  in  pottery  activity  here 
Trenton,  has  been  observed  during  the  past  week 
The  decrease  in  orders,  however,  hasn't 
been  decided  enough  to  excite  apprehension.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  temporary  lull  is  providential,  for 
it  will  enable  manufacturers  to  relieve  the  anxiety  of 
many  merchants  who  have  been  clamoring  for  their 
goods.  Among  the  sales  recorded  very  recently  there 
are  many  for  shipment  as  late  as  June. 


The  trade  situation  the  past  week 
Pittsburgh        showed  little   change  at  the  glass- 
and  Vicinity,      ware  factories.     The  demands  were 
chiefly  in   small  orders  for   main- 
taining assortments,  and  covered  the  whole  range  of 
staple  glassware. 

A  few  important  orders  for  jellies  and  jelly  tum- 
blers are  reported,  but  the  larger  portion  of  the  usual 
demands  in  this  line  have  not  yet  been  placed.  The 
trade  generally  seem  to  prefer  to  await  settled  spring 
weather  and  learn  the  probable  demands  before  plac- 
ing the  bulk  of  their  orders.  The  majority  of  the 
factories  also  are  a  little  chary  about  piling  up  very 
large  jelly  stocks  at  present  prices,  with  the  possibil- 
ity of  having  to  carry  an  undue  quantity  over.  They 
ler  a  shortage  preferable  to  a  surplus. 


The  lamp  trade  is  beginning  to  show  signs  of 
activity,  and  good  spring  weather  will  give  it  brisk 
movement. 

Utility  specialties  are  in  good  demand  now,  and 
the  majority  of  the  factories  are  devoting  a  good  deal 
of  attention  to  them. 


While  reorders  have  not  been  as  many  as  desired  at 
the  average  factory,  many  desirable  patterns  have 
moved  quite  liberally,  and  conditions  for  the  tableware 
trade  this  month  are  favorable. 


The  bottle  trade  is  reported  to  be  in  fairly  good 
condition,  with  stocks  about  normal  uuder  the  cur- 
tailing condition  of  operating  less  than  full  capacity. 
It  is  charged,  however,  that  the  half-capacity  agree- 
ment on  prescription  output  is  not  being  faithfully 
kept,  and  that  therefore  really  satisfactory  prices 
cannot  be  obtained.  At  their  meeting  here  on  the 
21st  ult.  the  bottle  manufacturers  considered  the 
propriety  of  shutting  down  May  31,  but  left  the 
question  unsettled  till  later. 


There  was  little  actual  change  in 
East  Liverpool  current  demands  the  past  week. 
and  Vicinity.  The  orders  from  traveling  sales- 
men and  local  representatives 
were  still  rather  light.  However,  an  improving  tend- 
ency is  noticeable  with  the  disappearance  of  the  snow 
and  the  coming  of  real  spring  weather.  A  few  sales- 
men came  in  the  past  week,  but  set  out  again  immed- 
iately with  strong  hopes  and  bright  prospects  for  an 
unusually  active  trade  this  month  Practically  all 
traveling  men  are  now  on  the  road,  and  trade  will  be 
vigorously  pushed  in  all  sections.  Business  conditions 
have  rarely  been  better  the  first  of  April  than  now, 
notwithstanding  we  are  at.  pr  sent  writing  facing  a 
coal  strike.  There  is  little  probability,  however,  of 
a  long  suspension.  A  thirty-day  shut  down  would  do 
little  injury — only  dispel  the  pre?ent  clouds  over  the 
situation,  and  mining  would  be  renewed  with  increased 
vigor  and  greater  stability. 


Tableware  is  moving  quietly,  with  good  prospects. 


Prices  at  the  average  pottery  are  reported  to  be 
firmly  held.  Some  important  demands  are  said  to 
have  been  declined  the  past  week  by  leading  plants 
on  account  of  either  closeness  of  prices  or  present 
pressure  on  capacity.

While  current  demands  for  the  past

The  glassware  factories  have  done  a  satisfactory 
trade  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  generally 
have  demands  and  prospects  that  are  gratifying.  The 
advent  of  spring  weather  is  giving  an  increased  im- 
petus to  the  preparation  of  summer  glassware,  and  a 
slightly  improved  demand  is  already  reported.

PLANS  OF  CLAFLIN  CONCERN. 


THE  Associated  Merchants'  Co.,  which  is  the 
Claflin  drygoods  combination,  is  about  to  in- 
crease its  second  preferred  stock  by  an  additional 
issue  of  $5,000,000.  This  will  give  the  company  a 
total  capitalization  of  $25,000,000.  The  purpose  of 
acquiring  this  added  capital  was  divulged  in  a  circu- 
lar sent  to  the  stockholders  recently  It  called  atten- 
tion to  the  progress  of  negotiations  for  the  purchase 
of  new  properties,  and  added:  "If  a  large  negotiation 
should  eventuate,  the  liberal  amount  of  cash  held  by 
the  company  would  not  nearly  suffice  to  pay  the  pur- 
chase price." 

The  statement  about  a  large  negotiation  in  the 
circular  is  believed  to  refer  to  the  purpose  of  the 
company  to  acquire  control  of  a  well-known  Broad- 
way house,  but  what  store  it  is  is  still  somewhat  of  a 
mystery.  It  has  been  reported  for  some  time  that 
the  Claflin  company  has  been  trying  to  buy  a  control- 
ling interest  in  Lord  &  Taylor,  and  it  is  said  that  as 
high  as  $150  a  share  has  been  offered  for  the  control. 
This,  it  is  understood,  is  a  renewal  of  the  attempt 
which  was  made  to  buy  Lord  &  Taylor  when  the 
Associated  Merchants'  Company  was  formed.  At 
that  time  it  was  the  purpose  to  make  it  the  parent 
company  and  use  its  name  for  the  combination      An 


officer  of  the  Lord  &  Taylor  corporation  said  a  few 
days  ago,  however,  that  a  controlling  interest  in  the 
company  was  not  for  sale  under  any  circumstances. 

The  firm  of  Arnold,  Constable  &  Co.  has  also 
been  persistently  connected  with  the  rumors  that  the 
Claflin  company  was  seeking  a  Broadway  house,  and 
there  has  been  a  well-defined  ieport  that  control  of 
that  house  had  been  bought  and  that  the  announce- 
ment would  be  made  in  a  few  days.  A  member  of 
the  firm  of  Arnold,  Constable  &  Co.  has  denied  the 
report  that  the  Associated  Merchants'  Co.  was  to 
have  control  of  the  firm

AS     TO     CONTRACTS, 


THE  following,  from  the  Journal  of  Commerce, 
whose  opinions  are  usually  regarded  by  business 
men  as  the  next  thing  to  decisions  of  a  law  court, 
will  be  read  with  interest: 

Query  — I  am  employed  at  a  certain  amount  per 
year.  There  is  no  definite  contract  for  any  number 
of  years,  or  even  for  a  single  year,  except  such  as 
arises  from  the  fact  that  the  agreement  for  salary  is 
on  a  yearly  basis — so  much  per  year,  to  be  drawn  as 
needed  any  time  after  it  is  earned.  I  draw  $50  or  $75 
or  $100  a  month,  always  leaving  the  concern  indebted 
to  me  by  a  considerable  amount.  Please  say  at  what 
time,  and  after  how  long  a  notice,  I  may  leave  the 
place,  or  my  employers  may  discharge  me.  My  year 
begins  on  the  first  day  of  May  each  year. 

Employee. 

Reply. — It  is  held  in  this  State  that  a  hiring  at 
so  much  a  day,  month  or  year  does  not  necessarily 
constitute  a  hiring  for  a  day,  month  or  year.  If  no 
time  was  specified  it  is  a  hiring  at  will,  and  either 
the  employer  or  the  employee  may  put  an  end  to  it  at 
any  time  without  notice  The  agreement  that  the 
employee  is  to  have  so  much  per  year  simply  fixes  the 
basis  upon  which  he  is  to  be  paid  for  such  time  as  he 
chooses  to  remain  or  the  employer  chooses  to  con- 
tinue him  in  his  employ  One  of  the  latest  decisions 
oi  our  Court  of  Appeals  on  this  point  is  that  reported 
in  148  N.  Y  .  117.  Here  the  court  says:  "A  contract 
to  pay  one  $2,500  a  year  for  services  is  not  a  contract 
for  a  year,  but  a  contract  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $2,500 
per  year  for  services  actually  rendered,  and  is  ter- 
minable at  will  by  either  party.  *  *  *  A  general  or 
indefinite  hiring  does  not  import  an  employment  by 
the  year  A  hiring  at  so  much  a  year,  no  time  being 
specified,  is  an  indefinite  hiring,  and  such  a  hiring  is  a 
hiring  at  will.' 

A  careful  study  of  this  decision  may  point  a  way  to 
the  clearance  of  many  a  dispute  arising  between  em- 
ployer and  employee,  and  is  just  as  important  to  one 
as  to  the  other.  In  making  contracts,  if  the  intent  is 
to  establish  the  relationship  for  a  full  year,,  or  other 
period,  it  should  be  so  stated  in  the  contract.  When 
"  tj  tnents  are  made  the  best  of  feeling  generally 
prevails,   both  sides  usually   regarding  the   contract

A     QUAINT     DUTCH     SHOP     IN     NEW     YORK. 


A  SHOP  devoted  to  Dutch  ceramics  has  been  estab- 
lished this  winter  in  an  unfashionable  shopping 
district  in  this  city.  The  shop  is  little  more  than 
five  feet  wide,  and  calls  itself  in  Dutch  what  we  should 
call  a  hallway.  It  would  scarcely  be  noticed  except 
by  pedestrains.  Yet  one  can  step  from  the  New 
York  pavement  into  an  interior  as  delightful  as  one 
by  Jan  Van  Eyck  or  Vermeer  of  Delft,  by  pressing 
the  latch  of  the  narrow  door. 

Delft  is  the  popular  name  for  all  Dutch  pottery, 
because  in  the  early  days  practically  all  the  factories 
in  Holland  moved  to  the  one  town  of  Delft,  in  order 
that  the  one  letter  of  patent  might  suffice  for  all 
This  example  of  Dutch  thrift  dates  back  to  1661.  The 
one  exception,  we  are  told,  was  the  factory  in  the 
town  of  Makkum,  in  Friesland.  That  factory,  owned 
by  the  Tichelaar  family,  stayed  where  it  was  It  has 
stayed  there  ever  since,  and  has  descended  from 
father  to  son,  the  present  firm  name  being  Gebrs. 
(Brothers)  Tichelaar.  Their  letter  of  patent  was 
granted  by  Philip  II,  of  Spain  in  1590,  when  the  Neth- 
erlands w<:reone  of  the  Spanish  provinces.  As  proof 
of  this,  one  is  promptly  shown  a  piece  of  Makkum 
ware,  admittedly  built  up  and  smoothed  down,  but 
quaint  enough,  in  its  clumsy  vase  shape,  to  date  back 
to  the  sixteenth  century.  It  bears  no  trade  mark, 
because,  it  is  explained,  when  all  the  other  factories 
were  distinguished  by  having  trade  marks  the  Mak- 
kum factory  was  distinguished  by  not  having  one. 
The  decoration  is  a  vignette  of  the  Madonna  and 
child.  It  is  a  museum  piece,  and  under  no  circum- 
stances for  sale;  for  the  shop  is  the  American  depot 
for  this  Makkum  ware,  and  the  clumsy  little  vase  is 
regarded  as  the  modern  letter  of  patent. 

The  methods  of  Makkum  are  deliberate  Their 
representative  did  not  reach  St  Louis  until  the  Ex- 
positron  w^s  well  under  way,  and  the  exhibits  were 
not  displayed   in  the   alloted  space  until  so  late  in  the 


game  that  they  were  not  in  the  running.  They  were 
awarded  only  a  silver  medal  and  commendation  for 
"artistic  effects  in  blue  and  sepia." 

As  a  concession  to  up-to  date  methods  a  trade 
mark  has  been  adopted  for  the  past  few  hundred  years. 
T.  T.  (Tichelaar  and  Tichelaar)  is  found  scratched 
on  the  backs  of  tiles  and  the  bottoms  ot  bowls  But 
on  the  whole  Makkum  believes  in  "the  constant  ser- 
vice of  the  antique  world."  It  still  digs  the  five  miles 
of  soil  granted  by  King  Philip,  where  the  sea  deposits 
clay  with  due  proportion  of  silica.  The  second  stra- 
tum is  used  for  pottery,  and  is  spread  out  on  four 
acres  reserved  for  the  purpose,  to  mature  for  a  year 
before  it  is  used.  A  picture  of  a  modern  workman 
shows  him  seated  on  the  same  shaped  bench,  tilted 
forward  in  order  that  his  weight  may  come  on  the 
treadle  of  the  potter's  wheel  that  his  gr^at-grandfather 
knew.  The  wheel  is  on  a  low  table,  convenient  to 
the  potter's  thumb. 

For  advertising  the  Makkum  factory  has  no  use. 
There  have  been  no  notices  of  the  little  shop's  upris- 
ing, and  there  probably  would  be"  none  of  its  down- 
sitting.  "How  do  they  expect  people  in  New  York 
even  to  know  about  you  ?"  the  proprietor  was  asked> 
"By  seeing  us,"  was  the  reply.  When  asked  if  the 
noise  and  bustle  of  the  city  did  not  disturb  him,  he 
answered  that  it  was  quiet  in  his  shop.  The  little  place 
is  so  accurate  a  scrap  of  Holland  that  the  proprietor 
declares  he  is  never  homesick. 


CREDITORS     OBJECT     TO    SETTLEMENT. 


A  FORMAL  protest  has  been  entered  with  the 
court  by  P.  D.  Oviatt,  representing  the  claims  of 
H.  B  Claflin  Co.  and  other  creditors  of  the  Fraley  & 
Carey  Co  ,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  against  the  acceptance 
of  the  compromise  of  51  cents  on  the  dollar  offered  by 
the  petitioning  creditor,  John  U.  Fraley,  and  accepted 
by  a  majority  of  the  creditors.  Mr.  Oviatt  bases  his 
refusal  to  accept  on  the  fact,  as  he  alleges,  that  there 
is  now  50  per  cent,  in  sight,  with  the  cash  on  hand 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  auction  sale,  and  as  every- 
thing looks  now  there  is  a  fair  chance  of  getting 
So  per  cent,  for  the  creditors.  The  hearing  has  been 
adjourned  until  May  7.  Meantime  the  offer  of  51 
cents  on  the  dollar  will  be  presented  to  the  court  for 
confirmation.

C COMPLAINTS  are  often  received  from  buyers  that 
*  n   arrival  are   found   to  be  short  in  quan- 

tity, or  that  substitution  of  other  wares  has  been 
made.  Both  charges  may  be  true;  but  there  is  al- 
ways a  reason  for  such  action  on  the  part  of  the 
shipper,  who  is  invariably  prompted  by  a  desire  to 
serve  the  best  interest  of  the  buyer.  He  recognizes 
the  fact  that  it  is  better  to  have  part  of  an  order  de- 
livered than  none;  and  when  necessary  to  substitute 
othei  ,  those  sent  are  almost  always  superior  to 

e  ordered.       Of  course,  in  the  case  of  short  ship- 
ments there  may  be  extra  freight  to  pay  occasionally; 
as  a  rule  shippers  endeavor  to  send  the  short  goods 
with  others  at  the  next  shipment;  so  that  in  the  long 
run  the  extra  payment  does  not  amount  to  much. 

The  difficulties  that  beset  the  maker  of  pottery 

varied  and  many.        Few  buyers,  and  particularly 
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cups,  a  kiln  full  of  saucers,  a  kiln  full  of  plates,  etc., 
owing  to  the  unequal  distribution  of  the  heat,  which 
calls  for  the  larger  wares  to  be  placed  in  one  part  of 
the  kiln,  the  next  =ize  in  another  part,  and  so  on,  thus 
limiting  the  area  devoted  to  each  separate  kind.  If, 
therefore,  the  potter  receives  larger  orders  for,  say, 
cups  and  saucers  than  he  can  fire  at  one  time  there  is 
bound  to  be  delay  if  he  has  no  stock  to  draw  fiom. 
With  the  best  of  intent,  then,  he  ships  what  he  can. 

If  the  salespeople  in  the  retail  stores,  upon  whom 
the  brunt  of  complaint  falls  from  consumers,  were 
taught  these  things,  and  so  be  enabled  to  explain 
matters,  their  customers  would  go  away  satisfied. 
The  great  trouble  is  that  the  average  retail  clerk, 
particularly  if  a  girl,  does  not  know  anything  about 
pottery;  and  the  employer  in  many  cases  is  not  much 
better  posted  than  the  help.

ONE  of  the  most  common  errors  about  the  matter 
of  cutting  prices  is  the  b;  lief  that  it  should  never 
be  done  except  on  goods  that  are  already  or  soon  to 
become  undesirable.  Many  merchants  have  followed 
this  policy  so  persistently  and  consistently  that  their 
customers  have  come  to  understand  it  and  to  interpret 
every  announcement  cf  cut  prices  or  special  sales  as 
an  effort  to  dispose  of  things  that  nobody  wants  and 
that  are  not  really  cheap,  no  matter  he  w  low  the  price. 
This  is  a  serious  mistake.  Special  sales  should  as  a 
rule  be  based  upon  fresh,  seasonable  and  in  every  v  ay 
desirable  articles- at  liberal  reductions  from  the  reg- 
ular prices — goods  that  the  customer  will  have  to  ac 
knowledge  are  bargains  the  minute  she  sees  them  and 
knows  the  price.  That  is  the  kind  of  a  special  sale 
that  cannot  react,  except  in  the  most  favorable  way — 
the  kind  that  will  lead  the  shopper  to  come  again,  to 
bring  her  friends,  and  to  always  lend  a  willing  and 
confident  ear  to  whatever  you  say  in  your  ad.  or  over 
your  counter.      And   the    tine   way    to    dispose  of  the 
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stuff  that  you  cannot  advertise,  at  any  price,  without 
serious  risk  of  discrediting  your  store  and  its  publicity, 
is  to  have  it  in  sight,  with  its  low  priced  marks  conspic- 
uously displayed,  when  people  CDme  in  answer  to  your 
real  bargain  offers  The  whole  idea  is  to  attract  peo- 
ple to  your  store  for  things  they  really  want  and  will 
be  glad  to  buy.  They'll  buy  lots  of  things  that  neither 
you  nor  they  have  the  slightest  use  for  if  those  things 
are  put  in  their  way  and  the  prices  are  low  enough, 
and  you  will  be  spared  the  discredit  that  always  at- 
taches to  the  shouting  of  bargains  when  there  are  none 
This  idea  of  advertising  riff-raff  as  riff-raff  at  riff- 
raff prices,  just  for  the  sake  of  frankness  and  a  repu- 
tation for  honesty,  may  be  all  right  occasionally,  at 
long  intervals;  but  don't  doit  often,  unless  you're 
running  a  riff-raff  store,  and  want  to  be  so  understood. 
How  much  to  cut  prices  is  still  another  question, 
and  the  answer  depends  entirely  on  what  you  wish  to 
accomplish  and  the  circumstances  under  which  you 
are  doing  bus:ness.  But  it  may  safely  be  laid  down 
as  a  general  rule  that  a  cut  of  less  than  10  per  cent 
will  not  be  likely  to  create  any  excitement  or  the  en- 
thusiasm that  results  in  sales.  The  exceptions  to  this 
rule  are  so  rare  as  not  to  be  worth  considering  Even 
a  ten  per  cent,  reduction  will  not  justify  much  of  a 
noise  in  the  newspapers;  in  fact,  it  is  ridiculous  to 
hold  a  "  sensational  sale  "  with  prices  quoted  as  "  re- 
duced from  $1.00  to  ninety  cents,"  and  this  is  by  no 
means  uncommon.  If  you're  cutting  prices  to  get 
quick  attention  to  a  new  line  or  to  the  store  in  general ; 
to  make  a  quick  clean  up  of  a  season's  short  ends  and 
small  lots;  to  raise  money,  or  for  any  purpose  which 
will  be  best  served  by  quick  action,  get  down  in  the 
immediate  neighborhood  of  cost  in  one  big  slash,  or 
possibly  below  cost.  Don't  make  two  bites  at  a 
cherry,  Don't  cut  a  little,  and  then,  after  a  competi- 
tor has  made  you  look  like  a  plugged  nickel  in  a 
bushel  of  gold  dollars  by  cutting  away  below  you, 
make  another  cut  to  get  a  little  under  his  prices.  Cut 
deep  enough  in  the  first  place  to  discourage  any 
fur  her  cutting,  or  to  make  it  expensive  for  the  man 
who  does  it.  If  you  are  making  a  special  sale  of 
something  of  which  you  control  the  sale  in  your 
town,  you  can  generally  cut  as  little  as  you  please 
without  fear  of  being  undersold,  though  occasionally 
a  competitor  will  pick  up  a  few  of  the  articles  you  are 
booming  and  cut  the  price  to  cost  or  below  just  to 
take  the  wind  out  of  your  sails  and  show  that  he  can 
not  only  get  goods  for  which  you  are  the  exclusive 
agent,  but  can  undersell  you  as  well.  If  he  is  deter- 
mined to  undersell  you  on  your  own  line,  and  can't 
get  the  goods  in  any  other  way,  he  will  simply  get  his 
friends  and  employees  to  buy  of  you  at  your  cut  price, 
then  turn  around  and  sell  at  a  still  lower  price  as  long 
as  he  can  get  his  supply  from  you,  without  losing 
much.  This  is  an  old,  old  trick,  but  I  presume  it  is 
working  as  successfully  to  day,  though  perhaps  not 
as  commonly,  as  when  it  was  first  put  into  practice. 
So,  in  special  sales  where  there  is  any  fear  that  a 
competitor  will  try  to  get  back  at  you  with  the  same 


goods  at  a  lower  price,  you'd  better  cut  pretty  deep  to 
begin  with  and  advertise  "only  one  to  a  customer; 
none  to  other  dealers  or  their  employees." — Printers' 
Ink.

QUITE  a  number  of  visitors  have  been  here  this 
week.  This  was  a  pleasant  surprise,  as  the  two 
weeks  preceding  Easter  are  generally  expected  to  be 
dull.  With  the  orders  coming  in  from  the  road,  the 
warerooms  have  had  quite  a  comfortable  business, 
considering  the  time  of  year.  The  District  is  not 
animated;  still  it  is  not  quite  deserted 

A  particularly  odd  border  decoration  in  the  Carls- 
bad china  assortment  at  Chas  Ahrenfeldt  &  Son's 
quarters  is  remindful  of  ancient  Grecian  art.  Circu- 
lar panels  of  dull  gold,  varying  in  size,  are  applied 
to  the  border.  Superimposing  these  panels  are  deli- 
cately-executed black  and  white  reproductions  of  the 
heads  of  Greek  warriors  and  maidens  and  the  most 
grotesquely-formed  birds  imaginable.  The  effect, 
naturally,  is  decidedly  quaint,  and  seems  to  have  been 
the  creation  of  a  former  century  rather  than  a  speci- 
men of  modern  ceramics.  The  same  exhibit  also  con- 
tains a  unique  treatment  of  fish  as  a  decorative  sub- 
ject. Three  large  specimens  are  depicted  in  the  act 
of  pursuing  each  other  around  the  border  and  shoulder. 
The  coloring  is  in  the  same  dull  gold,  relieved  by  a 
touch  of  white  here  and  there.  This  contrasts  very 
strongly  with  the  purity  of  the  white  body  and  pro- 
duces a  very  effective  result 

Bassett  China  is  exceedingly  popular  in  this 
country.  Its  successful  career  began  in  New  York 
and  quickly  extended  east  to  New  England,  north 
to  Canada,  south  to  Florida  and  Texas,  and  west 
to  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  Western  ocean  has  not 
interfered  with  its  progress,  for  an  invoice  is  now 
speeding  its  way  to  the  Philippine  Islands.  It  would 
not  be  strange  if  it  should  continue  its  triumphal 
march  until  it  was  sold  through  India  and  Asia, 
and  so  on  back  to  its  starting  point.  The  rapidity 
with  which  this  brand  has  become  popular  is  the  very 
best  evidence  of  its  qualifications.

THE  TRAVELER  AND  THE  TROLLEY. 


nAHE  old  time  traveler  who,  because  of  the  unde- 
1  veloped  condition  of  the  interior,  was  obliged  to 
hire  a  conveyance  to  go  through  the  different  States, 
and  had  to  double  on  his  tracks  about  every  other 
day,  would  have  looked  upon  the  facilities  now 
afforded  by  the  trolley  as  an  unattainable  dream. 
Only  a  decade  ago,  if  a  man  desired  to  visit  the 
glass  factories  then  springing  up  in  Central  Indiana 
he  made  Indianapolis  his  headquarters.  By  starting 
early  in  the  morning  he  could  make  Muncie  and  get 
back  to  his  hotel  at  night.  The  next  day  he  could 
do  Anderson  or  Marion.  None  of  these  places  is 
more  than  thirty  miles  from  Indianapolis,  but  it 
usually  took  a  day  for  each.  Now  he  can  do  the 
three  places  in  a  day. 

There  are  at  this  time  in  operation  in  the  State 
of  Ohio  alone  2,300  miles  of  interurban  electric  roads, 
covering   the   State   by   a  network,   which   makes   it 


possible  for  the  commercial  traveler,  either  traveling 
light  or  unencumbered  with  heavy  baggage,  to  almost 
completely  cover  the  State  by  this  means  of  frequent 
transportation  between  points. 

A  traveler  starting  from  Titusville,  Pa  ,  can,  if 
he  desires,  cross  through  the  western  end  of  that 
State,  visit  most  of  the  principal  cities  in  Ohio  and 
end  his  electric  trip  at  Crawfordsville,  in  Southern 
Indiana,  the  direct  distance  between  the  two  points 
being  615  miles. 

He  can  also  go  from  Cincinnati,  O  ,  to  Bay  City, 
Mich.,  a  distance  of  300  miles,  by  trolley.  From  Day- 
ton to  Toledo,  162  miles,  the  schedule  is  5  hours  for 
the  through  trip.  This  line  is  to  be  extended  to 
Detroit,  60  miles  from  Toledo,  when  it  is  scheduled 
to  make  the  through  trip  from  Dayton  to  Detroit, 
212  miles,  in  seven  hours,  and  another  connection  to 
be  made  between  Cincinnati  and  Detroit,  via  Dayton 
and  Toledo,  will  permit  of  the  trip  between  the  first- 
named  cities  being  made,  inside  of  nine  hours.  There 
are  now  over  3  700  miles  of  connecting  interurban 
lines  in  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Michigan, 
representing  an  investment  of  approximately  $110,- 
000,000,  and  nearly  all  the  roads  represented  in  these 
systems  have  agreed  to  an  interchangeable  coupon 
book.  The  prospects  now  are  bright  that  ere  another 
year  passes  Milwaukee  will  be  connected  with  many 
points  in  the  State  by  electric  lines

the  leading  potteries.  He  will  make  only  a  short 
stay  in  this  country,  but  will  visit  as  many  potteries 

as  possible.

THE    CONDITION     OF    BUSINESS, 


Trade  is  normal — which  is  to  say  that 
New  York,     at    this    particular    season   it    is    very 

quiet.  This  lull  comes  every  year; 
and  yet  many  seem  to  forget  it,  wonder  what  is  the 
matter  with  business,  and  think  that  the  bottom  lias 
gone  out  of  everything.  With  the  passing  of  Easter 
there  will,  of  course,  be  a  revival  of  trade.  There  is 
a  very  goodly  number  of  buyers  who  have  yet  to 
make  their  appearance  in  the  market. 


A  very  gratifying  spring  business  has  been  done 
so  far.  More  goods  have  been  ordered  than  in  any 
year  in  the  history  of  the  trade  Every  branch  re- 
ports an  increase.  The  percentage  on  the  total  is 
hard  to  figure,  but  at  a  rough  estimate  it  may  be  put 
at  ten  per  cent.  Germany  leads,  with  French  goods 
a  close  second.  English  china  has  had  an  increase, 
and  when  the  year  rounds  up  it  may  be  found  that 
English  earthenware  will  be  found  very  close  to  the 
figures  of  1905.  

American  pottery  shows  a  very  large  increase. 
This  is  particularly  noticeable  in  fancy  goods. 
Marked  advances  have  been  made  by  several  factories 
in  the  production  of  fancy  wares,  and  the  avidity  with 
which  buyers  take  them  is  evidence  of  their  merit. 


up  by  an  increased  demand  for  blown  and  stemware 
and  fancy  pieces,  to  say  nothing  of  the  largely  in- 
creased use  of  cut  glass.  While  it  is  the  custom  to 
separate  cut  from  pressed  glass,  still  it  is  glass,  and 
made  largely  by  the  same  people;  so  that  in  reckon- 
ing bulk  the  cut  product  must  be  taken  into  account. 


Glass  has  been  produced  in  larger  quantities  than 
last  year.  While  it  is  true  that  there  is  less  demand 
than  formerly  lor  table  sets,  the  loss  has  been  made 


It  is  barely  possible  that  the  total  output  of  job- 
bing lines  of  lamps  is  slightly  below  that  of  last  year; 
but  as  there  are  fewer  factories,  those  which  remain 
are  getting  as  much  business  as  ever.  The  coming 
season  on  lamps  bids  fair  to  be  good.  While  there 
may  not  be  a  big  increase  in  the  call  for  decorated 
glass  lamps,  the  demand  for  gas  and  electric  portables 
and  metal  lamps  will  help  to  swell  the  total.  The 
wise  manufacturer  sees  the  increasing  demand  for 
electrical  goods  and  is  making  preparations  accord- 
ingly.   

The  housefurnishing  goods  trade  is  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition,  and  while  manufacturer  and 
jobber  have  experienced  the  usual  lull,  the  outlook  is 
very  promising. 

Manufacturers  of  metal  goods  are  not  quite  satis- 
fied with  profits,  for  while  they  have  advanced  in 
many  instances,  the  raise  has  not  been  equal  to  the 
advance  in  raw  materials.  Copper  and  tin  ingots 
are  very  high,  the  range  being  from  thirty  to  fifty 
per  cent,  above  that  of  a  year  ago,  while  the  advance 
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in  manufactured  goods  is  only  from  ten  to  fifteen  per 
cent. 


Retail  trade  is  as  dull  as  its  worst  enemy  could 
wish  it.      But  the  merchants  are  not  disheartened. 


orders  were  being  filled,  and  that  all  were  working 
regularly  on  previous  demands.  Current  trade  is  ex- 
pected to  continue  slow  during  the  present  week. 
After  Easter  a  strong  demand  is  expected,  and  all 
have  confidence  in  the  remainder  of  the  spring  trade. 


The   comparative  briskness  which   char- 
Trenton,     acterized  trade  when  April  came  in  is  be- 
ing  well    maintained.       The   order  files 
during  the  past   few  days  have  acquired  several  par- 
ticularly good  demands   for  specialties.     Dinner  and 
toilet  goods  are  still  selling  with  vigor. 


Manufacturers  here  are  particularly  gratified  be- 
cause of  the  manner  in  which  out-of-town  buyers  have 
visited  Trenton  this  spring.  The  necessity  for  attrac- 
tive sample  rooms  in  the  potteries  was  never  before 
so  fully  demonstrated,  and,  fortunately,  the  district 
never  enjoyed  the  possession  of  such  inviting  quarters 
for  the  exposition  of  samples  as  this  year.  With  the 
added  encouragement  offered  by  this  spring's  large 
attendances  from  outside  the  city,  more  careful  effort 
than  ever  will  in  the  future  te  devoted  to  the  sample- 
rooms. 

Everything  now  indicates   that  the 
Pittsburgh       volume    of  trade  in  glassware  this 
and  Vicinity,     month    will  be  large,  and  that   the 
demand  for  the  best  grade  of  season- 
able goods  will  be  in  the  ascendant. 


Increased  interest  is  manifested  in  jellies  and 
common  tumblers. 

All  the  factories  are  now  preparing  to  push  their 
lines  of  lamps,  both  common  and  fine  decorated.  The 
new  samples  are  now  being  supplied  to  local  agents 
and  traveling  salesmen. 

Tableware  at  the  average  factory  is  rather  quiet, 
though  some  exceptionally  attractive  lines  are  re- 
ported moving  well. 


The  traveling  salesmen  are  mainly  on.  their 
routes,  with  strong  expectations  of  great  activity  after 
Easter.  In  fact,  indications  now  are  that  any  defi- 
ciency in  March  buying  will  be  made  up  this  month, 
and  that  summer  glassware  will  generally  "meet  an 
excellent  demand  under  the  good  business  situation. 


Coal  mining  in  the  Pittsburgh  district  has  already 
been  largely  resumed,  with  good  prospects  of  re- 
sumption all  over  the  West  within  thirty  days.

THE  Georgia  division  of  the  Travelers'  Protective 
Association  has  inaugurated  a  movement  to  in- 
duce the  railroads  comprising  the  Southeastern  Pas- 
senger Association  to  issue  2,000  mile  interchange- 
able mileage  books.  A  letter  has  been  addressed  to 
the  Passenger  Association  making  the  suggestion 
that  the  roads  put  a  2,000-mile  book  on  sale  at  $40  in 
addition  to  the  1,000-mile  book  for  $25  that  is  now 
sold  under  an  interchangeable  mileage  arrangement 
with  all  roads  save  three  in  that  territory 
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"TOH"     DONOHER     IS     DEAD. 


FOLLOWING  an  illness  that  had  confined  him  in- 
doors for  several  weeks,  Thos.  P.  Donoher  died 
on  Friday,  the  6th,  at  his  home  in  Trenton,  N.  J. 
Death  was  directly  due  to  heart  trouble,  the  result  of 
an  attack  of  rheumatism  from  which  he  had  suffered 
for  about  two  years.  It  was  this  rheumatic  ailment 
which  compelled  Mr.  Donoher  to  surrender  the  posi- 
tion of  general  manager  of  sales  of  the  Maddock  Pot- 
tery Co.  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago.  Since  then  he 
has  devoted  his  whole  attention  to  the  betterment  of 
his  health.  He  had,  however,  retained  his  financial 
interest  in  the  Maddock  concern  up  to  the  time  of  his

death.  Mr.  Donoher  was  fifty-three  years  of  age, 
and  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  daughter. 

No  salesman  in  the  crockery  trade,  possibly,  ever 
enjoyed  a  wider  acquaintance  than  "  Tom  "  Donoher. 
Immediately  after  finishing  his  education  at  a  busi- 
ness college  in  Trenton,  he  engaged  in  1868  with 
Yates  &  Titus  as  shipping-clerk  and  selector.  Later 
he  served  as  shipping-clerk  at  the  Glasgow  pottery, 
resigning  in  1874  to  become  a  traveling  salesman  for 
the  Isaac  Davis  pottery.  In  1880  he  opened  offices  in 
New  York  and  Boston,  representing  manufacturers 
of  crockery,  glassware  and  lamps  He  continued 
these  offices  until  1885,  when  he  sold  out  for  the  pur- 
pose of  re-entering  the  pottery  business  in  the  capa- 
city of  manufacturer.  The  concern  with  which  he 
affiliated  himself  was  Alpaugh,  Magowan  &  Co.,  of 
which  he  was  a  member  for  several  years.  In  1889 
he  assumed  the  duties  of  traveling  salesman  forThbs. 
Maddock  &  Sons,  resigning  to  become  a  partner  in 
the  Maddock  Pottery  Co. 

Mr.  Donoher  possessed  a  personality  that  was 
extremely  magnetic,  and  a  capacity  for  wit  that  be- 
trayed his  Celtic  ancestry.       He  was  one  of  the  most 


resourceful  men  that  ever  booked  an  order,  and  many 
good  stories  are  recited  to  illustrate  his  ingenious 
methods  of  interesting  buyers.  His  greatest  suc- 
cesses have  been  accomplished  in  the  hotel  china 
field,  for  which  more  ambitious  class  of  trade  he  dis- 
played especial  aptitude.  Mr.  Donoher  visited  mer- 
chants in  pretty  nearly  every  section  of  the  United 
States  during  his  extensive  career,  and  his  death  has 
created  a  large  circle  of  mourners. 


LAY  EGGS  OF  TEACUP  SHAPE. 


IF  the  assertion  of  Robert  E.  Foster,  Jr.,  of  Newton, 
Sussex  county,  N.  J.,  is  to  be  seriously  accepted 
the  operative  potters  of  this  country  are  confronted 
by  a  new  and  dangerous  foe  The  latter  is  the  ordin- 
ary barnyard  hen,  which  Mr.  Foster  contends  has  had 
a  broader  field  of  usefulness  opened  for-  it.  Under 
the  guidance  of  Mr.  Foster  there  has  been  evolved 
a  race  of  educated  hens  that  lay  eggs  already  fitted 
with  handles  for  the  convenience  of  the  egg-eater. 
He  backs  his  claim  by  exhibiting  at  his  home  one  of 
these  new-fangled  eggs.  The  specimen  is  normal  in 
size  and  general  appearance,  save  that  on  the  smaller 
end  there  is  a  continuance  of  the  shell  formation 
nearly  two  inches  in  length  and  ending  in  two  points 
resembling  the  tail  of  a  fish.  The  excrescence  resem- 
bles strikingly  the  handle  of  a  teacup. 

Mr.  Foster's  Leghorns  have  thus  far  laid  several 
of  these  queer  egg?,  and  there  is  every  reason  for 
believing  that  more  are  to  come.  The  eggs  are  the 
resulc,  Mr.  Foster  asserts,  of  mental  impressions  on 
the  mother  hen.  Teacups  were  hung  about  the  hen- 
house. Grain  and  water  was  served  to  the  Leghorns 
in  teacups.  The  development  of  the  handles  on  the 
eggs  followed  rapidly  upon  a  singular  incident. 

As  the  experiment  was  progressing  the  hens  and 
the  commanding  rooster  wandered  into  a  neighbor's 
yard,  A  boy  in  chasing  the  chickens  home  threw  at 
them  a  teacup  with  a  large  and  conspicuous  handle 
The  rooster  showed  signs  of  great  distress,  which 
were  witnessed  by  the  hens.  Mr.  Foster  is  inclined  to 
lay  great  stress  on  this  episode. 

In  view  of  the  present  paucity  of  skilled  workmen 
in  the  pottery  industry  and  the  disinclination  of 
youths  nowadays  to  become  apprentices  because  of 
wage  disadvantages,  it  is  likely  that  the  manufactur- 
ing potters  will  follow  Mr.  Foster's  experiments  with 
keen  interest.  If  the  hens  can  thus  be  induced  to 
supply  the  demands  for  teacups  the  future  possibility 
of  a  famine  in  skilled  operatives  need  not  cause  worri- 
ment — in  regard  to  cupmakers,  at  least. 

In  this  connection  word  comes  to  us  from  Belle 
Mead,  N.  J.,  that  Charles  Howell  Cook,  the  Trenton 
manufacturer,  is  paying  personal  attention  to  the 
development  of  a  large  stock  of  hens  on  his  farm  at 
that  place.  There  may,  however,  be  no  significance 
in  this  fact. 
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TiISREPRESENTATION. 


ALTOGETHER  too  many  merchants  and  salesmen 
nowadays  permit  themselves  to  be  deceived  by 
the  notion  that  results,  regardless  of  the  means  em- 
ployed to  accomplish  them,  are  what  really  count  in 
business.  Perhaps  they  are  right,  if  they  choose  to 
reckon  their  commercial  future  by  days  or  weeks 
rather  than  years.  But  if  they  plan  to  continue  in- 
definitely as  caterers  to  the  public  wants  they  will 
find  it  highly  desirable  to  avoid  misrepresentation, 
even  though  by  so  doing  they  may  suffer  a  temporary 
loss  of  patronage. 

The  merchant  who,  for  example,  persists,  in  ad- 
vertising "bargains"  that  are  not  genuine  is  certain 
to  discover  after  a  time  that  his  patrons  are  beginning 
to  lose  confidence  in  him  The  present-day  shopper 
is  a  rather  observing  person  with  a  knowledge  of 
quality  and  prices  that  is  becoming  more  acute  every 
day,  and  is  quite  likely  at  some  time  or  other  to  de- 
tect a  misstatement  by  the  merchant  whom  she  favors 
with  her  trade.  Such  a  discovery  is  certain  to  excite 
her  suspicions,  and  then  the  merchant  has  trouble 
ahead.  Any  woman  who  has  been  "  done  "  in  a  retail 
store  is  bound  to  communicate  her  grievances  to 
other  shopping  friends — and  that. is  calculated  to  do 
more  damage  than  all  the  printers' ink  could  ever 
hope  to  overcome. 

It  is  good  policy,  therefore,  for  merchants  to  not 
only  avoid  misrepresentation,  but  to  also  impress 
their  clerks  with  the  danger  of  it.       Some  immediate 


sales  may  possibly  be  sacrificed  by  an  adherence  to 
the  truth,  but  it  is  a  method  that  carries  with  it  a 
permanency  not  otherwise  attained. 

Among  certain  traveling  salesmen  the  inclination 
to  misrepresent,  because  it  may  increase  the  prospects 
of  effecting  a  sale,  is  particularly  common  The  battle 
for  orders  is  exceedingly  keen,  and  many  of  the  par- 
ticipants, finding  it  difficult  to  book  business  along 
old-fashioned  lines  of  honesty  and  truthfulness,  are 
often  disposed  to  paint  glowing  pictures  that  turn  out 
to  be  hideous  chromos  when  the  goods  are  delivered. 

Modern  methods  of  selling,  whether  from  the 
salesman  to  the  dealer  or  from  the  latter  to  the  con- 
sumer, are  all  right  when  based  on  honesty.  It  is  the 
occasional  neglect  of  this  fundamental  principle  that  is 
to  be  deplored.

CONCESSION     TO     COMHERCIAL    TRAVELERS. 


GRANTING  the  request  of  commercial  travelers, 
says  a  dispatch  from  Chicago,  111.,  the  Soo  line 
has  placed  on  sale  a  5,000-mile  book  at  the  flat  rate  of 
$100,  or  two  cents  a  mile.  This  is  the  first  Western 
road  to  take  favorable  action  upon  the  request  of  the 
travelers  to  sell  them  a  ticket  without  requiring  a  de- 
posit to  protect  against  fraudulent  use.  The  question 
of  mileage  books  has  been  one  that  has  caused  consid- 
erable annoyance  to  the  railways.  The  officials  are 
willing  to  give  traveling  men  the  benefit  of  a  low 
rate,  but  have  been  unable  to  devise  some  means  by 
which  they  might  be  assured  that  the  tickets  would 
not  be  wrongfully  used,  except  by  the  collecting  of  a 
bonus  which  would  be  returned  to  the  purchaser  when 
the  book  was  used  up.

AMENDMENTS     TO      BY=LAWS. 


AT     LAST. 


ABOUT  once  in  so  often  readers  are  reminded  in 
the  public  prints  that  a  halo  of  fame  and  wealth 
beyond  the  dreams  of  avarice  are  awaiting  the  indi- 
vidual whose  inventive  genius  shall  produce  the  bot- 
tle that  cannot  be  refilled.  All  sorts  of  devices  have 
been  tried,  but  none  has  proved  practical. 

According  to  a  man  who  keeps  posted  on  such 
things,  however,  a  successful  non-refillable  bottle  has 
now  been  invented,  and  the  device  is  of  the  simplest 


SEVERAL  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of  the  Pot- 
tery, Glass  and  Brass  Salesmen's  Association  have 
been  recommended  by  the  special  committee  ap- 
pointed some  weeks  ago.  The  committee,  which  is 
composed  of  Jos.  F.  O'Gorman,  John  Nixon,  Henry 
Endemann  and  H  S  Mirrielees,  submitted  its  report 
at  last  Friday's  meeting  of  the  organization.  Copies 
of  the  proposed  amendments  are  to  be  mailed  to  the 
members,  together  with  a  notice  of  a  general  meeting 
at  which  they  are  to  be  discussed  and  voted  upon. 

Included  among  the  suggested  changes  is  an  en- 
tirely new  section  to  Article  7.  This  provides  that 
no  former  member  whose  name  has  been  dropped 
from  the  roll,  whether  at  his  own  request  or  because 
of  the  non-payment  of  dues  and  assessments,  shall  be 
again  admitted  to  membership  unless  his  application 
for  readmission  be  accompanied  by  the  regular  en- 
trance fee  of  $5  and  also  the  intervening  dues  and 
assessments.  It  will  be  necessary,  too,  for  such  an 
applicant  to  be  unanimously  approved  by  the  board 
of  management. 

•  Another  important  amendment  stipulates  that  the 
maximum  age  of  applicants  be  placed  at  forty-five 
years  instead  of  fifty.

The  fruit  jar  trade  is  moving  along  quietly  still 
on  the  same  low  plane  of  prices.  Prospects  for  fruit 
and  the  demand  for  jars  are  reported  good,  as  far  as 
can  be  learned  at  the  present  early  period  of  the 
season. 

Bottles  are  moving  satisfactorily  at  the  small  ad- 
vance established  at  the  late  March  meeting.  The 
large  machine  factories  at  Newark  and  Massillon,  O., 
are  said  to  be  operating  full  on  large  bottles  and 
working  very  satisfactorily. 


The  situation  at  the  United  States  Glass  Co.  re- 
mains practically  the  same  at  the  end  of  the  first 
week  in  April.  Their  demands  covers  nearly  all  their 
wide  range  of  glassware,  and  orders,  although  limited 
in  size,  aggregate  a  desirable  volume  of  trade.  Just 
now  they  are  giving  large  attention  to  their  admirable 
line  of  attractive  utility  lamps.  In  addition  to  crystal, 
they  have  over  a  dozen  lines  of  decorated,  ranging 
from  the  most  inexpensive  to  the  best  grade — the 
decorations  being  in  both  fired  and  cold  colors.  They 
are  expecting  a  large  trade  in  utility  lamps  this  year, 
and  have  made  arrangements  accordingly.

THE    CONDITION     OF    BUSINESS 


Trade  is  gathering'  impetus,  but  at 
New  York,     this   writing    has    not   obtained    very 

much  force.  The  local  dealers  have 
begun  to  buy  a  little,  and  the  Western  and  Southern 
trades  are  decidedly  on  the  mend.  Conditions  con- 
tinue favorable,  and  except  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  the  mines  the  coal  trouble  has  not  interfered  mate- 
rially with  business.  The  disastrous  floods  usual  at 
this  time  of  the  year  have  not  made  their  appear- 
ance, and  probably  will  not  now  The  weather, 
while  backward,  is  favorable  to  crops,  and  up  to  date 
there  have  been  no  scare  telegrams  announcing  the 
ruination  of  the  fruit  yield.  In  fact,  everything 
seems  to  be  tending  towards  an  even  more  prosperous 
era  than  we  have  already  enjoyed. 


been  checked.     English  china  has  been  sold  to  figures 
above  anything  heretofore  recorded. 


The  record  for  the  importation  of  German  goods 
is  bound  to  be  broken  this  year,  unless  the  factories 
find  it  impossible  to  fill  their  orders  in  time.  But 
many  of  the  larger  buyers  bought  early,  and  'this  fact 
will  go  far  towards  insuring  the  delivery  of  at  least  a 
goodly  portion  of  their  orders. 


Every  week  adds  to  the  total  of  the  French  out- 
put; and  while  it  may  not  be  a  record-breaking  year 
in  this  line,  it  certainly  will  be  very  close  to  the  best 
figures. 

English  earthenware  has  sold  better — the  decline 
which    has  been  going  on  for   several  years  having 


In  the  domestic  factories  glass  has  done  fairly 
well.  The  bulk  will  be  large;  and  while  some  fac- 
tories are  not  entirely  satisfied  there  are  others  which 
have  had  the  best  sales  in  their  existence. 


The  output  of  the  potteries  is  immense,  and  the 
majority  of  the  potters  are  doing  the  best  business  of 
their  lives.  But  prices  are  not  satisfactory.  Had  a 
selling  agreement  been  in  operation  this  year,  just  as 
many  goods  would  have  been  sold,  and  at  better 
figures.  It  is  a  piiy  that  something  of  this  kind  was 
not  arranged,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  retailers  as  well  as  themselves,  that  the  potters 
will  do  something  to  steady  prices. 


The  lamp  trade,  now  about  to  open,  bids  fair  to 
follow  the  lines  of  the  other  industries  and  show  a 
good  season.  The  new  goods  are  now  out  and  ready 
for  inspection,  and  a  big  advance  has  been  made  over 
previous  productions. 

In  dolls  and  toys  the  sales  are  enormous  and  only 
limited  by  the  capabilities  of  the  factories  to  produce 
the  goods. 

The  housefurnishings  trade  is  in  excellent  condi-

Retail  trade  has  not  yet  recovered,  but  the  fine 
weather  is  bound  to  act  as  a  tonic. 


While  trade  retains  its  spirit  to  a  large 
Trenton,     extent,  it  is  evident  that  a  let  up  has  be 

gun.  The  call  for  staples  keeps  up  quite 
satisfactorily,  but  there  is  a  noticeable  decline  in  the 
demand  for  specialties.  There  was  a  pretty  general 
insistence  for  goods  by  April  15,  and  the  merchants 
making  this  request  were,  in  most  instances,  satisfied 
in  this  regard. 

Although  March  was  a  particularly  fine  month  in 
the  matter  of  collections,  there  has  been  more  hesitan- 
cy along  this  line  since  the  opening  ot  April.  But  it 
is  believed  to  merely  evidence  the  reaction  of  the  un- 
common promptness  of  customers  in  this  respect 
during  March. 


Current  demands  the  past  week 
bast  Liverpool      continued  rather  quiet  among  the 
and  Vicinity.       Western   potteries.      A   fair   vol- 
ume     of     orders      was     received 
through  the  mails,  but  trade  could  hardly  be  called 
active.     Being  the  week  before  Easter,  manufacturers 
were   not  disappointed,  and  confidence  in  a   closing 
spring  trade  of  good  proportions  is  not  impaired. 


A  few  traveling  men  came  in  during  the  week, 
but  generally  they  departed  again  early  this  week  to 
some  portion  of  their  territory.  Several  set  out  on 
Southern  tours,  deeming  that  section  most  favorable 
for  a  spurt  of  activity  at  this  time. 


An  occasional  buyer  was  present  here  the  past 
week,  two  or  three  being  registered  from  the  East. 
Shipments  continued  during  the  week  in  about  the 
same  proportion  as  have  been  experienced  during  the 
preceding  portion  of  the  month,  presenting  a  good 
show  of  business  activity  on  the  streets  and  at  the 
depot. 

Coal  mining  is  proceeding  much  more  favorably 
than  was  anticipated.  Additional  mines  are  put  in 
operation  from  day  to  day,  and  the  fear  of  any  cur- 
tailment of  business  from  the  suspension  of  mining  is 
now  practically  dissipated.  Merchants  who  were  con- 
servative as  to  purchases  early  in  the  month  are  now 
satisfied  that  liberal  buying  will  be  necessary.

The  business  situation,  however,  is  brighter 
this  week,  owing  to  the  improved  coal  mining  situa- 
tion, and  there  seems  nothing  now  in  the  way  of  an 
active  trade  all  along  the  line  of  glassware. 


The  movement  in  jellies  and  jelly  tumblers  prom- 
ises to  be  large,  in  view  of  the  good  reports  for  fruit 
at  the  present  time,  A  few  important  jelly  orders 
are  reported  placed,  and  current  demands  for  the  re- 
mainder of  this  month  are  expected  to  be  large.  The 
closeness  of  the  margin  in  this  line,  however,  will 
prevent  a  large  number  of  factories  engaging  in  its, 
manufacture  to  an  extent  beyond  an  absolute  neces- 
sity to  care  for  their  important  immediate  patrons. 


The  chief  attention  of  the  factories,  beyond 
maintaining  their  assortment  of  necessary  staples,  is 
now  given  to  lines  of  summer  goods  and  lamps. 


Tableware  still  shows  a  quietness,  though  berry 
sets  are  receiving  considerable  attention,  with  excel- 
lent prospects. 

The  movement  in  fruit  jars  is  reported  on  the 
increase,  though  prices  still  remain  at  a  low  level. 
Purchases  at  the  present  time  in  quantities  that  will 
probably  be  needed  ought  to  be  a  good  investment 
for  dealers. 

Tumblers  are  moving  satisfactorily  under  present 
conditions,  both  blown  and  pressed,  and  prospects  for 
a  large  trade  this  summer  are  now  very  bright.

AN  interesting  decision  has  just  been  rendered  by 
Judge  Newcomb,  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  in  the  case 
of  the  Diamond  Glass  Co.,  of  Cleveland,  against  John 
H.  Ladwig  &  Co.,  of  Scranton  The  former  some 
time  ago  sold  the  Ladwig  concern  two  show-cases, 
which  were  shipped  to  Scranton  in  the  name  of  the 
Ladwig  firm.  A  couple  of  daj  s  after  the  cases  arrived, 
and  before  the  Diamond  Glass  Co.  's  representative 
had  reached  Scranton  to  properly  install  them,  the 
Ladwig  store  was  visited  by  fire.  Among  the  goods 
destroyed  were  the  cases.  Mr.  Ladwig  then  refused 
to  pay  for  the  cases  on  the  ground  that  the  Diamond 
Glass  Co.  had  not  completed  its  contract  by  properly 
positioning  them  in  his  store.  Judge  Newcomb 
agreed  with  Mr.  Ladwig,  but  the  complainants  are  to 
take  the  case  to  a  higher  court.  Something  less  than 
$300  is  involved. 
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THE  uncertainties  of  the  crockery  trade  were  never 
more  distinctly  shown  than  during-  Easter  week, 
supposedly  one  of  the  dullest  periods  of  the  whole 
year,  when  the  importers  in  the  upper  district  did  a 
good  business.

THE     SALESMAN     OF     TO=DAY. 


SALESMEN  as  a  class  do  not  fully  appreciate  the 
dignity  of  their  position  in  commercial  life,  and 
as  a  consequence  weaken  their  effectiveness.  The 
man  who  believes  in  his  usefulness,  who  is  energetic 
and  enthusiastic,  is  the  man  who  is  successful.  Faint- 
heartedness never  won  the  fickle  lady  of  success 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  pride  that  of  all  the 
trades  and  professions  created  by  the  peculiur  con- 
ditions of  our  national  life,  none  is  more  distinctly 
American  than  the  salesman's  profession.  It  is  the 
product  of  the  nation's  energy  and  enthusiasm — the 
energy  and  enthusiasm  which  cannot  idly  wait  for 
business  to  develop,  but  must  make  business  The 
hustling  Yankee-planned  his  factory,  and  by  the  time 
it  was  ready  to  run  he  had  collected  from  the  high- 
ways and  byways  the  orders  to  keep  it  going  to  the 
full  limit.  Thij  is  the  keynote  of  American  com- 
merce. We  make  machines,  we  make  textiles,  we 
make  products  of  all  sorts;  but  above  all  we  make 
markets  for  our  products. 

Because  of  this,  the  importance  of  the  salesman 
cannot  be  overstated.  He  is  the  motive  power  of  com- 
merce. The  merchandise  of  field  and  factory— the 
originators  of  all  products — must  find  a  market.  Wid- 
ening the  market  increases  quantity  of  products,  de- 
velops the  country  and  creates  wealth.  Upon  the 
salesman  rests  this  responsibility.  From  him  the 
merchant  and  manufacturer  expect  ability,  energy, 
originality  and  enthusiasm.  The  man  who  meets 
this  expectation  and  by  his  salesmanship  increases 
business  is  the  mau  who  has  a  clear  track  on  the 
road  to  influence,  power  and  wealth. 

With  the  growth  of  commerce  and  the  widening 
of   the  salesman's  sphere    there   has  come   a  corres- 
ponding development  in  the  type  of  successful  sales- 
man.    The  expensive,  loudly-dressed,  vulgar  "drum 
mer  "   of  the  early  days  is  a  thing  of  the   past,'  like 


other  evidences  of  our  nation's  infancy.  Specimens 
of  the  type  should  be  stuffed  and  mounted  and  exhib- 
ited in  museums,  simply  as  a  matter  of  historical  rec- 
ord, along  with  stage  coaches,  muzzle-loading  guns, 
and  other  relics.  The  modern  salesman  bears  no  re- 
semblance to  this  primitive  type.  He  is  polished, 
intelligent,  energetic;  a  man  of  affairs ;  a  student  of 
human  nature;  an  observer  of  conditions;  alert,  ami- 
able, dignified,  enthusiastic  He  is  trained  for  his 
work.  He  realizes  the  responsibility  on  his  shoulders 
and  appreciates  the  opportunities  making  for  success 
which  are  his 

Such  a  man  never  stagnates.  Each  day  adds  to 
his  ability  and  power.  Contact  with  people  of  all 
sorts  and  conditions  places  in  his  grasp  trie  knowledge 
for  which  all  other  knowledge  is  only  explanatory— 
the  knowledge  of  human  nature.  The  mental  duels 
his  work  calls  forth  make  him  keen  and  alert.  No 
two  individuals  are  alike,  sO  each  duel  presents  a  new 
problem  and  fresh  interest  as  he  studies  the  personal- 
ity with  which  he  deals. 

Earnestness  is  a  marked  characteristic.  He  be- 
lieves in  himself.  He  believes  in  his  work.  The  re- 
sult is  a  personal  dignity  and  pride.  Not  the  false 
dignity  of  conceit,  nor  the  sham  pride  of  the  incom- 
petent; but  the  dignity  and  pride  which  unconsciously 
come  from  a  sense  of  certainty  that  one's  work  is 
done  well,  and  that  it  is  a  work  worth  doing. 

For  this  sort  of  salesman  America  has  nothing 
which  is  too  good.  Merchants  and  manufacturers  are 
eager  to  do  him  honor  by  increasing  his  reward.  His 
success  has  no  limit  except  his  own  ambition.  Power 
and  wealth  are  in  his  grasp. 

You  may  say  that  I  have  painted  an  alluring 
picture  and  you  may  ask  why  there  are  not  more  men 
securing  the  high  rewards.  I  admit  the  pleasantness 
of  the  portrait,  but  that  every  line  is  true  is  proved 
by  innumerable  instances  throughout  the  country, 
and  furthermore  by  the  eagerness  with  which  em- 
ployers are  searching  for  salesmen. 

The  reason  why  more  men  are  not  securing  the 
rewards  I  can  give  very  shortly:  Few  salesmen  work 
to  the  full  limit  of  their  powers;  they  lack  in  enthu- 
siasm 

Lack  of  ability  is  the  least  cause  of  failure.  There 
are  men  in  the  field  to  day  who  have  uncommon  abil- 
ity, yet  are  left  behiud  by  others  whose  strong  point 
is  their  energy  and  enthusiasm.  Patient,  honest 
effort  unceasingly  directed  is  of  more  avail  than  spas- 
modic brilliancy.  When  energy  and  brilliancy  are 
combined  we  have  genius.  But  few  men  are  geniuses, 
while  we  can  all  work  hard. 

There  is  no  place  in  life  for  the  man  who  is  not  a 
hard  worker.  Still  less  is  he  wanted  in  commercial 
affairs.  The  strenuousness  of  American  life  is  more 
than  a  well-turned  phrase.  It  has  reality  and  per- 
sonal meaning  for  every  man  of  the  nation,  and  the 
salesman  who  would  not  be  thrown  aside  in  the  race 
of  progress  must  make  himself  a  part  of  the  nation's 
energy. — Salesmanship.

At  this  writing  nothing  is  definitely  known  as  to 
these.  All  sorts  of  rumors  are  in  the  air,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  fuller  details  will  prove  them  exaggerated. 


VERY  VALUABLE,  NEVERTHELESS. 


THE  crockery  and  glassware  business  is  not  one  of 
the  great  industries  of  the  United  States.  In 
fact,  it  is  one  of  the  smallest,  both  in  volume  and 
value.  In  round  numbers,  the  pottery  importations 
amount  to  $r?,ooo,ooo  at  invoice  prices.  With  duties 
and  expenses  added  the  selling  figures  here  may 
possibly  be  reckoned  at  $24,000,000.  The  total  domes- 
tic manufactures  range  from  $14,000,000  to  $15,000,- 
000.  If  glass  is  added,  both  imported  and  domestic, 
the  total  volume  of  business  will  amount  to  about 
$60,000,000.  The  glass  referred  to  includes  only 
table  and  ornamental  wares  No  account  is  taken  of 
bottles,  window,  plate,  or  any  other  kind  of  glass. 

As  showing  the  relative  insignificance  of  the 
business,  compared  with  dry  goods,  for  instance,  the 
transactions  of  one  single  concern  in  that  line — viz., 
Marshall  Field  &  Co. — exceed  in  volume  the  entire 
crockery  and  glassware  business  of  the  United  States. 

Its  value  to  the  government  is  not  to  be  reckoned 
in  this   way,  however,  for   as  a   revenue -producer   it 


stands  high.  In  a  volume  of  statistics  just  issued  by 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1905,  are  given  the  importations  of 
seventy  industries  which  exceed  $300,000  per  year, 
with  the  duties  collected  thereon.  Sugar  and  molasses 
.  stand  at  the  head,  with  values  of  $91,495,602,  on 
which  $51,395,668  duties  were  collected.  Wool,  cotton, 
tobacco,  silk,  fibres,  spirits  and  iron  follow  in  the 
order  given,  and  then  comes  earthen,  stone  and  china 
ware.  In  1905  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  shows 
$11,676,194.05  as  being  the  value  imported,  upon 
which  duties  of  $6,823,782.61  were  paid  The  impor- 
tations of  pottery  stand  ninth  on  the  list  as  revenue- 
producers,  glass  coming  thirteeenth. 

It  is  not  possible  to  analyze  the  figures  for  glass, 
as  the  government  makes  no  distinction  in  its  reports 
between  table  and  ornamental  wares  and  "all  other  " 
kinds.  So  far  as  revenue  is  concerned,  glass  is  simply 
glass.  But  reckoning  that  the  proportions  of  the 
imported  are  in  the  same  ratio  as  those  manufactured 
here,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  imports  are  nearly 
$6,000,000  all  told — one  third  being  of  the  kind  of 
glassware  which  this  journal  represents.  The  total 
duties  are  a  little  more  than  $3,000,000,  of  which 
$1,000,000  or  thereabouts  would  apply  to  table  and 
ornamental  glass. 

We  imported  toys,  including  dollsv  to  the  value 
of  nearly  $5,000,000,  upon  which  $1,800,000  duty  was 
paid.  Clay  came  in  to  the  value  of  $1,200,000,  and 
yielded  in  duties  fully  half  a  million. 

These  revenues,  added  to  that  paid  upon  pottery, 
would,  if  reckoned  as  a  whole,  bring  us  up  to  the 
eighth  place  instead  of  the  ninth. 

The  crockery  and  glass  dealer,  then,  while  know- 
ing that  there  are  other  occupations  which  exceed  his 
in  volume  and  importance,  may  console  himself  with 
the  reflection  that  there  are  few  of  more  value  to  the 
government 


DISCUSSED     CUT     GLASS     PRICES. 


IN  line  with  the  determination  of  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Cut  Glass  Manufacturers  to  eradicate 
the  evil  of  price-slashing,  a  scale  of  minimum  quota- 
tions was  presented  for  discussion  at  last  Monday's 
meeting  in  the  Astor  House.  The  figures  were  sub- 
mitted by  the  special  committee  that  had  been  appoint- 
ed at  a  previous  meeting  for  that  purpose.  Except 
for  a  couple  of  minor  charges  the  scale  was  approved 
by  the  representative  gathering  of  members  in  attend- 
ance. The  prices  govern  only  staple  articles  and  are 
intended  to  become  effective  in  July  next  The  as- 
sociation is  disinclined  to  make  public  the  nature  of 
the  proposed  changes,  for  the  reason  that  they  may 
experience  a  slight  alteration  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  organization,  which  is  booked  for  Wednesday, 
June  20,  at  the  Astor  House.  But  it  can  be  positively 
stated  that  in  no  instance  was  the  existing  price  low- 
ered. Some  were  not  altered  in  any  degree,  but 
wherever  changes  occurred  they   were  always  in  the 
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form  of  advancements.  The  committee  reached  its 
conclusions  regarding  these  prices  only  after  it  had 
become  acquainted,  by  letter,  with  the  sentiments  of 
the  other  members. 


MOVE  IN  PACKAGE  CHARGE  HATTER. 


BECAUSE  of  the  recent  action  of  Butler  Bros., 
New  York  and  Chicago,  the  agitation  regarding 
package  charges  has  been  revived  among  jobbers  and 
retailers.  This  concern,  which  has  long  been  a  con- 
spicuous factor  in  the  anti-package  charge  campaign, 
has  reiterated  its  announcement  that  all  package 
charges  are  abolished  on  crockery  and  glassware. 
The  declaration  is  made  on  the  front  cover  page  of 
the  firm's  spring  catalogue,  and  runs  as  follows: 

'"The  package  charge  on  glassware  has  always 
been  a  matter  of  contention  among  makers,  jobbers 
and  retailers  We  have  never  been  satisfied  with  it, 
but  have  done  as  our  neighbors  did.  We  have  now 
decided  to  cut  the  Gordian  knot  by  abolishing  the 
charges  wholly,  thus  making  our  terms  in  the  future, 
'No  package  charge  on  any  goods.'  " 

Butler  Bros,  may  be  sincere  enough  in  their  ex- 
pressed determination  to  abolish  these  package  char- 
ges, but  it  is  extremely  doubtful  if  the  manufacturers 
can  be  induced  to  make  sacrifices  look'ng  to  the  same 
end.

There 
they  have  since  attracted  the  attention  of  numerous 
cei-amists,  many  of  whom  have  striven  valiantly  to 
reproduce  them.  But  failure,  it  seems,  attended  every 
effort  untill  Arthur  Poole,  art  director  of  the  Cook 
Pottery  Co.,  undertook  the  task.  Although  much 
discouraged  at  first,  Mr  Poole  continued  his  studies 
and  experiments,  and  the  result  may  be  observed  in 
the  pieces  now  ready  for  the  trade's  inspection.  Be- 
cause of  the  source  of  the  originals  the  ware  has  been 
properly  christened  "Nipur."  It  is  fashioned  in  the 
form   of  vases,  possesses   a   body  that   resembles  the 


texture  of  parchment,  and  because  of  the  unique  pro- 
cess employed  in  the  fusing  of  colors  and  glaze  pro- 
dxtces  variegated  tints  that  resemble  very  closely  the 
rich  shades  found  in  the  feathers  of  a  peacock.

ANNOUNCEMENT  was  made  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y., 
several  days  ago  that  the  department  store  of 
D.  McCarthy  &  Sons  had  been  purchased  by  A.  S.  & 
T.  Hunter,  who  conduct  similar  establishments  in 
Syracuse  and  Detroit.  It  was  stated  that  negotia- 
tions had  been  in  progress  for  some  time,  that  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  sale  had  all  been  agreed 
upon,  and  that  the  deal  only  awaited  the  signing  of 
the  final  papers  for  consummation.  When  asked 
about  the  matter,  A.  S.  Hunter  said  he  had  nothing  to 
say.  D.  McCarthy  &  Sons  are  capitalized  at  $500,- 
000.  The  company  employs  about  three  hundred, 
people. 
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All  the  factories  are  fairly  busy,  and 

Pittsburgh       are   in  excellent  condition  to   meet 

and  Vicinity,     their  patrons'  wants.      Recognizing 

the  fact  that  we  are  within  ten  days 
of  the  general  moving  in  nearly  all  the  cities  and  a 
large  portion  of  the  country,  demands  for  utility  spe- 
cialties in  glassware  are  materially  increasing.  The 
uses  of  glassware  are  continually  expanding  Each 
year  adds  something  to  the  household  convenience  at 
an  expense  comparatively  infinitesimal. 


The  sale  of  Easter  glassware  by  those  catering  to 
this  trade  is  reported  to  have  been  quite  satisfactory — 
in  fact,  a  larger  volume  than  usual  was  noted  at  the 
leading  plants  making  the  line. 


The  lamp  factories  generally  are  operating  full 
and  have  their  lines  for  this  year's  trade  about  com- 
pleted and  mostly  in  the  hands  of  their  agents  and 
salesmen.  No  very  great  activity  is  reported  yet  in

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


Business  has  not  revived  as  much  as 
New  York,  was  expected.  All  thoughts  were 
centered  on  San  Francisco  last  week, 
and  trade  was  neglected.  The  city  by  the  Golden 
Gate  had  always  been  a  large  factor  in  the  crockery 
and  glass  business.  It  was  a  distributing  point  for  the 
Pacific  Coast,  and  in  proportion  to  its  size  was  prob- 
ably the  largest  buyer  of  any  city  in  the  country. 
The  importers  in  New  York,  just  finishing  the  im- 
port season,  had  received  their  usual  generous  orders 
from  the  dealers  there.  When  the  news  of  the 
destruction  of  the  city  came  it  was  a  problem  as  to 
what  was  to  be  done  about  these.  In  some  cases 
cables  were  immediately  dispatched  to  Europe  to 
hold  all  orders  for  San  Francisco.  Others  determined 
to  wait  and  see  just  how  the  situation  would  turn  out, 
The  news  lhat  the  city  was  to  be  rebuilt  was  gladly 
received,  and  it  is  now  believed  that  the  dealers 
will  require  everything  they  ordei-ed,  and  much  more 
besides.  It  is  probable  that  the  insurance  companies 
will  pay  all  their  losses,  and  as  the  banks  have  lost 
none  of  the  money  in  their  vaults  the  financial  condi- 
tion is  not  as  bad  as  it  might  be.  At  this  writing 
confidence  is  being  restored  and  preparations  made 
for  the  erection  of  temporary  structures  for  the 
transaction  of  business  As  everything  in  the  crock- 
ery, glass  and  lamp  line  was  totally  destroyed,  it  can 
be  seen  that  immense  quantities  of  these  articles  will 
be  required  in  the  near  future.  The  New  York  im- 
porters and   the  American  manufacturers  have  been 


liberal  in  their  contributions  for  immediate  relief,  and 
will  undoubtedly  extend  credit  to  the  very  limit.  The 
merchants  on  the  Pacific  Coast  have  always  been 
prompt  to  pay,  and  very  little  is  owing  in  the  East; 
but  even  if  it  were  otherwise  there  would  be  no  hesi- 
tancy in  aiding  the  people  in  every  way 


Local  conditions  are  slowly  improving,  and  a 
good  trade,  considering  the  lateness  of  the  season, 
is  still  looked  for.  Import  orders  are  still  being 
taken  in  small  quantities  in  all  the  branches  of  foreign 
trade,  and  there  are  indications  of  a  little  improve- 
ment in  the  domestic  crockery  and  glass  lines. 


Housefurnishing  goods  received  an  impetus  last 
week  owing  to  the  spell  of  warm  weather,  which  in- 
spired housekeepers  to  spring  cleanings  and  created  a 
little  demand  for  summer  goods. 


Summer  hotels,  country  and  seaside  boarding 
houses  are  awakening  to  the  fact  that  their  season  is 
near  at  hand,  and  there  have  been  quite  a  few  in- 
quiries from  these  sources. 

The  local  glass  representatives  are  informing 
buyers  that  there  is  likely  to  be  an  advance  soon  in 
the  prices  of  tumblers  and  jellies.  The  wise  dealers 
are  therefore  placing  orders. 


Retail  trade  has  been  disappointingly  dull.     One 
or  two  of  the  large    uptown  houses  report   business

fair,  but  the  majority  are  complaining  and  are  fearing 
that  the  exodus  from  the  city  will  begin  early  this 
year — in  which  case  they  will  have  little  trade  unless 
it  comes  within  the  next  month. 


Fair  activity  still  characterizes  coridi- 
Trenton.  tions  here.  The  rush  is  plainly  over, 
but  there  remains  enough  trade  in  circu- 
lation to  justify  manufacture  almost  up  to  the  capac- 
ity limit.  Most  of  the  traveling  salesmen  are  here, 
but  they  are  likely  to  take  one  or  two  short  trips  be- 
fore beginning  the  campaign  for  fall  patronage. 


Details  of  the  'Frisco  disaster  were  a  shock  -to 
local  manufacturers  for  both  humanitarian  and  busi- 
ness reasons.  The  order-files  of  local  potteries  have 
been  occupied  by  pretty  liberal  demands  from  'Frisco 
houses  in  the  past,  and  even  when  news  of  the 
calamity  reached  here  goods  were  being  made  ready 
for  shipment  to  the  unfortunate  city. 


Business  is  moving  along  quietly 
East  Liverpool  without  any  practical  change  over 
and  Vicinity.  the  preceding  week.  The  pot- 
teries continue  comfortably  busy. 
The  ware  moving  in  the  streets  and  at  the  depot,  and 
lying  in  front  of  the  packing  rooms  marked  for 
patrons,  indicates  good  activity  in  shipping  depart- 
ments in  this  pottery  center.  Some  plants  have  still 
rather  crowded  order  files,  while  others  are  able  to 
care  for  more  trade  than  they  have  at  present.  All 
feel  confident  that  at  least  a  good  average  trade  will 
be  realized  during  the  remaining  spring  and  early 
summer  months.  The  season  is  a  little  late,  but 
actual  spring  has  undoubtedly  come,  and  the  general 
condition  of  the  country  is  such  as  to  require  the  full 
demands  the  season  usually  makes. 


With  an  occasional  exception  the  salesmen  are  all 
out  again,  mostly  on  extended  trips,  and  many  on 
their  last  regular  spring  tours. 

Prices  are  reported  well  maintained  by  all  the 
reliable  potteries. 

The  advent  of  real  spring  weather 

Pittsburgh        the  past  week  gave  an  impetus  to 

and  Vicinity,      business  generally,  and   a   revival 

of  trade  activity  was  apparent. 
While  current  demands  for  glassware  did  not  show 
very  large  proportions,  they  aggregated  a  gratifying 
improvement,  and  indicated  the  beginning  of  an 
active  summer  trade.  Conditions  all  along  the  line  of 
glassware  are  now  promising  immediate  activity  and 
a  volume  of  business  that  will  keep  the  factories 
hustling  for  the  remainder  of  this  fire. 


now  being  displayed,  and  the  demand  is  beginning  to 
show  good  activity.  Tumblers  are  also  more  active, 
and  an  increasing  demand  for  jellies  and  jelly 
tumblers  is  reported  at  a  number  of  factories. 


The  chimney  situation  remains  practically  un- 
changed. The  majority  of  the  factories  are  operating 
regularly  preparing  stock  for  the  opening  of  next 
season.  Reports  indicate  that  a  number  of  the  hand 
blown  factories  will  have  an  early  shut-down  this 
summer,  owing  to  unsatisfactory  prices. 


Bottles  are  moving  fairly  well  under  present  con- 
ditions, though  an  occasional  small  plant  is  reported 
to  have  shut  down,  or  is  about  to  close,  owing  to  un- 
satisfactory trade. 

The  cut  glass  trade  shows  good  activity  for  the 
season,  with  prospects  for  the  largest  business  in  its 
history. 

Tableware  is  exhibiting  a  little  more  animation, 
and  sets  and  specialties  are  said  to  be  in  better  de- 
mand. 


Trade    in    this    district   is   showing 
Wheeling       normal  conditions  for  the  last  week  in 
and  Vicinity.    April.       Orders  for  utility  lamps  are 
beginning  to  be  placed,  and  interest 
in  decorated  is  reviving.     As  general  spring  weather 
materializes  the  demand  for  summer  glassware  is  in- 
creasing.      Prospects  for  the  next  sixty  days  are  very 
encouraging   among  the   glassware   factories  in  this 
section.

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TRADE  is  rather  quiet.  Very  few  buyers  are  seen. 
The  disaster  in  San  Francisco  cast  a  decided 
gloom  over  the  District.  Even  mail  orders  were  less 
than  was  expected,  and  the  travelers  did  only  a  fair 
business. 

In  the  Royal  Dux  ware,  just  received  by  Chas. 
Ahrenfeldt  &  Son,  a  new  conception  in  the  way  of 
coloring  is  exploited.  The  body  is  of  an  antique 
ivory  tone,  with  raised  female  and  other  figures  in  a 
dull  green  that  is  skillfully  touched  up  to  resemble 
ancient  bronze.  This  combination  of  quiet  effects  is 
productive  of  very  pleasing  creations.  The  line  is 
made  up  principally  of  vases,  although  there  are  also 
card  receivers,  jewelry  trays,  and  the  like,  in  the  as- 
sortment Figures  of  a  Dutch  boy  and  girl  alongside 
an  old  windmill  help  to  make  a  particularly  odd  vase. 
Two  donkeys,  one  of  which  has  its  head  resting  on  the 
other's  neck,  are  well  adapted  for  ornamental  pur- 
poses. A  woman  attired  in  flowing  robes  of  green 
holds  aloft  an  ivory-colored  lotus  leaf  that  may  be 
utilized  as  a  receiver  for  cards,  jewelry,  hairpins, 
etc.  There  are  many  other  equally  novel  models  in 
the  line,  which  is  obtainable  at  medium  prices. 

Recent  arrivals  at  Bawo  &  Dotter's  headquarters 
include  jeweled  hair-receivers  of  more  than  average 
beauty.  Three  shapes,  each  contrasting  widely  with 
the  others,  compose  the  line.  They  are  sold  in  pack- 
ages of  six.  Royal  blue  bonbon  boxes,  with  Rem- 
brandt heads  on  the  lid,  also  appear  among  the  new- 
comers 

Green  goods  are  at  present  largely  occupying  the 
attention  of  E.  H.  Mays  at  the  local  showroom  of  the 
Consolidated  Lamp  and  Glass  Co.  For  fear  of  excit- 
ing the  suspicion  that  the  gentleman  in  question  has 
interested  himself  in  the  negotiation  of  the  kind  of 
currency  that  possesses  a  wonderful  attraction  for  the 
gullible  country  visitor,  a  more  specific  description  of 
the  green  goods  referred  to  should  be  made.  They 
include  electric  domes,  electric  cones,  domes  for  port- 


ables, electric  desk  shades,  candle  shades  and  air-hole 
shades.  Thirty-seven  distinct  molds  are  in  the  as- 
sortment. In  addition  to  the  plain  green  matt  and 
glazed  finishes  there  are  some  particularly  good  gold 
designs 

Carlowitz  &  Co.  have  added  to  their  immense 
stock  many  useful  and  ornamental  articles  Partic- 
ular attention  is  directed  to  their  assortment  of  gongs, 
which  range  from  a  three- inch  bell  to  one  the  size  of 
a  half  barrel.

Despite  the  excellence 
of  these  creations  and  the  fact  that  the  body  is  of 
porcelain,  the  prices  are  astonishingly  low.

Broadway  samples  of  terra-cotta  statuary  from  the  J. 
Nardi  Co  ,  Boston,  of  which  he  has  just  secured  the 
agency.

Owing 
to  their  immense  facilities  they  are  enabled  to  promise 
deliveries  of  china,  glass,  dolls,  toys  and  Hallow-een 
novelties.  Particular  attention  is  called  to  this  line 
of  goods  The  festival  of  All  Saints'TJay  has  always 
been  observed,  but  home  made  articles  have  usually 
been  employed  as  favors.  Recognizing  the  need  of 
something  better  and  more  elaborate,  this  firm  has 
produced  many  comical  and  appropriate  pieces  de- 
signed especially  for  the  amusement  of  the  merry- 
makers. Foremost  among  them  is  a  line  of  vegetables. 
The  potato,  carrot,  turnip,  pumpkin — in  short,  all  the 
common  vegetables — have  been  utilized.  The  trade 
should  see  these  goods,  for  they  will  sell  on  sight. 
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Blau  Bros.  Co  ,  25  West  Broadway,  have  been 
appointed  New  York  representatives  of  the  Keystone 
Cut  Glass  Co,,  Hawley,  Pa. 
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Supplementing  the  Salo  Art  Metal  Co.'s  exposi- 
tion are  two  electric  lamps  that  deserve  nattering 
mention.  They  are  built  of  Old  English  brass  and 
fashioned  along  lines  that  are  novel  as  well  as  sym- 
metrical. One  of  them,  containing  two  bulbs,  has  a 
portable  formed  of  four  rather  slender  pillars  that 
arise  from  a  base  shaped  somewhat  like  a  Maltese 
cross.  The  portable  on  the  other  lamp,  which  has  an 
inverted  bulb,  is  distinctively  Art  Nouveau  in  the 
sweep  and  beauty  of  its  curves.  The  domes  attached 
to  these  portables  are  also  of  brushed  brass.      Their 


surfaces  are  cut  in  numerous  places  to  permit  the  in. 
laying  of  green  jewels.  The  opulence  of  the  lamp  is 
further  enhanced  and  the  harmony  of  the  coloring  is 
also  preserved  by  the  green  fringe  dangling  from  the 
rim.  The  jewels  and  fringe,  though,  are  not  confined 
to  green,  but  are  obtainable  in  any  color  desired.

Animals,  too,  have  been  portrayed  in 
equally  artistic  style  on  this  ware.  The  reasonably 
strong  tints  utilized  in  the  decoration  itself  show  to 
excellent  advantage  on  the  soft,  delicate  groundwork 
of  deep  gray,  ivory,  and  the  faintest  suggestion  of 
pink.     The  line  is  made  up  principally  of  vases. 


In  acquainting  the  trade  with  the  approaching 
change  of  address  of  the  Consolidated  Lamp  and  Glass 
Co.'s  local  headquarters,  E.  H.  Mays  has  employed  a 
clever  and  unique  idea.

DEATH     OF     JOHN     E.     JEFFORDS. 


PARALYSIS  caused  the  death  in  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
recently  of  John  E  Jeffords,  of  the  Philadelphia 
City  Pottery.  Mr.  Jeffords,  who  was  aged  sixty  three, 
had  previously  suffered  from  two  paralytic  strokes, 
the  first  of  which  seized  him  several  years  ago.  The 
funeral  took  place  on  Friday,  the  20th,  in  Philadelphia. 
Mr.  Jeffords  is  survived  by  a  widow,  one  daughter 
and  three  sons,  two  of  whom  are  actively  identified 
with  the  pottery. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Jeffords  removes  from  the  do- 
mestic pottery  sphere  one  of  its  most  familiar  char- 
acters. He  first  engaged  in  the  industry  about  forty 
years  ago  His  attention  was  originally  directed  to 
the  production  of    yellow  and  Rockingham  ware,  but 
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JOHN    E.   JEFFORDS, 

1  ater  he  added  C.  C  and  semi-porcelain,  and  finally, 
about  ten  years  ago,  he  took  up  the  manufacture  of 
sanitaiy   goods   i.i   addition    to  his  otner  lines. 

Mr.  Jeffords  was  born  in  Columbus,  O.,  October 
17,  1842,  He  was  first  connected  with  the  firm  of 
Morrison  &  Carr,  of  New  York  City,  and  a  short 
time  afterwards  entered  into  business  with  O.  A. 
Gager.  These  two  purchased  the  pottery  in  Phila- 
delphia then  owned  by  Hitchcock,  Darling  &  Co. 
Mr.  Gager  retired  from  the  firm,  Mr.  Jeffords  con- 
tinuing under  the  name  of  J.  E.  Jeffords  &  Co.  until 
February,  1901,  when  it  was  incorporated  under  the 
name  of  The  Philadelphia  City  Pottery  Co  In  1903 
he  relinquished  the  business  to  his  two  sons  and 
retired  on  account  of  ill  health.  In  1877  Mr  Jeffords 
purchased  the  Whilldin  Potttey  in  South  Philadelphia, 


which  he  built  up  and  developed  to  its  present  pros- 
perity. 

While  the  ex<.ent  of  his  wealth  has  not  been  made 
public,  it  is  understood  that  his  family  is  well  protect- 
ed by  reason  of  his  life  insurance.  Fully  $100,000 
will  reach  them  through  this  source,  it  is  said. 

Mr.  Jeffords  was  a  man  of  particularly  command- 
ing appearance,  to  which  was  added  a  personality 
that  was  genial  and  unaffected. 


Aaron  Guthrie,  traveling  salesman  for  the  Amer- 
ican Queensware  Co.,  died  several  days  ago  at  his 
home  in  East  Liverpool,  O.  Mr.  Guthrie  was  stricken 
with  dropsy  three  months  ago  while  on  a  road  trip  in 
the  interests  of  his  concern.      He  was  aged  forty  years. 


At  the  age  of  seventy-four  years  Joseph  Sansom 
Perot  died  recently  at  his  home  in  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
After  the  failure  of  the  Tyndale  &  Mitchell  Co  ,  china 
merchants  in  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Perot  took  charge  of 
the  concern's  affairs,  conducting  business  with  his 
two  sons  until  its  recent  liquidation. 


A.  Bion  Boggs,  for  years  manager  of  the  depart- 
ment store  of  Boggs  &  Buhl,  Allegheny,  Pa.,  died  on 
Saturday  morning  at  his  residence  in  Avalon.  He 
was  forty  eight  years  old. 


HAS     STOLEN     ALEX.     DOCTOR'S     THUNDER. 


IT  seems  that  the  ingenious  "coin  in-the-glass"  solu- 
tion of  the  non-refillable  bottle  problem,  which  is 
being  attributed  to  some  chap  in  Connecticut,  really 
had  its  origin  in  the  fertile  brain  of  Alex.  P.  Doctor, 
manager  of  the  Central  Glass  Co.'s  local  office.  Alex, 
conceived  the  idea  fully  fifteen  years  ago.  It  was 
suggested  to  him  in  a  downtown  cafe  one  day  by 
reason  of  the  adhesion  of  a  ten-cent  piece  to  the  moist 
bottom  of  a  bottle  that  had  been  unwittingly  placed 
on  top  of  it  So  impressed  was  Alex,  with  the  scheme 
that  he  interested  David  W.  Baird,  then  president  of 
the  Riverside  Glass  Co.,  in  the  matter.  The  latter, 
after  considerable  thought,  concluded  that  the  inven 
tion  was  impracticable.  He  argued  that  the  presence  of 
the  nickel  or  dime  in  the  glass  would  necessitate  a 
considerable  advance  in  the  selling  price  on  the  bot- 
tles, and  would  also  require  some  effort  to  dislodge 
the  coin  from  its  glass-encased  abode  after  the  bottle 
had  been  used.  In  view  of  the  Baird  opinion  Alex, 
let  the  matter  rest.  Now,  fifteen  years  later,  some 
fellow  in  Connecticut  comes  forth  with  the  statement 
that  he  is  the  "first  and  only"  originator  of  the  scheme. 
It's  well  for  his  physical  security  that  he  has  refrained 
from  giving  his  name  and  address,  for  Alex  is  on  the 
warpath. 


COMMON  sense,  courtesy  and   tact   are   indispens- 
able in  wideawake  retailing. 
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fill  the  smaller  orders  that  they  receive  more 
promptly,  and  in  many  cases  here  and  in  other  large 
markets  save  transportation  and  package  charges  by 
delivering  the  goods  in  person.  The  extent  of  the 
injury  that  they  are  capable  of  causing  the  trade 
may,  therefore,  be  readily  imagined. 

In  only  one  way,  we  believe,  can  the  trade- dis- 
turbing capabilities  of  the  "little  fellows"  be  blocked, 
or  at  leased  minimized.  Let  the  blank  manufac- 
turers, both  domestic  and  foreign,  get  together  and 
decide  to  increase  the  cost  of  blanks  to  them.  The 
larger  purchasers  are  certainly  entitled  to  some  con- 
cessions along  this  line,  and  particularly  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  their  industrial  future  is  severely  en- 
dangered. The  blank  manufacturers  would  not  only 
profit  by  a  step  in  this  direction,  but  would  likewise 
assist  in  the  preservation  of  an  industry  that  is  being 
ruined,  both  artistically  and  commercially,  through 
the  instrumentality  of  the  "little  fellow." 

It  is  a  matter,  one  would  suppose,  that  should 
cause  the  blank  manufacturers  quite  as  much  con- 
cern as  the  larger  cutters  referred  to.  The  degrada- 
tion of  cut  glass  must  necessarily  also  mean  a  severe 
blow  to  the  prospects  of  the  blank  makers.  For  their 
own  benefit  they  should  make  a  determined  effort  to 
join  hands  with  the  cutters  in  this  movemeut,  which 
apparently  is  destined  to  settle  the  future  of  the  busi- 
ness.

I^HAT  the  movement  to  strengthen  selling  prices  of 
cut  glass  has  assumed  tangible  form  was  made 
evident  at  the  recent  meeting  here  of  the  National 
Association  of  Cut  Glass  Manufacturers.  The  special 
committee  previously  delegated  by  the  organization  to 
arrange  a  scale  of  minimum  quotations  on  staple 
articles  submitted  figures  that  were  endorsed  and 
which  are  intended  to  become  effective  on  July  i  next. 
Thus  the  first  aggressive  step  in  a  thoroughly  com- 
mendable movement  has  been  taken. 

But  this  does  not  entirely  remove  the. evil  which 
has  menaced  the  trade  during  the  past  few  years.  In 
their  efforts  the  cutters  must  have  the  co-operation  of 
the  blank  manufacturers,  who,  now  that  the  more 
prominent  cutters  have  pledged  themselves  to  support 
the  price  combination,  really  hold  the  key  to  the  situa- 
tion. 

The  importance  of  the  blank  manufacturers' 
assistance  m  this  movement  is  traceable  to  the  preva- 
lence of  the  "little  fellows,"  as  the  smaller  cutters 
are  popularly  characterized  It  is  they  who  have 
been  primarily  responsible  for  past  slaughters  in 
prices.  Burdened  by  comparatively  little  expense, 
and  quite  satisfied  with  very  small  profits,  they  mar- 
ket their  pieces  at  prices  that  practically  prohibit 
competition  on  the  part  of  the  larger  concerns.  But 
the  matter  of  price  does  not  represent  their  only  im- 
pediment of  the  industry.       They  are  usually  able  to

WHILE  the  losses  incurred  by  persons  and  firms 
identified  with  crockery,  glassware  and  kindred 
trades  in'  connection  wirh  the  San  Francisco  horror 
cannot  yet  be  accurately  co  i  puted,  there  is  no 
questioning  the  fact  that  they  have  been  hard  hit. 
One  is  enabled  to  form  an  idea  of  the  extent  of  the 
damage  by  recollecting  that  every  large  china  estab- 
lishment in  the  ill-fated  city  has  bsen  either  wholly  ■ 
or  partially  destroyed.  This  number,  it  will  be  re- 
called include  houses  of  such  magnitude  as  the 
Anglo-American  Crockery  and  Glassware  Co.,  Chas. 
B.  Critchlow,  Dohrmann  Commercial  Co.,  The  Em- 
porium, S.  &  G.  Gump  Co.,  Hale  Bros.,  Inc.,  Hollub- 
Gabriel  Co.,  Prager  Co.,  Schloss  Crockery  Co.,  S. 
Sternheim  &  Son,  Wiedero  Co.,  and  many,  many 
others.  Added  to  this  are  the  sample  rooms  of 
numerous  importing  firms  and  domestic  manufac- 
turers, about  all  of  which  suffered  demolition  either 
during  the  earthquake  or  the  subsequent  fire.  Ac 
this  writing  no  one  connected  with  the  trade  is  known 
to  have  lost  his  life  or  sustainnd  serious  injuries,  al- 
t-hough this  fact  will  probably  not  be  fully  established 
for  some  time.

The  United  States  Glass  Co  's  office  at  18  Sutter 
street  was  destroyed,  but  its  selling  representatives 
there  escaped  unharmed.  A  temporary  office  has 
been  built  of  canvas  and  rough  boards  in  Oakland. 
Authority  has  also  been  given  by  the  company  for 
the  immediate'  erection  of  a  new  office  in  that  city 
No  serious  interruption  to  its  business  interests  on 
the  Coast  is  therefore  likely  to  be  caused.

It  contained  the 
comforting  intelligence  that  his  family,  all  of  whom 
reside  in  San  Francisco,  are  well,  but  confirmed  the 
newspaper  reports  concerning  the  demolition  of  his 
concern's  headquarters  there. 

.    FIRE    DEVOURED    L.    &  D. 's    SAMPLES 

Bawo  &  Dotter's  anxiety  over  the  safety  of 
Henry  Cronemeyer  was  not  relieved  until  Monday 
morning,  when  a  belated  message  by  wire  reached 
them  from  the  salesman.  While  he  got  out  of  the 
city  unscathed,  Mr.  Cronemeyer  wired  that  his  exten- 
sive stock  of  samples  had  been  entirely  destroyed. 

"  TOM  "  MAG-RATH    WAS    ALSO    PRESENT 

Thos.  F.  Magrath,  with  F.  W  Jenkins  &  Co., 
was  also  among  the  commercial  travelers  in  San 
Francisco  when  the  earthquake  occurred.  Although 
his  hotel  was  badly  damaged  by  the  shock,  and  after- 
wards consumed  by  fire,  "  Tom  "  managed  to  save 
his  baggage  and  beat  a  hasty  retreat  to  Oakland.. 

SAMSTAG    &    HILDER    BROS.'   LOSS 

Word  has  been  received  by  Samstag  &  Hilder 
Bros,  to  the  effect  that  L  S.  Michaelson  and  J.  M. 
Breyer,  their  selling  representatives  on  the  Coast, 
escaped  injury.  Mr.  Michaelson  travels  from  the 
firm's  New   York  headquarters,  while   Mr.  Breyer  is 


permanently,positioned  in  'Frisco.  For  the  first  time 
this  year  the  concern's  samples  were  not  exhibited 
in  a  hotel,  having  occupied  a  showroom  on  Sansome 
street.  The  goods,  which  were  totally  destroyed, 
were  insured  for  $6,000. 

French's  message  arrived  e^rly. 
Probably  the  first  communication  received  in 
the  District  after  the  catastrophe  came  from  Jack 
W.  French,  representing  John  Davison.  It  was 
in  the  form  of  a  telegram  which  French  had  filed  in 
Oakland  several  hours  after  the  earthquake.  But 
Mr.  Davison  did  not  receive  the  wire  until  more  than 
twenty-four  hours  later.  Mr.  French  escaped  un- 
scathed. 

NEWARK    FIRM'S    QUARTERS    DESTROYED 

Unger  Bros.,  the  Newark,  N.  J.,  silversmiths  and 
cut  glass  manufacturers,  had  a  sample  room  at  738 
Mission  street,  which  entirely  succumbed  to  the  flames. 
Their  representative,  J.  St.  Clair  Ryan,  was  not 
injured. 

THE  SHOCK  AT  SAN  JOSE. 

The  following  letter  from   W.  P.  Garvin  explains 

itself: 

Los  Angeles,  April  20. 
Rowland  &  Marsellus  Co. 

Gentlemen — I  left  Oakland  on  Tuesday  morning 
for  San  Jose,  arriving  there  at  noon.  At  5. 15  the  next 
morning  I  was  awakened  by  a  neighbor,  who  com- 
plained of  a  stifling  sensation  which  I  at  once  experi- 
enced myself.  While  we  were  talking  the  shock 
came.  The  hotel  lifted  three  or  four  feet  from  its 
foundation,  the  windows  leaning  over  fully  45  degrees. 
It  then  took  a  sort  of  twist,  and  the  whole  wall  fell 
out,  so  that  we  had  a  view  of  the  buildings  on  the 
other  side  of  the  street.  Th  re  was  an  appalling  noise 
all  the  time,  which,  together  with  the  shrieks  of  the 
dying,  was  terrifying.  When  the  wall  of  my  room 
fell  it  crushed  the  life  out  of  a  mother  and  her  babe, 
whose  cries  we  heard  -quite  distinctly.  The  whole 
rear  portion  of  the  hotel  fell  shortly  after. 

The  fact  that  I  remained  in  my  room  probably 
saved  my  life,  and  I  am  convinced  that  had  I  run  out 
I  would  have   been  crushed  under  the  falling  debris. 

The  other  commercial  hotel  collasped  completely, 
burying  all  the  inmates  under  the  ruins.  They  were 
engaged  trying  to  get  the  bodies  oat  as  I  left  the 
town. 

As  soon  as  I  got  out  I  went  round  to  the  sample- 
room,  which  was  in  a  separate  building  The  front 
was  out  and  the  roof  gone.  The  plaster  was  all  over 
my  samples  All  the  china  plates  I  had  left  on  the 
easels  the  night  before  I  found  scattered  all  over  the 
floor,  but,  strange  to  say,  only  two  were  broken,  and 
the  feet  knocked  off  some  of  the  vases. 

I  packed  up  as  quickly  as  I  could  to  get  out  of 
town  before  fires  began  I  had  some  difficulty  wi  h 
the  troops  on  guard,  but  they  finally  let  me  go,  and  I 
managed  to  reach  Fresno  pretty  well  used  up  I  left 
there  last  night  for  this  place  on  a  refugee  train,  hav- 
ing to  stand  up  for  four  hours  and  a  half. 

There  was  neither  water  nor  food  to  be  had  in 
the  town,  which  is  practically  destroyed  I  do  not 
think  there  is  a  building  in  the  business  part  which  is 
safe.  It  will  be  necessary  to  pull  them  all  down  and 
rebuild. 

Many  traveling  salesmen  have  become  so  un- 
nerved that  they  have  left  for  home  As  an  example 
of  the  way  it  affected,  them,  I  saw  six  sitting  in  the 
park  opposite  the  hotel  crying  like  babies. 

I  should  have  wired  you,  but  there  has  been  no 
communication  to  be  had.

WANAHAKER'S  NEW  STORE  OPENED. 


CHRISTENED  by  an  April  shower,  the  splendid 
new  sixteen-story  department  store  of  John  Wan- 
amaker,  at  Broadway  and  Ninth  street,  was  last  Tues- 
day successfully  launched  on  the  shopping  sea  of  New 
York  city.

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The   glassware   factories  are  gener- 
Pittsburgh       ally  busy,  and  prospects  for  the  re- 
and  Vicinity,     mainder  of  the  fire  are  full  of   en- 
couragement.   Desirable,  seasonable 
weather  is  now  being  experienced  all  over  the  country, 
and   all  lines  of  business  are  taking  on   full  normal 
proportions.     The  delayed  demands  for  early  summer 
goods  are  beginning  to  come  in,  and  glassware  man- 
ufacturers have  confidence  in  the  business   situation 
and   prospects.       Summer   goods  are  now   engaging 
their  attention  chiefly. 


At  its  meeting  the  past  week  the  Glass  Associa- 
tion had  under  discussion  the  matter  of  packages  and 
the  necessity  of  charging  for  them  at  full  cost  or  abol- 
ishing the  charges  altogether.  The  announcement 
of  a  large  jobbing  house  that  no  charges  for  pack- 
ages would  hereafter  be  made  by  them  has  again 
brought  the  subject  prominently  before  manufac- 
turers, jobbers  and  dealers.  It  is  a  difficult  question 
to  be  decided.  Of  course,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  every 
tning  that  is  an  expense,  either  with  the  manufac- 
turer or  dealer,  must  be  paid  for  in  some  manner,  in 
order  to  carry  on  a  successful  business.  Whether 
goods  are  shipped  and  billed  packages  free,  the  cost  of 
the  package  being  indirectly  added  to  the  charge  of 
the  goods,  or  whether  the  package  is  charged  direct, 
if  the  totals  are  the  same,  is  perfectly  immaterial  to 
purchasers.  Where  packages  are  charged  direct  the 
purchaser  can  always  tell  exactly  what  he  is  paying 
for  the  goods  themselves — which  might  be  more  satis- 
factory in  many  cases.  The  idea  held  by  many  that 
by  buying  goods  with  packages  free,  or  delivery  free 
they  will  get  them  cheaper,  is  a  delusion.  Freight 
has  to  be  paid  for,  packages  have  to  be  paid  for,  and 
on  the  close  margins  business  is  now  done  the  seller 
can't  give  either  of  these  free  without  shipping  an 
inferior  class  of  goods. 

This  week  the  National  Association  of  Pressed 
and  Blown  Glassware -Manufacturers  and  the  Ameri- 
can Flint  Glass  Workers'  Union  are  holding  a  confer- 
ence  at    Hotel    Henry,    Pittsburgh,   to   consider   the 


summer  stop,  especially,  and  any  differences  needing 
adjustment  since  their  last  meeting.  At  this  writing 
no  conclusions  have  been  reached  as  to  length  of  sum- 
mer vacation,  nor  the  day  of  its  commencement. 


The  United  States  Glass  Co.  now  have  their  com- 
plete new  lines  of  lamps  on  the  tables  in  their  general 
offices  here  and  at  their  several  branch  offices  through- 
out the  country,  and  all  their  traveling  salesmen  will 
be  supplied  with  them  this  week.

THE    CONDITION     OF     BUSINESS 


Business  has  improved  materially  in 
New  York,     many  directions  during  the  past  week, 

and  the  domestic  manufacturers  and 
their  local  agents  are  reporting  a  fair  trade.  The  im- 
porters who  do  business  exclusively  on  import  lines 
are  naturally  not  busy.  The  season  is  pretty  nearly 
over,  although  there  are  yet  some  late  comers  to  be 
heard  from ;  but  the  bulk  of  the  business  is  done. 
There  may  be  a  good  many  orders  duplicated  from 
San  Francisco.  Stocks  in  that  city  were  completely 
destroyed,  and  the  orders  given  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  will  not  begin  to  meet  the  requirements. 
The  stock  houses  here  will  undoubtedly  be  called 
upon  and  will  try  to  meet  the  demand,  but  will  find  it 
difficult  to  supply  such  an  immense  quanlity  as  San 
Francisco  will  want.  The  domestic  manufacturers 
are  in  better  shape  for  this  call  ar.d  will  rise  to  the 
occasion. 

It  is  again  noticeable  that  the  large  cities  are  not 
doing  as  well  in  proportion  as  the  medium  or  smaller 
places  The  department  stores  are  either  not  taking 
as  many  goods  as  they  did  two  or  three  years  ago,  or 
they  are  distributing  their  favors  so  widely  that  the 
individual  orders  to  the  wholesalers  are  diminishing. 
It  may  be  that  in  bulk  they  are  taking  as  much  as 
ever,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  be  so.  The  most 
active  points  of  trade  are  in  the  South  between  Balti- 
more and  New  Orleans,  and  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
witli  a  fairly  brisk  demand  in  the  Northwest.  The 
Middle   States   and  New  England,  while  taking  a  fair 


share  of  goods,  are  not  buying  as  largely  in  propor- 
tion as  the  other  points  mentioned. 


Import  orders  on  German  goods  are  falling  off 
materially,  but  there  seems  to  be  a  good  demand  from 
stock 

The  French  market  on  import  is  very  quiet,  but 
the  houses  carrying  stock  report  April  much  ahead  of 
last  year. 

Shipments  of  English  crockery  on  orders  taken  in 
the  fall  are  coming  in  and  show  an  increase  over  last 
year.  Reports  from  the  English  potteries  are  to  the 
effect  that  the  American  trade  is  largely  in  excess  of 
last  year  and  factories  doing  business  in  the  States 
are  all  busy. 

The  American  potters  are  experiencing  a  fairly 
good  business,  there  having  been  a  slight  revival 
within  the  week.  Local  agents  of  the  potteries  are 
complaining  that  the  department  stores  are  not  plac- 
ing orders;  otherwise  trade  is  normal. 


The  glass  trade  is  on  the  mend.  There  is  a  big 
demand  for  blown  and  stemware,  and  factories  mak- 
ing these  are  getting  behind  in  filling  orders.  Pressed 
ware  is  moving  a  little  better,  and  cut  glass  is  very 
active.  

The  lamp  trade  is  improving  daily.  As  far  as 
decorated  goods  are  concerned  there  has  been  a  free 


H 


movement,  both  locally  and  at  the  factories.  Manu- 
facturers of  metal  goods,  particularly  those  who  cater 
to  the  higher  class  of  trade,  have  not  yet  begun  to 
feel  the  improvement.  The  new  lines  of  metal  goods 
will  all  be  ready  for  display  by  next  week. 


The  housefurnishing  goods  trade  is  excellent. 
Manufacturers  of  enameled  wares  have  about  all  they 
can  attend  to,  and  there  is  a  brisk  call  for  all  kinds  of 
wooden  and  willow  wares,  and  particularly  for  those 
lines  which  are  usually  called  summer  goods  Prices 
continue  to  rule  high,  and  it  is  beginning  to  be 
thought  that  they  will  never  be  any  lower. 


Retail  trade  in  the  city  is  lamentably  dull,  but 
good  reports  are  coming  from  country  places  outside 
the  coal  district ;  and  if  the  strike  should  fail  to  mate- 
rialize there  will  be  a  big  business  in  every  section. 


Potteries  and  lamp  factories  here  con- 
Trenton,     tinue  to  be  reasonably  busy.     The  road 

representatives  of  most  of  the  concerns 
have  resumed  tours  of  brief  duration.  They  have 
corralled  quite  a  fair  proportion  of  business,  which, 
coupled  with  demands  from  other  sources,  maintains 
pretty  steady  operations  at  the  majority  of  the  plants. 
The  call  is  largely  for  staples,  although  specialties 
are  also  moving  pretty  briskly. 


According  to  correspondence  from  the  Coast  it  is 
evident  that  local  concerns  will  not  suffer  the  cancel- 
lation of  many  orders  from  firms  in  San  Francisco 
Increased  business,  in  fact,  is  in  prospect  as  a  result 
of  the  calamity. 

Current  orders  continue  rather 
East  Liverpool  light.  The  demands  for  the  last 
and  Vicinity.  week  in  April  were  a  little  disap- 
pointing at  the  majority  of  the 
potteries.  Generally  order  files  are  sufficient  to  keep 
the  potteries  comfortably  busy,  but  many  of  the 
plants  are  reducing  their  files  to  quite  limited  pro- 
portions, owing  to  the  volume  of  current  orders  not 
equalling  their  regular  capacity.  However,  confi- 
dence in  the  business  situation  is  not  impaired.  There 
is  merely  a  lull  in  the  active  demands  till  the  retail 
trade  catches  up  through  good  spring  weather,  the 
settling  of  the  roads  and  the  full  revival  of  all  spring 
activities,  The  country  is  in  a  condition  to  need  full 
lines  of  goods  in  all  branches  of  trade  and  will  buy 
them. 

Specialties  for  the  season  of  the  year  show  full 
activity — in  fact,  continue  to  move  better  than  previ- 
ous years  at  this  season. 


The  complaint  that  the  legitimate  trade,  selling 
the  best  average  line  of  pottery,  is  handicapped  by 
the  enormous  stocks  of  cheap  goods,  thirds,  and 
scheme  goods  to  be  given  away,  has  some  force.     The 


average  consumer,  however,  will  soon  tire  of  this 
shoddy  pottery — in  fact,  is  reported  already  to  be 
neglecting  it.  The  average  user  desires  good  R.  K. 
stock,  and  is  learning  that  warped,  chipped,  twisted 
and  defective  dishes,  though  fairly  well  decorated, 
are  only  third  class,  and  are  not  cheap,  though  offered 
at  a  low  price. 

This  week  finds  practically  all  the  traveling  sales- 
men on  the  road,  with  prospects  of  better  returns 
than  for  April.

The  activity  in  glassware  is  re- 
ported increasing,  though  no  large 
orders  in  any  branch  are  noted. 
The   market   now   seems   to   be    a 

growing  one,  with  thousands  of  little  wants  in  staple 

and  utility  glassware  to  be  supplied. 


Common   tumblers  are  moving  well,  and   blown 
tumblers  and  stemware  are  showing  good  activity 


All  summer  goods  are  beginning  to  show  an  en 
couraging  movement. 

The  lamp  season  is  now  fairly  open,  and  manu- 
facturers generally  have  their  lines  out  and  are  push- 
ing energetically  in  this  branch,  both  utility  and 
decorated  goods. 

Bottles  are  moving  satisfactorily,  chimneys  re- 
main normal,  and  fruit  jars  are  reported  to  show  a 
fair  amount  of  movement  without  material  change  in 
prices.  

The  salesmen  are  all  out.  again,  and  for  the  next 
sixty  days  will  be  pushing  glassware  and  lamps 
vigorously  in  every  section  of  the  country.  Confi- 
dence in  a  large  trade  during  this  period  is  strong, 
and  is  based  on  sound  conditions

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WHILE  it  has  been  rather  quiet  in  the  District 
during  the  past  week,  and,  in  fact,  through  the 
month  of  April,  nearly  everybody  has  been  agreeably 
surprised  at  the  footing  of  both  the  sales  and  delivery 
books.

LETTER    FROM    J.     W.     FRENCH. 

J.  W.  French  has  written  as  follows  to  John  Davi- 
son, in  whose  interests  he  was  traveling  along  the 
Slope  when  the  earthquake  took  place: 

Oakland,  Cal.,  April  22,  1905. 
My  Dear  Mr.  Davison: 

The  news  about  San  Francisco  you,  of  course, 
know.  I  was  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Palace  Hotel 
and  the  earthquake  threw  all  my  samples  to  the  floor. 
Then  came  the  fearful  fire.  During  it  I  packed  up 
what  was  not  broken,  and  dragged  my  four  trunks 
down  the  stairs  Got  a  wagon  for  $20  and  hauled 
them  to  the  St.  Francis  Hotel,  which  was  fireproof 
and  out  of  the  fire  district.  Everything  looked  safe, 
and  I  went  with  Mr.  Humphreys  and  "Tom"  Ma- 
grath,  of  F.  W.  Jenkins  &  Co  ,  over  to  Oakland  to 
send  a  wire  to  you.  Then  we  could  not  get  back  to 
San  Francisco,  and  have  not  been  able  as  yet.  Found 
that  anyone  who  went  across  was  put  to  work  at  the 
point  of  a  gun.  One  man  was  shot  for  refusing  to 
work.  Shall  try  again  to-morrow  or  Tuesday,  as  we 
want  to  see  if  we  can  find  anything  of  our  belongings. 
I  suppose,  of  course,  my  baggage  is  all  gone,  includ- 
ing my  suit-case.  My  personal  loss  is  something  over 
$1,000,  and  yours  will  be  the  trunks  and  samples. 
Still,  when  one  considers  that  all  the  business  houses 
of  San  Francisco  are  gone — wiped  out  clean — it  isn't 
so  bad  for  us.  Magrath  and  I  lost  everything  except 
what  we  had  on.  It  was  impossible  to  get  my  bag- 
gage out  of  town.  One  truck  driver  made  $700  in 
one  day  carrying  stuff.  A  lot  of  it  is  at  Golden  Gate 
Park,  and  we  may  be  able  to  locate  something.  The 
fireproof  buildings  went  like  tinder. 

There  is  nothing  to  be  had  going  East  on  any 
train  They  are  all  jammed.  Berths  sold  for  two 
weeks  ahead.  People  are  sleeping  in  parks — dead 
and  dying.  As  soon  as  we  can,  we  are  going  to  Los 
Angeles,  where  I  will  get  my  mail  and  ticket  O.  K.'d, 
and  go  home.  I  wish  I  was  there  now.  If  it  had 
not  been  for  Mr.  Humphreys,  who  also  lost  all,  we 
would  be  going  without  food  or  bed.  He  was  very 
fine  to  us.  I'm  afraid  San  Francisco  is  done  for. 
The  city  is  all  gone,  and  I  wouldn't  imagine  anybody 
would  want  to  live  there  and  run  the  chance  of  an- 
tther  earthquake.  It  was  awful.  No  words  can  pic- 
oure  it  at  all 

Shall  do  the  best  I  can  and  get  home  as  soon  as 
possible.  Don't  worry.  What  cannot  be  helped 
must  be  borne.  With  kind  regards  from  Magrath,

LOST     EVERYTHING. 

Henry  Cronemeyer,  who  was  in  charge  of  Bawo 
&  Dotter's  San  Francisco  showroom  when  the  earth- 
quake occurred,  has  written  to  his  firm  concerning 
the  experiences  of  his  wife  and  himself.  They  were 
driven  out  of  tneir  notice  by  flames,  and.  lost  ey 
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thing  they  possessed,  including  all  of  their  wearing 
apparel  except  that  which  they  hurriedly  donned  in 
their  flight.  Mr.  Owens,  president  of  the  Huddle- 
ston  Co  ,  a  friend  of  Mr.  Cionemeyer's,  provided  them 
with  accommodations  at  his  home  All  of  Bawo  & 
Dotter's  samples  were  consumed,  but  their  value  is 
fully  covered  by  insurance. 

WHAT    "  TOM  "  MAGRATH    HAS    TO    SAY. 

Uader  date  of  April  22,  at  Oakland,  Cal.,  Thos. 
F.  Magrath  has  written  the  appended  letter  to  F.  W. 
Jenkins  &  Co. : 

Dear  Sirs:  I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  at  the 
present  writing  baggage  and  personal  effects  are 
destroyed,  as  far  as  I  can  learn.  Although  this  is 
not  definite,  being  unable  to  get  into  the  fcity  to  find 
out,  I  feel  absolutely  certain  everything  is  lost,  as 
seventy  five  per  cent,  of  San  Francisco  is  burned  up. 
I  got  out  of  the  city  on  Wednesday  evening,  going 
over  to  Oakland  to  wire  you,  'Frisco  being  entirely 
shut  off.  When  I  was  ready  to  go  back  the  place  was 
put  under  martial  law,  and  I  could  not  return  Be- 
fore leaving  'Frisco  I  had  my  trunks  removed  from 
the  hotel  to  a  private  residence  a  mile  and  a  half  from 
the  burning  area,  and  which  seemed  beyond  any 
possibility  of  danger  This  whole  section,  though,  I 
presume,  has  gone  with  the  rest  I  will  stay  here 
until  Monday  or  Tuesday,  when  I  will  probably  be 
able  to  get  into  the  city  and  investigate. 

The  main  shock  of  the  earthquake  was  terrific, 
and  I  thought  sure  my  judgment  day  had  come. 
Buildings  were  demolished,  stuff  tumbled  off  shelves 
and  tables,  and  goods  in  display  windows  thrown  out 
into  the  street.  Then  fires  started  at  once  in  four- 
teen different  places  and  worked  towards  each  other 
till  the  whole  business  section  was  in  flames. 

If  I  find  my  baggage  destroyed,  as  I  expect,  I  will 
leave  for  home  at  once.  Thos.  F.  Magrath. 

Evidently    "Tom's"   search   in     the    ruins   was 

fruitless,  for  he  wired  from  Los   Angeles,  under  date 

of  the  25  th: 

"  Baggage  eventually  destroyed.  Everything 
lost.     Wire  instructions  Salt  Lake." 

More  samples  have  been  sent  to  him  by  F.  W 
Jenkins  &  Co.,  with  instructions  to  buy  a  new  outfit 
for  himself  and  finish  the  trip. 

READY  for  business. 

The  Cowen-Heineberg  Co.  has  sent  out  postal 
cards  stating  that  it  is  ready  for  business  at  1837 
Webster  street,  San  Francisco,  and  also  at  the  corner 
of  Ninth  and  Washington  streets,  Oakland.  A  large 
stock  of  goods  is  already  on  the  way  to  the  com  pan}', 
and  more  has  been  telegraphed  for. 

THIS  firm  is  full  of  hope 

One  of  the  most   cheerful  letters  that  have  yet 
emanated  from  the  stricken  city  was  received  a  few 
days  ago  by  the   Cook  Pottery  Co.  from   the  Anglo 
American  Crockery  and  Glassware  Co.     The  letter,  in 
part,  follows: 

"It  is  almost  needless  to  inform  you  that  our 
store  was  entirely  destroyed  by  fire.  We  saved  our 
books  and  records.  We  beg  to  advise  you  that  we 
were  fully  insured  and  will  be  paid  in  full.  The 
spirit  of  the  pioneers  who  built  California  in  '49  is 
even  more  aggressive  now.  We  are  determined  to 
build  a  greater  San  Francisco,  and  have  already  com- 
menced to  re-establish  by  opening  an  office  in  Oak- 


land and  engaging  warerooms  till  suitable  buildings 
can  be  erected  in  San  Francisco.  We  will  continue 
in  business  and  we  will  operate  as  before  the  calam- 
ity." 

FREDERICKS    ESCAPED    THE    'QUAKE. 

N.  A.  Frederick,  of  the  East  Liverpool  Potteries 
Co.,  was  not  in  San  Francisco  when  the  earthquake 
occurred,  as  was  at  first  feared.  He  was.  instead, 
the  guest  on  that  eventful  occasion  of  Willis  Knowles 
in  Moutecito,  Cal.  He  and  Mrs.  Frederick,  who 
accompanies  him,  are  expected  home  in  a  few  days. 

DOHRMANN    CO.     RESUMES    BUSS1NESS. 

A  circular  letter  to  the  factories  has  been  sent 
out  by  M.  K.  Lindner,  manager  of  the  New  York 
office  of  the  Dohrmann  Commercial  Co.,  as  follows: 

The  Nathan-Dohrman  Co.  has  opened  temporary 
offices  at  1090  Page  street,  San  Francisco,  and  will  at 
once  resume  business.  All  business  will  be  done,  as 
heretofore,  in  the  name  of  the  Dohrmann  Commercial 
Co  ,  and,  as  in  the  past,  all  original  invoices  are  to  be 
sent  to  San  Francisco,  and  duplicates  to  the  New 
York  office.

An  illustration  of  the  cheerfulness  of  San  Fran- 
ciscans in  their  adversity  is  contained  in  the  letter  re- 
ceived at  this  office  on  Tuesday  from  the  Hollub-Ga- 
briel  Co.  In  the  upper  left  hand  corner  of  the  envel- 
ope is  written:  "From  Tremblor  City."  The  letter 
also  carries  a  facetious  reference  to  the  disaster  in  the 
form  of  a  footnote  as  follows:  "Shaken  up  and 
burnt  out,  but  still  in  the  ring. "  That's  the  kind  of 
philosophical  pluck  that  will  make  possible  the  build- 
ing of  a  new  and  greater  San  Francisco.

A  friend  of  Henry  Endemann's  who  was  in  the 
St.  Francis  Hotel  at  the  time  of  the  earthquake  tells 
the  following  story:  A  young  gentleman  who  had 
been  dining  "not  wisely,  but  too  well,"  went  to  bed 
in  the  hotel  and  slept  so  profoundly  that  he  did 
not  wake  up  until  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning-  When 
he  opened  his  eyes  he  was  astounded  at  the  debris, 
but  took  time  to  dress  himself  carefullv,  and  then 
leisurely  came  down  stairs  and  inquired  what  had 
happened. 

RUSHING    POTTERY    TO    THE    CITY. 

The  Co-Operative  Pottery  Co.,  East  Liverpool, 
shipped  two  carloads  of  ware  to  Sa'n  Francisco  several 
days  ago.  •  It  was  consigned  to  the  Schloss  Crockery 
Co.,  whose  establishment  and  entire  stock  were  de- 
stroyed by  the  recent  earthquake.  Large  banners, 
upon  which  appeared  the  following,  were  placed  both 
sides  of  the  cars:  "From  the  Co-Operative  Pottery 
Co  ,  East  Liverpool,  O.,  to  the  Schloss  Crockery  Co., 
San  Francisco,  Cal."

BEAUTIES     OF     CLOISSONNE. 


CLOISSONNE  ware  in  its  perfection  is  the  acme  of 
Japanese  constructive  art.  One  man,  famed  for 
his  skill,  for  twenty  five  years  has  devoted  all  his  time 
and  thought  to  experiments,  with  the  idea  of  adding 
to  the  beauties  of  this  marvelous  art.  Sosuke  Nami- 
kawa  is  the  man,  and  in  discussing  his  work  and  its 
perfection  he  said  recently: 

"  The  nature  of  the  difficulty  that  had  to  be  over- 
come was  thought  insuperable,  especially  on  a  (lat 
surface  of  some  extent.  How  far  that  difficulty  has 
been  removed  is  now  patent  to  everybody.  The 
prominent  characteristics  of  this  class  of  enamel  con- 
sists in  completely  discarding  the  conventional  limita- 


tions naturally  caused  by  the  use  of  the  materials,  and 
also  in  retaining  the  fullest  possible  merit  of  a  picture 
which  had  been  largely  sacrificed  hitherto  on  account 
of  the  presence  of  the  wires. 

"  The  plaques  perfected  have  passed  through  the 
ordeal  of  firing  no  fewer  than  seven  times.  The  pig- 
ments applied  have  been  carefully  piled  up  from  the 
lowest  stratum  to  the  surface,  and  each  pigment,  con- 
sisting of  several  strata,  forms  a  piece  by  itself,  as  if 
inlaid  in  its  place. 

"  This  process  represents  a  work  of  patience  sub- 
ject to  frequent  failures,  for  in  firing  a  tendency  to 
make  the  surface  uneven  always  accompanies  the 
process  When  the  necessary  thickness  of  the  enamel 
and  the  desired  effect  have  been  obtained  the  whole 
surface  is  carefully  ground  and  polished.  To  produce 
a  pictorial  effect  fully  retaining  the  delicacy  and  tone 
of  the  original  picture  against  these  drawbacks  is  an 
effort  of  no  small  amount  of  patience  and  experience."

THE     STORE'S     SPRING     CLEANING. 


THE  "  spring  cleaning  "indulged  in  by  the  average 
American  housewife  should  be  applied  to  every 
retail  store.  No  man  knows  until  he  overhauls  his 
stock  just  what  he  has  on  hand.  At  the  annual  stock- 
taking the  object  is  not  so  much  to  know  what  goods 
are  in  the  place  as  to  get  their  values.  Now  the  idea 
is  to  renovate  the  stock,  hunt  out  the  old  "shop- 
keepers "  and  bring  to  light  wares  that  have  been 
stored  away  in  cellars,  stock  rooms  and  dark  corners. 
These  should  be  dusted,  washed  and  put  on  sale  at  a 
price  which  will  make  them  go. 

It  may  be  that  some  open  stock  dinner  ware  pat- 
terns are  being  carried  for  the  benefit  of  only  two  or 
three  customers.  Notify  these  people  that  the  stock 
is  to  be  closed  out,  and  induce  them  to  take  as  much 
of  it  as  possible.  The  room  this  ware  takes  up  is 
worth  more  than  the  goods,  and  the  interest  of  the 
capital  invested  eats  up  the  profits.     Get  rid  of  it. 

There  may  be  good  patterns  of  ware  and  fancy 
goods  that  have  stayed  long  enough  for  the  gold  to 
have  become  tarnished.  After  a  good  washing  with 
soft  soap,  rub  up  the  gold  with  a  soft  cloth  and  then 
burnish  with  fine  tissue  paper, 

Pressed  glass  will  look  better  for  a  bath  in  warm 
water.  Cut  glass  should  be  thoroughly  washed,  dried 
in  pine  saw- dust  and  scrubbed  with  a  stiff  brush. 

All  of  this  can  be  done  a  little  at  a  time  by  the 
salespeople  without  interfering  with  their  regular 
duties.       If  the  business  is  large  enough   and   brisk 


enough  to  prohibit  the7employment  of  the  clerks,  en- 
gage extra  help  for  this  purpose.     It  will  pay. 

Make  a  complete  rearrangement  of  the  goods  on 
counters  and  shelves.  Sometimes  ware  which  will 
not  move"  in  one  location  will  go  briskly  in  another. 
Place  them  in  as  good  a  light  as  possible,  remember- 
ing that  dark  and  heavy  patterns  need  more  light 
than  the  brighter  ones. 

In  arranging  the  wates  see  that  one  pattern  or 
color  does  not  fight  its  neighbor.  There  are  some 
shades  of  color  which  kill  others.  Strong  contrasts 
are  all  right  provided  they  harmonize.  Bear  con- 
stantly in  mind  that  the  object  sought  is  to  present  a 
fresh,  bright  and  attractive  appearance,  and  the  re- 
sult will  astonish  you.  No  one  ever  wasted  money 
on  the  right  kind  of  cleaning  up  store  or  stock.

SELLER     OF     GOODS     IS     LIABLE. 


FREQUENT  discussions  occur  concerning  the  lia- 
bility of  a  seller  of  goods  for  a  loss  caused  by  his 
negligence  in  shipping.  The  matter  was  recently  re- 
ferred to  the  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce  for  a 
decision.  The  inquiry  and  its  answer  are  herewith 
given: 

An  order  was  sent  for  goods  with  the  following 

conditions     printed     thereon:       "Ship Express, 

freight  prepaid."  The  goods  were  lost  in  transit. 
The  invoice  was  put  in  the  package  with  the  goods, 
and  in  consequence  the  buyer  was  not  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  goods  were  shipped  until  a  statement  for 
the  amount  was  received  several  months  later,  when 
the  seller  was  immediately  notified  of  the  non-arrival 
of  the  goods.  In  the  meantime  the  express  company 
failed  Is  the  buyer  responsible  for  the  amount  of 
the  invoice  ? 

REPLY — The  seller  of  these  goods  was  bound  to 

use  reasonable  care  in  shipping  them,  and  he  is  liable 

for  the  loss  caused  by  lack  of  such  care.      The   buyer, 

in,  order  to  hold  the  seller  liable  for  the  loss,  rnust 


show  that  his  negligence  caused  it,  The  fact  that 
the  invoice  accompanied  the  goods  would  have  been 
of  no  consequence  if  notice  of  the  shipment  had  been 
sent  in  any  other  form.  It  is  customary  for  a  seller 
to  notify  the  buyer,  in  one  way  or  another,  of  any 
shipment  that  has  been  sent  to  him.  If  the  shipment 
is  lost,  such  notice  not  having  been  sent,  the  buyer 
can  recover  the  loss  of  the  seller  if  he  can  show  that 
the  goods  came  through  and  would  have  baen  deliv- 
ered to  him  if  he  had  been  notified  of  their  shipment 
and  had  called  for  them  If  the  goods  did  not  get 
through,  then,  in  order  to  recover,  the  buyer  must  be 
able  to  show  that,  if  he  had  known  of  the  shipment, 
he  could  have  caused  the  carrier  to  look  up  the  goods 
in  time  to  prevent  their  loss.  He  must  in  some  way 
show,  not  only  that  the  seller  was  negligent,  but  also 
that  the  loss  of  the  goods  is  directly  traceable  to  this 
negligence.  In  that  case  he  is  entitled  to  recover, 
but  not  in  any  other  case. 


CONTRACT     WOULDN'T     WORK. 


EMPLOYEES  and  employers  will  be  equally  inter- 
ested in  an  opinion  handed  down  recently  by  the 
Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York  State.  The  American 
Express  Co.  sought  to  avoid  the  payment  of  damages 
to  Ray  Johnston,  who  was  seriously  injured  while  m 
the  company's  employ  by  the  falling  of  an  elevator, 
on  the  ground  that  when  accepting  employment  from 
them  he  had  signed  a  contract  containing  this  para- 
graph: 

"  I  do  further  agree,  in  consideration  uf  my  em- 
ployment by  said  American  Express  Co.,  that  I  will  as- 
sume all  risks  of  accident  or  injury  which  I  shall 
meet  with  or  sustain  in  the  course  of  such  employment, 
whether  occasioned  by  the  negligence  of  said  com- 
pany or  any  of  its  members,  officers,  agents  or  em- 
ployees, or  otherwise;  and  that  in  case  I  shall  at  any 
time  suffer  any  such  injury  I  will  at  once  execute  and 
deliver  to  said  company  a  good  and  suffici  nt  release 
of  all  claims,  demands  and  causes  of  action  arising 
out  of  said  injury." 

This  contract  the  court  decides  is  void  and  against 
public  policy. 


SILVERSMITHS     CO.     WITH     $7,000,000 
CAPITAL. 


STOCKHOLDERS  of  the  Gorham  Mfg.  Co.  voted 
^J  at  a  special  meeting  in  Providence,  R  I  ,  last 
Tuesday  to  take  action  tending  toward  the  consolida- 
tion of  some  of  the  largest  silverware  producing  con- 
cerns in  the  country.  The  Gorham  Co  ,  as  owner  of 
the  Silversmiths  Co.  of  New  York,  comprising  the 
Spaulding,  Whiting  and  Durgin  companies,  voted  to 
increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  Silversmiths  Co.  to 
$7,000,000,  the  latter  to  be  the  holding  concern.  Of 
this  stock  $1,750,000  is  to  be  distributed  among  the 
Gorham  stockholders,  common  and  preferred  being 
alike  favored,  they  being  privileged  to  suscribe  at  par 
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in  cash  in  proportion  to  their  holdings  of  the  Gorham 
Co.  stock  at  the  ratio  of  7  to  20.  The  remainder  the 
holders  of  the  common  stock  of  the  Gorham  Co.  can 
subcribe  for  at  the  ratio  of  210  Silversmiths  to  100 
Gorhams.  The  stock  of  the  Gorham  .Co.  remains 
unchanged,  $2,000,000  preferred  and  $3,006,000  com- 
mon. 

The  action  of  the  directors  was  opposed  by  the 
interests  of  former  Vice-President  George  M.  Robin- 
son, who  was  represented  at  the  meeting  by  Walter 
B.  Vincent,  a  Providence  attorney.  Mr.  Vincent 
voted  on  Mr.  Robinson's  proxies  and  served  notice  of 
protest  against  the  action  taken,  stating  that  if  any- 
thing were  done  by  the  officers  of  the  company  each 
director  would  be  held  personally  responsible.

China  Co. 's  big  plant  at  Newell  is  progressing  rapidly. 
The  walls  are  practically  finished;  the  thirty  kilns  are 
completed.

The  magnitude  and  com- 
pleteness of  the  plant  may  be  inferred  from  its  sam- 
ple room.  This  is  to  be  two  hundred  feet  in  length, 
and  will  be  fitted  up  like  an  art  palace.

Some 
of  the  manufacturers  wanted  no  compulsory  vaca- 
tion, others  advocated  a  week  and  two  weeks,  while 
the  workers  wanted  four.  The  matter  was  settled  by 
making  the  compulsory  close  two  weeks,  beginning 
Monday,  July  2.  This  leaves  it  optional  with  manu- 
facturers to  commence  the  next  fire  Monday,  July  16, 
if  their  operatives  are  willing  and  ready  to  begin  at 
that  time.  The  condition  of  the  market  and  stocks 
will,  of  course,  govern  decisions  at  the  various  fac- 
tories. A  few  may  start  at  that  time,  but  the  proba- 
bilities are  that  the  majority  will  hardly  open  next 
fire  before  August  or  the  last  week  in  July.

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AN     OLD     TRICK     REVIVED. 


A  PROMINENT  importer  in  the  District  has  just 
received  a  long  letter  from  Barcelona,  Spain,  in 
which  the  writer,  after  claiming  relationship  with  the 
importer,  tells  an  interesting  story  of  his  life.  He 
was  in  the  Spanish  army,  but  at  the  time  of  the  Cuban 
insurrection  deserted  and  joined  the  rebel  forces, 
sending  his  family  to  England.  After  the  war  he 
went  to  England  himself,  eventually  returning  to 
Spain.  His  fortune,  consisting  of  ,£37,000  in  the 
form  of  a  certificate  of  deposit  on  a  London  bank,  he 
carried  secreted  in  a  portmanteau.  On  reaching 
Spain  he  was  arrested  as  a  deserter  and  imprisoned, 
his  baggage  being  taken  from  him  and  stored  in  the 
castle.  He  appeals  to  the  importer  on  account  of  the 
family  connection  to  take  charge  of  his  daughter,  ask- 
ing that  sufficient  money  be  sent  to  Spain  to  secure 
the  passage  of  the  girl  to  America  and  provide  for 
reclaiming  the  portmanteau  in  which  the  .£37,000  is 
secreted.  In  return,  he  promises  to  pay  back  any 
sum  advanced,  together  with  one-iourth  of  his  money 
to  the  importer  for  his  kindness.  Instructions  are 
given  how  to  cable,  that  the  prisoner  may  receive  the 
message. 

It   chances    that  this   same   importer   some    two 
years  ago  received  an  almost  identical  letter  from  an 
other  party  telling  the  same  old  story  and  offering  the 
same  inducement.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


Business  is  dull.        The  little  spurt  of 
New  York,     last   week    seems   to    have   died    out. 

But  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the 
lull  is  only  temporary.  The  Pacific  Coast  will  soon 
require  large  quantities  of  goods,  and  must  of  neces- 
sity turn  to  New  York  and  the  manufacturing  points 
East.  It  is  estimated  that  $2,500,000  worth  of 
crockery,  glass  and  lamps  was  absolutely  destroyed. 
These  must  be  replaced,  and  the  energetic  San  Fran- 
cisco merchant  is  already  making  arrangements  to 
supply  them.  Another  demand  will  come  from  the 
coal  districts.  The  settlement  of  the  difficulty  with 
the  miners  will  remove  all  doubts  on  the  part  of  dealers 
there,  and  those  who  waited  to  see  the  outcome 
of  the  negotiations  will  now  send  in  their  requi- 
sitions. The  exodus  from  city  to  country  will  begin 
soon,  and  from  all  indications  the  flitting  will  be  the 
greatest  ever  known.  While  this  affects  the  metro- 
politan dealer,  the  country  crockery  man  gets  the 
benefit.  So,  although  there  is  dullness  for  the 
moment,  the  prospects  are  all  right  for  a  good  sum- 
mer business.  

Nothing  new  can  be  said  regarding  foreign  goods, 
the  import  season  being  practically  over.  The  stock 
business  is  normal  for  the  period. 


The  activity  in  domestic  crockery  noted  last  week 
has  quieted  down  again. 


larly  hotel  and  bar  goods.  There  is  no  question  but 
that  the  demand  is  greater  than  it  was  last  year  at 
this  time. 

The  lamp  business  is  moving  along  on  a  fairly 
good  basis— nothing  like  a  boom,  but  still  a  good 
business  doing. 

Dolls  and  toys  continue  to  be  in  active  request, 
and  dealers  in  these  articles  have  about  all  they  can 
attend  to. 

Housefurnishings  are  in  good  demand,  particu- 
larly enameled  wares,  manufacturers  being  behind  in 
their  orders  The  usual  complaint  of  slow  deliveries 
is  heard,  but  dealers  are  becoming  accustomed  to  this 
condition  and  wait  with  what  patience  they  can. 


Matters  in  glassware  are   a  little  better,  particu- 


Retail  trade  in  the  city  is  slow,  but  perhaps  no 
more  so  than  at  this  season  in  previous  years.  The 
custom  of  migrating  to  cooler  places  is  growing,  and 
with  the  necessary  consequences.  Better  reports 
come  trom  interior  points,  where  the  dealers  are 
apparently  satisfied  with  the  amount  of  business. 

While  the  demand  at  present  is  not  par- 
Trenton,     ticularly  brisk,    there   is   no   reason  for 

complaint.  If  anything,  the  trade  is 
more  active  than  at  this  time  last  year.  Specialties, 
of  which  an  uncommonly  large  number  have  been 
produced   here  this   season,  are   moving   with   more 
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spirit  than  in  any  previous  year.  But  staples,  while 
enjoying  a  pretty  good  patronage,  are  not  establishing 
any  new  sales  records. 

Nearly  all  of  the  road  salesmen  are  still  out  in 
quest  of  late  business  and  re  orders  Returns  from 
them  have  been  entirely  satisfactory  in  view  of  the 
advancement  of  the  season.

A,  continuance    of    the    increasing 
activity    was    noted    the  past  week, 
and    confidence    that    this    month's 
trade   will  be    a    gratifying    one    is 
very  strong.

Manufacturers  report  good  orders  on  soda  tum- 
blers and  all  glassware  pertaining  to  summer  drinks 
generally. 

Lamps  continue  to -show  increased  demand  and 
have  excellent  prospects  for  a  prosperous  season. 
The  movement  is  better  from  day  to  day. 


In   the    bottle    trade   a  fairly  good  movement  is- 
now  reported  all  along  the  line. 


Better  activity   is   noted  in  tableware,  especially 
in  sets  and  pieces. 

Current  trade  among  the  potter- 
East  Liverpool      ies  continued  quiet  the  past  week. 
and  Vicinity.         The  traveling  men  of  the  major- 
ity of  the  plants  are  reported  to  be 
doing   a  rather   moderate  business      Generally  they 
claim   that   prospects  are  good,  and   that  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  full   spring  trade  will  not  round  up  to 
a  very  satisfactory   volume.     Trade  is  a  little  late  in 
large    sections  of    the    country,  and  greater   activity 
later  in  this  month  seems  now  assured.     Crop  condi- 
tions,   under   the   gradual    spring   opening,  are    very 
promising — brighter  on  account  of  the  gradual  change 
in  the  temperature  preventing  too  rapid  development. 


While  current  demands  are  not  keeping  the  cap- 
acities of  the  majority  of  the  potteries  fully  employed, 
there  are  a  number  that  have  on  their  files  large  un- 
finished orders  that  are  crowding  deliveries.  The 
majority  of  the  potteries  have  light  stocks.  Some 
have  smaller  stocks  than  they  have  had  for  years — 
the  bins  being  pract'cally  empty,  or  containing  only 
limited  amounts.  In  filling  large  orders  they  have 
encroached  on  their  usual  stocks  and  have  as  yet 
been  unable  to  replace  them. 


An  occasional  large  order  is  being  placed  for  the 
year.     One  is   reported  to  have  been  given  to  a  pot- 


tery here  the  past  week  for  ,$150,000  worth  of  goods 
to  be  delivered  during  1906.  Buying  for  the  jobbing 
and  wholesale  trade  for  this  spring,  however,  is  now 
nearly  over,  and  potteries  catering  to  this  trade  are 
finding  it  slowing  up  rapidly.  Only  supplementary 
demands  will  be  in  evidence  till  July.

ORIGIN     OF     THE     NAHE     "PORCELAIN". 


NUMEROUS  and  varied  are  the  explanations  volun- 
teered for  the  origin  of  the  word  "porcelain." 
Here's  one  from  the  Brooklyn  Eagle:  "In  the  natural 
progress  of  nations  and  the  development  of  trade, 
porcelain  was  brought  from  China  to  Europe,  and 
various  legends  were  current  as  to  its  origin.  Magic 
properties  were  attributed  to  it,  as,  for  instance,  that 
a  porcelain  cup  would  immediately  burst  if  poison  were 
poured  into  it.  It  was  said  to  be  composed  of  plaster, 
eggs,  the  shells  of  'marine  locusts'  and  the  like,  and 
this  suggests  the  origin  of  the  word  porcelain.  The 
Portuguese  word  porcella  means  'little  pig,'  and  a 
certain  shell,  being  shaped  like  a  hog's  back,  was 
named  porcelana.  This  shell  was  used  to  some  extent 
in  the  arts  by  being  carved  into  cameos  and  personal 
ornaments.  These  became  porcelana  wares,  and 
when  the  new  production  became  known  its  likeness 
to  the  shell  work  was  recognized.  The  new  material 
thus  acquired  the  French  name  porcelaine,  or,  in 
English,  porcelain."

THE     COVER     OF     A     CASSEROLE. 


A  DINNER  set  conspicuously  positioned  in  the 
crockery  department  of  a  prominent  Sixth 
avenue  store  furnishes  one  of  the  strongest  object 
lessons  of  domestic  pottery's  prostitution  in  this  mar- 
ket that  has  yet  reached  our  attention.  The  set  is 
composed  of  "  thirds  "  that  have  been  rescued  from 
the  junk-heap  and  bedecked  in  a  mockery  of  beauty 
through  the  medium  of  decalcomanie  sheets  that  were 
previously  discarded  by  some  pottery  or  other.  In 
making  up  this  particular  set  the  discovery  was  made 
that  one  of  the  casseroles  was  short  a  cover.  An 
ordinary  dealer  in  crockery  would  have  been  seriously 
bothered  by  the  absence  of  this,  very  important  ad- 
junct. Not  so  the  present-day  redeemer  of  "  thirds." 
He  is  a  man  of  expedients.  Therefore,  upon  observ- 
ing the  coverless  casserole,  he  very  promptly  dug  up 
a  chamber  cover  and  jammed  it  into  the  receptacle 
for  soups.  It  fits  fairly  well,  and  by  reason  of  a  very 
slight  similarity  in  contour  to  the  proper  cover  might 
escape  the  notice  of  the  ignorant  buyer. 

This  case  is  cited  principally  for  the  purpose  of 
illustrating  to  what  great  degree  the  standard  of  pot- 
tery merchandising  in  New  York  and  immediate 
vicinity  has  been  permitted  to  degenerate.  Hereto- 
fore we  have  confined  our  criticism  of  American 
potters  on  the  "thirds"  question  largely  to  the  fact 
that  the  unrestricted  shipment  of  such  plunder  to  this 
market  has  had  the  effect  of  thoroughly  demoralizing 
prices  on  the  genuine  goods.       Occasionally,  too,  we 


have  directed  attention  to  the  danger  of  an  erroneous 
and  undesirable  impression  being  obtained  by  shop- 
pers that  such  imperfect  stuff  is  representative  of  the 
domestic  potters'  best  efforts.  That  the  parties  to 
whom  the  "  thirds  "  are  sold  for  marketing  purposes 
are  not  at  all  solicitous  about  this  loss  of  prestige  by 
the  producing  firms  is  demonstrated  in  a  small  but 
emphatic  way  by  the  casserole-cover  incident. 

Is  it  any  wonder,  when  one  reflects  upon  this 
matter,  that  the  American  manufacturers  find  evi- 
dences of  prejudice  against  goods  made  on  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic  ?  What  else  could  possibly  be  ex- 
pected ?  The  claim  is  made  by  many  manufacturers 
in  defense  of  their  wholesale  unloading  of  "thirds'' 
in  this  market  that  there  is  proportionately  little  de- 
mand here  for  their  better  wares.  There's  nothing  at 
all  surprising  about  that.  If  the  buying  public  is  to 
be  confronfed  on  every  hand  by  such  disgraceful  spe- 
cimens as  are  now  so  boldly  displayed  in  the  various 
retail  stores  it  is  only  reasonable  to  assume  that  they 
must  form  a  mistaken  and  uncomplimentary  opinion 
of  the  possibilities  of  the  American  potters 

This  disregard  of  their  reputations  as  makers  of 
pottery  is  not  confined  to  the  gentlemen  who  devote 
their  attention  to  the  production  of  dinner  and  toilet 
ware.  The  manufacturers  of  art  pottery  have  also 
acquired  the  habit.  They  have  been  dumping  their 
poor  results  here  in  especially  large  quantities  during 
the  past  year.  Yet  on  top  of  all  this  they  marvel  that 
their  representatives  in  this  territory  are  unable  to 
make,  larger  and  more  frequent  sales  of  the  perfect 
wares.  For  their  benefit  we  would  suggest  a  prom- 
enade through  certain  New  York  and  Brooklyn  stores. 
Such  an  experience  would  probably  prove  instructive, 
and  might  possibly  induce  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
— which  latter,  we  would  respectfully  suggest,  is  the 
diversion  of  their  ceramic  abortions  to  some  less 
prominent  channel  than  New  York.

STRIKE     QUICKLY     SETTLED. 


PARENTS  of  boys  engaged  in  the  glassmaking  in- 
dustry at  Homestead,  Pa  ,  seem  to  have  no  sym- 
pathy with  strikes.  About  twenty  of  their  offspring 
employed  by  the  Bryce-Higbee  Co.  desired  to  take  in 
a  circus  recently,  and  so  notified  the  boss.  The  latter 
refused  their  request  and  the  youngsters  determined 
to  strike.  They  walked  out  in  a  body  the  day  before 
the  circus,  and  a  few  hours  later  their  parents  got  to- 
gether. It  was  determined  to  try  persuasion  and 
reprimands  on  the  boys ;  but  this  course  didn't  work  in 
all  cases  Then  slippers  were  applied  with  vigor  to 
the  southern  extremity  of  the  boys'  trousers.  Next 
morning  the  strikers  returned  to  duty. 


THE     ELECTRIC     FUSION     OF     GLASS 


AN  exhaustive  study  has  been  made  by  M  Bronn, 
of  Paris,  of  the  numerous  types  of  electric 
furnaces  constructed  for  the  production  of  glass,  and 
his  conclusions  have  recently  been  published  in  the 
-Bulletin  de  la  Socicte  d' Encouragement,  from  which  the 
following  is  culled : 

Most  of  these  furnaces  are  of  the  arc  type,  which 
it  is  pointed  out  have  the  disadvantage  that  there  is 
considerable  loss  by  radiation;  in  addition  to  this, 
when  carbon  electrodes  are  used  these  latter  throw 
off  carbon  dust.  This  latter  becomes  mixed  with  the 
glass,  more  or  less,  as  its  quantity  increases  with  the 
length  of  the  arc.  Endeavors  have  been  made  to 
conquer  this  drawback  by  adding  oxidizing  materials 
to  the  raw  ingredients,  but  so  far  with  no  great  meed 
of  success.  Experiments  have  been  carried  out  with 
metallic  electrodes,  but  it  was  'found  that  brass 
melted,  while  iron  became  magnetized  and  was  drawn 
into  contact.  In  some  systems  the  are  is  produced 
above  the  glass,  an  electro-magnet  being  used  to  de- 
flect it  against  the  material.  In  this  way  certain  ad- 
vantages are  secured,  but  the  pointed  form  of  arc 
raises  the  glass  to  a  high  local  temperature,  and  fre- 
quently burns  through  the  sides  of  the  container. 
Tests  made  with  furnaces  with  this  kind  of  arc  show 
that  from  4  to  6  kilowatt-hours  are  required  to  pro- 
duce 1  kilogramme  (2  pounds  3^  ounces)  of  molten 
glass.  The  glass  was  found  to  contain  much  more 
silicum  than  the  ordinary  mixtures,  so  that  this 
electric  furnace  should  be  useful  if  glasses  of  this 
kind  are  desired;  it  would  be  too  expensive  for  ordin- 
ary purposes,  however.  Another  furnace,  which  has 
some  advantage  over  the  arc  type,  is  that  in  which 
powdered  carbon  or  ciyptol  is  ueed  as  the  heating 
material.  In  these  the  ingredients  to  be  used  are 
placed  in   a  container,  which  is   then   surrounded  by 


the  resistance  material,  thus  insuring  an  efficient 
heat  insulation,  while  at  the  same  time  considerably 
reducing  the  radiation  losses.  The  resistance  mate- 
rial should  not  be  packed  in  tightly;  the  grains  should 
also  be  of  uniform  size,  and  evenly  distributed  round 
the  crucible.  If  required,  the  furnace  may  be  ar- 
ranged in  such  wise  as  to  produce  a  higher  tempera- 
ture at  one  part  than  at  another  One  difficulty  with 
this  type  of  furnace  lies  in  the  high  current  intensely 
employed,  but  this  can  now  be  regulated,  thanks  to 
the  invention  of  a  suitable  regulating  rheostat  con- 
sisting of  an  insulated  cylinder  filled  with  the  pow- 
dered material.  A  block  of  carbon  at  the  bottom 
forms  one  electrode,  while  the  second  consists  of  a 
rod  of  carbon,  which  is  pushed  down  among  the  loose 
material.  The  conducting  mass  may  be  distributed 
around  the  crucible  in  several  ways;  in  some  methods, 
for  instance,  triangular  strips  of  carbon  are  placed  in 
contact  with  the  crucible  with  a  view  to  concentrating 
the  current  at  certain  points  In  this  way  the  glass 
may  be  fused  at  low  temperatures  as  compared  with 
the  temperature  of  the  arc.  The  furnaces  may  also 
be  regulated  to  give  any  temperature  up  to  1,600  to 
1,700  deg  C,  with  a  precision  of  from  10  to  15  per 
cent.  The  potential  employed  in  connection  with 
these  experiments  was  about  100  volts.

them  to  go  there  and  commence  work.  It  is  said  that 
quite  a  number  declined  to  go,  and  their  benefits  were 
stopped.  They  considered  themselves  thereupon 
shabbily  treated,  and  joined  those  working  in  open 
shops. 

At  the  United  States  .Glass  Co.  an  increased 
movement  is  noted  in  their  large  soda  fountain  line — 
which  covers  eveiything  in  glassware  pertaining  to 
the  soft  drink  business.  Confectioners'  supplies  are 
also  displaying  a  brisker  movement,  and  all  summer 
glassware  is  beginning  to  stir  more  actively.  Their 
immense  manufacturing  facilities  in  all  lines  of  glass- 
ware and  their  high  reputation  in  the  market  make 
the  United  States  a  sort  of  barometer  in  the  trade  in- 
dicating the  trend  of  business  activity.  Their  lamp 
line,  the  largest,  most  varied  and  attract;ve  in  the 
utility  class,  is  now  showing  a  good  deal  of  activity, 
with  the  prospect  of  their  placing  the  largest  output 
in  their  history.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


There  is  little  or  no  change  in  condi- 
New  York,     tions    since    our    last    report,    business 

having  quieted  down  all  over  the 
country.  Even  those  places  where  a  week  or  two  ago 
good  accounts  came  from  are  showing  less  activity.  In 
and  around  New  York  there  is  hardly  anything  doing. 
The  city  warerooms  are  deserted.  Returns  from  the 
men  on  the  road  are  only  fairly  good,  though  an 
occasional  order  of  some  magnitude  keeps  hope  alive. 
Why  this  sudden  cessation  of  trade  should  occur  is 
incomprehensible.  Everything  favors  good  business. 
The  crops  are  excellent,  labor  troubles  are  settled, 
and  even  the  bugbear  of  fruit-ruining  frosts  is  this 
year  conspicuous  by  its  absence.  (General  trade  in 
other  lines  seems  to  be  all  right  and  no  complaints  are 
heard.  On  the  contrary,  the  metal  markets  are  active, 
wearing  apparels  are  in  brisk  demand,  foodstuffs 
are  moving  freely,  and  prices  rule  high  in  every- 
thing. Such  periods  of  quiet  in  the  crockery  and 
glass  trades,  however,  are  not  uncommon.  It  seems 
to  be  characteristic  of  the  business  to  go  by  fits  and 
starts,  even  in  the  busiest  times.  It  is  a  familiar  fact 
that  there  are  days  or  parts  of  days  right  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  import  season  when  buying  will  almost 
cease  and  then  begin  again  with  a  rush.  So,  too,  one 
branch  of  the  business  will  be  excellent  while  others 
are  quiet,  and  the  next  day  or  the  next  week  condi- 
tions will  be  exactly  reversed.  At  the  present  time 
there  is  a  decided  lull  in  everything.  Business  may 
start  up  in  a  day  or  two,  or  it  may  be   longer,  but  it 


is  as  sure  as  fate  that  lively  times  will  come  again. 
The  one  redeeming  feature  of  the  present  situation 
is  the  growing  demand  from  the  Pacific  Coast.  For  a 
little  while  the  call  will  be  for  the  cheaper  grade  of 
wares,  as  the  people  affected  by  the  earthquake  and 
fire  are  not  in  a  position  to  buy  luxuries,  but  as  San 
Francisco  recovers  there  will  be  a  demand  for  higher 
cost  goods. 

The  import  season  for  German  wares  is  over. 
The  demand  for  goods  from  stock  has  been  quiet  this 
week,  but  for  the  season  sales  are  in  excess  of  last 
year. 

French  and  English  goods  are  moving  very 
slowly,  with  no  immediate  pressing  demands. 


American  crockery  is  dull,  although  the  reports 
from  the  factories  are  to  the  effect  that  some  good 
orders  for  future  delivery  have  been  made. 


Glass  moves  sluggishly.  The  principal  demand 
comes  from  summer  resorts,  and  the  cool  weather 
retards  even  these. 

While  there  is  some  movement  in  lamps,  there  is 
no  rush,  and  buyers  seem  in  no  haste  to  come  to 
market. 

The  housefurnishings  trade  is  active,  but  more  on 
orders  that  have  already  been  placed  than  for  present 
selling.       For  the  week  things  have  not  been  brisk. 
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Perhaps  the  jump  in  prices  on  raw^metals  may  have 
had  a  depressing  effect,  for  both  copper  and  tin 
made  records  this  week.  There  is  a  belief,  however, 
that  these  exorbitant  prices  are  forced,  and  will  not 
be  maintained. 

Retail  trade  in  New  York  has  been  very  quiet — 
depressingly  so  in  most  instances — although  one  or 
two  of  the  larger  dealers  report  a  fair  business.  Re- 
ports from  interior  cities  and  towns  are  also  to  the 
same  effect.  A  curious  fact  is  noted  with  reference 
to  local  trade.  Out  of  ten  Mondays  only  ofte  has  been 
clear  and  pleasant.  As  the  stores  do  their  large  ad- 
vertising on  Sunday,  and  expect  to  reap  the  reward  on 
Monday,  it  is  easy  to  see  what  an  effect  a  rainy  day 
will  have. 

Local  manufacturers  are  beginning  to 
Trenton,  direct  their  attention  to  preparations  for 
the  fall  trade.  In  fact,  salesmen  in  the 
Southern  market  are  booked  to  open  tours  for  fall 
orders  within  a  week  or  ten  days.  The  Eastern  and 
Western  travelers,  though,  will  not  set  forth  until 
early  in  July.  Between  now  and  that  date  there  will 
be  little  or  no  effort  on  the  part  of  the  road  salesmen 
to  round  up  business  It  is  recognized  by  the  potters 
that  the  wants  of  the  trade  for  this  spring  have  been 
pretty  fully  satisfied.  Aggregately,  the  orders  re- 
ceived here  since  January  i  have  been  of  a  more 
satisfactory  character  than  last  year.  They  have 
been  somewhat  more  numerous  and  of  larger  propor- 
tions. The  improvement  has  not  been  very  decided, 
it  is  true,  but  the  mere  fact  that  it  has  been  an  im- 
provement is  provocative  of  pretty  general  gratifica- 
tion. Prices  have  shown  little  change  from  those  in 
1905,  but  whatever  difference  existed  was  for  the 
better. 

*** 

The  trade  situation  remains  practi- 
Pittsburgh        cally  unchanged   in  the  glassware 
and  Vicinity,      industry.       The  past   week  was   a 
little   unfavorable   for   some   lines 
and  branches,  owing  to  unseasonable  weather.    How- 
ever, the  return  to  genuine  spring   temperature  will 
bring  a  restoration   of  the  increasing  orders  for  sum- 
mer goods.    Last  week  merely  checked  activity  a  little 
in  this  branch,  leaving  the  demands  to  come  with  in- 
creased strength  owing  to   the  deferred  movement. 
Strong  hopes  are  now  entertained  for  a  continuous, 
active  market  which  will  remain  till   the  close  of  this 
fire. 

The  situation  in  California  is  receiving  increased 
attention  among  the  leading  glassware  manufacturers. 
Three  or  four  are  said  to  have  decided  upon  trips  to 
the  Coast — two  are  reported  to  have  already  gone — to 
thoroughly  investigate  the  situation  and  accurately 
gauge  the  kind  and  volume  of  glassware  demanded, 
so  as  to  be  able  to  direct  their  manufactures  accord- 
inglv.  

The  traveling  salesmen  are   all  now  out  on  their

Several  decalcomanie  men  came  in  the  past  week 
to  look  over  the  business  situation  with  reference  to 
early  orders  for  fall.  They  say  little  present  business 
is  doing  in  decalcomanies,  but  that  prospects  for  a 
good  fall  trade  to  open  next  month  are  bright. 


The  glassware  factories  in  this  district 
Wheeling      are  fully  maintaining  their  position  in 
and  Vicinity,  the  industry.       Prospects  for  the  re- 
mainder   of   this    fire   are   good,    and 
business  is  moving  along  satisfactorily  for  the  season. 


The  potteries  are  operating  regularly  with  com- 
fortable order  files.

WITH  the  idea  of  operating  a  pottery  in  Denver, 
Col.,  the  Both  well  Marbleizing  Co.  has  been  in- 
corporated with  $1,000,000  capital.  The  company 
consists  of  Jos.  J.  Clark,  Daniel  B.  Corey,  Chas.  Fran- 
zeen  andj.  W.  Both  well.  The  product  of  the  factory  is 
intended  to  imitate  as  closely  as  possible  the  pottery 
found  in  the  excavations  of  Egypt  and  the  ruins  of 
Pompeii. 


WORKING     FOR     THE     COflMON     GOOD. 


THE  eleventh  annual  convention  of  the  National 
Association  of  Manufacturers  was  held  in  this 
city  this  week.  This  association  contains  in  its  mem- 
bership three  thousand  of  the  leading  plants  in  the 
different  manufacturing  lines  of  the  country.  While 
the  scope  of  the  association's  endeavors  is  large,  cov 
ering  very  many  important  subjects,  there  are  two 
that  are  of  much  interest  to  the  crockery  and  glass 
men — the  equalization  of  freight  rates  and  the  exten- 
sion of  the  "open  shop."  The  committees  laboring 
on  these  two  lines  have  done  good  work. 
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IT  is  very  quiet  in  and  around  the  District.  An  oc- 
casional visitor  is  seen  in  the  warerooms,  but 
there  is  no  animation  anywhere.  Still,  while  it  seems 
duller  than  usual,  probably  conditions  are  the  same 
as  they  always  are  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

In  German  china  cracker  jars  Bawo  &  Dotter 
show  several  alluring  decorations.  One  of  the  most 
effective  consists  of  a  solid  wide  band  of  coin  gold 
superimposed  by  perfectly-executed  roses.  The  col- 
oring of  the  roses  and  the  method  of  applying  them 
to  the  gold  band  exploit  three  distinct  ideas. 

E.  H.  Mays,  New  York  representative  of  the 
Consolidated  Lamp  and  Glass  Co.,  has  worked  won- 
ders with  his  new  wareroom  at  19  Murray  street.  A 
week  ago  it  was  chaos,  and  now  it  is  in  complete 
order,  with  all  the  new  goods  well  displayed.  With 
his  usual  taste  Mr  Mays  has  arranged  things  very 
handsomely,  and  the  new  place  looks  very  nice  in- 
deed. He  is  ready  for  business  and  will  be  glad  to 
see  his  friends  and  the  trade  generally. 


W.  R.  Demorest,  48  Murray  street,  has  been  en- 
gaged as  the  local  representative  of  the  Croxall  Chem- 
ical and  Supply  Co.,  East  Liverpool. 

A  few  days  after  the  San  Francisco  disaster  the 
Lalance  &  Grosjean  Mfg.  Co.,  realizing  the  necessity 
there  for  standard  and  staple  articles  of  household 
ware  at  once,  loaded  a  car  with  enameled  cooking, 
kitchen  and  sanitary  utensils  at  its  factory  in  Wood- 
haven,  L.  I.,  and  consigned  it,  with  the  company's 
compliments,  to  Mayor  Schmitz  of  San  Francisco, 
with  a  brief  note  enclosing  a  memorandum  invoice 
and  bill  of  lading,  together  with  a  note  of  sympathy 
for  the  stricken  people  of  that  city. 

An  extensive  assortment  of  banquet,  hall  and  gas 
globes  from   Jas.  J.  Murray  &  Co.'s  factory  is  shown 


by  Paul  Joseph  at  55  Park  Place.  There  is  a  wide 
variety  of  shapes  and  a  similar  diversity  in  designs. 
In  addition  to  crystal  and  crystal  etched,  the  pieces 
are  clothed  in  amber,  blue,  opalescent,  green,  ruby 
and  other  tones.

The  Oneida  Community  call  atttention  to  their 
silver-plated  ware  on  our  first  page  this  week.  The 
reputation  of  the  Oneida  people  is  beyond  cavil. 
Whatever  they  do  is  well  done,  and  they  present  an 
array  of  flat  goods  in  which  the  designs  are  as  pretty 
as  anything  in  the  market,  while  the  quality  is  par 
excellence,  being  rated  better  than  any  triple-plated 
ware.  While  they  do  not  claim  for  their  product  a 
weight  of  more  than  seven  ounces  to  the  dozen,  an 
assay  shows  that  it  averages  7  8-10.  They  aim  to 
make  standard  goods,  so  that  buyers  may  always  feel 
assured  of  getting  the  same  quality.  They  believe 
in  reputation,  and  having  established  themselves 
propose  to  maintain  the  standard  they  have  reached.

Many  additions  have  been  made  during  the  past 
few  days  to  the  J.  B.  Owens  Pottery  Co.'s  "Roman- 
esque'' sylvan  matt  green  vases.  The  forms,  as  the 
name  suggests,  are  of  a  Roman  style,  embodying 
massiveness  of  outlines  with  artistic  proportions. 
The  green  which  clothes  the  ware  in  a  rich  matt  glaze 
is  the  closest  approach  to  nature  in  coloring  that  the 
Owens  concern  has  yet  reached.  There  is  more  than 
ordinary  merit,  too,  in  the  texture  of  the  goods.  The 
sizes  run  from  three  to  sixteen  inches. 

Mosaic  lamps  are  imitated  with  wonderful  fideli- 
ty by  the  Pittsburgh  Lamp,  Brass  and  Glass  Co.  The 
varying  sizes  and  forms  of  the  small  mosaic  pieces 
are  reproduced  with  especial  cleverness  on  an  ivory 
body,  which  is  marked  off  in  mosaic-like  blocks  by 
black  paint.  Around  the  most  flared  portion  of  the 
shade  and  cylinder  runs  a  Grecian  border  design  in 
deep,  rich  red.  The  effect  is  exceedingly  pleasing. 
The  same  style  of  ornamentation  with  a  light  red 
substituting    the    ivory    appears    on    another   lamp. 
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Several  other  creations  of  the  mosaic  character  are 
included  in  this  line,  differing-  from  those  described 
in  colorings  and  designs.  All  of  the  lamps  in  this 
mosaic  collection  rest  on  an  embossed  dull  copper 
base  that  is  new  in  form  and  finish.  Beaded  fringes 
of  various  tones  are  also  attached  to  the  shades. 

The  Plume  &  Atwood  Mfg.  Co.  have  sent  to  their 
New  York  office  the  new  line  of  oil  lamps  and  gas 
and  electric  portables.  They  have  about. fifty  new 
designs  in  lamps  and  a  large  assortment  of  both  the 
electric  and  gas  goods.  Old  English  finish  predomin- 
ates in  all  the  lines,  with  Pompeiian  and  a  few  colored 
finishes.  The  colors  are  darker  and  stronger  than 
those  formerly  employed.  These  goods  are  all  in 
medium  and  low  prices.  Much  taste  is  shown  in  the 
matter  of  form,  and  the  workmanship  is  excellent. 
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Turkish  ideas  of  art  have  been  adhered  to  very 
closely  in  the  fashioning  of  a  brass  portable  in  the 
Salo  Art  Metal  Co.  's  collection.  The  portable  has 
the  appearance  of  being  unusually  massive,  but  this 
does  not  detract  form  its  gracefulness.  From  the 
main  section  of  the  portable  project  two  inverted 
electric  lights  which  are  shielded  by  brass  shades  of 
an  oriental  character  and  inlaid  with  colored  jewels 
that  increase  the  beauty  of  the  lamp  very  materially.

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ANOTHER    OLD=TIMER     PASSES     AWAY. 


THE  death  of  William  Cartwright  last  Friday  night 
removes  the  oldest  pottery  manufacturer  and 
one  of  the  most  highly  respected  citizens  of  East 
Liverpool.  He  had  been  ill  for  several  years,  paying 
little  or  no  attention  to  business,  although  he  was 
not  confined  to  his  house.  His  disease  was  an  affec- 
tion of  the  liver,  supposed  to  have  arisen  from  ma- 
laria contracted  while  a  soldier  in  the  143d  Ohio  Vol- 
unteers during  the  war  of  the  Rebellion. 

He  was  seventy-one  years  old  and  was  born  in 
Burslem,  England.  He  came  to  the  United  States  with 
his  parents  when  ten  years  of  age,  but  returned  to 
England  after  a  short  sojourn,  remaining  till  he  was

eighteen,  when  he  again  came  to  this  country  to  re- 
main permanently. 

Mr.  Cartwright  first  engaged  in  pottery  manu- 
facture with  Holland  Manley.  When  the  latter 
retired,  after  some  years,  he  continued  the  business 
alone,  taking  in  later  his  brother,  and  finally  his  sons. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  president  of  the  Cart- 
wright  Bros.  Co.,  a  director  in  the  Potters'  National 
Bank,  and  treasurer  of  the  Potters'  Mining  and  Mill- 
ing Co.  Five  children  survive  him — three  sons  and 
two  daughters. 

He  was  buried  Monday  in  Riverview  Cemetery, 
the  funeral  being  in  charge  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  I. 
O.  O.  F.  

SAMUEL    CARTWRIGHT    ALSO    DEAD. 

Within  thirty-seven  hours  of  the  death  of  his 
brother,  Samuel  R.  Cartwright  expired  on  Sunday 
last.     Death  was  due  to  dropsy 

The  two  brothers  had  been  almost  constant  as- 
sociates in  business  and  social  life,  and  were  familiar 
figures   together  on  the  street  going  to  and  from  the 


factory.     They  married  sisters,  and  in  many  respects 
were  similar  in  habits  and  traits  of  character. 

Samuel  Cartwright  was  also  born  in  Burslem,  Eng- 
land, and  came  to  this  country  when  but  five  years  of 
age.  Early  in  life  he  began  to  learn  the  pottery 
trade,  and,  as  stated  above,  was  associated  with  his 
brother  William,  being  vice-president  of  the  Cart- 
wright  Bros.  Co.  at  the  time  of  his  death. 


The  death  occurred  in  Boston  on  Thursday,  the 
10th,  of  Arthur  C.  Wiggin,  who  was  for  many  years 
identified  with  the  crockery  trade.  Immediately 
after  leaving  school  in  Boston,  where  he  was  born  on 
October  23,  1853,  Mr.  Wiggin  associated  himself  in 
the  crockery  business  on  Hanover  street  with  his 
father  and  brother.  For  twenty  years  Mr.  Wiggin 
had  been  secretary  of  the  New  England  Earthenware 
Association.  He  came  from  fine  colonial  stock,  hav- 
ing been  the  lineal  descendant  of  three  colonial  gov- 
ernors in  Governor  Dudley,  Governor  Bradstreet  and 
Governor  Thos.  Wiggin,  the  latter  of  whom  was  the 
first  governor  of  Dover  Plantations  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Henry  Thoma,  president  of  the  Potomac  Glass 
Co.,  dropped  dead  on  Friday,  the  nth,  in  the  com- 
pany's factory  at  Cumberland,  Md.  He  was  aged 
fifty-six  years.

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CONFIRHING     ORDERS. 


A  BUYER  should  have  authority  to  order  goods  as 
he  needs  them.  It  is  necessary  for  the  proper 
prosecution  of  the  business  that  he  should  be  able  to 
buy  without  having  to  run  to  the  general  manager  or 
head  of  the  house  for  a  confirmation  every  time  he 
wants  a  dozen  cups  and  saucers.  If  the  man  cannot 
be  trusted  he  has  no  business  to  hold  the  position. 
It  is  fully  realized  that  the  firm  must  protect  itself, 
and  that  when  large  deals  are  made  some  safeguard 
must  be  employed,  but  it  is  ridiculous  to  hamper  a 
buyer  when  it  comes  to  matchings  and  other  small 
orders.  Buyers  often  need  goods  at  once,  and  order 
them,  promising  to  send  the  confirmation  later.  .  It  is 
an  everyday  occurrence  to  ship  goods  on  such  condi- 
tions, and  usually  confirmation  follows — sometimes  a 
week  or  more  after  the  order  has  been  shipped,  Some- 
times, however,  it  doesn't  come  at  all.  Then  ensue 
all  sorts  of  complications. 

A  case  in  point:  An  out-of-town  house  sent  an 
order  for  matchings  amounting  to  less  than  $ ioo  to  a 
New  York  importer  recently  with  the  statement  that 
the  confirmation  would  follow  the  next  day,  and  the 
ware  was  shipped  immediately,  as  requested.  A  few 
days  later  a  letter  was  received  by  the  importer  stat- 
ing that  as  the  rule  of  the  house  had  been  violated  in 
that  there  had  been  no  confirmation  of  this  particular 
order,  the  goods  were  held  subject  to  the  wishes  of 
the  shipper,  and  asking  what  disposition  should  be 
made  of  them. 


Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  almost  all  the  business 
previously,  done  with  this  house  had.  been  conducted 
on  precisely  the  same  lines.  Nearly  every  order, 
great  or  small,  had  been  sent  and  complied  with  on 
the  same  general  terms  as  the  one  in  question  Ship- 
ments had  invariably  been  forwarded  at  once  on  the 
buyer's  request,  and  the  confirmation  had  followed  in 
due  season.  Then,  all  of  a  sudden,  the  "rule"  was 
enforced. 

As  a  side-light  upon  the  action  of  such  a  stickler 
for  rules  it  may  be  stated  that  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  letter-head  bore  in  very  plain  type  the 
notification,  "  Ail  communications  must  be  addressed 
to  the  firm,"  the  writer  asked  that  the  reply  be  directed 
to  him  personally. 

Firms  have  undoubted  rights  to  make  rules,  but 
they  should  be  consistent  in  enforcing  them.  Sellers 
have  rights,  too,  and  their  endeavors  to  accommodate 
buyers  should  be  respected.

SOME     QUEER     FIGURES. 


LAST  week  we  published  a  list  of  imports  at  the 
various  ports  in  the  United  States,  and  some  of 
them  proved  rather  startling.  For  example,  Miami, 
O.,  was  shown  to  have  imported  chinaware  to  the 
amount  of  $32,094.  Miami  is  a  town  in  southern 
Ohio  with  a  population  of  275.  The  business  com- 
munity is  represented  by  three  saloons,  one  dry  goods 
store  and  a  coal  dealer.  Whatever  crockery  is  carried 
is  to  be  found  in  the  dry  goods  store,  and  yet  the  im- 
portation is  bigger  than  Dubuque,  Council  Bluffs, 
Louisville,  or  a  dozen  other  places.  Cuyahoga,  O., 
a  town  in  central  Ohio  with  a  population  of  3,300, 
reports   imports   of  $112,981.        This    is   more   than 


Detroit,  Milwaukee,  Indianapolis,  Kansas  City,  St. 
Louis,  and  other  large  crockery  centers.  Pittsburg, 
which  is  acknowleged  to  be  one  of  the  best  chinaware 
markets  in  the  country,  shows  only  about  $18,000. 
This  is  probably  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  goods 
sold  there  come  largely  through  New  York.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  other  places  where  there  are 
large  jobbers  and  dealers  who  might  be  supposed  to 
buy  direct  from  Europe,  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
purchase  through  New  York  importers.  Out  of  the 
decorated  goods  imported  into  Boston  and  Baltimore 
the  former  city  received  just  $20  more  than  the  latter. 
In  decorated  ware,  however,  Baltimore  leads  Boston 
$36,038. 

The  table  is  full  of  interesting  figures,  and  sug- 
gests many  things  to  the  inquiring  mind.  To  those 
who  have  not  studied  it  carefully  we  recommend  a 
further  inspection.     It  will  prove  instructive. 


APPROVES  OF  PACKAGE  CHARGES. 


THAT  the  American  Association  of  Flint  and  Lime 
Glass  Manufacturers  is  not  disposed  to  support 
the  agitation  for  the  elimination  of  package  charges 
was  made  evident  at  a  meeting  in  Pittsburg,  Wednes- 
day, the  9th.  Following  a  thorough  discussion  of  the 
subject  the  following  preambles  and  resolution  were 
unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  it  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  As- 
sociation that  certain  jobbers  have  made  a  demand 
that  the  present  charge  for  packages  be  eliminated,  and, 

Whereas,  the  present  charge  for  packages  is 
much  less  than  the  actual  cost  of  the  same, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  this  Association 
does  now  approve  and  confirm  the  present  scale  of 
prices  for  packages,  and  that  they  be  continued  as  a 
specific  charge  on  each  invoice  in  accordance  with  the 
package  schedule  now  in  force. 


REPORTED     CHANGE     IN     J.    B.    OWENS 
POTTERY     CO. 


A  PERSISTENT  rumor  was  in  circulation  in  New 
York  for  several  days  the  past  week  to  the  effect 
that  the  J.  B.  Owens  Pottery  Co.  had  sold  its  plant  in 
Zanesville,  O.,  to  the  Zanesville  Tile  Co.,  in  which 
Mr.  Owens  is  also  largely  interested.  The  report 
further  had  fit  that  the  production  of  certain  high- 
grade  lines  of  art  pottery  would  be  continued  under 
the  personal  direction  of  Mr.  Owens.  But  nothing 
was  known,  even  by  those  who  professed  to  be  famil- 
iar with  the  details  of  the  proposed  change,  concern- 
ing the  future  plans  of  the  J.  B.  Owens  Pottery  Co. 

Mr.  Owens,  who  is  here  at  present  in  the  interests 
of  the  tile  concern,  was  interrogated  by  the  writer  on 
Wednesday.  He  denied  emphatically  that  the  J.  B. 
Owens  Pottery  Co.  intended  to  retire  from  business, 
but  admitted  that  an  alteration  in  the  character  of 
production  was  contemplated.       The  manufacture  of

to  be  discontinued,  and  in  their  stead  he  proposed  to 
make  only  high-grade  vases,  jardinieres,  umbrella 
stands,  etc.  For  this  purpose,  said  Mr.  Owens,  six 
kilns  ard  two  large  new  buildings  had  recently  been 
erected. 

The  personnel  of  the  J  B  Owens  Pottery  Co  's 
New  York  office  force  has  experienced  a  change  this 
week.  A  W.  Burg  is  the  outgoing  member  of  the 
staff  and  has  been  succeeded  by  W  A.  Rhodes,  for- 
merly with  the  Knowles,  Taylor  &  Knowles  Co.  Mr. 
Rhodes  is  expected  to  remain  here  temporarily,  and 
later  represent  the  firm  on  the  road.

In  the  meantime  the  run  on  the  premium  depart- 
ments of  the  companies  continues,  and  hundreds  of 
frenzied  women  flock  to  the  stores,  eager  to  redeem 
their  books.  At  the  Crown  Trading  Stamp  Co.,  1008 
Market  street,  four  policemen  are  kept  busy  preserv- 
ing order. 

The  movement  is  expected  to  gain  strength  every 


day,  and  those  who  are  interested  in  the  fight  predict 
that  more  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  retail  dealers 
will  enlist  in  the  ranks. 


THE     IDEA     THAT     ESCAPED. 


WE  fairly  blush  at  the  thought  of  the  woeful 
ignorance  of  our  friends  in  the  glass  industry. 
For  years  they  have  mentally  wrestled  with  the  noa- 
re P.  liable  bottle  problem  without  reaching  one  practi- 
cal solution.  We  had  about  given  up  hope  of  the 
practicability  of  such  an  invention  when  a  copy  of  the 
Reading,  Pa.,  Eagle  drifted  into  our  office  a  few  days 
ago.  One  of  its  reportorial  staff — ingenious  fellow  ! — 
dismisses  what  has  hitherto  been  a  subject  for  the 
most  profound  study  in  this  airy  manner: 

"  One  idea  that  has  escaped  so  far  the  attention 
of  the  inventors  of  non-refillable  bottles  is  that  of 
making  a  square -necked  bottle.  All  corks  are  cut 
round,  and  if  a  man  should  invent,  a  square-necked 
bottle  the  cork  would  have  to  be  cut  especially  for  it. 
A  patent  could  be  obtained,  and  no  square-necked 
bottle  could  be  refilled  without  getting  a  cork  to  fit."

The  factories  are  generally  employ- 
ing their  full  regular  capacities  in 
filling  current  demands  and  round 
ing  out  stocks  to  meet  the  vacation 
While  the  compulsory  shutdown  is 
only  the  first  two  weeks  in  July  this  year,  there  is  little 
probability  that  either  the  workers  or  manufacturers 
will  be  ready  or  desire  to  commence  the  next  fire  in 
the  middle  of  the  month  Stocktaking  and  repairs 
are  necessary,  and  these  at  the  majority  of  the  factor- 
tories  will  require  from  two  to  three  weeks.  The 
custom  of  refraining  from  work  from  four  to  eight 
weeks  in  the  heat  of  the  summer  has  been  so  long 
and  so  thoroughly  established  that  it  will  be  practi- 
cally impossible  to  reduce  it  to  two  weeks  with  the 
majority.  Dealers  therefore  will  be  wise  to  get  in 
their  orders  for  goods  needed  in  July  within  the  next 
twenty  to  thirty  days,  and  not  depend  upon  the  fac- 
tories starting  up.  Full  assortments  of  stock  will 
soon  be  broken  after  July  i,  even  if  complete  then. 


One  of  the  American  Bottle  Co  's  plants,  secured 
from  the  Pococks  two  years  ago,  at  Massillon,  O.,  was 
burned  Sunday.  Loss  $100,000.  It  will  probably  be 
rebuilt. 

Improvements  continue  to  be  made  in  glassware 
machines.  It  is  now  stated  that  at  Ball  Bros., 
Muncie,  Ind.,  they  are  introducing  a  carrying-out  belt 
that  will  remove  the  fruit  jars  from  the  blowing 
machine  to  the  lehrs,  obviating  the  necessity  of  boy 
carriers.  Also  that  automatic  lehrs  have  been  intro- 
duced. This  will  do  away  with  all  operatives,  except 
one  man,  from  the  sand  to  the  finished  jar. 


The  proceedings  at  the  conference  of  the  Glass 
Bottle  and  Vial  Manufacturers'  Association  with  the 
Bottle  Blowers'  Association  in  Pittsburgh  went  along 
smoothly  until  the  wage  scale  was  taken  up,  when  a 
radical  difference  of  opinion  was  shown.  The  manu- 
facturers wanted  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent  on 
present  scale,  owing  to  machine  competition  and  the 


poor  condition  of  the  bottle  trade.  The  workers 
claimed  that  the  business  has  been  better  this  year 
than  it  was  last,  and  no  reduction  could  be  granted. 
The  final  settlement  of  the  scale  will  be  made  in  July 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  Atlantic  City. 


The  Wooster  Board  of  Trade  is  reported  to 
have  instituted  proceedings  against  the  Pococks,  of 
Massillon,  O.,  for  the  return  of  $18,000  and  a  free 
site,  paid  as  a  bonus  to  build  and  operate  a  beer  bot- 
tle factory  there  for  ten  years.  The  factory  was 
built  and  operated  for  a  time  and  then  closed  down, 
and  has  remained  idle  since.  It  is  about  time  that 
promoters  getting  bonuses  to  build  and  operate  glass 
plants,  and  then  failing  to  operate  them  for  the  stipu- 
lated period  at  least,  should  be  required  to  return  the 
cash  obtained. 

The  Kansas  gas  belt  continues  to  increase  its 
gliss  manufactures.  A  number  of  Coffey ville  busi- 
ness men  have  organized  a  campany  to  erect  a  fruit 
jar.  cap  and  white  liner  factory  there.  C.  W.  Hen- 
derson, formerly  with  Ball  Bros.,  has  been  secured  as 
general  manager.  The  capital  stock  is  $100,000  and 
the  capacity  of  the  plant  is  announced  to  be  some 
50,000  jars  a  day.  The  directors  of  the  new  plant  are 
Geo  Upham,  P.  O.  Weis,  E.  S.  Rea,  W.  E.  Exner, 
M.  A.  Patterson  and  C.  W.  Henderson.

SEEK     AN     INJUNCTION. 


A  PETITION  for  an  injunction  enjoining  President 
Edward  Holbrook  and  other  officers  of  the  Gor- 
ham  Manufacturing  Co.  from  transferring  or  selling 
Gorham  Co.  stock  to  the  Silversmiths'  Co.  has  been 
filed  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  by  George

As  stated  in  a  previous  issue,  the  stock  of  the 
Silversmiths'  Co.,  which  the  Gorham  concern  controls,

Eastern  silverware  concerns.  The  Gorham  directors 
were  authorized  to  conclude  the  transaction  and  plans 
were  formulated  for  the  exchange  of  Gorham  for 
Silversmiths'  stock  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  stock- 
holders, the   Robinson  interests  opposing  the  action. 


ADVANCE     IN     DUTY     ON     DECALS. 


BECAUSE  of  a  change  in  the  classification  of  decal- 
comanie  sheets  under  the  customs  tariff  schedule 
authorized  on  Tuesday  American  pottery  manufac- 
turers will  hereafter  find  it  more  expensive  to  employ 
this  style  of  decoration.  The  "  decals  "  have  hereto- 
fore been  brought  in  as  "transfer  papers"  and  duti- 
able at  twenty  five  per  cent.  But  the  decision  on 
Tuesday  changed  the  classification  of  the  sheets  to 
"coated  papers,"  which  have  a  duty  attached  of  three 
cents  a  pound  and  twenty  per  cent  ad  valorem.  It  is 
estimated  by  experts  on  the  subject  that  the  change 
will  make  a  difference  of  from  i%  to  io  cents  a  sheet 
in  the  cost.     The  importers  will  appeal.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


The  condition  of  trade  is  normal — that 
New  York,  is  to  say,  quiet.  Not  many  out-of- 
town  visitors  have  favored  the  city 
with  their  presence,  but  those  who  have  come  have 
taken  as  many  goods  as  is  their  custom,  and  the 
average  amount  of  orders  are  coming  in  by  mail  and 
from  travelers. 

The  road  men  are  beginning  to  come  in  for  the 
summer,  and  traveling  has  almost  ceased,  except  for 
special  trips  with  small  arrays  of  samples. 


There  has  been  a  little  revival  of  business  in  and 
around  the  coal  districts.  The  orders  are  not  heavy, 
but  sufficiently  large  to  show  that  the  dealers  are  ex- 
pecting a  return  of  better  times.  Pending  the  set- 
tlement of  the  labor  trouble  very  few  goods  were 
moved;  and  until  there  have  been  one  or  two  pay- 
days crockery  men  will  not  expect  much  custom ;  but 
before  long  things  will  settle  down  into  ordinary 
grooves 

From  the  Pacific  Coast  encouraging  news  is  re- 
ceived. In  San  Francisco  and  surrounding  places  the 
dealers  are  getting  housed  in  temporary  structures 
and  are  gradually  resuming  business.  Points  not 
affected  by  the  earthquake  are  getting  considerable 
trade.  So  far  the  dealers  at  these  outlying  points 
have  been  drawing  on  their  reserve  stocks  to  fill 
orders,  and  are  only  making  moderate  demands  on 
importers  and  manufacturers.     From  present  appear- 


ances there  must  soon  be  a  demand  from  this  source 
of  supply.  The  Western  territory  which  has  hereto- 
fore looked  to  San  Francisco  for  crockery  and  glass 
must  now  seek  it  elsewhere.  So  far  as  San  Francisco 
itself  is  concerned,  it  will  be  many  months  before 
anything  except  the  bare  necessities  will  be  taken. 
The  people  have  no  homes  to  furnish  as  yet,  and  un- 
til the  banks  resume  business  have  little  or  no  money 
to  buy,  even  if  they  had  a  place  to  put  the  stuff.  It 
is  expected  that  all  commercial  and  savings  banks 
will  resume  payment  within  a  few  days — some  having 
already  begun.  The  distribution  of  the  large  sums 
on  deposit  will  relieve  the  situation  materially. 


In  the  South  conditions  are  very  favorable.  The 
fruit  crops  are  large,  and  cotton  looks  well.  The 
corn  crop  will  be  larger  than  ever,  a  greater  area 
having  been  put  to  seed  than  ever  befoi'e.  In  the 
Middle  West  the  crops  are  enormous,  and  the  yield  of 
wheat  will  be  record-breaking,  so  far  as  can  now  be 
learned.  In  the  Middle  States,  while  there  is  appar- 
ently no  cause  for  quietude,  little  animation  is  to  be 
found  in  trade.  In  New  England  there  is  little  or  no 
business;  but  why  this  should  be  so  is  inexplicable. 
The  mills  are  running  well,  the  demand  for  cotton 
goods  is  fair  and  prices  are  high  enough  to  pay  a 
profit.  The  textile  journals  making  a  specialty  of 
reviewing  conditions  in  this  particular  field  are  all 
very  optimistic;  so  that  while  there  may  be  a  tempor- 
ary lull  in  the  crockery  and  glass  business  throughout 
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the  Eastern  States,  there  is  no  cause  for  anxiety  as  to 
the  future. 

The  exodus  from  New  York  City  to  the  summer 
resorts  began  before  the  first  of  May,  and  is  going  on 
with  increasing  proportions.  The  city  may  look  for 
a  good  reflex  trade  from  the  seaside  and  mountain  re- 
sorts, for  everything  points  to  a  prosperous  season  in 
those  places. 

No  change  is  noted  in  the  condition  of  foreign 
goods.  Imports  are  beginning  to  come  in  in  small 
quantities,  and  from  nOw  on  every  week  will  show  an 
increase.  Many  goods  are  ordered  for  yearly  de- 
livery, and  their  arrival  is  very  agreeable. 


The  domestic  markets  are  rather  quiet,  both  in 
crockery  and  glass,  although  there  is  a  very  fair  de- 
mand for  hotel  supplies.  To  be  sure,  orders  from  the 
principal  points  were  placed  some  time  ago  and  are 
now  being  delivered;  but  no  one  can  anticipate  all  his 
wants,  and  there  is  a  continual  demand  for  small 
quantities. 

The  lamp  business  is  good,  but  not  booming. 
Decorated  lamps  are  moving  fairly  well,  but  the  call 
for  metal  goods  seems  to  be  a  little  slow.  It  is  just 
the  beginning  of  the  season  with  the  manufacturers 
of  these  goods,  however,  and  there  should  be  a  stead- 
ily increasing  demand  for  the  next  six  or  eight  weeks. 


Manufacturers  of  cut  glass  have  had  a  very  pros- 
perous season  in  anticipation  of  June  weddings,  al- 
though new  orders  are  not  very  numerous  at  present. 


The  hou.cefurnishings  trade  is  all  that  can  be 
desired.  The  demand  for  enameled  ware  is  wonder- 
ful. Manufacturers  are  far  behind  in  their  orders, 
but  are  doing  all  they  can  to  meet  the  wants  of  their 
patrons. 

The  doll  and  toy  lines  keep  up  in  a  most  remark- 
able way.  The  import  business  is  almost  as  brisk 
now  as  it  was  a  month  ago,  and  the  call  for  dolls  is  in 
excess  of  anything  ever  known. 


Retail  trade,  except  in  a  few  instances,  is  duil, 
although  no  more  so  than  it  was  last  year  at  the  cor- 
responding time. 

While  trade  isn't   entirely   over,  by  any 

Trenton,     means,    manufacturers    are    at    present 

directing  much  of  their  attention  to  the 

fall  prospects.     Some  of   the    salesmen   representing 

the  potteries  here   have  already  started  out  with  the 

object  of  booking  orders    for  delivery  in  that  season. 

But  the   main   body  of   the  road  representatives  will 

not   leave  until   about  July    10.     Indications  seem  to 

presage  an  active  fall  trade,  for  stocks  are  quite  low, 

.and  the  reports   concerning  prosperity  are   decidedly 

encouraging. 

The   lamp    industry   is   brisk.     Decorated   glass 


lamps,  especially,  seem  to  have  experienced  a  renew- 
al of  public  favor,  so  far  as  local  conditions  are  con- 
cerned. Gas  and  electric  portables,  together  with 
cut  glass,  are  likewise  moving  spiritedly. 


The   business  situation  among  the 

Pittsburgh       glassware  factories   is   rather  quiet 

and  Vicinity     in  most  branches.     While  there  is  a 

fairly  good  demand,  the  trade  has 
not  shown  the  vigor  and  snap  that  was  expected  dur- 
ing the  first  weeks  in  May,  in  the  majority  of  lines. 
There  has  been  a  steady,  moderate  demand,  however, 
covering  almost  every  kind  of  glassware,  and  the 
aggregate  will  foot  up  a  volume  of  business  that  will 
compare  favorably  with  average  years 


The  movement  in  summer  goods  the  past  week 
has  been  fairly  satisfactory,  showing  a  better  average 
than  for  the  preceding  weeks  of  this  month,  though 
hardly  what  had  been  anticipated.  Blown  goods  are 
evincing  more  activity,  sodas  and  lemonades  are  hav- 
ing a  larger  call,  and  bar  goods  are  moving  with  more 
celerity.  All  summer  goods  seem  now  to  have  made 
a  permanent  start  with  encouraging  prospects. 


Lamps  seemed  to  be  having  a  favorable  inning  the 
past  week,  A  good  many  important  orders  for  utility 
lamps  are  reported  to  have  been  placed,  while  an  im- 
proved condition  in  the  call  for  decorated  lamps  was 
noted 

The  traveling  salesmen  are  now  generally  out 
pushing  summer  glassware  and  their  lamp  lines  with 
a  confidence  of  satisfactory  results. 


Conditions  look  promising  in  the  glassware  field 
for  the  closing  weeks  of  the  year,  and  the  next  five 
weeks  bid  fair  to  be  busy  ones. 


Current  demands  the  past  week 
East  Liverpool  showed  an  improvement  over  the 
and  Vicinity,  preceding  one,  but  business  at  the 
majority  of  the  potteries  was  re- 
ported rather  quiet.  ■  A  number  of  the  plants  have 
one  or  more  large  orders  which  will,  in  addition  to 
small  current  demands,  keep  them  fully  employed 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  Generally  the  large 
buying  for  spring  trade  is  over,  and  the  demands  at 
the  majority  of  the  plants  are  not  now  expected  to  be, 
of  sufficient  volume  in  themselves,  even  with  uncom- 
completed  orders,  to  maintain  full  manufacturing 
operations  till  July.  However,  nearly  every  pottery 
needs  a  more  complete  assortment  with  which  to 
enter  the  fall  trade,  and  considerable  attention  will 
be  given  to  sorting  up  stocks.  Full,  regular  opera- 
tions therefore  may  be  expected  at  all  of  the  potteries 
to  the  end  of  the  half  year,  now  only  five  weeks  dis- 
tant. Retail  spring  trade  is  later  than  usual,  and 
under  the  inspiration  of  the  present  fine  Weather  Over 
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the  country  a  goodly  number  of  small  and  supple- 
mental orders  may  be  expeeted  within  the  next  thirty 
days.  General  business  is  good — in  fact,  the  leading 
industries  of  the  country  are  unusually  prosperous, 
and  the  crop  prospects  are  excellent.  The  crockery 
trade  cannot  slump  off  permanently  under  such  con- 
ditions. 

The   manufacture  of    pottery   in    this 
Wheeling      district   is  moving  along  on  satisfac- 
and  Vicinity,  tory  lines,  and  the   orders  are  practi- 
cally  caring   for    the    output.       The 
plants   report  full  operations,  with  a   market  that  is 
still  consuming  their  output  as  fast  as  ready. 


The  glassware  factories  report  good  movement 
in  all  seasonable  lines.  Staples,  utility  specialties 
and  bar  goods  are  in  good  request,  while  a  steady  in- 
crease in  the  demand  for  lamps  is  noted.  Jellies  and 
common  tumblers  are  showing  better  activity  as  the 
season  advances,  and  a  larger  movement  in  sodas  and 
summer  glassware  is  now  developing 


DEPARTMENT     STORES     DENY     GRAFT 
SYSTEH. 


THE  report  which  was  telegraphed  over  the  country 
stating  that  the  department  stores  of  the  city 
were  up  in  arms  against  a  system  of  blackmail  being 
practiced  by  the  servants  of  big  private  establish- 
ments does  not  seem  to  have  much  foundation  in  fact. 
Many  of  the  former  scout  the  idea  and  scoff  at  the 
possibility  of  its  existence  in  their  respective  places. 
Of  course,  none  would  actually  affirm  that  the  custom 
did  not  exist,  or  deny  that  it  had  not  been  known  to 
exist  for  years;  what  they  did  deny  was  that  they, 
individually,  were  affected  by  it  or  were  in  any  parti- 
cular way  interested  in  the  alleged  crusade  against  it. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  kind  of  "graft"  has  been 
practiced  in  this  city  for  close  on  half  a  century,  and 
the  chances  are  that  it  is  no  more  flagrant  now  than 
in  the  past.  Instances  of  more  than  ordinarily  insolent 
demands  may  crop  up  now  and  again — and  no  doubt 
with  the  great  development  of  private  establishments 
in  recent  years  the  purchasing  privileges  of  servants 
have  been  enormously  extended — but  as  a  general 
thing  it  may  be  questioned  if  domestic  employees 
now  steal  more  than  they  have  always  done  in  the 
past.  The  report  already  mentioned  indicated  that 
this  form  of  graft. had  become  so  rampant  that  the 
department  stores  had  appealed  to  the  District  Attor- 
ney's office  for  assistance ;  that  servants  who  failed  to 
make  their  own  terms  with  the  stores  diverted  their 
employers'  trade  elsewhere,  and  their  demands  in 
this  direction  were  becoming  more  and  more  exacting. 
The  superintendents  of  the  Wanamaker  houses 
and  the  Fourteenth  Street  Store,  together  with  Mr 
Cox   at   the  Siegel-Cooper  Co.,  were  interrogated  re- 


garding the   matter.     They   denied  that  such  a  prac- 
tice was  permitted  in  their  establishments. 

Assistant  District  Attorney  Lockwood  says:  "This 
system  of  'graft'  is  being  steadily  practiced,  whether 
its  existence  is  admitted  or  denied.  We  have 
had  complaints  to  that  effect,  and  I  know  from 
my  own  personal  knowledge  that  the  butler  of  one 
of  the  most  prominent  of  the  city's  officials  'held  up' 
a  New  York  firm  because  they  would  not  make  the 
'concessions'  to  him  that  he  demanded.  Moreover, 
we  have  recently  secured  the  committal  of  a  man  for 
having  paid  a  commision  to  a  servant  with  the  object 
of  getting  the  employer's  trade.  The  law  under 
which  we  proceeded  is  known  as  384  R  of  the  Penal 
Code  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  went  into  effect 
on  Sept  1,  1905.  The  punishment  includes  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $10  nor  more  than  $500,  or  such  fine  and 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year."

MEXICAN     POTTERY. 


WHEN  Cortez  landed  in  Mexico  the  natives  made 
a  heavy  glazed  pottery  that  was  decorated  in 
strong  colors  and  with  many  artistic  and  curious  de- 
signs. After  the  importation  of  the  cheaper  grades 
of  Europepn  ware  began  the  native  manufacture  de- 
generated, and  for  more  than  a  century  Mexico  did 
not  make  as  good  pottery  as  during  the  early  days  of 
the  conquest.  Really  good  specimens  of  the  old  ware 
are  becoming  comparatively  rare  and  command  good 
prices  from  collectors.  The  demand  for  the  antique 
shapes  in  jars  and  plaques,  with  their  large,  striking 
designs,  has  become  so  great  that  quite  recently  a 
factory  has  been  established  in  Puebla  to  reproduce 
tac-similes  of  the  eld  ware.  The  imitation  is  faith- 
fully carried  out,  although,  as  in  the  attempts  to  repro- 
duce the  English  porcelains  of  ioo  years  ago,  modern 
manufacturers  find  it  quite  impossible  to  fully  attain 
the  old  blues  and  yellows  of  the  ancient  potters.  The 
new  Puebla  ware,  however,  is  highly  ornamented  and 
finds  ready  sale  among  the  visitors  from  the  north, 
who  appreciate  something  so  typical  of  the  country, 
and  yet  do  not  care  to  pay  the  higher  prices  asked  for 
the  original  product. 

The  highest  development  of  the  potter's  art  in 
Mexico  is  doubtless  to  be  found  in  the  vicinity  of  Guad- 
alajara, where  a  great  variety  of  useful  utensils  are 
made,  and  in  addition  many  styles  of  decorative  pot- 
tery and  even  bric-a  brae  and  clay  figures.  The 
Mexicans,  while  they  show  little  originality,  are  faith- 
ful imitators,  and  their  copies  of  well-known  works  of 
art  are  often   splendidly   executed.     In   a   suburb  of 


Guadalajara  lives  the  interesting  Indian  sculptor, 
Panduro,  who,  with  a  single  sitling  before  his  subject, 
models  such  a  remarkably  good  likeness  in  clay. 
Panduro  is  a  philosopher,  too,  with  the  courage  cf 
convictions  in  greater  degree  than  most  sages.  He 
has  had  many  tempting  offers  to  come  to  the  capital 
to  work,  and  others  to  go  to  the  United  States,  but  he 
refuses  them  all  He  has  his  little  home  and  garden 
in  the  perennial  spring  climate  of  Jalisco,  and  easily 
makes  a  comfortable  living,  such  as  his  simple  needs 
require,  from  the  customers  who  come  to  him,  and 
he  cannot  be  induced  to  roam  by  either  offers  of  wealth 
or  foreign  fame.  Many  localities  throughout  Mexico 
have  local  peculiarities  in  the  manufacture  of  their 
pottery  that  distinguish  it  from  the  product  of  any 
other  region.

THE  MONEY  VALUE  OF  COURTESY. 


C^OURTESY — not  mere  politeness,  but  that  habit  of 
<>     mind  which  causes  a  man  to  put  himself  in  the 
other  fellow's   place  and  give  his  ideas  and  feelings 
consideration — is  an  attribute  well  worthy  of  cultiva 
tion  by  a  young  business  man. 

In  this  age,  when  the  old-fashioned  deference  to 
our  elders  is  replaced  by  the  encouraged  self-asser 
tion  of  the  young  people  for  whom  we  live,  we  are 
more  simple  and  direct  in  our  thoughts  and  speech, 
and  manners  more  clearly  show  forth  the  man.  It  i« 
therefore  all  the  more  necessary  that  the  man  should 
have  social  qualities  worthy  of  exhibition  and  that  he 
should  cultivate  a  kindliness  and  sincerity  of  thought 
that  will  find  fitting  expiession  in  a  straightforward, 
frank  and  manly  bearing. 

The    habit    of  courtesy  has    a    commercial  value 
wherever    in  business    a  man  comes  in  contact  with 


his  fellows.  It  is  the  pleasant  man,  the  fair  man,  the 
man  whose  manner  betokens  a  self-respect  and  an 
appreciation  of  the  desires  of  others,  who  is  remem- 
bered, spoken  well  of,  and  sought  again.  Many  a 
transaction  has  been  brought  to  a  successful  issue  by 
the  exercise  of  a  tactful  courtesy,  which,  without  it, 
could  never  have  been  consummated.  Many  a 
lawsuit  has  been  caused  by  want  of  it;  friends  made 
enemies,  and  businesses  ruined,  all  because  on  one 
side  or  the  uther  there  was  someone  without  this  sav- 
ing grace. 

Particularly  is  courtesy  of  value  in  a  retail  store. 
Listen  to  a  woman  talking  of  her  shopping,  and  you 
will  find  that  the  service  given  in  the  different 
stores  is  in  her  eyes  of  equal  importance  with  the 
quality  and  price  of  the  goods.  It  is  the  nice  girl  in 
the  china  store  to  whom  she  recommends  her  friends. 
The  clerk  who  knows  the  latest  wrinkles  in  napery 
gets  her  trade.  The  dry  goods  clerk  who  assists  her 
in  her  little  economies  sells  her  all  she  buys  in  his 
line;  and  the  furniture  man  who  gave  her  a  private 
view  of  a  rare  rug  and  discussed  furnishings  with  her 
when  he  knew  she  did  not  care  to  buy  will  be  given 
the  order  for  the  new  chamber  suite  when  it  is  bought. 

Think  over  the  stores  where  you  do  your  own 
trading  and  analyze  the  reasons  for  buying  there,  and 
you  will  find  that  you  are  influenced  by  much  the 
same  motives,  and  that  the  personal  element  cuts  a 
large  figure  in  purchases. 

It  is  not  only. the  customer  who  places  a  proper 
value  upon  courtesy.  Every  merchant  weighs  care- 
fully and  anxiously  the  qualities  of  his  employees, 
and  among  the  time-servers,  whom  he  must  re- 
gard as  a  poor  investment,  the  courteous,  attentive, 
diligent  man  shines  forth  a  jewel.  Go  into  a  store 
and  tell  the  proprietor  what  you  want,  and  see  him 
turn  to  his  clerks,  and,  after  studying  them  a  moment, 
select  one  to  wait  upon  you. 

Every  time  that  he  does  this  his  clerks  are  men- 
tally weighed  in  the  balance,  and  it  is  the  man  "with 
business  tact  and  ability,  careful  of  your  wishes  and 
his  interests,  to  whom  he  intrusts  his  best  customers 
and  most  profitable  trade,  and  upon  whom  his  eye 
rests  with  the  liveliest  satisfaction.  It  is  he  to  whom 
it  is  safe  to  show  favor,  and  if  the  work  given  to  him 
is  harder  than  to  his  fellows  it  is  but  an  indication  of 
his  employer's  confidence  in  his  ability,  which  sooner 
or  later  will  find  a  satisfactory  expression.  How 
many,  many  junior  members  of  large  firms  have 
made  headway  simply  because  by  their  courteous 
treatment  of  customers  they  made  themselves  so  well, 
and  favorably  known  as  to  be  indispensable. 

In  every  walk  of  life — "doctor,  lawyer,  merchant,, 
chief,  rich  man,  poor  man,  beggar  man,"  and  all  the 
rest — this  trait  of  courtesy — seeking  to  please  others 
— leads  to  better  things  With  it  a  man  is  likely  to 
show  his  ability  to  the  best  advantage.  Without  it 
he  is  as  one  who  sits  in  his  own  light,  and  his  good 
qualities  are  imperfectly  seen. 

It  is  an  outward  expression  of  an  inner  quality 
well  worthy  of  careful  cultivation  — Salesmanship.

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TIME     TO     STOP     IT. 

ONE  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  business  is 
the  keeping  of  agreements;  and  the  unscrupulous 
practice  on  the  part  of  some  buyers  in  deliberately  ig- 
noring the  terms  upon  which  they  have  purchased 
goods  cannot  be  too  severely  condemned.  There  have 
been  numerous  instances  of  it  lately,  and  it  is  time  to 
put  an  end  to  it  The  scheme  is  this :  Goods  are  bought 
regularly  on  the  established  terms  of,  say,  two  per 
cent,  off  ten  dayj,  thirty  days  net.  The  ware  is  shipped 
and  invoice  mailed.  Forty-five,  fifty  or  sixty  days  after- 
wards a  check  comes,  less  the  discount.  In  some 
cases  this  check  is  immediately  returned,  with  the 
statement  that  discounts  are  not  allowed  after  ten  days ; 
in  others  the  check  is  retained  and  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  remitter,  who  is  informed  that  he  still  owes 
so  much  money.  The  buyer  then  writes  that  unless 
the  seller  allows  the  discount,  he,  the  buyer,  will  have 
to  pay  the  amount  out  of  his  own  pocket.  On  this 
plea  the  house  relents  and  suffers  the  loss. 

This  abuse  of  friendship  as  well  as  business  prin- 
ciples on  the  part  of  the  buyer  should  be  stopped, 
and  the  way  to  stop  it  is  very  simple:  Insist  on  the 
regular  terms,  and  if  the  buyer  "gets  mad,"  show 
him  up — for  the  chances  are  that  his  action  is  pre- 
meditated and  that  he  has  knowingly  misled  his  firm 
in  this  matter  of  discounts. 

Trickery  does  not  pay  in  the  long  run,  and  buyers 
who  practice  such  methods  will  eventually  come  to  a 
realization  of  the  fact.       Bonest  and    straightforward 


dealings  alone  will  continue  to  serve:  and  while  tem- 
porary advantages  may  accrue  from  deviations,  they 
are  likely  to  have  a  boomerang- like  effect. 

A  strong  feeling  against  such  methods  is  grow- 
ing, and  there  are  those  who  are  beginning  to  ques- 
tion if  some  department  stores'  custom,  with  all  its  at- 
tendant annoyances,  is  worth  having.  So  if  certain 
establishments  find  the  lines  strictly  drawn,  and 
terms  apd  conditions  enforced  to  the  letter,  they  will 
know  the  reason  why. 


MORE     FACTS     ABOUT     "THIRDS.'' 


IN  a  recent  issue  we  took  occasion  to  criticise  the 
presumable  indifference  of  American  potters  on 
the  "thirds"  question.  The  arraignment  of  the 
manufacturers  in  that  instance  was  provoked  by  the 
display  in  a  large  retail  store  on  Sixth  avenue  of  a 
casserole  with  a  chamber-cover — which  incident,  we 
pointed  out,  served  to  illustrate  in  a  measure  the  low 
degree  to  which  pride  in  domestic  pottery  had  fallen. 
Since  the  publication  of  that  article  we  have  inquired 
more  thoroughly  into  the  methods  employed  by  the 
stores  in  New  York  and  immediate  vicinity  to  mer- 
chandise these  "thirds,"  and  the  developments  only 
serve  to  strengthen  our  contention  that  immediate 
and  concerted  action  by  the  manufacturers  to  elimin- 
ate the  evil  is  absolutely  necessary. 

The  manager  of  one  of  the  crockery  departments 
that  contains  quite  an  extensive  stock  of  these  goods 
was  interrogated  regarding  the  attitude  of  consumers 
towards  dinner  sets  composed  exclusively  of  "thirds  " 
Most  shoppers,  he  admitted,  purchased  the  ware  un- 
der the  impression  that  it  was  reasonably  perfect. 
After  receiving  the  sets  at  their  homes  it  was  not  un- 
common, he  averred,  for  them  to  refuse  the  goods  on 
the  ground  that  they  were  unfit  for  use. 

"  Dur'ng  my  experience,"  the  buyer  declared,  "  I 
have  had  the  same  set  returned  from  four  different 
purchasers.  The  fact  that  we  sell  the  sets  at  as  low 
a  figure  as  $5.98  would  seem  to  be  quite  enough  to 
impress  the  shoppers  with  the  idea  that,  the  ware  is 
not  perfectly  potted.  But  many  of  them  are  appar- 
rently  uninformed  in  regard  to  the  real  value  of 
properly-made  ware,  and  buy  the  '  thirds  '  under  the 
impression  that  they  are  first-class  goods.  In  conse- 
quence, we  have  a  lot  of  trouble.  Personally,  I 
would  prefer  to  handle  the  best  goods  onl)r.  But 
the  disposition  of  my  competitors  to  handle  these 
'  thirds  '  in  large  quantities  makes  it  obligatory  upon 
me  for  the  sake  of  self-protection  to  do  likewise. 

"The  American  potters,"  continued  the  buyer, 
"  are  not  the  only  people  who  suffer  a  loss  of  prestige 
because  of  the  wholesale  distribution  of  this  imperfect 
ware  This  store  and  others  that  handle  the  goods 
are  similarly  affected  Don't  you  suppose  that  the 
women  who  return  sets  to  my  department  after  dis- 
covering their  imperfections  must  become  prejudiced 
against  us  ?       A   dissatisfied,  disappointed  customer  is 
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capable  of  doing  »  great  deal  of  injury  to  a  store  by- 
relating-  her  experience  to  her  neighbors  and  friends. 
Personally,  I  agree  with  everything  the  Journal  re- 
cently .said  regarding  the  pernicious  influence  of 
'  thirds  '  in  the  New  York  stores.  It  would  be  much 
more  gratifying  to  me  to  handle  perfect  goods  The 
satisfaction  of  my  patrons  is  alone  of  inestimable 
value,  and  the  margin  of  profit  on  the  goods,  especi- 
ally when  you  consider  the  frequency  with  which  sets 
of  'thirds  '  are  returned  from  disgruntled  customers, 
is  considerably  larger. " 


THE     PACKAGE     QUESTION. 


THE  outcome  of  the  conference  on  the  package 
question,  called  for  to-day  in  Chicago,  will  be 
watched  with  interest.  The  wholsalers  of  crockery  and 
glass  are  armed  with  an  array  of  figures  and  facts  to 
show  why  the  package  charges  should  be  taken  off, 
while  the  importers  are  just  as  firmly  fixed  in  their 
idea  that  there  should  be  no  change  in  present  meth- 
ods. The  glass  men  last  week  put  themselves  on 
record  in  favor  of  maintaining  the  package  charge. 
The  question  has  been  agitated  off  and  on  for  more 
than  thirty  years,  and  a  conclusion  satisfactory  to  both 
sides  hat  never  been  reached.  It  is  time  the  matter 
was  settled.

The  display 
from  the  Co-operative  Flint  Glass  Co.,  Ltd.,  which 
monopolizes  a  large  portion  of  the  space  in  this  room, 
is  particularly  benefitted  by  the  change. 


With  the  acquisition  last  week  of  several  new 
pieces,  the  Fostoria  Glass  Co.'s  assortment  of  gas  and 
electrolier  shades    now  contains  fifty  different  styles 


of  decoration.  These  designs  have  been  applied  to 
both  opal  and  iced  bodies  and  exploit  some  decidedly 
unique  conceptions.

STOCKHOLDER      WISHES     TO     RUN     BUSINESS. 


CREDITORS  of  the  Burgun  Decorating  Co.,  Brook- 
lyn, met  last  Monday  to  discuss  the  affairs  of 
that  concern.  Mr.  Woods,  one  of  the  stockholders, 
suggested  as  a  way  out  of  the  existing  difficulties  that 
the  services  of  Mr.  Burgun  be  dispensed  with  and  that 
the  operation  of  the  plant  be  continued  with  himself 
as  receiver.  This  did  not,  however,  meet  with  the 
approval  of  certain  creditors,  who  objected  on  the 
ground  that  Mr.  Woods  has  no  practical  knowledge  of 
the  business.  Another  meeting  of  the  creditors  is  to 
be  called  in  a  few  days.

There  is  considerable  discussion 
East  Liverpool  among'  the  potters  in  regard  to 
and  Vicinity.  the  feasibility  of  abolishing  charg- 
es on  packages  in  the  crockery 
trade  A  joint  circular  advocating  it  was  sent  out 
April  26  by  the  leading  jobbers  of  crockery  and  glass- 
ware in  St.  Louis.  The  jobbers  claimed  that  they 
all  lost  more  or  less  in  the  long  run  by  the  present 
system  of  charging  on  packages.  They  said  that 
package  charges  had  been  abolished  by  the  dry  goods, 
shoe,  hardware  and  tin-plate  manufacturers,  to  the 
general  advantage  of  those  trades,  and  the  same  re- 
sult would  follow  in  pottery,  if  once  adopted.  They 
proposed  that  the  selling  price  should  be  advanced  to 
cover  the  package  cost.  In  discussing  the  matter 
with  a  manufacturing  potter,  he  said  if  such  an  agree- 
ment could  be  arrived  at  satisfactorily — and  he 
thought  it  practical — he  would  be  in  favor  of  the 
change,  and  that  the  potters  would  find  it  more  satis- 
factory and  equitable  than  the  present  method.  He 
said  potters  now  did  not  get  even  by  their  package 
charges.  The  charge  for  a  barrel  now'was  40  cents, 
while  his  barrels  were  costing  47^  cents,  and  he  was 
paying  15  cents  for  packing  and  10  cents  for  straw — in 
all,  about  72^  cents,  for  which  he  received  40  cents. 
From  the  attention  this  question  is  now  receiving  in 
the  trade  it  seems  probable  that  some  action  may  be 
taken  by  the  Potters'  Association. 

#  * 
A  peculiar  fact  seems  apparent  at  present  among 
the  Western  potteries.  The  majority  of  those  located 
in  the  smaller  towns  seem  to  be  doing  a  greater  pro- 
portional volume  of  business  than  those  in  this 
big  manufacturing  centre  here,  and  they  also  claim 
that  they  are  doing  it  at  equally  satisfactory  rates. 
It  is  difficult,  however,  to  accurately  determine  the 
question  of  rates.  Each  accuses  the  other  of  ser- 
iously cutting  at  times,  and  say  that  they  lost  such- 
and-such  an  order  because  the  other  made  impossible 
discounts.  The  smaller  outside  potteries  say  some  of 
the  big  concerns  are  selling  at  unheard-of  discounts, 
while  the  accused  potteries  make  the  same  accusa- 
tions against  the  smaller  ones.  The  truth  is  that 
both  shave  margins  too  close  at  times  to  leave  a 
reasonable,  or  any,  manufacturing  profit.        Another 


fact  is  also  to  be  noted — that  many  of  the  outside 
smaller  potteries  are  making  the  best  ware  in  their 
history,  surpassed  by  none  on  the  market  this  year  in 
durability,  style  and  decorative  finish.  While  prices 
have  averaged  this  year  so  far  better  than  last,  up- 
on the  whole  they  are  still  on  too  low  a  basis. 

#  * 

Generally  the  Western  potteries  are  operating 
steadily  without  any  pressure  of  demand  on  any  line. 
In  fact,  with  a  few  exceptions,  all  could  do  a  larger 
trade  than  they  are  at  present  enjoying.  A  few  pot- 
teries are  full  of  orders,  and  they  find  their  greatest 
present  need  to  be  more  ware  with  which  to  meet  de- 
mands. These  have  some  large  contracts  booked — 
usually  of  the  premium  and  scheme  class  of  goods. 
An  occasional  pottery,  usually  of  moderate  dimensions, 
has  at  present  full  order  files  that  require  close  at- 
tention, embracing  unfilled  contracts  of  large  jobbers. 
Generally  both  these  classes  of  orders  are  taken  at 
very  close  figures  and  require  the  most  careful  hand- 
ling to  secure  a  margin  of  profit.

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Quite  a  number  of  factories  are  en- 
Pittsburgh        gaged  on  new  things   to  be  shown 
and  Vicinity,      next  month,  or  in  July.     No  regu- 
lar new  line  is  to  be  offered,  so  far 
as  known,  but  some  new  pieces,  partial  sets  and  new 
designs  will  be  shown   for  the  last  half  of  the  year. 
While    there  is  probably  no  inclination   to  return  to 
the  old  custom  of  issuing  regular  new  patterns  again 
twice   a  year,  there  seems  to   be  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  a  number  of  manufacturers  to  inject  some  new 
pieces,  short  sets,  etc.,  for  enlivenment   of   the   late 
summer  and  early  fall  trade. 


The  movement  in  tumblers  and  stemware  at  the 
United  States  Glass  Co.  showed  a  marked  improve- 
ment during  the  past  week.  The  sudden  emergence 
of  the  straw  hat  brigade,  the  middle  of  the  week, 
showed  that  summer  was  really  upon  us,  and  cooling 
drinks  and  summer  glassware  were  in  demand  every- 
where The  enormous  variety  of  both  lead  blown  and 
pressed  and  the  excellence  of  metal  and  finish  of  the 
U.  S.  lines  of  tumblers,  stems,  beers,  sodas,  etc.,  give 
them  a  prestige  and  enable  them  with  their  very 
large  facilities  to  meet  all  demands  with  unusual 
promptness.  They  can  fill  orders  on  the  shortest 
possible  notice  and  in  the  largest  possible  quantities. 
Two  of  their  large  factories  are  devoted  exclusively 
to  the  tumbler  branch — one  to  blown,  the  other  to 
pressed.  With  their  eight  to  ten  complete  factories 
in  active  operation,  they  are  able  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  every  branch  of  glassware  with  the  output 
of  one  or  more  plants.  The  United  States  also  booked 
some  important  orders  the  past  week  for  their  utility 
lamps — a  large  number  being  of  their  best  decorated 
patterns.

STAMP     COMPANIES     ACCUSED     OF     FRAUD. 


ON  charges  of  having  defrauded  merchants  of  Phil- 
adelphia by  false  pretense  out  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars,  L.  A  Belmont,  representing  the 
Yellow  Trading  Stamp  Co. ;  William  Glenn,  president 
of  the  Crown  Trading  Stamp  Co  ,  and  H.  E.  Win- 
slow,  local  representative  of  the  Sperry  &  Hutchin- 
son Co.,  were  arrested  there  on  Wednesday  and  held 
under  bail  for  further  hearing 

The  affidavits  on  which  the  warrants  of  arrest 
were  issued  were  sworn  to  by  Jos.  E  Ward,  a  former 
trading  stamp  man,  who  is  acting  for  the  Retail  Deal- 
ers' Protective  Association.  The  Yellow  Trading 
Stamp  Co.  is  charged  with  defrauding  the  merchants 
out  of  $100,  coo,  the  Crown  $400,000  and  the  Sperry 
&  Hutchinson  Co.  $500, oco  Glenn  is  also  charged 
with  obtaining  $6,000  under  false  protense  by  refus- 
ing to  redeem  about  2,000  books  of  stamps. 

The  prosecutors  charge  that  the  trading  stamp 
companies  defrauded  the  retail  merchants  by  repre- 
senting that  premiums  given  on  a  $5  book  of  stamps 
were  worth  the  full  value,  whereas  the  merchants 
claim  that  the  premiums  were  not  worth  more  than 
$2,  and  in  many  cases  were  only  worth  75  cents. 
Winslow  and  Glenn  said  after  their  arrest  that  the 
charges  were  absolutely  false  and  that  they  would 
have  no  trouble  in  proving  it. 


IT     "MADE     GOOD.'' 


THERE  seems  to  exist  a  unanimity  of  opinion 
among  road  salesmen  that  trade  in  New  England 
this  season  has  been  somewhat  backward,  and  the 
reticence  of  summer  to  displace  spring  at  the  accus- 
tomed time  has  been  pretty  generally  blamed  for  the 
trouble.  That  the  merchants  up  that  way  view  the 
thing  quite  philosophically  is  attested  by  the  writ- 
ten statement  of  a  New  Haupshire  merchant  in  reply 
to  a  prominent  Trenton  pottery  representative: 

"Business  is  such  that  we  shall  place  no  orders 
at  present.  Have  about  concluded  to  go  into  the 
boiler-furnace  and  heating  stove  business  Refriger- 
ators and  crockery  will  then  be   discarded."

THE    CONDITION     OF     BUSINESS. 


While  business  is  generally  quiet  over 
New  York,  almost  the  whole  country,  occasionally 
a  big  order  turns  up  here  and  there. 
Although  highly  gratifying  to  the  individuals,  of 
course,  they  scarcely  make  a  ripple  on  the  surface  of 
general  conditions.  Fwr  instance,  a  New  York  whole- 
saler last  week  took  an  order  for  $8,000  worth  of 
hotel  goods.  It  made  a  busy  time  for  him;  but  the 
rest  of  the  trade  will  know  of  it  only  when  they  read 
this. 

May  has  not  been  such  a  disappointing  month, 
after  all  Our  weekly  reports  indicated  quietness; 
and  yet,  to  the  surprise  of  almost  everybody,  the  sales 
have  been  fully  equal  to,  if  not  greater  than,  those  of 
last  year.  Decoration  Day  invariably  puts  an  end  to 
the  spring  business,  and  dealers  are  now  settling 
down  for  the  summer  stillness.  Little  or  nothing 
will  be  doing  for  the  next  thirty  davs  Immediately 
after  the  Fourth  of  July,  however,  trade  ought  to  be- 
gin to  revive  Southern  buyers  may  be  looked  for — 
although  last  year  it  was  well  on  to  the  middle  of  the 
month  before  they  made  their  appearance  in  appreci- 
able numbers.  Western  bu)ers  are  expected  here 
about  the  first  of  August,  and  as  both  the  South  and 
West  are  in  good  condition,  with  large  crops,  easy 
money  and  a  good  retail  trade,  it  is  confidently  ex- 
pected that  there  will  be  an  excellent  demand  for  im- 
mediately delivery.  Much  is  also  expected  from  the 
Pacific  Slope. 

No  known  reason  exists  for  anything  but  a  good 


trade  in  the  Middle  and  New  England  States,  and  yet 
these  two  sections,  perhaps  the  richest  of  the  country, 
are  at  the  moment  the  quietest.  Returning  travelers 
from  both  the  Eastern  and  Middle  States  report  that 
within  the  last  two  weeks  the  selling  had  almost 
ceased. 

There  has  been  a  little  revival  in  the  coal  dis- 
tricts, but  buyers  are  proceeding  very  cautiously  as 
yet.  The  miners  used  up  most  of  their  savings  dur- 
ing their  enforced  idleness,  and  it  will  be  some  little 
time  before  they  have  money  to  spend.  However, 
the  outlook  in  that  region  is  good,  and  as  the  present 
agreement  is  fur  three  years  there  is  a  prospect  of 
steady  business  for  that  period. 


The  market  for  foreign  goods  is  extremely  quiet; 
but  as  buyers  are  taking  the  early  arrivals  of  imports 
with  alacrity,  there  may  be  a  demand  from  stock 
after  these  goods  are  opened  and  disposed  of. 

Domestic  wares  are  not  moving  very  freely  now, 
but  indications  point  to  a  brisk  demand  later  on. 

There  seems  to  be  no  end  to  the  call  for  dolls  and 
toys.  Some  very  heavy  orders  were  placed  during 
the  past  week. 

City  retail  trade  is  very  quiet.  liven  the  larger 
and  most  popular  department  stores  have  had  little 
business  during  the  week.     Outside  of  the  large  cities

conditions  are  better,  while  from  the  summer  resorts 
most  encouraging  reports  are  received. 


Housefurnishing  goods  are  still  in  brisk  demand, 
with  everybody  behind  on  deliveries. 


Quite  enough  orders  of  small  proportions 
Trenton,     continue    to   reach  here   to  make  steady 

operations  possible  at  all  of  the  potteries 
No  large  demands  are  being  received,  but  this  is  only 
to  be  expected  at  this  advanced  period  in  the  spring 
season.  That  there  will  be  no  shutdowns  during  the 
summer  is  assured,  for  the  preparation  of  stock  for 
the  fall  trade  begins  in  earnest  in  a  few  weeks,  and 
between  now  and  that  date  there  will  be  enough  cur- 
rent requests  to  keep  the  plants  busy. 


It  has  been  found  absolutely  necessary  at  most  of 
the  factories  to  close  at  noon  on  Saturdays.  The  op- 
erative potters  are  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  base- 
ball fever,  and  since  the  first  of  May  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  induce  them  to  work  Saturday  after- 
noons In  consequence,  most  concerns  have  inaugu- 
rated the  half -holiday  rule  earlier  than  usual. 


vigorously  to  clear  them  up  before  the  July  vacation. 
The  great  majority  could  care  for  more  current  trade, 
but  are  operating  regularly,  filling  up  assortments 
and  preparing  for  an  early  opening  in  July  of  the 
fall  business  Confidence  in  a  full,  prosperous  fall 
trade  is  now  general  among  manufacturing  potters, 
and  large  preparations  for  it  are  now  under  consider- 
ation at  the  majority  of  the  plants.  The  South  and 
the  Pacific  Coast  now  seem  to  be  the  promising  fields, 
with   great  possibilities  for  early  fall  business. 


While  supplemental  orders  aTe  reported  to  have 
aggregated  somewhat  larger  the  past  week  than  the 
previous  one,  a  larger  volume  of  demands  for  future 
shipment  for  July  and  August  is  noted  at  several 
potteries.  These  will  be  made  ready  during  the 
coming  month  and  will  keep  activity  at  these  plants 
up  to  the  full. 


Manufacturing  in  this  district  is  mov- 
Wheeling      ing   along   on   satisfactory   lines,  and 
and  Vicinity,  the    demands   at   both    potteries  and 
glassware  factories  are  practically  tak- 
ing care  of  the  output. 


The  movement  in  seasonable  glass- 
Pittsburgh  ware  the  past  week  has  been  fairly 
and  Vicinity,     satisfactory,    though    without    any 

real  animation.  Owing  to  the  fa- 
vorable weather  business  has  shown  a  fair  average 
for  the  season  in  nearly  all  lines  of  summer  goods. 
All  indications  now  point  to  an  ordinary,  steady  de- 
mand for  the  remainder  of  this  fire,  covering  every- 
thing, but  in  small  quantities,  with  renewals  in  vol- 
ume and  frequency  sufficient  to  keep  stocks  fairly 
assorted. 

The  season  for  active  movement  in  chimneys  is 
over,  though  the  majority  of  the  factories  are  still 
operating  regularly  on  stock. 


The  fruit  jar  plants  had  a  little  scare  early  the 
past  week  on  account  of  a  sudden  low  temperature 
one  night  The  reports,  however,  are  still  favorable 
quite  generally  for  good  fruit  crops — little  damage 
having  been  done. 

The  movement  in  sodas  and  lemonades  has  shown 
fairly  good  proportions  the  past  week,  and  generally 
the  tumbler  plants  are  content  with  the  situation, 


Berry  sets  are  in  better  request,  and  special 
pieces  and  sets  in  tableware  are  also  receiving 
increased  attention. 


The  last  week  in  May  closes  with 
business  showing  little  change  over 
the  preceeding  week  at  the  major- 
ity of  the  Western  potteries.  A 
few  still  have  full  order  files  and   are  pushing  along

IT  has  been  a  very  dull  week  indeed.  The  holiday 
in  the  middle  of  the  week  seemed  to  cut  off  busi- 
ness at  both  ends.  Few  people  came  to  town.  Had 
it  not  been  for  a  few  mail  orders  of  goodly  propor- 
tions and  some  hotel  trade  business  would  have  been 
almost  nil. 

Exquisite  hand-painted  effects  are  found  in  an 
array  of  cake  plates  at  Bawo  &  Dotter's.  Poppies 
and  roses  are  the  flowers  employed  in  the  decoration, 
and  each  design  is  praiseworthy  for  its  admirable  ex- 
ecution and  warmth  of  coloring  The  subjects  are 
absolutely  freehand  painted  and  are  signed  by  the 
artist 

Edward  Boote  opened  last  week  invoices  of  new 
earthenware  patterns  from  Cauldon's  and  Ford's.  The 
former  are  reproductions  of  antiques,  and  comprise 
some  very  remarkable  designs.  They  are  exceeding- 
ly good,  and  have  the  added  charm  of  being  old.  The 
engravings  are  clean  cut  and  distinct,  and  are  fine 
examples  of  what  can  be  done  on  copper.  The  Ford 
goods  are  of  the  modern  type  and  are  shown  in  plain 
prints  and  illuminated.

One  side  of  the  Consolidated  Lamp  and  Glass 
Co  's  new  showroom  is  occupied  by  a  large  and  com- 
prehensive collection  of  fine  lamps  with  beaded 
fringe  ornamentation.  The  iced  cerise  and  iced  em- 
erald specimens  are  notably  pretty,  whether  plain  or 
with  floral  and  conventionalized  patterns  in  enamel 
colors.  Oriental  designs  on  iced  pieces  and  leaded 
glass  treatments  are  also  worthy  of  approving  com- 
ment.

Gold  encrustations  in  the  Endemann  &  Churchill 
assortment  have  been  reinforced  recently  by  a  design 
of  exceptional  merit.  It  consists  of  a  three-leaf 
clover  pattern  in  encrusted  gold  that  occupies  about 
half  an  inch  around  the   border.       On  either  side  of 


this  is  applied  a  narrow  band  of  color,  either  green  or 
maroon,  which  in  turn  is  flanked  by  a  gold  print 
treatment.  The  same  encrusted  gold  design  is  ap- 
plied effectively  to  a  cobalt  blue  border.  Some  ex. 
quisite  raised  paste  gold  patterns,  with  the  gadroon 
edge  executed  in  matt  gold,  are  also  very  pleasing. 
A  new  dinnerware  line,  fashioned  after  the  Louis  XV 
style,  is  also  a  newcomer. 

In  order  to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  glass- 
ware adaptable  for  inverted  lights,  Gilhnder  &  Sons 
have  within  the  past  few  days  considerably  increased 
the  assortment  at  their  New  York  salesrooms.  The 
shapes  are  quite  as  varied  and  extensive  as  the  de- 
signs which  beautify  them.  Some  of  the  globes  have 
open  bottoms,  while  others  permit  the  ingress  of 
necessary  air  through  several  smaller  apertures 
around  the  lower  side  of  the  body.  An  etched  sur- 
face, with  daisies  exploited  in  crystal,  makes  an 
effective  pattern.  A  ribbed  crystal  and  an  etched 
body  with  cut  stars  are  also  pleasing.  Several  addi- 
tions to  the  gas  and  electric  shade  collection  have 
been  received  during  the  past  week,  too.  One  of  the 
most  enticing  has  a  roughed  interior  and  a  crystal 
outside.  The  roughing  has  been  splendidly  executed. 
The  Franklin  double  refracting  electrics  are  likewise 
conspicuous  in  the  display. 

C  A.  Holbrook  opened  last  week  the  first  invoice 
of  new  lamps  and  portables  from  Edward  Miller  & 
Co.  Of  the  former  there  are  more  than  fifty  patterns, 
ranging  from  low-priced  up  through  medium  to  fair- 
ly expensive  designs.  The  prevailing  finish  is  brass, 
but  there  are  a  few  colors,  and  a  verde-antique  in  an 
entirely  new  style  and  finish  called  "Delphian."  It 
differs  from  the  Pompeiian  in  that  it  has  more  gloss. 
They  also  show  old  brass,  patina  and  shaded  brass 
designs.  Some  of  the  new  bodies  are  considerably 
larger  than  shown  in  the  last  two  or  three  years, 
and    the  shapes   are   the  best   the  firm  has  ever  pro- 


duced.  There  are  about,  fifty  portables  in  the  same 
finish  as  the  lamps  with  the  addition  of  a  Roman  an- 
tique.     More  patterns  are  to  follow  soon.

After  observing  the  new  fourteen-inch  Kenneth 
punch  bowl  in  "  Krys-Tol  "  from  the  Ohio  Flint  Glass 
Co.  one  no  longer  wonders  what  prompted  its  char- 
acterization as  a  "triumph  in  glass  production."  It 
is  truly  a  triumph  in  every  regard.  The  proportions 
are  beautiful,  and  especially  meritorious  because  they 
differ  so  absolutely  from  the  outlines  of  the  average 
bowl.  Instead  of  possessing  a  full  rounded  shape,  it 
slants  inward  about  midway  down  its  sides.  This  in- 
vests the  bowl  with  a  decided  originalty,  and  its  merit 
is  further  enhanced  by  excellent  weight,  color  and 
brilliancy.  The  narrowing  of  the  bowl  as  it  ap- 
proaches the  bottom  doesn't  restrict  the  capacity  of 
the  piece,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  deeper  than  the 
ordinary  bowl.  The  imitation  cut  design  that  created 
such  a  furore  when  brought  out  by  this  company  not 
long  ago  is  the  one  employed. 

Several  new  jardinieres  and  umbrella  stands  ap- 
pear in  the  matt  green  assortment  at  the  Roseville 
Pottery  Co.'s  office.  The  water  lily  is  reproduced  in 
slight  relief  on  one  of  the  jardinieres.  The  stems 
extend  from  the  base  of  the  piece  upward  to  the 
neck,  where  they  break  into  the  form  of  lilies.  Fac 
similes  of  lily  leaves  make  graceful  handles.  The 
poppy  is  similarly  imparted  to  another  of  the  new 
"jars."  An  umbrella  stand  exploits  an  embossed 
fish  design  that  is  unique  and  exceedingly  decorative, 
the  matt  green  color  of  the  ware  adding  much  to  the 
effect. 

Some  genuine  novelties  in  colors  and  materials 
for  use  by  decorators  of  pottery,  china,  glass,  enam 
eled  ware,  etc.,  are  contained  in  L.  Reusche  &  Co.  s 
exhibit.  Conspicuous  among  them  are  "  without 
lead  "  colors  intended  for  the  use  of  iron  enamel  con- 
cerns The  red  oxide  is  especially  deserving  of 
notice.  A  stencil  composition  which  makes  possible 
the  spraying-on  of  colors  in  a  manner  to  rival  hand- 
painted  endeavors  and  yet  accomplish  it  with  aston- 
ishing rapidity,  is  another  innovation.  A  new  spray- 
ing machine,  which  is  so  constructed  as  to  enable  the 
regulation  of  the  force  and  quantity  of  the  spray,  is 
also  among  the  novelties,  The  leadless  glazes  for 
potters  likewise  merit  special  mention. 

In  the  Danish  line  the  Warwick  China  Co.  has  in- 
troduced a  really  worthy  successor  to  the  brown 
tinted  specialties  that  created  such  a  furore  a  year 
ago.  The  Danish  differs  wholly  from  its  predeces- 
sor in  designs  and  coloring,  being  clothed  in  a  pale, 
delicately  shaded  pearl  tone  to  which  is  imparted 
three  different  types  of  birds  for  decorative  purposes. 
The   birds  are  reproduced  in  colorings  that   suggest 


the  Japanese  idea  of  decoration.  They  stand  out 
from  the  pearl  body  of  the  vases  with  striking  dis- 
tinctness. The  line  is  shown  by  Thos.  G.  Edge  at 
66  West  Broadway.

Shugio,  an  ambitious  young  Japanese  salesman 
employed  by  an  importer  of  Oriental  goods  in  this 
city,  has  asked  so  often  for  a  chance  to  do  clerical 
work  in  the  office  that  last  week  he  was  told  he  might 
write  letters  to  three  persons  on  the  firm's  books  to 
ask  them  if  they  would  make  some  payment  on  their 
accounts.

"They  are  all  good  customers,  but  just  a  bit  slow." 

Two  days  later  the  importer  was  surprised  to  re- 
ceive checks  in  full  for  all  three  accounts.  One  check 
from  a  well-known  woman  was  accompanied  by  a 
sharp  note,,  and  the  head  of  the  firm  hastened  to  find 
the  copy  of  Shugio's  dunning  letter.      It  read: 

"  Dear  Mrs. :  If  you  do  not  do  us  the  ex- 
treme honor  of  paying  all  the  dollars  and  all  the  cents 
of  this  accounting  which  so  long  you  have  owed  to 
our  business  of  importing,  we  shall  to  our  regret  be- 
gin to  do  something  that  will  cause  you  the  utmost 
astonishment."

THE     TRAVELING     SALESMAN. 


THE  traveling  salesman  is  as  much  a  necessary  ex- 
pense for  the  jobbing  house  as  is  the  shipping 
clerk,  for  when  you  do  away  with  the  former  there  is 
not  much  need  for  the  latter.  The  old  days  when  the 
country  merchant  went  to  the  cities  and  bought  a 
year's  supplies  have  gone  by.  Nowadays  the  mer- 
chant buys  from  hand  to  mouth,  and  unless  the  sales- 
man is  there  at  regular  intervals  the  order  goes  to 
your  competitor's  salesman.  Then,  again,  to  keep 
your  customer  in  perfect  trim  a  monthly  call  from 
your  salesman  is  almost  a  necessity.  The  merchant 
sees  some  fancied  wrong  in  the  last  bill — overcharge, 
the  freight  was  excessive,  the  charge  for  packages 
was  extortion,  the  goods  not  properly  packed  or  ex- 
posed and  got  wet,  or  "  some  old  stuff  yotir  folks 
couldn't  sell  anyone  else,"  and  a  thousand  wrongs. 
Then  your  house  drew  before  the  proper  date  or 
failed  to  notify  that  they  had  any  such  intention  or 
thought  of  such  a  thing.  Then  the  collection  charges 
were  added  by  the  bank  to  the  draft,  for  which  cause 
the  draft  was  returned  unpaid.  Then  "the  house 
wrote  such  a  saucy  letter  "  demanding  to  know  the 
reason  why  the   draft  was  not  paid.       Then,  again, 


many  customers  think  that  sending  them  a  draft  is 
"  the  work  of  the  devil,"  and  will  never  patronize  the 
house  which  insists  on  making  collections  in  that 
manner.  < 

These  and  a  thousand  other  grievances  the  sales- 
man is  needed  for.  Nowadays  many  look  upon  a 
house  which  does  not  send  travelers  as  an  old  fossil, 
out-of-date  concern,  too  penurious  to  live,  and  which 
does  not  keep  up  with  the  times.  It  is  very  true  that 
the  country  merchant,  like  the  retail  customer,  wants 
to  buy  of  a  live,  up-to-date  dealer.  The  country 
merchant  argues  that  if  his  trade  is  not  worth  coming 
for  it  is  not  wanted  very  much.  A  local  grocer  might 
as  well  try  to  save  the  expense  of  driving  out  after 
the  trade  and  selling  that  much  cheaper  by  the 
operation.  So  long  as  your  neighbor  does  it  you 
must,  or  lose  your  trade.  The  traveling  salesman  is 
useful  and  often  a  necessity  to  atone  for  the  mistakes 
of  the  shipper  or  that  saucy  letter  sent  by  some  self- 
constituted  clerk  in  the  proprietor's  absence,  which 
the  copy  book  failed  to  copy.  There  are  more  custo- 
mers lost  through  this  cause  than  all  others  combined. 
The  customer  knows  the  house  only  through  its 
representative  and  correspondence.  The  author  is  of 
the  opinion  that  did  the  proprietors  know  the  amount 
of  damage  the  average  letter-writing  clerk  does  the 
house  they  would  not  delegate  that  important  work  to 
such  incompetent  hands.  One  hastily-written  letter 
has  cost  more  customers  than  a  salesman  can  make. 
It  is  much  better  to  leave  the  letter  unanswered.  If 
there  is  any  berth  in  a  store  that  requires  a  competent 
head  it  is  the  man  who  dictates  the  correspondence. 

The  successful  traveling  salesman  is  the  truthful 
man  of  a  few  words.  The  salesman  who  is  of  no 
earthly  use  on  the  road  is  the  man  who  "  knows  it 
all,"  who  owns  about  four  seats  in  the  train  and  in 
the  hotel  coach,  and  who  does  all  the  loud  talking  at 
the  hotel,  who  sits  with  both  feet  resting  on  the  writ- 
ing desk  or  the  steampipes,  who  insults  the  table  girl, 
who  is  mad  if  he  doesn't  get  the  parlor  or  the  bridal 
chamber.  He  insists  upon  getting  the  merchant's 
attention  regardless  of  any  priority;  plays  billiards 
after  the  bar  has  closed  He  sits  up  entertaining  the 
night  clerk. 

Some  traveling  men  complain  of  the  treatment 
accorded  them.  The  author's  experience  of  more 
than  a  score  of  years  fails  to  recall  a  single  instance 
of  mistreatment.  Many  of  his  pleasantest  days  date 
from  his  drummer's  life.  It  is  a  truism  that  we  can 
usually  find  what  we  are  looking  for.  The  traveling- 
salesman  is  a  necessary  incumbent.  He  may  not  be 
able  to  atone  for  all  the  mistakes  of  the  house.  He 
can  in  a  large  degree  hold  the  trade  the  house  would 
get  in  no  other  way.  The  average  life  of  the  sales- 
man on  the  road  is  rated  at  less  than  a  year.  The 
author  thinks  that  very  few  weather  over  six  months. 
Most  of  them  die  of  an  undue  enlargement  of  the  head. 
You  can  drive  the  animal  to  water,  but  making  it  drink 
is  another  problem.  Usually  the  young  man  with 
honest  intentions  will  make  a  successful  salesman. — 
Metal  Worker. 
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works  hard  and  for  long  hours,  rarely  sparing  him- 
self, visits  the  trade  faithfully,  travels  nights  and 
sometimes  Sundays,  packs  and  unpacks  when  he 
ought  to  be  asleep,  and  yet  falls  below  his  employer's 
ideas  of  what  he  should  do.  Perhaps  he  has  a  line 
that  is  not  popular,  or  has  to  compete  with  prices  that 
he  cannot  meet.  He  may  have  a  hard  run  of  luck  in 
missing  buyers.  Bad  weather  and  a  dozen  other 
things  may  happen  to  prevent  him  from  doing  well. 
When  the  year  is  up  and  he  wants  more  pay  the 
figures  show  that  he  has  not  sold  enough  to  earn  the 
salary  he  is  already  receiving 

But  what  of  the  bookkeepers,  packers,  truckmen, 
and  the  rest  of  the  force  essential  to  the  proper 
transaction  of  business  ?  They  cannot,  unaided, 
increase  the  value  of  their  services 

The  answer  is  simple:  Raise  the  prices  If  all 
other  merchandise  commands  higher  figures,  why 
should  not  crockery  and  glassware  share  in  the  ad- 
vance ?  As  prices  rule  now  the  margin  of  profit  is  at  a 
minimum.  A  small  percentage  added  would  permit 
of  better  remuneration  all  around.

RAISE     THE     PRICES ! 


WITHIN  the  past  few  years  the  prices  of  every 
household  commodity  except  crockery  and 
glassware  have  advanced  from  ten  to  twenty  five  per 
cent. ,  and  unless  a  like  increase  is  made  in  these 
wares  some  houses  will  soon  be  doing  business  with- 
out any  profit  whatever.  It  costs  more  to  market 
goods  every  day.  In  the  case  of  the  traveling  man, 
hotel  bills  are  larger,  more  is  paid  for  excess  baggage, 
and  modest  "  tips  "  are  scorned.  The  living  expenses 
of  clerks  and  salesmen  are  greater,  and  they  natur- 
ally want  more  pay.  The  employer  realizes  the 
justice  of  this  demand,  but  is  confronted  by  the  fact 
that  he  is  not  getting  a  large  enough  percentage  of 
profit  on  sales  to  warrant  his  granting  it. 

As  far  as  the  salesmen  are  concerned,  the  ques- 
tion of  remuneration  is  in  their  own  hands.  They 
can  command  more  pay  by  making  themselves  more 
valuable — that  is,  by  selling  more  goods.  Salesmen's 
salaries  nowadays  are  based  upon  the  amount  of 
goods  they  sell — not  upon  what  they  think  they  are 
worth,  or  upon  what  it  costs  them  to  live.  It  would 
be  more  correct  perhaps,  instead  of  saying  the 
"  amount  of  goods  they  sell,"  to  substitute  "  percen- . 
tage  of  profit  on  goods  sold,"  because  of  two  men  sell- 
ing exactly  the  same  amount  the  percentage  may  be 
very  different  by  reason  of  the  greater  or  less  cost  of 
selling,  owing  to  "  expenses  " 

Of  course,  there  are  times  when   the  best  of  men 
fail  to  reach   their   standard.       The  average  traveler

PACKAGE     CHARGES     TO     CONTINUE. 


AT  the  meeting  of  the  Wholesalers'  Association  in 
Chicago  last  week  it  was  unanimously  decided 
that  the  present  method  of  charging  for  packages 
should  be  continued  until  such  time  as  the  manufac- 
turers saw  fit  to  abolish  them  And  it  is  thought 
that  will  be  a  long,  long  time  indeed. 

The  conference  was  called  at  the  instigation  of  a 
few  jobbers  in  the  Southwest  who  were  in  sympathy 
with  the  recent  action  of  Butler  Bros,  in  abolishing 
charges  on  packages,  and  desired  to  do  likewise  if  the 
plan  could  be  universally  adopted. 

A  two  days'  session  was  held — May  24  and  25 — 
during  which  the  discussion  was  brisk,  but  at  no  time 
acrimonious.  On  the  contrary,  the  utmost  harmony 
prevailed,  and  there  was  an  earnest  endeavor  to  get 
at  the  best  results  for  all. 

The  meeting  was  thoroughly  representative, 
delegates  being  present  from  every  section  of  the 
country — more  than  seventy  being  in  attendance  or 
represented  by  proxies.  From  the  start  it  was  evi- 
dent that  a  majority  were  against  any  change  in  the 
present  methods.  The  strongest  kind  of  evidence 
was  produced  not  only  from  the  experience  of  those 
in  the  crockery  trade,  but  from  other  lines,  including 
hardware  merchants  and  druggists,  to  prove  that  it 
wasa  money  loss  eventually  to  sink  the  cost  of  pack- 
ages in  the  goods.  In  every  instance  it  was  shown  that 
in  time  the  prices  fell  back  to  where  they  were  before

J1ENDING      BROKEN      CHINA. 


NOT  every  piece  of  china,  even  though  it  be  only 
slightly  broken,  is  worth  mending;  but  those 
pieces  valuable  by  reason  of  their  age,  or  through  as- 
sociation, which  have  become  broken  in  places  which 
have  no  strain  put  upon  them  in  ordinary  use,  are  well 
worth  treating  to  a  bit  of  household  surgery. 

It's  of  no  earthly  use  to  waste  time  and  materials, 
for  instance,  upon  an  ordinary  plate  which  has  been 
broken  nearly  in  two.  It.  isn't  worth  the  trouble — 
and  the  mending,  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  will  prove 
only  a  temporary  affair  if  the  piece  is  put  back  into 
service  again.  But  a  rare  old  plate,  used  only  for  a 
plate  rail,  or  to  hold  a  place  of  honor  in  a  cabinet, 
should  be  "  set  "  with  as  much  skill  as  you  can  muster 
up. 

Don't  try  to  manufacture  a  cement  yourself— they 
usually  prove  failures,  unless  you've  mote  than  an 
ordinary  knowledge  of  such  things.  There  are  a 
dozen  good,  inexpensive  cements  on  the  market,  all 
about  equally  effective,  and  none  of  them  likely  to 
prove  more  costly  than  the  materials  for  your  own 
experimenting 

Spread  the  cement  evenly  upon  the  break  (using 
a  match  stick  or  a  splinter  of  wood  for  the  process); 
press  the  pieces  firmly  together,  wiping  off  any  excess 
of  the  cement  before' it  has  time  to  harden — if  it  is  a 
kind  with  a  quick  action — or  before  you  forget  and 


ti 


allow  it  to  stay  on  indefinitely,  if  there's  no  hurry  to 
prevent  hardening.    - 

Bind  the  fragments  together,  holding  the  piece 
you  are  mending  so  that  the  different  parts  fits  to- 
gether perfectly,  and  using  strips  of  muslin  or  tapes 
for  your  bandages.  Then  set  away  where  no  one  will 
touch  your  mended  bits  for  a  day  or  two,  taking  care 
that  the  act  of  seting  them  down  doesn't  make  the 
fragments  separate  in  the  least.

OBITUARY. 


FOLLOWING  an  illness  that  covered  a  period  of 
several  months,  Geo.  L.  Smith  died  recently  in 
a. sanitarium  at  Battle  Creek,  Mich.  He  was-stricken 
with  heart  trouble  early  in  January,  and  left  a  few 
weeks  later  for  New  Mexico  in  pursuit  of  improved 
health.  But  the  trip  did  not  benefit  him,  and  he  re- 
turned north  in  April  to  enter  the  Battle  Creek  insti- 
tution. Mr.  Smith,  who  was  fifty-six  years  of  age, 
had  been  with  the  Knowles,  Taylor  &  Knowles  Co 
for  thirty- four  years.  For  many  years  he  had  trav- 
eled through  the  Middle  West  in  behalf  of  that  con- 
cern, but  during  the  last  couple  of  years  had  been  de- 
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voting  himself  to  office  work.  His  remains  were  in- 
teried  in  East  Liverpool,  where  he  had  resided  from 
boyhood. 

The  death  occurred  recently  in  Astoria,  Ore.,  of 
Norman  Marrs,  who  conducted  a  crockery  store  in 
that  place. 


SILVER     MERGER     STAYED. 


A  PRELIMINARY  injunction  has  been  issued  to 
prevent  President  Edward  Holbrook  and  other 
stock  holders  of  the  Gorham  Mfg.  Co  from  exchang- 
ing or  transferring  Gorham  stock  for  that  of  the  Silver- 
smiths' Co.,  of  New  York.  The  injunction  is  the  re- 
sult of  a  petition  filed  by  George  M.  Robinson,  former 
president  of  the  Gorham  Co  The  question  involved 
was  whether  the  stockholders  at  their  recent  meeting 
had  not  exceeded  the  provisions  of  their  charter  in 
authorizing  the  transfer  of  the  Gorham  Co. 's  assets  to 
the  Silversmiths'  Co. 


STRIKE     IN      CROOKSVILLE      ENDED. 


AT  a  conference  several  days  ago  between  the  man- 
ufacturers and  operatives  in  Crooksville,  O.,  an 
agreement  was  reached  whereby  the  strike  prevailing 
among  the  stoneware  petteries  there  was  declared  off. 
Manufacture  had  been  tied  up  for  seven  weeks,  In 
the  agreement  reached  both  factions  claim  to  have 
won.  The  manufacturers  declare  that  they  received 
recognition  that  amounts  to  an  open  shop,  while  the 
union  men  claim  that  they  received  all  that  was  asked. 
The  wage  scale  has  not  been  materially  changed. 
The  length  of  day  and  the  differential  scale  prevail- 
ing for  the  past  several  years  is  retained.  While  the 
operators  are  not  restricted  to  the  employment  of 
union  men  exclusively,  neither  have  the  operators 
claimed  the  privilege  of  discriminating  against  them. 


PANIC     IN     ADAMS     &    CO'S    STORE. 


BY  the  collapse  last  Tuesday  evening  of  a  tank  on 
the  roof  of  Adams  &  Co. 's  dry  goods  store  in 
Sixth  avenue,  this  city,  followed  by  a  panic  among 
customers  and  clerks,  nearly  a  score  of  persons,  most- 
ly women,  were  more  or  less  seriously  injured.  The 
store  was  crowded  with  customers  when  the  tank, 
owing  to  the  giving  way  of  supports,  toppled  over 
on  a  dome  skylight  covering  a  central  court,  precipi- 
tating ten  thousand  gallons  of  water  and  a  shower  of 
broken  glass  on  the  main  floor.  A  number  of  clerks 
and  customers  were  cut  by  fragments  of  glass  and 
other  debris,  and  a  panic  ensued  in  which  hundreds 
of  women  made  frenzied  efforts  to  reach  the  street 
in  the  belief  that  an  earthquake  had  occurred,  and  the 


building  was  about  to  fall.  In  the  rush  many  were 
knocked  down  and  trampled  on.  Firemen  and  ambu- 
lances were  quickly  on  hand  and  the  injuries  of  about 
a  dozen  persons  were  dressed  by  the  surgeons. 


ROUEN     BRIC-A-BRAC. 


THE  first  pottery  at  Rouen  seems  to  have  been  es. 
tablished  in  1542  by  a  certain  Masseot  Aba- 
quesne,  who  probably  learned  his  trade  in  Italy,  or 
from  one  of  the  Italian  potters  who  came  over  to 
France  about  that  time.  The  beautiful  enameled 
tiles  which  were  his  only  productions  were  evidently 
made  by  a  process  peculiar  to  the  Italian  potters  of 
that  period,  though  the  style  of  the  decoration  is  dis- 
tinctly French. 

Abaquesne  does  not  appear  to  have  been  very 
successful  in  his  work,  and  after  his  death  the  indus- 
try died  out,  and  was  not  revived  until  nearly  a  cen- 
tury later,  in  1644,  when  another  factory  was  started 
by  Edme  Poterat. 

The  few  specimens  that  remain  of  the  first  pro- 
ductions of  this  factory  are  in  the  Italian  style  and 
were  probably  made  by  potters  who  had  studied  their 
art  at  Nevers.  Some  of  them  have  a  Parisian  blue  or 
lapis-lazuli  ground,  with  flowers  and  insects  standing 
out  in  yellow,  while  others  represent  figures  copied 
from  Chinese  porcelain.  Later,  however,  in  1673, 
under  the  sup  rvision  of  Louis  Poterat  (a  son  of  the 
original  founder)  the  Rouen  potters  produced  a  scal- 
lop decoration  of  their  own,  known  as  "  a  lambre- 
quins "  and  "a  broderies,"  the  designs  for  which 
were  taken  from  mat  queterie,  lace,  and  the  decora- 
tions found  in  books  of  the  seventeenth  ceutury.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  finances 
of  France  were  at  a  very  low  ebb,  owing  to  the  ex- 
penses caused  by  the  continual  wars,  and  the  dread- 
ful famine  in  1709  These  events  were  the  cause  of 
a  great  impetus  to  the  manufacture  of  Rouen  ware, 
for  the  King,  in  order  to  fill  the  treasury,  sent  all  his 
gold  and  silver  plate  to  the  mint,  replacing  it  with 
faience.  His  example  was  quickly  followed  by  the 
court  and  many  cf  his  subjects,  and  quite  a  craze  set 
in  for  table  services  of  this  ware. 

As  the  manufactories  had  by  this  time  greatly  in- 
creased, and  quite  a  number  of  potters  had  settled  in 
Rouen,  there  was  great  rivalry  among  them  to  sup- 
ply this  sudden  demand  for  their  work,  and  each 
strove  to  out- do  the  other:;  in  producing  beautiful 
faience  worthy  of  appearing  on  the  tables  of  their 
patrons.  For  decorative  purposes  the  artists  limited 
themselves  almost  entirely  to  a  rich  blue,  either  pure 
or  relieved  by  Indian  red.  The  lambrequin  or  scal- 
lop design  was  usually  traced  in  blue,  and  so  treated 
that  it  formed  a  handsome  border.  The  lambrequins 
invariably  consisted  of  scalloped  leaves,  scrolls  and 
palms,  standing  out  in  white  on  a  ground  worked  up 
in  blue,  and  frequently  connected  by  wreaths  deli- 
cately  rising  against   the  whiteness   of  the   enamel. 
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The  centre  always  consisted  of  a  floriated  ornament, 
generally  a  basket  filled  with  symmetrically-arranged 
flowers,  but  in  some  cases  armorial  bearings  were 
substituted.  A  few  pieces  have  a  centre  medallion 
and  border  decorated  with  arabesques  and  scrolls  of 
a  very  dark  blue,  .  standing  out  on  a  yellow  ochre 
ground;  but  these  are  very  scarce  A  polychrome 
pattern  which,  was  first  used  in  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury represents  Chinese  temples  and  floriated  land- 
scapes, boldly  and  brilliantly  painted  in  the  oriental 
manner  in  vogue  at  that  time. 

Later  the  cornucopia  decoration  was  originated. 
The  design  is  composed  of  a  cornucopia,  from  which 
spring  birds,  insects,  butterflies  and  flowers,  painted 
in  brilliant  reds  and  yellows. 

The  Rouen  potters  produced  a  great  variety  of 
objects,  which,  in  addition  to  the'  services  already 
mentioned,  included  many  busts  and  stands,  some 
church  lamps  with  cherubs'  heads,  sugar-sifters  with 
dome,  shaped  covers,  spice  boxes,  jardinieres,  wall- 
fountains  and  wine-coolers.  The  cider  jugs  bear- 
ing the  names  of  their  owners  and  the  images  of  their 
patron  saints  must  not  be  forgotten,  and  the  curious 
helmet-shaped  ewers  are  also  worthy  of  mention. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  in- 
dustry,  which  had  been  the  pride  of  the  old  Norman. 
city  for  more  than  a  century,  gradually  declined  and 
finally  disappeared  altogether,  chiefly  owing  to  the 
more  general  use  of  porcelain  and  the  importation  of 
large  quantities  of  Staffordshire  pottery,  which  found 
a  ready  sale.  The  most  typical  marks  in  use  at  Rouen 
were  P.  R.  (Pottier  a  Reuen) ;  Hillaire,  1759:  Perdu, 
1734;  Borne  pinxit,  anno  1738;  Mallett  R.  D.  1765  — 
Clifford  Holmes. 


LOSS     BY     LACK     OF     HARHONY. 


TN  these  days  of  close  competition,  wh^n  the  retail 
I  store  management  must  figure  every  cent's  worth 
of  expenditure  with  the  utmost  care,  the  question  of 
leaks  is  one  of  the  utmost  importance.  These  un- 
doubtedly are  of  great  consequence;  but  there  are 
leaks  of  another  sort  that  do  an  incalculable  amount 
of  damage. 

Among  these  latter  none,  perhaps,  is  more  often 
met  with  than  conflict  of  authority.  The  large  de- 
partment store — and  even  the  medium-sized  estab- 
lishment of  today — has  so  many  people  occupying 
positions  that  are  of  a  managerial  and  executive 
character  that  theie  is  bound  to  be  some  doubt  as  to 
where  one's  authority  ends  and  another's  begins. 
The  buyer,  for  example,  is  naturally  anxious  to  ex- 
ercise some  jurisdiction  over  the  clerks  in  his  depart- 
ment, while  oftentimes  the  superintendent,  feeling 
that  all  the  lesser  employees  are  responsible  directly 
to  him,  is  inclined  to  resent  any  interference  on  the 
part  of  the  buyer  or  even  of  the  merchandise  man- 
ager. 

That    such  a  state  of  affairs    is   opposed    to    the 

best  interests  of  the  store  cannot  be  questioned;  eon* 
sequently   an  absolute  rule  should  be  formulated,  so 


as  to  define  the  extent  of  the  buyer's  jurisdiction  over 
the  people  in  his  department,  as  well  as  the  range  of 
authority  vested  in  the  superintendent.  Failure  to 
do  this  is  apt  to  create  a  dangerous  leak.  The  sales- 
people under  such  circumstances  will  not  know  whom 
to  obey,  and  lack  of  harmony  between  the  buyer  and 
the  superintendent  will  soon  cause  the  service  of  the 
store  to  deteriorate,  with  the  result  that  many  cus- 
tomers will  be  driven  to  other  establishments. 

An  illustration  of  this  was  recently  presented  in  a 
New  York  establishment.  The  superintendent,  acting 
on  direct  orders  from  the  ganeral  manager — on  whose 
fitness  for  his  post  it  were  best  not  to  comment — dis- 
charged, upon  sundry  occasions,  several  people  in 
various  departments  at  a  time  when  their  services 
could  not  well  be  dispensed  with.  The  buyers  affected 
naturally  objected  to  this  action  and  were  filled  with 
resentment  against  the  superintendent,  although,  as 
stated,  he  was  not  really  to  blame  Had  the  superin- 
tendent taken  the  buyers  into  his  confidence  and  in- 
formed them  that  he  was  merely  acting  under  orders 
matters  might  have  been  improved,  but  in  the  ab- 
sence of  such  explanation  the  superintendent  became 
so  unpopular  that  he  was  finally  forced  out  of  his 
position,  and  only  recently  have  the  buyers  come  to 
know  the  real  reason  for  his  action.  Incidencally,  it 
may  be  said  lhat  the  general  manager  will,  in  all  prob- 
ability, shortly  follow  him.    But  that  is  another  story. 

The  point  we  wish  to  emphasize  is  that  for  lack  of 
definition  of  the  authority  of  each  party  the  superin- 
tendent and  the  buyers  eot  at  loggerheads  and  the 
business  of  the  store  suffered  in  consequence.  Every 
store  management  should  see  that  no  such  state  of 
affairs  exists.  If  the  superintendent  cannot  get  along 
with  the  buyers  he  should  be  discharged  and  replaced 
by  someone  who  can,  and  this  in  spite  of  his  general 
qualifications.  In  the  instance  mentioned,  a  man  of 
far  inferior  ability  succeeded  to  the  superintendent's 
position;  yet  he  "made  good"  because  he  knew  how 
to  get  along  with  the  buyers  — Dry  Goods  Economist. 


"  DECAL  "     flEN      VISIT     CONGRESS. 


UNDER  date  of  May  29  the  following  despatch 
was  sent  out  from  Washington,  D.  C.  :  "  Be- 
cause he  was  asked  to  confer  with  representatives  of 
decalcomanie  houses  throughout  the  United  States, 
Congressman  Justice  Kennedy  was  to-day  detained 
from  his  proposed  visit  to  East  Liverpool.  By  a  re- 
cent decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  im- 
port duty  on  decalcomanie  sheets  has  been  advanced 
25  per  cent  This  means  that  the  American  pottery 
manufacturers  are  asked  to  pay  $50,000  more  for  their 
"  decals. "  Because  Congressman  Kennedy  represents 
the  East  Liverpool  pottery  district  the  decalcomanie 
representatives  asked  for  a  conference  with  him. 
This  was  readily  granted  It  is  intimated  that  a 
strong  effort  will  be  made  to  have  the  decision  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  repealed. 
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Manufacturing'  is    moving    along 
East   Liverpool      smoothly  and  quietly  among  the 
and  Vicinity.       Western  potteries.     The  majority 
of  the  plants   are  operating  regu- 
larly and  are  receiving  a  fair  sprinkling  of  demands 
in    supplemental    orders    for    immediate    shipments. 
Generally  the  order  files  will  be  fully  cleaned  up  dur- 
ing the  month  and  good  stocks  put  in  the  warehouse 

for  July. 

*  # 

Specialties  continue  to  contribute  a  large  portion 
of  the  demands  at  many  potteries.  Many  of  these 
are  of  a  practical  kind  for  various  everyday  uses,  and 
should  really  come  under  the  head  of  staple  pottery. 
Berry  dishes,  ice  creams  and  nappies  are  now  receiv- 
ing increased  attention  at  many  of  the  potteries  for 
the  regular  trade.  Large  numbers  of  these  are  made 
on  scheme  and  premium  orders  at  many  potteries  all 

the  season. 

*  * 

The  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters 
have  quite  generally  elected  the  delegates  to  their 
annual  convention  and  are  making  preparations  to 
have  an  enjoyable  time  at  Akron  the  first  week  in 
July.  The  wage  scale,  however,  does  not  come  under 
consideration  this  year,  so  there  will  be  no  matters  of 
serious  interest  to  the  manufacturing  potters  till  the 
meeting  in  1907.  Under  the  present  condition  of  the 
pottery  trade  the  Brotherhood  will  not  attempt  to  jack 
up  the  manufacturing  cost  of  anything,  as  the  manu- 
facturers are  now  paying  more  on  some  lines  of  goods 
than  the  trade  actually  warrants.

Although  the  compulsory  vacation  is  only  the  first 
two  weeks  in  July,  few  factories  will  be  ready  or  care 
to  start  during  or  till  the  last  of  that  month. 


While  an  occasional  small  factory  is  announced 
to  shut  down  this  week  in  some  branches,  indications 
now  are  favorable  to  operations  continuing  till  the 
last  of  June.  Some  bottle  and  chimney  factories  have 
already  closed,  and  others  will  do  so  early  in  the 
month,  but  no  concerted  action  has  been  announced 
in  any  branch  for  early  closing  this  year.

THE    CONDITION     OF     BUSINESS. 


There  is  no  evading  the  fact  that  we  are 
New  York,  between  seasons.  Decoration  Day  vir- 
tually marked  the  closing  of  spring 
trade,  although  one  hears  of  occasional  orders  from 
buyers  who  either  purchased  sparingly  or  else  ex- 
perienced a  patronage  beyond  expectations  But 
these  instances  are  comparatively  rai*e.  From  now 
until  possibly  July  10  it  is  believed  that  nothing  will 
arise  to  disturb  the  usual  commercial  calmness  of 
June. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  manufacturers  of 
metal  lamps,  portables,  and  the  like,  anticipate  a 
brisk  trade  this  fall.  Never  before  has  the  District 
contained  so  many  and  such  varied  creations.  The 
increase  in  the  cost  of  the  raw  material  has  made 
necessary  an  advance  in  the  price  of  these  goods,  and 
there  is  a  prospect  of  an  even  more  decided  increase 
being  made  absolutely  compulsory.  But,  unless  some 
unexpected  developments  arise,  the  advance  is  not 
likely  to  be  as  decided  as  was  at  first  feared. 


Statements  that  continue  to  emanate  from  San 
Francisco  only  serve  to  emphasize  the  determination 
of  the  plucky  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Golden  State 
to  prove  more  than  equal  to  the  almost  over- 
whelming contract  fate  has  imposed  upon  them. 
Conditions  out  there  are  still  in  such  a  state  that  it 
will  be  some  time  before  the  natives  are  in  a  position 
to    order  household    necessities   and   luxuries.       But 


once  this  rehabilitation  commences  in  earnest  the  pot- 
teries, glass  factories,  enameled  ware  concerns,  lamp 
manufacturers,  and  all  others  who  cater  to  the  wants 
of  humanity,  must  prepare  for  business,  and  lots  of  it. 
Almost  daily  announcements  are  made  concerning 
the  location  in  temporary  addresses  of  wholesale  and 
retail  firms  that  had  been  swept  out  of  existence  for 
the  time.  This  is  the  most  encouraging  indication  of 
all,  for  it  proves  conclusively  that  neither  the  confi- 
dence nor  the  spirit  of  the  merchants  out  there  has 
been  broken. 

Sentiment  and  cut  glass  seem  to  have  proven 
pretty  good  friends  again  this  spring  The  movement 
of  cut  glass  has  been  particularly  brisk,  and  the 
number  of  June  wedding  ceremonies  has  apparently 
suffered  no  decrease.  So  it's  only  fair,  in  justice  to 
both,  to  assume  that  the  popularity  of  one  has  worked 
to  the  advantage  of  the  other.  Cut  glass  seems  to 
have  become  almost  as  indispensable  an  adjunct  of 
present-day  nuptials  as  the  wedding  ring 


Domestic  pottery  is  as  inactive  as  usual  at  this 
time  of  the  year.  The  preparation  of  stocks  for  the 
early  tall  irade  is  now  engrossing  attention  particu- 
larly. This  proceeding  has  been  interrupted  some- 
what in  Trenton,  though,  by  reason  of  the  unjustified 
action  of  certain  saggermakers  in  striking  over  a 
clause  in  the  uniform  wage  scale  agreement  that  dis- 
pleases  them.       The   mere    fact   that   their  national 
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og  animation  has  frowned  upon  the  step  is  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  fairness  of  the  manufacturers.  It  is 
hoped,  though,  to  have  the  difficulty  settled  before  it 
interferes  very  greatly  with  the  plans  for  the  fall 
trade. 

No  appreciable  alteration  in  the  housefurnishing 
situation  has  yet  developed.  The  call  remains  active, 
especially  for  enameled  ware. 


For  the  second  time  in  nine  weeks  a  clear  Mon- 
day gave  this  week's  retail  business  an  auspicious 
opening.  It  is  rather  remarkable  that  so  many  Mon- 
days should  be  attended  by  rainstorms.  The  inclem- 
ency wasn't  entirely  local,  either,  for  in  most  cases  a 
large  portion  of  the  East  has  been  similarly  affected. 
The  losses  experienced  by  large  and  small  stores  alike 
as  a  result  of  these  storms  cannot  be  computed.  Mon- 
day is  usually  depended  upon  to  yield  large  returns 
for  the  retail  stores,  and  all  have,  in  consequence, 
suffered  greatly. 


Orders  for  fall  delivery  have  already  be- 
Trenton.     gun  to  find  their  way  to  local  order  files. 

The  volume  isn't  very  great,  but  the 
fact  that  the  demands  are  reaching  here  so  early 
occasions  a  feeling  of  satisfaction.  Current  business 
remains  good.  This  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  not 
a  pottery  has  yet  found  it  necessary  to  interfere  with 
steady  manufacture.  The  manufacturers  feel  more 
than  ordinarily  optimistic  regarding  future  trade, 
which  seems  likely  to  establish  something  of  a  record 
in  the  matter  of  sales.  Prices  .remain  fairly  good. 
There  is  little  or  no  complaint  regarding  the  quota- 
tions on  decorated  goods,  but  an  advance  on  white 
ware  would  be  more  gratifying. 


and  the  distribution  of  a  liberal  amount  of  money  in 
all  lines  of  manufacture  and  trade.  The  bettter 
grade  of  glassware  in  all  lines,  from  utility  staples 
and  fine  blown  and  pressed  goods  up  to  fine  cut,  is 
predominating  in  the  current  demands. 


The  past  week  showed  no  material 
East  Liverpool     change   in   the   business   situation 
and  Vicinity.      among  the  Western  potters      Mod- 
erately and  comfortably  busy  was 
the  report  at  the  majority  of  the  plants.       There  was 
a     considerable    amount    of    ware    moving    on    the 
streets,  and  shipments  at  the  depot  were    fairly  well 
sustained.     In   many  instances  order  files  are  pretty 
well  cleaned  up,  and  only  the  light  current  demands 
during  the  month  will  be  left  to  work  upon,  in  con- 
nection  with    completing   full    assortments   for   fall 
opening.     It  will  require  this  whole  month  at  several 
of  the  potteries,  however,  to  dispatch  orders  still  on 
book. 

All  the  traveling  salesmen  are  headed  homeward, 
and  the  majority  are  expected  to  close  their  spring 
campaigns  during  the  present  week. 


The  spring  trade  will  be  practically  over  this 
week.  Only  supplementary  demands  to  fill  up 
assortments  and  a  variety  of  odds  and  ends  will  be 
called  for  through  the  mail  during  the  month.  Some 
important  orders,  however,  may  and  probably  will  be 
placed  near  the  close  of  this  month  by  Far  Western 
jobbers,  as  has  heretofore  occurred.  This  is  especi- 
ally probable  this  year  from  the  Pacific  Coast,  where 
big  and  urgent  supplies  will  be  needed  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  that  they  can  be  housed. 


The  general  business  situation 
Pittsburgh  shows  satisfactory  conditions  in  all 
and  Vicinity,  branches  of  manufacture  in  this 
great  industrial  center.  The  glass- 
ware industry  is  displaying  increased  activity,  with 
good  prospects  that  this  last  month  of  the  fire  will 
round  out  a  very  gratifying  trade.  There  is  no  dis- 
guising the  fact  that  May  trade  was  a  little  disap- 
pointing in  its  volume,  under  the  general  favorable 
business  situation,  with  the  majority  of  the  glassware 
manufacturers.  The  aggregate,  however,  compares 
favorably  with  that  of  last  year.  In  fact,  a  large 
number  of  factories  report  that  their  .May  trade  this 
year  shows  an  excess  over  that  of  last,  and  that  their 
business  since  January  foots  up  larger  proportions 
than  for  the  same  period  in  1905,  Indications  now 
are  for  an  unusually  active  June.

The  cottage  dining-room  is 
equipped  with  tables,  chairs,  dishes,  a  gas  range,  and 
all  the  other  housekeeping  neccessities.  The  adjoin- 
ing rest  room  has  comfortable  chairs  and  a  broad 
couch  piled  with  pillows,  while  prettily  decorated 
walls  and  muslin  curtains  at  the  windows  complete 
the  very  cosy  and  homelike  appearance  of  the  place. 
It  makes  a  most  inviting  change  for  the  girls  coming 
tired  out  from  their  work,  and  offers  them  an  oppor- 
tunity for  getting  entirely  away  from  the  business 
atmosphere  to  enjoy  their  rest  hour  in  the  most  help- 
ful way.

The  determination  to  attain 
the  very  highest  standard  of  excellence  is  evident 
in  every  detail.  The  cuttings,  which  exploit  many 
absolutely  new  ideas,  are  executed  with  unusual  skill, 
and  the  natural  opulence  of  the  ware  is  enhanced  by 
reason  of  Mr.  Taylor's  tasttful  method  of  display. 
No  class  of  merchandise  in  this  market  has  ever  en- 
joyed the  possession  of  surroundings  better  calcu- 
lated to  show  off  its  manifold  virtues.  Merchants 
who  experience  difficulty  in  making  satisfactory  in- 
terior and  window  displays  of  cut  glass  might  acquire 
some  valuable  information  in  this  regard  alone  by  in- 
specting the  exhibit.  It  may  also  be  remarked  that  in 
order  to  preserve  the  dignity  of  the  line  as  much  as 
possible  its  sale  is  confined  in  a  general  way  to  one 
merchant  in  each  city.

The  medium-priced  and 
cheaper  portables  are  clothed  in  all  of  the  popular 
finishes  and  formed  with  an  eye  to  originality  and 
symmetry.  An  attractive  scheme  is  employed  in  the 
coloring  of  metal  p  tellers  and  vases  in  th3  same 
collection.       The   body   is   treated   in    any   desirable 
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finish,  -with  the  base  and  neck  executed  in  gold.  The 
strong  but  pleasing  contrast  thereby  formed  is  highly 
effective.

Co.'s  bent  glass  and  leaded 
shades,  hanging  fixtures  for  gas  and  electric  illumi- 
nation in  the  dining  room  and  parlor,  high-grade 
decorated  lamps,  bathroom  mirrors  and  medicine 
closets  in  enamel  and  nickel  finishes,  and  photo 
frames. 

It  is  very  evident  from  the  amount  of  interest 
that  buyers  have  this  year  manifested  in  the  five  un- 
der-glaze  patterns  adorning  the  Royal  dinner  shape 
from  Furnival's,  Ltd.,  that  Mr.  Robertson  did  not 
miscalculate  when  he  pronounced  them  the  best  spe- 
cimens that  ever  issued  from  that  factory.

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There  is  a  combination  gold  and  silver  portable 
in  the  Salo  Art  Metal  Co.'s  collection  that  is  destined 
to  become  extremely  popular.  The  base  is  fashioned 
somewhat  like  a  Maltese  cross  and  finished  in  gold. 
The  long,  slender  tube  forming  the  principal  adjunct 
of  the  portable  is  pleasing  in  its  very  simplicity.  It 
is  treated  in  silver,  which  blends  very  prettily  with 
the  golden  base.  Some  exquisite  specimens  of  etched 
metal  novelties  are  also  contained  in  the  Salo  display. 
These  pieces  include  clock  dials,  ash  trays,  calendars, 


cigar  cutters,  openers  and  lighters,  automobile  adver 
tising  plates,  etc.  The  remarkable  etching  possibili- 
ties of  the  concern  are  demonstrated  in  a  positive 
way  by  the  samples  carried  by  J.  H.  Von  Wiederhold, 
who  has  charge  of  the  showroom  at  No.  25  West 
Broadway.

An  absolute  novelty  in  cooking  ware  is  the  green 
fire-proof  line  shown  by  L,  Straus  &  Sons.  The  color 
dress  of  green  is  in  itself  sufficiently  new  to  merit  ap- 
aproval,  for  it  makes  a  pleasing  change  from  the 
brown  that  has  heretofore  been  almost  wholly  em- 
ployed to  improve  the  ware's  attractiveness.  On 
some  pieces,  too,  the  handles  and  knobs  are  in  gilt. 
This,  coupled  with  the  green,  gives  the  ware  a  char- 
acter that  is  totally  different  from  predecessors.  But 
the  coloring  is  not  the  only  new  feature  of  the  line. 
It  includes  several  shapes  that  are  positively  fresh  in 
conception  and  which  are  thoroughly  practical  as 
well. 


THE     RISE     OF     A     GREAT     INDUSTRY. 


FORTY-EIGHT  years  ago— to  be  precise,  in  Janu- 
ary, 1858 — a  Viennese  inventor  brought  to  Edward 
Miller,  of  Meriden,  Conn.,  a  crude  lamp  burner.  Im- 
mediately appreciating  the  value  of  the  idea,  Mr. 
Miller  purchased  it,  set  about  its  improvement,  and 
in  a  short  time  put  upon  the  market  the  first  Ameri- 
can kerosene  burner.  This  was  the  beginning  of  an 
industry  so  important  that  to-day  its  fame  is  world- 
wide. 

Edward  Miller,  founder  of  the  firm  of  Edward 
Miller  &  Co.,  was  born  August  10,  1827,  and  was 
reared  on  his  father's  farm  at  Wallingford,  Conn.  At 
the  age  of  fifteen  he  went  to  work  in  the  small  factory 
of  Horatio  N.  Howard,  at  Meriden,  where  he  learned 
how  to  make  lamp  screws,  hoops  and  candlestick- 
springs.  Following  this  experience  he  was  employed 
for  two  years  with  Stedman  &  Clark,  manufacturers 
of  similar  goods.  This  brought  him  to  a  period 
when,  though  in  his  teens,  he  began  a  business  ca- 
reer on  his  own  account.  Purchasing  the  necessary 
tools,  he  associated  himself  with  his  father,  under  the 
name  of  Joel  Miller  &  Son,  and  began  in  a  small  way 
the  manufacture  of  a  similar  line  of  goods  to  those  on 
which  he  had  been  engaged  for  others.  In  less  than 
two  years  the  son,  then  only  twenty,  purchased  his 
father's  interest  in  the  business  and  his  own  legal 
time  up  to  his  majority,  paying  for  both  $800,  and  giv- 
ing his  notes  in  payment.  Before  the  end  of  the  fol- 
lowing year  the  notes  were  paid  out  of  the  profits  of 
the  business.  He  soon  found  larger  quarters  neces- 
sary, and  erected  a  wooden  structure  on  the  site  of 
the  present  works.  This,  together  with  practically  its 
contents,  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  early  part  of 
1856.  Though  the  blow  was  a  severe  one,  and  swept 
away  the  accumulations  of  years,  Mr.  Miller  met  the 
situation  with  the  fortitude  and  perseverance  char- 
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acteristic  of  the  man,  and  before  the  close  of  the 
year  the  factory  was  rebuilt  and  again  in  running 
order. 

The  manufacture  of  kerosene  burners  was  now 
begun,  and  followed  by  lamps,  bronzes,  sheet  brass, 
and  various  forms  of  utensils  made  from  that  metal. 
The  factory  was  soon  taxed  beyond  its  capacity,  ne- 
cessitating successive  enlargements.  In  1866  it  was 
deemed  wise  by  Mr.  Miller  to  associate  with  himself 
other  capitalists,  and  in  July  of  that  year  a  joint 
stock  company  was  formed,  under  the  name  of  Ed- 
ward Miller  &  Co  ,  the  capital  stock  of  the  concern 
being  $200,000.  Under  the  wise  direction  of  the 
president,  Mr.  Miller,  the  business  of  the  company 
was  constantly  extended,  and  the  factory  now  covers 
several  acres  of  ground  and  gives  work  to  nearly  750 
employees.     The  present  capital  stock  is  $500,000. 

Although  Mr.  Miller  has  now  retired  from  active 
participation  in  the  concern's  affairs,  his  interest  in 
the  company  which  he  founded  has  not  abated,  and 
he  still  remains  its  president.  He  had  the  good  for. 
tune  to  have  two  sons  who  could  take  up  the  work 
with  youthful  ideas  and  vigor.  Edward  Miller,  Jr., 
has  inherited  the  keen  business  foresight  and  executive 
ability  of  his  father,  and  upon  him  has  fallen  the 
main  responsibility  of  the  business.  He  is  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  company.  Arthur  E.  Miller,  the 
younger  son,  is  superintendent.  In  such  hands  the 
future  is  assured. 


SAGGERnAKERS     STRIKE     IN     TRENTON. 


A  STRIKE  is  on  among  the  saggermakers  in  Tren- 
ton. Sixteen  of  them,  representing  the  forces 
employed  at  the  Willets,  Mercer,  Anchor,  Lamber- 
ton,  East  Trenton  and  Prospect  Hill  potteries,  have 
deserted  their  posts.  This  has  compelled  many  of 
the  kilnmen,  because  of  a  scarcity  of  saggers,  to  also 
quit  work.  The  kilnmen  are  not  in  sympathy  with 
the  strikers,  who  are  supported  only  by  their  own 
local  union.  The  unions  controlling  other  branches 
of  the  trade  and  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Opera- 
tive Potters  are  opposed  to  the  stand  taken  by  the 
saggermakers.  This  fact  may  cause  the  withdrawal 
of  the  saggermakers'  local  from  the  national  body. 

Dissatisfaction  with  the  existing  uniform  scale  is 
responsible  for  the  trouble.  The  saggermakers  claim 
that  they  are  being  charged  too  much  for  the  prep- 
aration of  the  clay.  Formerly  the  manufacturers 
prepared  the  clay  for  the  saggermakers,  but  under 
the  uniform  scale  the  latter  now  prepare  it  them- 
selves In  order  that  the  material  may  be  batter 
prepared,  the  manufacturers  insist  upon  the  clay  be- 
ing run  through  the  "pugger"  twice.  The  workmen 
insist  that  they  be  paid  for  the  time  lost  in  preparing 
the  clay  the  second  time. 

When  the  saggermakers  referred  the  matter  to 
the  standing  committee  appointed  to  adjust  such  diffi- 
culties the  latter  reported  adversely  to  them.  Then 
the  complaint  was  carried  up  to  the  local  union,  which 


ordered  a  strike.  The  National  Brotherhood  not  only 
does  not  sanction  the  strike,  but  through  its  officers 
has  roundly  scored  the  malcontents  for  violating  an 
agreement  with  the  manufacturers  which  requires 
the  reference  of  all  such  disputes  to  the  arbitration 
board, 

LATER. 
[Special  despatch  to  the  Crockery  and  Glass  Journal.] 
Trenton,  June  7. — Thos.  J.  Duffy,  president  of  the 
N  B.  O.  P.,  arrived  here  yesterday  and  immediately 
called  a  conference  of  the  saggermakers.  He  told 
the  strikers  that  they  were  wrong  in  quitting  their 
work  without  the  sanction  of  the  national  representa- 
tives and  also  in  refusing  to  obey  the  commands  of 
the  same  officers  to  return  to  work  pending  arbitra- 
tion. Mr.  Duffy  assured  the  men  that  they  could  ex- 
pect no  aid  from  the  national  body  until  they  had  first 
returned  to  work.  If  they  would  do  this,  he  stated} 
the  national  body  would  take  up  their  case  at  once. 
The  strikers  voted  to  act  on  the  advice  of  President 
Duffy,  and  intend  to  return  to  work  to-day.

A     SCHOOL     OF     SALESMANSHIP. 


A  MOST  worthy  institution  has  lately  come  into  ex- 
istence in  Boston  under  the  name  of  the  Bigelow 
School  of  Good  Salesmanship,  and  the  support  and  pat- 
ronage of  all  the  large  stores  of  that  city  have  been 
freely  extended  to  it.  Enrolled  among  the  students 
are  young  men  and  women  employed  in  various  ca- 
pacities by  many  of  the  most  prominent  business 
houses  in  Boston.  In  addition  to  the  instruction  im- 
parted by  the  directors  of  the  school,  a  number  of  the 
Boston  merchants  voluntarily  visit  the  institution  to 
give  lectures  and  hints  on  how  the  cash-girl  may  in 
the  course  of  evolution  become  the  buyer,  and  the 
salesman  become  the  representative  of  the  house. 
Buyers,  secretaries,  superintendents,  confidential 
clerks  and  advertising  managers  also  frequent  the 
school  to  proffer  adWce  and  recite  personal  experiences 
that  are  intended  to  encourage  the  ambitiously- 
inclined. 

While  the  school  has  not  been  m  existence  long 
enough  to  make  evident  the  benefits  certain  to  accrue 
from  it,  merchants  having  employees  among  the  stud- 
ents declare  that  the  intelligence, perception  and  indus- 
try of  the  latter  have  alreadv  improved  to  a  marked 
extent  Their  knowledge  of  business  details  has  been 
materially  increased,  and  the  opportunities  for  ad- 
vancement pointed  out  to  them  by  men  who  have 
forged  ahead  on  their  own  merits  have  had  an  inspir- 
ing effect  upon  their  ambition.  Most  of  the  heads  of 
firms   who  have  addressed  the  students  are  men  who 


have  advanced  from  subordinate  positions.  The  men 
and  women  occupying  places  of  trust  in  the  houses, 
too,  have  in  most  cases  graduated  from  ordinary 
clerkships.  The  examples  thus  presented,  therefore, 
have  exercised  a  more  salutary  effect  upon  the  stud- 
ents than  any  other  feature. 

So  far  Boston  is  the  only  American  city  that 
we  know  of  with  an  institution  of  exactly  this  kind. 
But  it  is  not  likely  to  remain  alone  in  this  regard  for 
very  long.  Merchants  in  pretty  nearly  every  other 
city  in  the  United  States  suffer  from  a  paucity  of 
good  salesmen  and  saleswomen.  This  is  notably  true 
of  the  young  people  identified  with  the  crockery, 
glassware  and  housefurnishing  departments.  Many 
times  we  have  heard  discouraged  merchants  bewail 
the  dearth  of  competent  salespeople  in  these  branch- 
es. The  fact,  too,  has  become  patent  to  us  during 
strolls  through  stores  here  and  elsewhere.  Indiffer- 
ence, laziness,  impatience,  impertinence  and  a  dispo- 
sition to  gossip  with  fellow-salespeople  during  busi- 
ness hours,  rather  than  a  determination  to  sell  to  and 
satisfy  visitors,  are  among  the  weaknesses  to  which 
many  of  the  modern  store  employees  are  prone.  But 
if  enable  d  to  hear  words  of  advice  and  encouragement 
under  the  same  conditious  as  the  Boston  salespersons, 
,  there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  profit  fully  as 
well. 

This  idea  of  a  school  for  salesmanship  is  a  splen- 
did one  in  many  ways,  and  is  worthy  of  emulation  by 
every  large  city  in  the  country.

ters  were  created  in  1904.  Mr.  Taylor  was  the  per- 
sonal head  of  the  business  until  a  few  months  ago, 
when  he  resigned  to  become  vice-president  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Lamp,  Brass  and  (Mass  Co. 

The  acquisition  of  Daniel  Taylor  &  Co.'s  offices 
serves  to  emphasize  the  progress  that  the  Pittsburgh 
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concern  has  been  making  in  recent  years.  Only  a 
few  weeks  ago  they  also  located  salesrooms  in  Cincin- 
nati and  Cleveland,  and  now  have  branch  offices  in 
nearly  every  important  trade  centre  in  the  United 
States.

MANUFACTURERS  in  Evansville,  Ind  ,  have 
joined  forces  in  a  legal  battle  against  the  South- 
ern Railroad  Co.  which  has  grown  out  of  a  recent  suit 
instituted  by  the  railroad  corporation.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS. 


Except  for  a  fairly  brisk  call  for  such 
New  York,  articles  in  crockery  and  glassware  as 
are  especially  adapted  for  the  summer- 
resort  trade,  the  past  week  has  been  quite  unproduc- 
tive of  business.  The  seacoast  towns  have  proven 
particularly  good  markets  so  far  this  summer  for 
souvenirs  and  novelties  in  pottery  and  gla^s  Another 
line  that  has  enjoyed  a  seasonable  degree  of  popular- 
ity includes  jellies,  tumblers  and  fruit  jars. 


While  lamps  are  moving  with  fair  activity,  the 
spirit  of  procrastination  so  characteristic  of  many 
buyers  in  this  section  has  deterred  many  purchases. 
It  is  impossible  to  understand  why  merchants  year 
after  year  delay  the  placing  of  their  orders  for  lamps 
until  the  factories  are  overcrowded  with  business. 
Nothing  but  dissatisfaction  for  manufacturer  as  well 
as  buyer  can  possibly  result  from  this  delay.  The 
selection  in  the  sample  rooms  is  quite  as  large  and 
diversified  now  as  it  will  be  later;  so  why  put  off  the 
buying  ?  Metal  lamps,  which  have  been  advancing 
in  public  favor  very  steadily  in  recent  years,  promise 
to  maintain  their  onward  progress. 


While  there  is  some  request  for  German  and 
French  wares  from  stock,  the  import  houses  are  usu- 
ally permeated  by  an  air  of  midsummer  quietness. 
The  figures  published  in  another  column  serve  to 
emphasize  the  increased  popularity  of  foreign  pot- 
tery, glassware  and  toys  So  far  this  year  the  imports 
in   all    three   lines   have    advanced    very    decidedly. 


Japan  and  Germany,  especially,  have  enjoyed  a  large 
proportion  of  this  increased  American  demand  for 
china  and  earthenware  Germany,  too,  has  been 
most  favored  by  the  added  request  for  toys  of  foreign 
manufacture. 

The  call  for  dolls  and  toys  is  snappy,  the  domes- 
tic lines  getting  %  fair  share  of  the  business  in  circu- 
lation. 

Housefurnishing  goods  continue  to  be  in  good 
request.  This  is  especially  true  of  those  lines  which 
are  seasonable.  The  factories  are  all  apparently  well 
supplied  with  orders  and  the  jobbers  seem  to  be  more 
than  ordinarily  busy. 


Cut  glass  concerns  have  been  profiting  as  usual 
by  the  exceedingly  large  number  of  June  weddings. 
Either  Dan  Cupid  has  done  moreeffective  work  than 
customary  this  year,  or  else  a  new  source  of  demand 
for  cut  glass  has  arisen,  for  the  sale  of  these  goods 
has  been  larger  than  heretofore  at  this  period  of  the 
year. 

Retail  trade  here  and  in  Brooklyn  has  shown 
a  little  improvement  during  the  past  couple  of  weeks. 
The  pleasant  Mondays  of  late  have  undoubtedly  con- 
tributed largely  to  this  condition. 


While  a  fair  mail  patronage  is  being  enjoyed  by 
domestic  potteries,  activity  is  being  devoted  largely 
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to   the'  preparation  of  goods  for  the   fall  campaign. 
This  starts  soon  after  the  Fourth  of  July.

The  glass  factories  are  expected  to  close  pretty 
generally  by  July  i,  and  orders  requiring  immediate 
attention  or  for  goods  to  carry  over  the  vacation 
period  should  be  sent  in  at  once.  The  length  of  their 
shutdowns  will, vary  somewhat,  but  the  majority  will 
remain  closed  from  four  to  six  weeks.  Others, 
though,  may  remain  inactive  only  a  couple  of  weeks 


Although  the  spring  trade  was  expected 
Trenton,  to  close  a  week  or  more  ago,  the  potter- 
ies here  continue  to  receive  mail  orders 
of  pretty  substantial  proportions.  The  business  is 
holding  out  considerably  longer  than  usual,  and  it 
looks  as  if  the  plants  will  be  busy  on  calls  for  imme- 
diate delivery  till  the  end  of  June.  Meanwhile,  of 
course,  the  preparations  for  fall  patronage  continue. 
Some  of  the  salesmen  are  arranging  their  itineraries 
to  open  immediately  after  July  4,  but  the  main  body 
will  probably  not  get  away  till  the  10th  or  15th.

Current  orders  the 
and  Vicinity.      past  week  were   very  light  at  the 
majority   of   the  plants        Indica- 
tions now  seem  to  show  that  the  spring  trade  in  pot- 
tery will  have  no  revival  this  month.     Trade  seems  to 
have  slacked    up   a  little   earlier  than  common,  and 
rather  suddenly,  without   any    visible   reason,  as  the 
general  business  conditions  and  prospects  are  excel- 
lent. 

With  an  occasional  exception  the  traveling  sales- 
men are  all  in.  A  large  number  returned  the  past 
week,  and  the  majority  have  gone  to  their  homes  to 
enjoy  a  vacation  till  after  the  Fourth  of  July. 


Spring  trade  is  practically  over,  although  a  couple 
of  buyers  were  present  the  past  week  and  placed 
some  miscellaneous  orders  for  immediate  shipment  to 
fill  up  assortments.  Interest  now  centers  in  fall 
preparations,  which  are  being  pushed  vigorously.

Sodas,  tumblers,  water  and  lemon- 
ade sets,  berry  dishes  and  ice  creams  were  active 
There  was  also  a  fairly  good  movement  in  utility 
specialties  and  tableware  pieces,  though  regular  table- 
ware lines  continued  slow.  The  glassware  situation, 
though  not  prepsing  in  its  demands  in  all  lines,  is 
fairly  satisfactory  for  the  middle  of  June. 


Owing  to  the  increased  demand  and  low  prices  at 
which  fruit  jars  have  been  selling,  prices  for  future 
delivery  have  been  withdrawn.  While  there  is  little 
probability  that  any  very  high  prices  will  be  de- 
manded, it  is  now  certain  that  better  figures  will  have 
to  be  made  for  all  future  orders,  with  the  prospect  of 
a  further  advance  later  in  the  season.  The  fruit  crop 
is  now  beyond  any  weather  catastrophe,  and  is 
promising  well  over  the  larger  portion  of  the.  country. 


An  advance  of  two  cents  on  common  tumblers 
and  jellies  is  under  consideration.  It  is  expected  that 
this  will  be  consummated  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Glass  Association,  as  prices  on  these  goods  are  really 
too  low  for  adequate  remuneration.  The  proportion 
of  common  tumblers  to  jellies,  used  for  jelly  purposes, 
has  been  continually  increasing,  till  now  very  few  jel- 
lies are  used  outside  the  regular  jelly  makers,  who 
have  to  use  tin  caps  for  purposes  of  shipment.  Fam- 
ilies find  common  tumblers  more  desirable. 


The  traveling  salesmen  are  beginning  to  return, 
and  all  glassware  factories  will  be  closed  in  two 
weeks.

Buyers 
in  this  market  have  taken  to  it  so  readily  that  the 
lamp  seems  likely  to  experience  an  uncommonly 
heavy  sale.  While  decidedly  old-fashioned  in  con- 
tour, it  possesses  quite  as  much  grace  as  any  of  the 
present-day  creations. 


The  Blau  Bros.  Co  ,  No.  25  West  Broadway,  has 
been  incorporated,  with  $25,000  capital,  to  act  as  the 
sole  representative  of  the  Keystone  Cut  Glass  Co.,  of 
Hawley,  Pa.  In  order  to  thoroughly  distribute  the 
product  the  newly  incorporated  company  has  estab- 
lished agencies  in  various  sections  of  the  United 
States,  besides  having  two  road  salesmen  traveling 
from  the  local  headquarters.  Max  Blau,  president  of 
the  firm,  is  in  personal  charge  of  the  office  here.  In 
order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  trade,  the  cut 
glass  plant  of  the  Keystone  has  recently  been  in- 
ci eased  to  one  hundred  frames  A  modern  electric 
system  has  also  been  installed  in  the  factory. 

Quite  a  wide  variety  of  decorations  on  five-inch 
candle-shades  has  been  received  lately  at  the  Consoli- 
dated Lamp  and  Glass  Co  's  quarters.  Crystal,  cerise, 
green  and  azure  blue,  with  iced,  roughed,  cased  and 
sandblast  interiors,  are  among  the  tones  employed. 
Many  of  them  exploit  handpainted  floral  "decors"  that 
considerably  improve  their  beauty. 

During  a  recent  tour  of  New  England  a  traveling 
representative  of  the  Duncan  &  Miller  Glass  Co  was 
requested  by  one  of  his  customers  to  have  a  repro- 
duction made  of  a  very  old  colonial  stand  lamp  that 


It  is  a  finely-proportioned  punch  bowl  which  the 
H.  C.  Fry  Glass  Co.  has  just  added  to  its  exposition. 
The  outlines  may  be  best  likened  to  a  pear  with  the 
upper  half  cut  off.  The  narrowness  of  the  base  and 
the  rather  abrupt  flaring  about  midwav  create  a 
shape  that  is  the  very  essence  of  grace.  Another 
new  bowl  has  a  cut  glass  plate  attached  to  it  at  the 
base  for  the  purpsoe  of  holding  the  punch  cups.  This 
attachment  not  only  serves  a  very  practical  purpose, 
but  likewise  adds  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  piece. 
Several  excellent  ideas  in  sugars,  creams  and  celery 
trays  have  also  been  received  lately. 

Several  more  new  shades  and  domes  arrived  at 
the  Fostoria  Glass  Co  's  quarters  a  few  days  ago. 
The  decorative  treatment  on  all  is  imitative  of  leaded 
glass  and  mosaic  effects,  but  the  designs  are  entirely 
original  in  conception.  Most  of  them  possess  an 
oriental  character  that  is  as  artistic  as  novel.  One 
of  the  most  effective  has  an  iced  interior  that  is  col- 
ored in  canary.  On  the  surface  have  been  painted 
unevenly-shaped  blocks  of  dark  green,  outlined  with 
gold,  which  create  the  impression  that  queerly-formed 
pieces  of  green  glass  have  been  inlaid  according  to 
the  mosaic  process.  An  iced  crystal  shade  with  an 
oriental    design    that    includes    the    employment    of 
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green,  canary,  maroon  and  purple  is  also  very  attrac- 
tive. Another  happy  idea  shows  the  use  of  green  on 
an  iced  crystal  body.  The  green  is  applied  sparingly, 
thereby  leaving  much  of  the  interior  iced  crystal  ex- 
posed. It  is  the  unpainted  portions  of  the  surface 
which  form  the  design. 

A  change  has  occurred  in  the  personnel  of  the  im- 
porting and  jobbing  firm  of  L.  Heuman  &  Sons,  at  the 
corner  of  Church  and  Murray  streets.  The  business 
will  hereafter  be  managed  solely  by  Harry  Heuman. 
His  brother,  M.  Heuman,  who  recently  resigned 
from  the  concern,  has  made  no  plans  for  the  future. 

Some  exquisite  specimens  are  included  among 
the  hanging  electric  fixtures  in  the  Unique  Art  Glass 
and  Metal  Co.'s  exhibit.  One  of  the  most  fascinating 
has  a  parasol- shaped  shade  with  an  attachment  for 
five  incandescent  globes.  A  conventionalized  repro- 
duction of  poppies  in  pink  and  red  forms  the  design. 
In  the  leaded  and  bent  glass  shades  a  host  of  new 
ideas  is  exploited.  In  most  instances  the  designs  are 
imitative  of  flowers.  The  leaded  glass  assortment 
has  been  particularly  reinforced  of  late.  The  increas- 
ing popularity  of  this  class  of  shades  has  encouraged 
the  factory  to  produce  shades  that  are  positively  dar- 
ing in  their  originality.  They  possess,  as  well,  an 
artistic  character  that  is  conspicuous. 

In  addition  to  the  one-piece  clinch  and  plaster- 
collar  lamps  previously  introduced  to  the  trade,  the 
United  States  Glass  Co.  has  recently  brought  out  three 
additional  specimens  made  in  one  piece.  They  are 
clothed  in  a  wide  variety  of  new  and  pleasing  decora- 
tions. The  display  of  the  concern  here  has  also  been 
supplemented  in  other  respects  of  late.  An  idea  of 
the  immensity  of  the  display  may  be  obtained  from 
the  fact  that  it  includes  twenty  thousand  different 
articles.  The  latter  embrace  presssd  tableware,  plain 
and  decorated  lamps,  pressed  stemware,  tumblers  and 
beer  mugs,  lead  blown  stemware  and  tumblers,  show

MUSTN'T     SELL    OLD     BOTTLES. 


A  DETERMINED  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Glass 
Bottle  Blowers'  Association  to  stop  the  sale  of 
second  hand  bottles,  and  manufacturers  and  health 
bureaus  are  aiding  in  the  movement.  While  prohib- 
itory laws  have  been  enacted  in  several  States,  they 
are  not  being  rigidly  enforced.  Denis  A.  Hayes, 
president  of  the  association,  says  that  the  strict  en- 
forcement of  the  laws  and  the  abolution  of  the  traffic 
would  not  materially  benefit  the  bottle  blowers  of  the 
country  The  fight  of  his  association  against  their 
use,  he  says,  is  purely  in  the  interest  of  public  health. 


PATIENCE     PAYS     DIVIDENDS. 


FIELD  crossed  the  ocean  fifty  times  to  lay  a  cable. 
If  patience  is  a  virtue  Field  must  have  possessed 
it  to  a  marked  degree,  and  much  patience  has  been 
exemplified  in  the  lives  of  most  great  men  of  achieve- 
ment. Great  accomplishments  do  not  come  in  a 
single  day — nor  without  its  sacrifices  and  hard  work. 
Many  of  the  world's  greatest  men  of  achievement 
have  labored  under  most  adverse  circumstances — con- 
ditions that  would  dishearten,  discourage  and  cause 
failure  to  most  men. 

They,  too,  were  discouraged  at  times,  but  they 
possessed  patience  and  indomitable  will  to  accomplish 
the  object  of  their  ambition,  their  hopes,  their  fondest 
dreams — they  meant  to  succeed  or  die  in  the  attempt. 
Such  determination,  such  patience,  such  will,  over- 
come obstacles — conquer — win  prizes — win  greatness. 
If  this  is  true  in  the  higher  walks  of  life,  it  must  be 
true  in  the  simpler.  One  vocation  is  as  deserving 
and  as  capable  of  proportionate  greatness  as  another, 
if  the  labor  is  honorably  accomplished. 

Salesmanship  is  called  the  fourth  profession  Its 
standard  as  an  honorable  vocation  increases  with 
years.  The  level  it  once  occupied  is  being  raised 
continually.  This  is  being  accomplished  by  the 
absolute  necessity  for.  salesmen,  by  greatly  in- 
creased, sharper  competition,  by  general  industrial 
conditons  —  but  particularly  for  the  reason  that  better 
men,  better  brains,  have  become  a  necessity  to  meet 
the  conditions 
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Consequently,  better  men  of  better  attainments 
and  better  moral  standing  are  sought.  Better  men 
seek  salesmanship  positions.  It  is  this  combination 
that  so  raises  the  standard  of  salesmanship;  is  making 
it  so  desirable  a  means  for  a  livelihood.  This  has 
raised  the  standard  of  income.  The  remuneration, 
generally  speaking,  is  above  that  of  the  ordinary 
walks  of  life.  It,  therefore,  makes  it  a  profession 
worthy  of  a  high  ambition. 

The  successful  salesman  in  these  days  of  strenu- 
ousness  must  possess  attainments  of  no  small  calibre. 
The  wheels  of  commerce  are  constantly  on  the  grind. 
The  salesman's  first  duty  is  the  securing  of  additional 
business  from  old  customers  and  to  create  new  busi- 
ness through  new  customers  Hence,  he  is  one  of  the 
chief  powers  that  make  the  wheels  go.  He  is  fre- 
quently the  hub  that  holds  together  the  wheel  as  a 
whole — the  mainstay  of  that  business  existence  in 
whose  interest  he  labors 

The  salesman  cannot  be  too  well  treated  by  his 
house  if  he  has  created  confidence  in  and  for  it, 
works  faithfully,  hard  and  conscientiously — if  he 
secures  ^ood  and  honorable  paying  results  To 
accomplish  results  measured  in  dollars  and  cents  he 
must  possess  certain  personal  attribute's,  and  among 
them  is  patience  of  a  high  order  As  Shakespeare 
said,  "  I  miut  have  patience  to  endure  the  load.'' 
This  load  is  represented  by  many  things  and  in  differ- 
ent ways,  and  is  not  always  ea.sy  to  endure. 

If  he  does  not  possess  patience,  is  not  of  a  patient 
disposition,  if  he  cannot  cultivate  it,  he  cannot  suc- 
ceed measurably  as  a  salesman.  Success,  the  result  of 
labor,  rarely  comes  a-cantering.  It  may  come  spas- 
modically, but  that  is  not  true  success.  Only  the 
constantly  increasing — even  though  slow — has  its 
genuine  and  lasting  emoluments,  the  kind  we  like  to 
strive  for  and  enjoy.  One  meets  meanwhile  with  dis- 
couragements, set-backs,  failures — all  loads  to  carry 
that  require  faith  and  patience  to  endure. 

Whatever  causes,  combinations  of  circumstances, 
produce  these  discouragements,  or  failures,  fathom 
them  faithfully  and  diligently — get  at  the  bottom. 
Every  effect  has  a  cause.  A  reason  exists — some  con- 
trollable or  uncontrollable  force  has  arisen  above  your 
personal  force.  When  located,  study  it,  correct  it, 
improve  the  conditions,  and  you  will  win  sooner  or 
later  Meanwhile  have  patience.  Remember,  Rome 
was  not  built  in  a  day. 

Think  of  Field  crossing  the  ocean  fifty  times  to 
accomplish  his  object  !  Can  you  imagine  the  dis- 
couragements he  encountered,  the  hard  work,  the 
many  sacrifices  he  made  ?  But,  can  you  imagine  his 
feelings  when  he  did  succeed  ?  We  are  now  reaping 
the  reward,  Now,  can  you,  too,  imagine  the  patience 
he  had,  the  patience  he  exercised,  how  he  persisted 
and  persevered  ?     It  was  worth  while, 

Surely,  you  as  a  salesman  can  afford  to  exercise, 
to  cultivate,  patience  in  your  sphere  of  life.  Have  un- 
daunted courage,  have  will  power — discard  discour- 
agements. "  Impossible  "  did  not  exist  in  Napoleon's 
vocabulary.       As  (leneral  Grant  said,  "  I  will  fight  it 


out  on  this  line  if  it  takes  all  summer."  So,  fight 
along  with  his  patience,  and  as  he  accomplished  his 
desire  so  you  too  can  accomplish  yours  in  your  own 
way — you  can  secure  the    orders  and  make  the  sales.

In  the  ordinary  British  egg  cup  the 
Egyptian  breakfast  egg  looks  lonely  and  unsupported, 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  considerable  skill  to  effect  the 
necessary  decapitation  while  it  is  in  this  wabbly  con- 
dition. Hence  there  is  a  cry  from  Egypt  for  egg 
cups  suitable  for  the  national  egg. 


TESTING     POTTERY     BY     TOUCH     AND    SMELL. 


IN  the  general  overhauling  which  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  in  New  York  underwent  through  its 
change  in  management,  the  Japanese  pottery  exhibits 
received  their  fair  share  of  attention.  Professor 
Morse  thoroughly,  but  rapidly,  tested  the  catalogue 
identification  of  every  piece.  It  is  reported  that  in 
most  cases  the  touch  of  his  fingers  tells  him  what 
he  wants  to  know  about  the  date  of  any  vessel. 
Sometimes  the  sense  of  smell  comes  to  his  aid,  as  in 
the  case  of  certain  forgeries  whose  beautiful  deep 
tone  has  been  produced  by  boiling  in  oil.

EXTENT     OF     THE     "TIPPING"     EVIL. 


rPHAT  the  authorities  propose  to  enforce  with  rea- 
1  sonable  strictness  the  ''  anti  tipping "  law, 
which  became  operative  in  this  State  last  September, 
is  evidenced  by  the  recent  arrest  of  a  local  harness 
manufacturer.  The  latter,  deceived  into  the  belief 
that  a  detective  who  visited  his  office  was  really  the 
servant  of  one  of  his  customers,  handed  him  a  bribe. 
As  soon  as  news  of  the  arrest  leaked  out  certain  de- 
partment store  proprietors,  indignant  because  em- 
ployees of  many  well-known  families  refused  tc 
patronize  them,  and  bought,  instead,  from  firms  that 
paid  commissions,  insisted  that  the  case  be  prose- 
cuted. In  consequence,  the  validity  of  the  law  is  to 
be  thoroughly  tested. 

If  the  law  is  found  to  accomplish  the  desired  re- 
sults in  New  York  State  it  should  be  entered  upon 
the  statute  books  of  every  State  in  the  Union  Not 
only  will  the  proprietors  of  the  retail  stores  be  bene- 
fited by  the  extermination  of  the  practice,  but  like- 
wise the  manufacturers,  the  wholesalers,  and,  not 
the  least  by  any  means,  the  traveling  salesmen. 

An  artful  selection  of  words  usually  designates 
the  extension  of  these  bribes  as  "  a  mark  of  favor," 
an  "evidence  of  gratitude,"  or  "an  appreciation  of 
courtesy."  But  mere  words  cannot  disguise  the  fact 
that  this  gratuitous  tendering  of  cash  or  presents  to 
the  buyers  and  their  subordinates  are  clearly  bribes. 
They  are  offered  solely  out  of  consideration  for  past 


patronage  [and  with  the  object  of  insuring  a  contin- 
uance of  the  same. 

Many  illustrations  might  be  quoted  to  emphasize 
the  extent  of  this  pernicious  custom.  One  instance 
related  by  the  road  representative  of  a  domestic  pot- 
tery is  especially  convincing.  He  had  found  a  parti- 
cularly good  outlet  for  his  wares  in  a  certain  Eastern 
department  store.  The  head  salesman  in  charge  of  the 
section  alloted  to  American  pottery  accosted  him  one 
day  and  expressed  a  desire  to  secure  a  nice  dinner 
set.  The  traveler,,  realizing  the  necessity  of  preserv- 
ing the  good-will  of  the  salesman,  replied  that  he 
would  very  gladly  ship  one  as  a"  present  "  But  as 
a  matter  of  precaution  the  traveler  before  leaving  the 
store  first  sought  the  approval  of  the  buyer.  The 
latter  indignantly  declared  that  he  would  permit  none 
of  his  clerks  to  accept  gifts,  but  agreed  to  allow  the 
sale  of  the  set  to  his  subordinate  at  the  regular  trade 
price.  The  traveler,  upon  reaching  his  factory,  wrote 
the  clerk  to  that  effect.  He  received  no  response," 
and  has  since  noted  that  the  sale  of  his  line  in  that 
particular  department  has  fallen  off  appreciably. 

But  the  subordinates  are  not  always  the  only 
attaches  of  wholesale  and  retail  stores  who  evince  a 
disposition  to  be  catered  to  in  this  manner.  The 
"  men  higher  up"  are  often  similarly  receptive.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  are  many  scrupulous  department 
managers,  who,  fearing  that  their  acts  might  be  mis- 
construed, refuse  positively  to  accept  even  slight 
attentions  proffered  in  a  thoroughly  honest  and 
friendly  spirit  by  salesmen.  They  are  consequently 
quite  as  active  in  their  support  of  the  "  anti-tipping  " 
law  as  the  influences  which  brought  about  its  intro- 
duction at  Albany.

UNIFORM     TWO=CENT     RATE. 


REPRESENTATIVE  Sherman  of  New  York-intro- 
duced a  bill  in  Congress  last  Tuesday  providing 
that  the  passenger  rate  on  all  railroads  in  the  United 
States  doing  an  interstate  business  shall  be  two  cents 
a  mile,  effective  January  next.  A  uniform  system  of 
mileage  books  is  provided  for,  which  shall  be  on  sale 
by  all  roads  and  good  on  any  road.  The  books  are  to 
contain  coupons  for  from  1,000  to  5,000  miles,  one 
coupon  for  each  mile.  They  shall  be  good  for  the 
checking  of  baggage  and  for  passage  on  all  passenger 
trains.  The  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  and  Interstate  Commerce,  of  which  Mr  Sher 
man  is  the  ranking  Republican  member. 


ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT  STORES. 


"j^EPARTMENT  stores,"  says  Samuel  Carsley, 
I  '  who  has  recently  arrived  here  from  England, 
"were  in  vogue  on  the  other  side  a  good  while  before 
their  advent  on  this  side  of  the  water.  On  the  whole, 
the  London  stores  are  conducted  quite  as  well  and 
even  better  than  similar  establishments  in  the  United 
States." 

"  Do  the  London  stores  do  a  more  profitable 
business  than  those  of  the  great  cities  of  the  Ameri- 
can continent  ?  "  he  was  asked. 

"  From  a  dividend-paying  basis  I  consider  the 
larger  English  stores,  most  of  which  are  limited  com- 
panies, pay  better  than  those  on  this  side.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  the  paying  qualities  of  the  stores  on  the 
other  side  are  known  to  all,  as  an  annual  statement  is 
always  published  in  a  trade  paper." 

"  What  do  you  consider  a  good  dividend  ?  " 

"The  Harrord  store  in  London,  a  very  large 
establishment,  well  known  to  all  in  the  trade,  and  hav- 
ing a  large  capital,  pays  20  per  cent,  per  annum. 
Other  stores  pay  from   io  to  20  per  cent.       The  Har- 
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rord  store  is  a  most  imposing  structure.  The  first 
two  stories  are  devoted  to  the  requirements  of  busi- 
ness, and  the  upper  flats  are  confined  to  gentlemen's 
residences.  They  are  known  in  London  as  mansions, 
and  you  can  form  an  idea  of  the  class  of  people  who 
occupy  them  when  I  tell  you  they  command  annual 
rentals  of  from  $1,375  to  .$3,000.  The  apartments  are 
reached  by  five  elevators,  running  day  and  night.  " 

"  Are  the  clerks  treated  as  well  in  England  as  in 
Montreal  or  New  York  ?" 

"  I  think  the  clerks  employed  in  first  class  houses 
are  fully  as  well  off  as  they  are  here  Many  of  them 
start  business  on  their  own  account,  and  generally 
make  a  success  of  it.  The  lady  clerks  in  the  big 
stores  in  London  are  also  well  treated,  and  in  most 
cases  they  board  and  lodge  either  on  the  premises  or 
in  quarters  close  at  hand  secured  for  that  purpose. 
They  have  good  libraries  at  their  disposal,  and  the 
restrictions  placed  upon  them  are  by  no  means  irk- 
some. It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  these  clerks  gener- 
ally remain  a  long  time  in  one  establishment  "

and  Vicinity,     is  practically  normal  at  the  majority 

in  all  seasonable  goods.  Some  of 
the  plants  are  crowded  on  particular  lines,  but  as  a 
rule  few  large  orders  are  now  demanding  attention. 
A  few  days  the  past  week  were  uncomfortably  warm 
for  factory  work,  but  generally  the  weather  has  been 
favorable  for  full  regular  operations  this  year.  While

The  Regal,  15,098,  of  the  United 
States  Glass  Co.  has  been  drawn  upon  liberally  by 
the  most  important  dealers  Many  repeated  reorders 
of  good  proportions  have  been  booked  from  leading 
houses  all  over  the  country  since  the  close  of  the 
Glassware  Exhibition  in  January,  and  its  movement 
is  still  showing  good  activity  for  the  season.  Their 
heaviest  demands  now,  however,  are  for  summer 
goods,  especially  their  fine  lead  blown  water  sets, 
tumblers,  stemware,  etc  ,  of  which  they  have  an  im- 
mense variety  finished  in  all  styles — plain,  decorated, 
needle  etched,  deep  etched  and  in  fancy  cuttings.

NO     ADVANCE     ON     »  DECALS,  "     AFTER     ALL. 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  June  12— It  was  given  out 
here  to  day  that  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Shaw 
has  concluded  to  restore  the  original  classification  of 
decalcomanie  sheets.  His  decision  was  influenced  by 
the  arguments  advanced  at  a  conference  here  last 
Saturday  by  Congressman  Wood,  of  New  Jersey; 
Congressman  Kennedy,  of  Ohio;  and  Chas  W.  Harri- 
son, Thos,  W.  Hulme,  Rudolf  Gaertner,  J.  T.  Crox- 
all  and  Rudolf  Duhrssen,  representing  foriegn  decal- 
comanie factories  Samples  of  the  "decals"  were  ex- 
hibited to  Secretary  Shaw  to  prove  that  they  were 
properly  "transfer  paper"  and  not  "coated  paper,"  as 
they  had  been  re-classified.  Had  the  re  classification 
of  the  "decals"  been  allowed  to  stand  it  would  have 
represented  such  an  increase  in  duty  that  American 
potters  would  have  been  obliged  to  pay  from  two  to 
ten  cents  a  sheet  additional  for  their  "decals."  In 
some  instances  the  advance  would  have  reached  twen- 
ty cents  a  sheet.

A     NOTABLE     VASE. 


AN  unusually  important  and  beautiful  piece  of  mod- 
ern ceramic  art  is  now  on  exhibition  in  the  new 
store  of  the  Jones,  McDuffee  &  Stratton  Co  ,  Boston, 
says  the  Evening  Transcript  of  that  city.  It  is  a  vase, 
thirty  inches  high,  from  the  Royal  Doulton  porcelain 
works  in  England,  elaborately  painted  by  the  well- 
known  English  porcelain  decorator,  Beresford  Hop- 
kins, whose  subjects  are  pastoral  landscapes  with  cat- 
tle. The  vase  and  top  portion  of  the  vase  are  gilded, 
and  the  painted  surface  harmonizes  admirably  with 
the  gold  above  and  below  The  artist  has  also  mani- 
fested his  knowledge  of  pictorial  effect  and  his  ingen- 
uity of  design  by  the  tactful  adjustment  of  the  scale 
of  his  painted  decoration  to  the  size  and  shape  of  the 
object  decorated.  The  landscape  motives  are  exceed- 
ingly pleasing  and  reposeful,  consisting  of  a  series  of 
vistas  which  take  in  attractive  glimpses  of  lakes, 
mountains,  groves  and  fields,  and  which  are  divided 
in  panels  by  the  device  of  utilizing  groups  of  tree 
trunks  to  separate  the  different  vistas  from  one  anoth- 
er. Pieces  of  this  size  and  value  are  occasionally  pro- 
duced in  the  British  porcelain  factories  for  special 
purposes,  but  it  is  not  often  that  such  monumental 
vases  are  brought  to  this  side  of  the  ocean.  King 
Edward  has  done  a  good  thing  for  the  English  artistic 
industries  in  selecting  a  dinner  set  of  British  porce- 
lain as  his  wedding  gift  to  the  Princess  Ena.  The 
royal  example  in  these  matters  counts  for  much,  and 
this  choice  of  a  wedding  present  means  an  innovation, 
inasmuch  as  the  customary  gift  is  either  a  costly  piece 
of  jewelry  or  some  trifle  in  gold  or  sterling  silver.

THE    CONDITION    OF     BUSINESS. 


Conditions  here    continue    to  be  char- 
New  York,     acteristic  of  the  closing  days  of  June 
In  other  words,  it    is    dull.     The    few 
buyers  visiting  the  city  are  usually  in  quest  of  domes- 
tic toys  and  housefurnishings,  although  occasional  in- 
quiries about  lamps  and  glassware  are  also  heard. 


The  outlook  for  fall  business  is  considered  bright- 
er than  at  this  period  a  year  ago.  At  that  time  the 
financial  world  was  troubled  by  the  progress  of  the 
Russian-Japanese  war,  the  Equitable  Life  insurance 
investigation  and  the  Chicago  labor  troubles.  This 
year  nothing  of  an  unsettling  character  exists,  with 
the  exception  of  the  beef  inquiry. 


The  prevalence  of  prosperity  is  manifested  in 
many  ways.  The  per  capita  circulation  on  June  i 
was  $32.45,  the  highest  ever  recorded  in  the  United 
States;  the  Japanese  loan,  taken  in  New  York,  Lon- 
don and  Paris,  was  heavily  oversubscribed;  real  ^es- 
tate is  advancing  in  every  American  city,  and  farm 
lands  are  enhancing  in  value  in  nearly  every  part  of 
the  country;  labor  is  in  demand  everywhere;  the 
building  trades  are  more  active  than  ever  before;  the 
receipts  of  street  railroad  lines  are  unprecedented, 
and  wages  in  many  lines  of  industry  are  increasing. 
Then  an  additional  gleam  of  hope  is  reilected  by  the 
Agricultural  Department's  June  report.  The  total 
wheat  yield,  for  example,  promises  713,000,000  bushels, 
which,  with  the  exception  of  the  record  production  of 
1905,  is  the   largest  ever  indicated  at  this  time  of  the 


year.  The  splendid  showing  of  cotton  is  already  a 
matter  of  history.  In  view  of  all  these  facts  it's  hard 
to  reckon  on  anything  short  of  a  record-breaking  fall 
trade. 

There  is  only  a  fair  request  so  far  for  lamps. 
While  it  is  still  rather  early,  perhaps,  to  urge  mer- 
chants to  interest  themselves  in  this  line,  previous 
experiences  impel  us  to  recommend  more  promptness 
than  in  the  past  few  years  particularly.  The  assort 
ments  on  view  in  the  New  York  salesrooms  are  pret'y 
complete  at  this  time,  and  the  "early  birds"  will  en- 
joy the  advantage  of  having  no  possible  disappoint- 
ments to  woiry  over.  The  road  salesmen  for  nearly 
if  not  all  the  lamp  factories  are  on  tour,  and  the  re- 
turns are  highly  encouraging. 


Since  the  first  of  the  month  domestic  toys  have 
been  ordered  in  pretty  brisk  fashion.  But  the  real 
activity  along  this  line  is  not  anticipated  until  afier 
the  Fourth  of  July.  Many  merchants  who  usually 
visit  here  during  June  and  the  early  part  of  July  for 
toy  selections  have  determined  to  defer  the  trip  un- 
til between  August  5  and  n,  when  the  housefurnish- 
ings exhibit  is  to  be  in  progress  at  Madison  Square 
Garden.  The  larger  buyers,  of  course,  as  well  as 
those  who  come  trom  nearDy  points,  are  making  no 
change  in  their  schedules  because  of  this  fact. 

The  first  of  the  buyers'  excursions,  which  is 
booked    to  reach  here    the  latter  part  of  next  month, 
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will  probably  create  a  revival  in  the  District.  These 
excursions  have  proven  decidedly  beneficial  to  condi- 
tions in  New  York,  for  they  attract  merchants  to  this 
market  who  might  not  otherwise  be  inclined  to  make 
the  journey. 

All  of  the  potteries  here  are  still  operat- 
Trenton.  ing  steadily.  Much  of  the  activity  is  at- 
tributable, of  course,  to  the  accumulation 
of  stock  for  the  fall  demand ;  but,  there  is,  besides,  a 
fairly  good  current  trade  Orders,  in  fact,  are  on  file 
that  specify  delivery  not  only  this  month  but  during 
July  and  August  as  well.  Some  of  this  business 
takes  the  form  of  early  fall  patronage  from  the  South, 
where  salesmen  have  been  exploiting  some  of  the 
new  lines  during  the  past  couple  of  weeks.  Confi- 
dence in  an  energetic  fall  trade  is  unbounded  among 
local  manufacturers  and  salesmen.  They  say  the 
early  prospects  were  never  brighter. 


will  not  take  a  vacation  longer  than  the  week  of  the 
Fourth  at  most,  and  would  prefer  only  the  single  holi- 
day for  vacation  if  it  were  practicable.  Operatives 
generally  will  demand  the  week,  however,  and  exper- 
ience proves  that  it  will  be  difficult  for  any  pottery 
to  secure  a  full  quota  of  operatives  at  that  time.  Two 
weeks  is  a  short  rest  after  a  full  year's  work,  and 
probably  better  yearly  results  would  be  obtained  if 
th2  month  of  July  was  taken  as  a  permanent  vaca- 
tion 

Business  in  this  section  continues  act- 
Wheeling,  ive  in  both  glassware  and  pottery,  the 
aud  Vicinity,  call  for  the  former  in  all  summer  lines 
pushing  the  factories  to  supply  de- 
mands covering  the  coming  shutdown,  while  the 
current  demands  at  the  potteries  are  excellent  for  the 
time  of  year.

The  demands  are  covering  sum- 
mer glassware  and  nearly  all  utility  specialties.  The 
business  continues  to  be  the  small  order  kind  mainly. 
No  large  orders  are  being  placed,  as  the  trade  has 
practically  settled  down  to  the  policy  of  frequent  buy- 
ing and  small  stocks.  This  may  occasionally  work 
disadvantageously  to  dealers  with  considerable  com- 
petition, as  sales  can  hardly  be  made  without  stocks 
on  hand. 

The  salesmen  are  generally  now  at  home,  and  all 
demands  are  of  the  sort-up  kind  and  coming  through 
the  mail  direct. 

Next  week  will  close  this  fire,  and  any  orders  not 
received  in  time  to  be  made  ready  for  shipment  be- 
fore Saturday,  unless  the  goods  are  in  stock,  will  have 
to  wait  probably  over  July,  as  the  vacation  with  the 
majority  will  continue  during  the  month,  though  only 
two  weeks  are  peremptory. 


IF  the  story  that  comes  out  of  Alleghany,  Pa.,  be 
true,  Boggs  &  Buhl  are  in  danger  of  being  mis- 
taken for  matrimonial  agents  rather  than  department 
store  proprietors.

Canary,  green  and  ruby  are  the 
tones  principally  employed,  and  the  leaded  glass  de- 
signs, of  course,  feature  the  line.  It  is  easily  the 
most  creditable  display,  from  a  numerical  as  well  as 
artistic  viewpoint,  that  the  Fostoria  has  ever  made  in 
the  way  of  glassware  for  gas  and  electric  attachment.

Glassware  for  ga^,  electric  and  oil  attachment  is, 
of  course,  a  highly  important  adjunct  of  Jas.  J.  Murray 
&  Co.'s  production.  But  quite  as  notewerthy  are 
their  fish  globes,  cake  covers  and  aquariums  An  ex- 
cellent sample  collection  of  these  goods  is  shown  by 
Paul  Joseph,  No.  55  Park  Place.  Besides  including 
all  of  the  old  necessary  virtues,  they  have  been  fur- 
ther improved  by  the  acquisition  of  ideas  that  make 
them  more  attractive  and  serviceable.

Judging  by  the  multiplicity  of  ideas  exploited  in 
the  modeling  of  shades  and  domes,  one  would  imagine 
that  the  mental  well  of  originality  along  this  line 
would  of  necessity  run  dry.  But  this  impression  is 
corrected  by  an  examination  of  the  new  creations 
just  installed  in  the  Pittsburgh  Lamp,  Brass  and 
Glass  Co.  's  quarters.

An  odd  leaded  glass  shade  in  the  Unique  Art 
Glass  and  Metal  Co.'s  exposition  is  reproductive  of 
the  peculiar  scaling  that  is  characteristic  of  cer- 
tain species  of  fish.  Small  pieees  of  ruby  glass  are 
welded  together  by  the  metal  in  the  semi- circular 
form  of  fish  scales,  and  the  effect  produced  is  both 
original  and  pleasing.  An  Empire-shaped  shade  is 
formed  of  small  ivory  panels  with  a  border  of  cathe 
dral  glass  worked  out  in  floral  effects  This  shade 
is  also  so  constructed  as  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  hanging  fixtures.  Another  has  a  border  shaped 
and  colored  to  imitate  lilies,  the  upper  part  being 
fashioned  out  of  shaded  green  cathedral  glass.  The 
line  also  embraces  an  excellent  variety  of  gas  and 
electric  portables,  together  with  hanging  fixtures. 

W.  B.  Weddle,  No.  25  West  Broadway,  is  in  receipt 
of  cut  glass  samples  from  the  Steuben  Glass  Works. 
They  are  the  first  specimens  from  that  factory,  which 
heretofore  had  produced  only  blanks  and  decorated 
glassware. 


WILL     ABOLISH     EXCESS     MILEAGE. 


I^HE  Pennsylvania  Railroad  has  decided  to  accede 
to  the  demands  of  merchants  and  traveling  men 
for  the  abolishment  of  the  $10  excess  mileage  book. 
In  response  to  the  persistent  agitation  of  the  drum 
mers,  which  has  gone  so  far  as  to  include  a  suit  in 
the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
a  campaign  for  legislation  fixing  the  maximum  rate 
of  fare  on  steam  railroads  throughout  Pennsylvania 
at  two  cents  a  mile,  the  company,  it  is  said,  intends 
to  sell  books  good  for  1,000  miles  at  $20  flat. 

It  is  not  known  yet  whether  this  action  will  affect 
the  interchangeable  mileage  books  now  in  use  over 
the  other  lines  of  the  Trunk  Line  Association,  but  it 
is  presumed  that  it  will,  for  without  the  support  of  the 
Pennsylvania  the  traffic  will  not  be  sufficient  to  war- 
rant  the  maintenance  of  the  present  book  over  those 
lines. 

Then,   too,  most   of   the   other  members   of   the 


Trunk  Line  Association  some  time  ago  announced 
that  they  were  willing  to  abolish  the  $10  excess  sys- 
tem, but  that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  was  the  con- 
trolling factor  in  the  situation,  and  that  they  could 
not  do  it  without  joint  action  by  all  the  roads  in  the 
agreement. 


GEORGE     HOLLOWAY'S     NARROW     ESCAPE. 


DURING  his  recent  visit  to  New  York,  Geo.  T. 
Holloway,  buyer  for  Joel  Gutman  &  Co  ,  Balti- 
more, Md  ,  narrowly  escaped  death  as  a  result  of 
ptomaine  poisoning  He  was  stricken  while  dining 
at  the  Hardware  Club  in  the  company  of  R.  E.  L 
Wells,  with  L  Straus  &  Sons.  Soon  after  his  pros- 
tration Mr.  Holloway  lapsed  into  unconsciousness, 
and  it  was  several  hours  before  the  attending  physi- 
cians would  permit  his  removal  to  a  hotel.  The  next 
morning  he  was  able  to  leave  for  Baltimore,  but  his 
condition  was  such  upon  arriving  there  that  further 
medical  attention  was  required.  The  most  recent  re- 
cent report  from  Baltimore  indicates  that  he  has  al- 
most recovered. 

Mr.  Holloway  absorbed  the  poison  at  his  dinner 
in  an  uptown  hotel  the  previous  evening.  Just  before 
reaching  the  Hardware  Club  on  the  dav  of  his  pros- 
tration he  had  been  expressing  to  Mr.  Wells  his  criti- 
cism uf  the  dinner  served  to  him  the  preceding  night 
and  which  he  characterized  as  "unfit  for  even  a  dog 
to  eat."  It  had  so  upset  him,  be  explained,  that  it 
was  impossible  for  him  to  partake  of  breakfast  that 
morning.  The  physicians  later  summoned  to  attend 
him  also  said  that  usually  twelve  hours  elapsed  after 
food  producing  ptomaine  poisoning  had  been  eaten 
before  the  effects  were  felt. 


TO     BRING     BUYERS     HERE. 


MERCHANTS'  reduced  rates  to  New  Yor.k  City 
will  be  in  effect  from  the  territory  of  the  Central 
Passenger  Association  on  July  28  to  August  1,  inclu- 
sive, and  August  t8  to  22,  inclusive.  The  rate  will 
be  one  fare  and  one-third  for  the  round  trip,  the  con- 
cession beinsf  made  under  the  certificate  plan.  The 
return  limit  on  the  certificate  will,  as  usual,  be  thirty 
days. 

The  lines  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Central 
Passenger  Association  traverse  the  following  section: 
Points  west  of  but  not  including  Buffalo,  Niagara 
Falls,  Suspension  Bridge  and  Salamanca,  N.  Y.  ; 
Pittsburg  and  Allegheny,  Pa. ;  Bellaire,  Ohio;  Wheel- 
ing, Parkersburg,  Charleston,  and  Huntington,  W. 
Va  ,  and  points  on  and  north  of  the  Ohio  River  and 
east  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  south  of  a  line  from 
Keokuk,  Iowa,  to  Chicago,  111.,  including  Cincinnati, 
Louisville,  ail  points  in  Kentucky  on  the  Chesapeake 
&  Ohio  Railway,  Cairo,  St.  Louis,  Keokuk,  Chicago, 
the  southern    Peninsula   of   Michigan   and  Canadian 
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towns  on  the  Michigan  Central  Railroad  and  Wabash 
Railroad. 

The  Merchants'  Association  was  advised  on  Mon- 
day that  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad, 
Houston,  East  &  West  Texas  Railway  Company, 
Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad,  Louisiana 
Western  Railroad,  Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad 
and  the  Galveston,  Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio  Rail- 
way have  also  authorized  merchants'  rates  to  New 
York  City  from  Texas  on  July  21  to  25,  inclusive, 
and  August  4  to  8,  inclusive,  via  the  New  Orleans 
gateway.  The  special  fare  will  also  apply  from 
Texas  in  connection  with  water  trip  from  New  Or- 
leans over  the  Southern  Pacific  passenger  steamers. 


REBUILDING     OF     SAN     FRANCISCO. 


THE  general  business  situation  in  San  Francisco  is 
a  little  mixed  just  at  present.  Most  of  the  larger 
business  concerns  have  secured  temporary  locations 
and  either  have  them  completed  or  well  under  way. 
Many  are  also  already  arranging  for  permanent  quar- 
ters. By  July  1  the  commercial  machinery  of  the  city 
should  be  in  good  working  order.  In  the  meantime 
good  progress  is  being  made  in  the  clearing  away  of 
the  debris  and  in  the  refinishing  of  the  interiors  of 
many  of  the  big  office  buildings,  hotels,  etc.,  which 
came  through  the  fire  intact. 

Warehouses  have  been  completed  in  the  new 
wholesale  district  for  the  Nathan-Dorhmann  Co., 
southwest  corner  of  Sixth  and  West  Eldorado  streets, 
200  by  150  feet,  and  the  Anglo-American  Crockery 
and  Glassware  Co  ,  northwest  corner  of  Sixth  and 
Una  streets,  100  by  150  feet  Shreve  &  Co.,  jewelers 
and  silversmiths,  have  taken  a  three-year  lease  of  72 
feet  of  frontage  on  the  corner  of  Van  Ness  avenue 
and  Sacramento  streets.  The  Japanese  importers  are 
congregating  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Pacific  Mail 
wharf,  where  many  of  them  are  erecting  warehouses. 


THE     "  ATflOSPHERE"     OF     THE     STORE. 


AM  AN  whose  business  brings  him  into  constant  con- 
tact with  department  stores  observed  to  the 
writer  the  other  day  in  reference  to  a  certain  store: 
"Now.  there  is  a  place  where  you  feel  at  home. 
There's  something  in  the  air  of  the  place  that  puts  vis- 
itors at  their  ease  right  away — makes  them  feel  like 
buying  and  coming  again." 

There  are  a  great  many  things  that  go  to  make 
up  that  indefinable  "atmosphere."  But,  intangible 
as  it  is,  it  is  so  valuable  an  asset  that  it  is  worthy  of 
careful  investigation. 

Have  you  ever  gone  into  a  store  where  everyone 
appeared  dissatisfied  ?  Where  the  salesgirls  waited 
on  you  with  a  bored,  indifferent  air?  Where  the  air  was 


full  of  rasping  cries  of  "  Boy,  boy!"  Where  the  bun- 
dle-wrappers hung  out  of  their  inclosures  and  chewed 
gum  or  called  across  the  aisle  to  their  fellow  workers? 
Where  the  aisle  managers  wore  a  perpetual  scowl  and 
directed  you  in  a  gruff ,  unceremonious  way  ?  Where 
exchanges  were  conducted  unwillingly  and  with  the 
evident  intention  of  making  you  feel  as  small  and  un- 
comfortable as  possible  ? 

And  have  you  ever  gone  into  another  store  where 
the  salespeople,  though  busy,  still  found  time  to  be  po- 
lite ?  Where  the  boys  and  girls  were  neat  and  oblig- 
ing ?  Where  your  change  and  package  came  back 
quick!}  ?  Where  your  requests  for  information  were 
answered  courteously,  and  where  exchanges  were 
made,  not  only  without  argument  or  red  tape,  but 
positively  with  graciousness  ? 

These  two  pictures  represent  the  extremes — there 
are  all  grades  of  goodnees  and  badness  in  between. 

There  is  only  one  way  in  which  a  permanent  suc- 
cess can  be  built  up — absolute  honesty  of  purpose — 
a  "  square  deal  "  for  everybody,  employees  as  well  as 
customers.  The  store  that  is  not  honest  to  its  em- 
ployees cannot  expect  them  to  be  honest.  The  store 
that  is  not  kind  to  its  employees  cannot  expect  them 
to  be  kind  to  its  customers  The  store  that  takes  no 
interest  in  its  employees  cannot  expect  them  to  be  in- 
terested. 

Everywhere  by  precept  and  by  example  the  man 
at  the  helm  must  inculcate  the  doctrine  of  honesty, 
justice  and  courtesy  to  all.  From  department  head 
and  aisle  manager  down  to  bundle  wrapper  and  cash 
boy  this  lesson  must  be  taught,  and  taught  thorough- 
ly. Talks  with  the  salespeople,  urging  on  them  the 
absolute  necessity  of  gentleness  and  politeness,  should 
be  given  fortnightly  or  monthly  Aisle  managers 
should  be  urged  to  see  that  their  people  take  pride 
in  their  personal  appearance.  Neatness  and  cleanli- 
ness should  be  held  at  a  premium  Alertness  should 
he  held  no  less  high.  The  girl  who  waits  on  custom- 
ers "  with  the  side  of  her  face  "  should  be  remon- 
strated with,  and  if  obdurate  dismissed  Wagon 
drivers  and  delivery  boys  should  also  be  the  subject 
of  attention.  They,  too,  are  representatives  of  the 
store,  and  often  hold  its  reputation  in  their  hands. 

Exchange  clerks  should  be  taught  that  they  are 
to  convey  to  customers  that  it  is  no  trouble  to  ex- 
change goods.  They  should  be  taught  to  ask  as  few 
questions  as  possible,  to  be  diplomatic,  and  ready  to 
conciliate  a  customer  instead  of  ruffling  her. 

Every  employee  should  be  drilled  thoroughly  in 
the  location  of  every  article  on  sale.  A  customer 
misdirected  is  often  a  customer  lost. 

Of  course,  absolute  honesty  in  advertising  is  ne- 
cessary— that  has  come  to  be  a  cardinal  principle  of 
modern  business.  But  the  store  must  not  only  make 
good  its  promises  as  expressed  in  its  ads — it  must 
make  good  its  implied  promise  of  good  service  as 
well. 

Good  goods  at  right  prices  are  only  half  the  bat- 
tle —good  store  service  is  the  other  half,  and  a  mighty 
important  one. — Printer's  Ink. 
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allow  any  pieces  to  stand  out  prominently  the  mer- 
chant must  naturally  become  uncertain  in  his  prefer- 
ences. 

The  same  illustration  exactly  applies  to  the  shop- 
per. Her  attention  is  likely  to  be  attracted  much 
more  readily  to  the  display  of  a  few  styles  of  vases  in 
a  window  than  if  the  same  were  filled  with  a  score  or 
more  different  creatious.  A  shoe  merchant  who  has 
acquired  considerable  reputation  because  of  the  at- 
tractiveness of  his  windows  usually  places  but  one 
shoe  in  each,  mounted  on  a  standard  in  the  center  of 
the  window.  A  small,  neat  sign  tells  the  story,  and 
the  passing  public  invariably  stops  to  look.  Of  course, 
he  doesn't  confine  his  window  decoration  to  this  one 
style  entirely.  But  he  employs  it  very  frequently, 
and  declares  that  it  is  the  most  effective  scheme  he 
ever  hit  upon. 

This  case  is  not  instanced  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
couraging one-piece  window  exhibits.  But  it  is  pre- 
sented in  order  to  demonstrate  that  quantity  is  not 
necessary  or  advisable  in  arranging  displays.  Quite 
as  much  judgment  must  be  exercised  in  limiting  the 
extent  of  the  assortment  in  the  window  as  in  the  posi- 
tioning of  the  goods  and  the  arrangement  of  the 
groundwork  and  background. 
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PERSONAL. 


OVERCROWDED    WINDOW     DISPLAYS. 


IN  dressing  their  windows  many  merchants  make 
the  serious  mistake  of  overcrowding  them  with 
samples  of  lamps,  crockery,  glassware,  silverware, 
enameled  ware  and  toys  They  apparently  entertain 
the  impression  that  a  heavily-stocked  window  im- 
presses the  average  shopper  with  the  variety  and  ex- 
tent of  the  lines  carried  by  the  house.  Possibly  this 
is  true,  but  it  it  isn't  impressions  of  that  kind  which 
induce  most  women  to  buy.  Their  interest  is  likely 
to  be  excited  much  more  promptly  and  profitably 
when  fewer  articles  are  displayed.  An  overcrowded 
window  serves  to  confuse  rather  than  interest  the 
shopper,  for  no  one  piece  is  then  conspicuous,  and 
juxtaposition  really  robs  the  more  praiseworthy 
articles  of  their  individual  attractiveness. 

The  logic  of  this  argument  would  appeal  to  the 
merchant  thus  imperilling  bis  chances  of  success  if  he 
would  study  his  own  impressions  when  reviewing  the 
sample  lines  of  traveling  salesmen.  It  isn't  the 
magnitude  of  the  displays  which  impels  him  to  buy. 
In  fact,  he  is  likely  to  become  uncertain  in  his  selec- 
tions if  the  salesman  endeavors  to  direct  his  attention 
to  too  many  and  too  wide  a  variety  of  samples  at  one 
time.  But  the  experienced  traveler  is  not  likely  to 
fall  into  such  an  error.  Discretion  teaches  him  to 
extol  the  virtues  of  one  or  two  articles  at  a  time.  In 
that  manner  the  enthusiasm  of  the  merchant  may  be 
worked  up  to  the  point  of  buying.  If  confronted 
by  an  exhibit  that  is  too  large  and  too  diversified  to

SALESHEN     NOW     PREFERRED     CREDITORS. 


WHEN  President  Roosevelt  affixes  his  signature 
to  the. bill  amending  the  Federal  bankruptcy 
law,  which  recently  passed  the  House  and  Senate, 
commercial  travelers  will  at  last  be  properly  protected 
should  their  firms  go  into  bankruptcy.  The  measure 
is  designed  to  include  the  traveling  salesmen  among 
the  preferred  creditors  of  bankrupt  concerns,  just  as 
servants  and  clerks  have  been  under  the  original  act. 
The  amendment  becomes  effective  as  soon  as  the 
President  approves  it,  which  he  is  expected  to  do 
without  hesitation. 

Commercial  travelers'  organizations  in  various 
parts  of  the  country  have  been  working  industriously 
for  the  enactment  of  an  amendment  of  this  kind  for  a 
long  time.  Their  activity  was  redoubled  recently 
when  ;i  Kentucky  road  salesman,  who  had  asked  to  be 
considered  a  preferred    creditor  to  the  amount  of  the 


salary  due  him,  in  a  pending  bankruptcy  proceeding, 
was  refused  such  consideration  by  the  court.  The 
latter  held  that  a  person  selling  goods  within  a  store 
would  be  classified  as  a  preferred  creditor,  but  not  a 
road  salesman.  This  decision  was  announced  after 
the  court  had  carefully  examined  the  present  and 
former  laws  on  the  subject. 


CHEAPER     LIVING     FOR     BUYERS. 


MANY  extraordinary  schemes  have  been  resorted 
to  by  business  houses  for  the  purpose  of  culti- 
vating a  more  intimate  friendship  with  buyers.  But 
it  has  remained  for  an  uptown  enameled  ware  firm  to 
recently  introduce  an  idea  that  has  had  no  precedent 
along  this  line.  It  takes  the  form  of  a  double  leaflet 
that  is  styled:  "Special  Buyer's  Rate  Certificate.' 
One  leaf  is  designed  in  the  form  of  a  certificate, 
which,  containing  the  bu3'er's  name  and  presented  at> 
any  of  three  prominent  hotels  mentioned  on  the  oppo- 
site page,  will  insure  a  "special  buyer's  rate  of  twenty- 
five  per  cent  reduction  from  the  regular  room  rates." 
This  certificate,  signed  by  the  business  house  in  ques- 
tion, is  good  only  during  June,  July,  August  and 
September. 

As  the  hotels  designated  on  the  leaflet  are  not 
likely  to  make  any  reduction,  it's  safe  to  assume  that 
the  enameled  ware  firm  has  contracted  to  make  good 
the  difference  to  the  hotels  One  cannot  help  but 
question  the  propriety  of  this  type  of  benefaction. 


CREDITORS     TO     BE      FULLY     PAID. 


p  H.  HINRICHS,  assignee  of  the  L.  B.  Guy  Crock - 
vJ«  ery  Co.,  Davenport,  la.,  has  completed  his  in- 
ventory and  it  indicates  that  every  creditor  will  re 
ceive  dollar  for  dollar,  and  if  fair  prices  can  be  ob- 
tained there  will  be  something  left  over  for  the  com- 
pany. The  stock  invoiced  $22,090.52,  the  fixtures  $3,- 
399  45,  the  office  supplies  $97.71  and  the  accounts  re- 
ceivable $850. 93,  making  a  total  of  $26,438.61.  The 
liabilities  are  less  than  half  of  this  amount. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Crockery  and  Glass  Journal 
Mr.  Hinrichs  makes  the  following  explanation  of  the 
company's  difficulties: 

"  In  justice  to   Mr.  Guy    I  wish  you  would  state 
in  your  next  issue  that  his  present  troubles  are  due 
entirely  to  an  accident.      After  the   fire  last  fall  which  j 
damaged  the  building  in  which  the  L,  B    Guy   Crock-! 
ery  Co.  and  the  Hinrichs  Crockery  Co.  were  occupants! 
the    concern    suffered    an    additional    loss    of    $8,000.1 
The  latter  was  caused  by  the  collapse  of  the   walls   of 
the  building  and  necessitated  the  company's  removal 
and   loss  of  business  in  the  best  part  of  the   season. 
This  second  and  heavier  loss   was   experienced   after 
the  fire  loss  had  been  adjusted.    Therefore  Mr  Guy  was 
not    compensated    at    all    when  the  walls   fell    down. 
Had  this  double  calamity  not  overtaken    the  company 
I    feel  sine  it  would  now  be  conducting  a  profitable 
business."

There  seems  to  be  no  difference  of  opinion  in  re- 
gard to  fall  prospects  and  favorable  conditions  for  the 
pottery  trade  for  the  last  half  of  the  year.  Several 
orders  were  received  at  some  of  the  larger  pot- 
teries the  latter  part  of 'last  week  for  July  shipment.

Will  Griggs,  for  five  years  manager  of 
the  Smith-Phillips  China  Co.,  will  manage  the  Chester 
works.

DIDN'T     SHELL     LIKE     CRAZED     GOODS. 


IN  last  week's  issue  reference  was  made  to  the  prac- 
tice of  Professor  Morse  in  determining,  by  "touch 
and  smell,"  the  identity  of  various  pieces  in  the  cer- 
amic collection  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum.  We 
had  about  concluded  that  Professor  Morse  was  quite 
unique  in  this  regard;  but  after  hearing  W.  S.  Har- 
ris's recital  of  an  incident  in  connection  with  his  earlier 
experiences  among  the  Trenton  potteries  it  becomes 
evident  that  the  nasal  organ  was  long  ago  exercised 
for  the  same  purpose.

"  It  was  in  the  palmy  days  of  Frank  A.  Magowan 
and  Spencer  Alpaugh  that  an  East  Side  dealer  in 
1  thirds '  went  out  to  Trenton  to  buy  up  some  of  his 
favorite  stock.  Some  time  before  that  the  Abram 
French  Company,  of  Boston,  had  shipped  back  to  Al- 
paugh &  Magowan  a  large  number  of  matt  blue  hotel 
goods  that  had  gone   *  plumb  crazy. '      Bob  Gruesser 


was  the  boss  warehouseman  at  the  plant,  and  when 
the  dealer  in  'thirds'  turned  up,  Bob,  as  straight- 
faced  as  a  clergyman  about  to  deliver  a  funeral  ora- 
tion, led  him  out  into  the  yard  where  the  weather- 
beaten  casks  from  Boston  were  rolled  up  in  regular 
cooper-shop  lines.  The  East  Side  pioneer  didn't 
warm  up  to  the  proposition  very  readily,  and  insisted 
that  the  goods  must  have  become  crazed  by  their  long 
exposure  to  the  weather. 

"  '  Ridiculous  !'  replied  Gruesser,  as  he  reached 
for  a  convenient  hoop  Then,  thrusting  one  end  of  it 
into  the  nearest  cask,  he  permitted  the  hoop  to  rest 
for  a  moment  in  the  straw.  Withdrawing  it  with  the 
aplomb  of  a  professional  cheese-tester,  Gruesser  ex- 
tended the  hoop  in  the  direction  of  the  East  Sider's 
nostrils.  '  Smell  of  that!'  he  said,  with  impressive  as- 
surance.     'Now,  are  those  goods  crazed  ? ' 

"  'No,'  said  the  East  Sider,  hesitatingly,  as  he  in- 
haled long  and  earnestly;  'id  don'd  schmell  like  id.' 

"The  deal  was  promptly  closed. "

Interest  now  centers  in  the  closing 
Pittsburgh  of  the  year's  business  and  the  vaca- 
and  Vicinity  tion  now  near  at  hand,  All  are  en- 
gaged in  completing  needed  staple 
assortments,  in  addition  to  caring  for  current  demands 
in  their  manufacturing  departments,  while  the  busi- 
ness in  the  offices  occupying  most  attention  pertains 
to  invoices,  taking'  stock,  and  the  preparation  for 
striking  balances  on  the  trade  of  ihe  fire  just  closing. 
There  is  more  or  less  complaint  about  the  volume  of 
last  year's  trade  by  a  good  many,  but  the  aggregate 
business  will  not  vary  much  from  normal  years,  as  far 
as  can  be  learned  at  the  majority  of  the  factories. 
The  expectations  of  the  majority  have  not  been  at- 
tained in  the  demand  and  volume  of  business  for  the 
year.  But  those  expectations  were  based  on  business 
conditions  expected  to  be  above  normal  in  all  lines  of 
trade.  The  sales  at  the  January  Exhibition  on  all 
good  lines  reached  fairly  good  proportions.  With  a 
number,  however,  the  re  orders  and  supplementary 
demands  have  not  maintained  the  expecfations  engen- 
dered by  the  first  purchases  of  the  year.  Unusual  in 
terest  is  manifest  at  many  of  the  factories  in  the  ac- 
tual disclosure  of  their  balance  sheets,  but  none  is  ex 
pecting  to  find  the  ba'ance  on  the  wrong  side.  Gen- 
erally a  reasonable  surplus  is  anticipated. 

Business  at  the  United  States  Glass  Co.  is  report- 
ed to  be  moving  .satisfactorily  in  all  lines  of  seasonable 
glassware.  The  favorable  weather,  their  immense 
assortment,  and  the  excellence  of  their  metal,  designs 
and  finish  are  all  now  auxiliaries  that  are  rounding 
out  for  them  a  gratifying  trade  for  the  closing  month 
of  the  fire.  Everything  in  glassware  is  practically  to 
be  found  with  them,  and  their  stocks  are  well  assort- 
ed. Sodas  and  soda  outfits  are  showing  unusual  activi- 
ty at  present,  while  water  sets  and  fine  blown  tum- 
blers are  moving  out  vigorously.  Everybody  is  busy 
there  just  now. 

At  tliis  inconvenient  time  the  boilers  at  the  Bryce, 
Iligbee    &    Co. 's  factory    are  said   to  have  given  out, 


forcing  a  suspension  for  a  week  or  more  in  the  closing 
month  of  the  fire.  Rush  work  is  being  done  to  re- 
place them,  and  they  expect  to  have  the  factory  in 
operation  during  the  present  week. 


In  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  last  week  the  H.  C. 
Fry  Glass  Co  entered  suit  against  the  National  Glass 
Co  and  the  McKee-Jeanette  Glass  Co.  for  infringe- 
ment of  patent  covering  a  device  in  the  manufacture 
of  glass.  

The  Canton  Glass  Co.,  Marion,  Ind.,  shut  down 
last  week  for  this  fire.  An  accident  occurred  that 
caused  a  temporary  close,  and  they  concluded  to  end 
the  fire  and  make  repairs  at  their  leisure.

O.  and  equipment  from  their  present

ROOF  gardens  for  the  benefit  of  wo  1  en  shoppers 
are  the  latest  development  of  the  idea  in  this 
city,  and  now  after  a  hot  tramp  through  the  stores  af- 
ter bargains  tired  women  may  rest  amidst  tropical 
vegetation,  sip  the  cup  that  cheers,  or  eat  a  refreshing 
ice,  while  their  children  may  be  cared  for  by  trained

One  of  the  newest  of  these  roof  gardens  to  be 
opened  has  among  other  attractions  an  artificial  canal 
in  which  children  can  sail  boats;  where  collars  and 
kennels  are  kept  in  readiness  for  dogs  brought  by  the 
shoppers  Besides  all  these  conveniences  the  roof 
garden  is  really  an  artistic  place,  for  it  is  a  bower  of 
flowers  and  is  laid  out  like  an  old  Italian  garden.

PARRYING     A     REBUFF. 


FIFTEEN  years  on  the  road  have  taught  me  that 
grit  is  the  first  requisite  for  success,  says  D.  F. 
Dearborn,  sales-manager  for  Pitkin  &  Brooks,  Chica- 
go, in  Sdlcsmansliip.  It  is  little  use  for  a  man  to  be- 
gin a  career  as  a  salesman  unless  he  has  this  quality 
well  developed  as  a  foundation  for  all  his  work. 
Many  of  the  other  essentials,  such  as  knowledge  of 
human  nature,  tact,  address,  facility  in  managing  his 
movements  on  the  road  and  closing  up  business  with- 
out waste  of  time  and  effort,  can  be  acquired  by  ap- 
plication to  his  business.  But  his  experience  on  the 
road  will  not  be  calculated  to  develop  pluck  in  the 
man  who  is  naturally  "weak-kneed"  and  easily  dis- 
couraged. 

Discouragements  that  salesmen  have  to  meet  are 
numerous  and  of  a  kind  to  appall  a  man  who  has  not 
the  stuff  of  fighters  in  him. 

I  am  not  speaking  of  physical  fear,  of  course.  A 
great  many  men  who  could  take  care  of  themselves 
in  a  fight  and  whose  thoughts  are  never  darkened 
with  anxiety  as  to  possible  hotel  fires  and  railroad 
accidents,  lack  the  kind  of  moral  courage  that  it  takes 
to  face  the  indifference  or  prejudice  of  prospects.  It 
takes  grit  to  persist  in  the  face  of  such  obstacles.  It 
takes  unshakable  confidence  in  one's  self  and  one's 
line  not  to  feel,  when  repulsed,  that  he  has  made  a 
mistake  in  choosing  his  vocation,  or  else  he  is  in  the 
wrong  territory,  or  is  connected  with  a  house  and 
line  which  other  men,  more  peculiarly  adapted, 
might  represent  with  success;  but  not  he. 

After  fifteen  years  on  the  road  I  can  say  from  ex- 
perience that  prospects  who  welcome  a  salesman  with 
any  exhibition  of  eagerness  to  place  an  order  with 
him  are  rare.  I  don't  recall  any  prospects  who  want- 
ed to  buy  goods  from  me  until  through  sheer  force  of 
salesmanship  I  made  them  want  to  do  so  Whatever 
manner  of  objection  they  put  forth,  whether  it  were 
unreasonable,  irascible,  petulant,  coldly  indifferent, 
or  based  on  some  substancial,  if  mistaken,  conviction, 
as  to  their  best  interests,  the  fact  remained  that  they 
all,  or  practically  all,  objected  at  the  start.  The  mo- 
notony of  meeting  a  broadside  of  objections  of  all 
sorts  and  from  every  quarter  every  day  is  about  as 
severe  a  trial  as  it  is  possible  to  conceive — and  it  fol- 
lows that  when  one  has  acquired  some  expertness  in 
overcoming  them  his  success  is  satisfying  in  propjr- 
tion. 

What  many  salesmen  find  most  exasperating  are 
the  objections  that  are  obviously  insincere  and  are 
handed  out  merely  as  an  excuse  for  terminating  the 
interview.  Most  of  these  are  stereotyped  If  "times 
are  dull"  the  prospect  does   not  dare  place  an  order; 
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if  his  establishment  is  full  of  customers  he  is  "too 
busy,"  and  hopes  the  salesman  will  call  next  week;  or 
else  the  weather  is  too  cold,  or  else  too  hot. 

Such  objections  are  always  delivered  with  a  final- 
ity that  would  seem  to  leave  little  opening  for  further 
conversation.  And  yet  there  always  is  an  opening 
if  the  salesman  knows  how  to  make  it  for  himself. 

Making  an  opening  under  such  conditions  is  only 
a  matter  of  catching  the  prospect's  attention  and  in- 
terest— of  diverting  his  thoughts  from  the  proposition, 
"Here  is  one  of  that  great  army  of  salesmen  come  to 
wheedle  me  into  buying  something  or  other,''  to  the 
more  favorable  proposition,  "Here  is  a  man  who  has 
something  hew  in  my  line — who  has  news  that  I  want 
to  hear." 

When  the  salesman  learns  to  put  himself  into  the 
buyer's  place  he  becomes  aware  that  the  monotony  of 
business  is  as  great  a  strain  to  his  prospect  as  to  him- 
self. He  quits  feeling  that  the  customer  who  turns 
him  down  promptly  is  necessarily  either  a  savage,  a 
bigot  or  a  numbskull  Instead,  it  dawns  on  him  that 
the  buyer  is  a  long-suffering  individual  who  has  had 
in  the  past  frequent  occasion  to  regret  placing  orders, 
ai  salesmen's  solicitations,  for  goods  that  did  not 
move  off  well.  He  understands  that  the  man  is  nat- 
urally on  the  defensive  and  that  if  he  does  not  re- 
spond with  enthusiasm  to  the  salesman's  first  word 
it  is  because  he  is  weary  of  being  importuned.  He 
recognizes  the  fact  that  such  a  buyer,  however,  may 
be  expected  to  take  an  interest  in  any  good  business 
proposition,  if  it  is  only  presented  to  him  with  a 
dash  of  originality— if  some  piquant  fact  about  it 
catches  his  attention   unaware. 

Once  he  has  schooled  himself  to  believe  in  the 
humanity  and  approachableness  of  all  buyers,  the 
salesman  learns  to  take  his  attention  off  the  prelimin- 
ary turndown  and  to  fix  it  instead  on  devising  some 
remark  which  will  change  the  prospect's  "No,  I  don't 
want  anything"  to  "Well,  let  us  see  what  you've  got.'' 

This  remark,  which  is  to  give  the  salesman  an 
opening,  is  seldom  twice  alike;  his  quick  wit  must  in- 
vent it;  and  just  what  it  is  to  be  and  how  delivered 
depends  upon  the  circumstances  and  the  apparent 
disposition  ot  the  man  to  whom  it  is  addressed.  Usu- 
ally it  is  calculated  to  take  the  prospect's  thoughts 
away  from  the  salesman  and  the  fact  lliat  lie  is  persist- 
ent in  the  face  of  the  customer's  dismissal,  and  to  direct 
them  toward  some  striking  feature  about  the  sales- 
man's line — some  novelty  that  is  sure  to  srrike  the 
customer's  interest  This  is  not  such  a  difficult  feat 
as  it  sounds,  for  however  bored  the  prospect  may  be, 
or  how  prejudiced,  the  fact  remains  that  he  is  vitally 
concerned  in  all  matters  relating  to  potential  profits 
of  his  business — and  what  the  salesman  has  to  offer 
must,  in  the  nature  of  things,  bear  this  relation. 

No  matter  how  brilliant  a  man  is,  his  wits  are 
apt  to  desert  him  in  the  face  of  a  direct  and  brutal 
turndown  unless  he  has  that  fundamental  quality — 
grit.  When  the  prospect  has  spoken  an  emphatic 
ative  and  turned  away,  the  salesman  who  has  not 
)>een    gifted    with    staying    powers    finds   his  courage 


rapidly  evaporating.  So  great  is  the  power  of  sug- 
gestion that  with  a  brusque  "no"  and  gesture  of  dis- 
missal a  series  of  unhappy  images  arises  in  this  sales- 
man's mind  He  sees  himself  as  he  must  appear  in 
the  prospect's  eyes,  and  in  any  chance  observer's — de- 
feated, snubbed  like  a  schoolboy  who  has  been  guilty 
of  an  impertinence,  and  having  ingloriously  to  pick 
up  his  grips  and  crawl  out  of  the  place.  He  sees 
prophetic  visions  of  similar  occasions  in  the  future ; 
awful  sessions  with  his  manager,  whom  he  expects 
will  "roast"  him  for  his  inefficiency — and  the  general 
crumbling  and  decaying  of  all  the  personal  plans 
which  he  has  erected  on  the  hope  of  doing  well  on 
the  road  Overwhelmed  by  the  exaggerated  magni- 
tude or  the  "disaster,"  his  wits  are  for  the  moment 
too  submerged  in  discouragement  to  work  for  him. 
His  ingenuity  fails  to  come  to  the  rescue  by  suggest- 
ing a  way  to  arrest  the  prospect's  attention  and  capti- 
vate his  interest.  He  can't  invent  any  manner  of  pro- 
cedure— until,  when  some  time  has  passed  and  he 
finds  himself  distant  from  the  scene  of  the  interview, 
it  strikes  him  that  if  he  had  only  "got  in  a  word" 
about  such  and  such  a  feature  of  his  line  the  customer 
might  have  pricked  up  his  ears  and  have  been  willing 
to  listen,  after  all. 

Give  a  man  of  dauntless  type  one  of  these  incor- 
rigible prospects  to  deal  with,  and  the  more  severe 
the  turndown  the  readier  he  will  be  with  some  expedi- 
ent. He  doesn't  find  himself  paralyzed  by  a  sense 
of  the  injustice  done  him.  Instead,  the  desperateness 
of  the  situation  is  a  spur  to  his  faculties.  He  remem- 
bers in  the  nick  of  time  what  that  other  salesman 
would  have  remembered  too  late,  and  launches 
square  at  his  prospect  some  striking,  piquant  fact 
about  his  line.  And  such  again  is  the  power  of  sug- 
gestion that  the  'prospect  forgets  the  tiresomeness  of 
being  importuned  by  salesmen  and  the  fact  that  he  is 
being  circumvented — he  remembers  only  that,  after 
all,  there  may  be  something  of  "pith  and  moment"  in 
what  this  fellow  has  to  say. 

Grit,  therefore,  is  the  first  requisite  of  a  salesman. 
He  must  be  endowed  with  an  abundance  of  the  qual- 
ity if  he  expects  to  succeed.  He  must  have  the  ac- 
tive courage  that  invents  resources,  suggests  argu- 
ments and  preserves  to  him  his  self  command.  Noth- 
ing less  will  avail  him  at  the  crucial  moment  when  he 
feels  that  his  chances  of  success  in  salesmanship  are 
slipping  away  from  him  through  the  unreason  and  un- 
mannerliness  of  the  rough  old  world. 

One  of  the  reasons  why  salesmen  on  the  road  to- 
day fare  better  than  formerly  and  round  up  bigger 
commissions  for  themselves  and  larger  profits  for  the 
concerns  they  represent  lies  in  the  more  intelligent 
methods  of  sales-management  now  employed. 

Only  a  few  years  ago  the  sales-manager's  chair, 
in  most  concerns,  was  occupied  by  a  man  with  no  ex- 
perience on  the  road.  He  was  usually  one  of  the 
officers  of  the  company,  well  acquainted  with  the 
manufacturing  end  of  the  business  and  the  routine  of 
the  house  departments,  but  lacking  in  the  knowledge, 
foresight  and  patience  essential  in  successfully  direct- 
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ing  the  movements  of  men  on  the  road.  His  notion 
of  management  was  severity  and  relentlessness  in 
"jacking"  the  men  up  to  better  efforts;  and  he  believed 
conservatism  the  best  part  of  fairness  in  acknowledg- 
ing their  good  work. 

Nowadays  it  is  common  to  find  in  the  sales-man- 
ager's place  a  man  who  has  been  promoted  from  the 
ranks  oc  the  selling  force,  and  who  knows  intimately 
the  territory,  the  class  of  trade  and  the  peculiar  prob 
lems  with  which  each  man  under  him  has  to  deal. 
He  instructs  his  men  individually  as  often  and  as 
thoroughly  as  poss*'ble;  gives  them  every  advantage 
and  selling  help  that  he  can;  delights  in  their  success 
as  in  the  success  of  a  comrade,  and  is  patient,  though 
not  less  exacting,  in  dealing  with  the  occasional  delin- 
quent. 

The  majority  of  salesmen  in  all  lines  have  bene- 
fited by  these  changed  conditions.  As  a  result  they 
serve  their  firms  with  a  higher  quality  of  loyalty  and 
with  the  hardy  ambition  that  stimulates  pluck. 


PLATES  TO  INSPIRE  TALK. 


ARTISTICALLY  decorated  conversation  plates  are 
now  found  in  the  homes  of  many  of  New  York's 
most  exclusive  sets.  Some  of  the  finest  specimens 
I  have  seen  of  late,  says  a  writer  in  What  to  Eat,  cost 
as  much  as  $2,000  a  dozen,  but  they  may  be  bought 
as  low  as  $300.  The  custom  originated  in  the  passing 
of  an  exquisitely  decorated  plate  for  the  admiration 
and  approval  of  dinner  guests,  and  from  that  devel- 
oped into  an  established  custom  of  having  a  choice 
china  plate  at  each  guest's  place  when  the  guests  take 
their  seats.  The  merits  of  the  plates  then  form  a 
subject  of  conversation  before  the  dinner  is  served. 
Artists  of  great  skill  perform  the  work  of  decorating 
the  china.  Each  of  the  myriad  colors  requires  a  sep- 
arate firing  to  assure  the  original  tint  of  its  durabil- 
ity. 

Although  these  plates  show  the  same  color  scheme 

in  sets,  each  plate  has  its  own  picture,  probably  the 
miniature  reproduction  of  some  famous  painting.  Or, 
among  the  newest  of  thesi  beautiful  plates,  curious 
and  wonderful  effects  are  produced  on  rims  and  cen- 
tres in  the  popular  highly  glazed  porcelain,  of  which 
turquoise  blue  is  the  color  in  highest  favor,  accompan- 
ied always  by  filigrees  or  encrustations  of  gold. 
Gold  is  a  never  failing  factor  in  the  decoration  of  all 
conversation  plates,  and  as  the  beautifier  of  complete 
china  table  services  it  is  decidedly  invogue. 

A  very  expensive  set  of  plates  shows  a  centre  of 
undulating  turquoise  blue  porcelain,  with  white 
china  rims  partly  coveted  by  wing  designs  done  in 
fine  gold  and  met  at  each  quarter  of  the  circumfer- 
ence by  a  tiny  cameo  head  of  one  the  ancient  gods 
or  goddesses  against  a  blue  porcelain  background. 
Another  set  of  plates  has  rims  of  turquoise  blue 
porcelam  surrounding  scenes  of  Venice,  with  their 
wonderful  blue  skies  or  crimson  sunsets. 

The  monogram  plates  showing  the  family  crest  or 


initials  raised  in  gold  on  the  centre  of  the  plate,  en- 
circled by  a  rim  done  in  dolphin  design  in  turquoise 
porcelain,  are  designed  for  heirlooms.  Another  set 
of  monogram  plates  has  rims  of  deep  blue,  each  show, 
ing  a  miniature  painting  of  one  of  the  English  duch- 
esses or  ladies  famed  for  their  beauty. 

One  wealthy  New  York  woman,  whose  talent  for 
china  painting  has  been  developed  in  Dresden,  Ger 
many,  displayed  recently  at  one  of  her  large  dinners 
a  set  of  plates  of  her  own  decoration.  The  centres 
were  painted  in  shades  of  brown,  exquisitely  blending 
from  palest  mauve  to  suede  tobacco  brown,  with 
sylvan  scenes  showing  dainty  shepherd5  and  shep- 
herdesses. The  plates  were  rather  smaller  than  the 
regulation  conversation  plates,  and  had  slightly  roll- 
ing rims  splashed  with  darker  tints  of  brown,  inter- 
cepted by  fine  gold  lines  in  scroll. 

More  beautiful  still  is  a  set  of  plates  owned  by  a 
connoisseur  in  chinaware.  The  rims  show  a  fine  lace 
design  in  gold,  while  the  centre  of  each  plate  is  a 
work  of  rare  art.  Graceful  nymphs  in  floating  drap- 
ery drink  at  a  well,  or  catch  butterflies,  or  indulge  in 
sports,  and  all  are  painted  in  the  most  marvelous  flesh 
tints.  In  these  same  soft  colorings  chubby  lirtle 
cupids  in  various  groupings  serve  as  a  decoration  for 
the  centres  of  a  set  of  plates  that  are  less  costly.

THE    CONDITION    OF    BUSINESS 


With  this  week  the  first  half  of  1906 
New  York,     virtually  comes   to   an   end.     The  six 

months  have  yielded  a  volume  of  busi- 
ness fully  in  keeping  with  the  growth  in  population 
and  prosperity  of  the  country.  Since  Decoration  Day 
there  has  been  little  to  provoke  the  exultation  of  the 
trade,  either  in  the  buying  or  selling  ends,  but  the  re- 
sults during  the  preceding  months  of  the  year  more 
than  atoned  for  this  later  and  quite  seasonable  slump. 
Interviews  with  manufacturers,  importers,  jobbers, 
retailers  and  salesmen  have  all  elicited  the  same  in- 
formation-that  it  has  been  a  brisk  half  year.  Of 
course,  complaints  are  heard  in  some  quarters,  but 
this  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  with  regard  to 
sales  during  certain  periods  rather  than  for  the  six 
months  as  a  whole.  Furthermore,  it's  a  peculiar  trait 
of  the  men  associated  with  the  crockery  and  glass 
trade  to  grumble  during  intervals  of  depression,  and, 
blinding  their  eyes  to  the  good  results  that  have  been 
experienced  before,  characterize  business  in  general 
as  poor  If  they  were  to  consult  their  sales  books  it 
is  absolutely  certain  that  the  very  large  proportion 
would  discover  that  the  figures  fully  equal  those  of 
the  first  six  months  last  year,  and  in  many  instances 
the  1905  record  has  been  surpassed. 


Prospects  for  the  fall,  which  one  is  enabled  to 
observe  with  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy  at  this  writing, 
are  excellent.  And  there  is  no  logical  reason  why 
they  shouldn't  be.  The  country  was  certainly  never 
in  a  better  condition.     The  crops,  which  are  the  very 


bone  and  sinew  of  the  country's  prosperity,  have  never 
been  better,  and  seldom  as  good.  No  industrial  dis- 
turbances exist,  and  there  seems  to  be  nothing  to  re 
tard  the  growth  of  commerce.  Add  to  these  things 
the  fact  that  the  activity  of  the  shopping  element  in 
various  sections  of  the  country  during  the  spring  has 
depleted  stocks  pretty  generally,  as  may  be  attested 
by  the  heavy  call  for  the  immediate  shipment  of 
domestic  goods  and  the  liberal  purchases  of  import 
lines  from  stock,  and  it  will  be  readily  seen  why  the 
outlook  is  propitious. 

The  foreign  wares  have  sold  with  lots  of  spirit  so 
far.  Germany  is  destined  to  run  ahead  of  even  last 
year,  France  is  quite  certain  to  at  least  equal  the  1905 
figures,  and  England,  while  continuing  to  lose  ground 
in  earthenware,  seems  certain  to  hold  her  own  in  china 
exports.  

Most  of  the  domestic  glass  factories  are  shut 
down  for  the  usual  vacation  of  two  weeks  or  more. 
This  will  permit  the  accomplishment  of  needed  re- 
pa  rs  and  improvements  and  also  enable  the  operatives 
to  enjoy  a  deserved  rest.  The  sales  in  this  quarter 
are  believed  to  have  equalled  those  of  a  year  ago. 


The  vacation  period  among  the  American  potter- 
ies will  not  be  so  general  In  fact,  none  of  the  Tren- 
ton plants  will  lose  more  than  a  day  or  two  next  week. 
Some  of  the  many  concerns  in  the  West  may  remain 
idle  until  the  middle  of  July.     With  more  firmness  on 
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the  price  question  the  potteries  are  calculated  to  show 
much  larger  profits  this  year. 


Cut  glass  it)  not  bothered  at  all  by  the  warm 
weather.  In  fact,  it  seems  to  profit  by  the  change 
in  climatic  conditions  because  of  the  unusual  activity 
of  the  little  god  of  love  and  the  resuLant  weddings. 


Lamps  are  moving  rather  slowly  yet,  but  the 
situation  is  expected  to  become  more  snappy  after  the 
Fourth.  Glassware  and  portables  for  gas  and  electric 
lighting  occupy  about  the  same  position. 


Domestic  toys  are  selling  briskly.      Housefurnish 
ings,  too,  seem  to  be  receiving  a  fair  degree  of  atten- 
tion.    But  many  buyers  of  the  latter  are  expected  to 
defer  purchases   until  after  the  housefurnishings  ex- 
hibit here  in  August, 


With  the  exception  of  the  Fourth  of  July 
Trenton,     itself,  it  is  not  likely  that  the  potteries 

here  will  interrupt  operations  this  sum- 
mer. Some  of  the  operatives  have  expressed  a  will- 
ingness to  loaf  all  of  next  week,  but  the  manufac- 
turers have  rebelled  at  the  suggestion.  Although 
midsummer,  the  district  wears  an  air  of  activity  that 
is  truly  surprising.  Not  only  is  this  traceable  to  the 
preparation  of  stock,  but  there  is  also  a  demand  for 
many  shipments  in  July  and  August.  The  South 
particularly  has  opened  up  briskly,  and  there  is  also  a 
fair  call  from  other  points.  At  this  time  it  looks  as  if 
Trenton  were  to  be  favored  by  an  early  and  energetic 
fall  trade. 


The  demands  for  some  lines  of  sea- 
Pittsburgh      sonable  goods  were  a  little   stronger 
and  Vicinity,  the  past  week.       There  was  a  steady 
current   of  small  mail  orders  .  at   the 
majority  of  the  factories  that  kept  them  comfortably 
busy,  and  the  situation  was  pronounced  fairly  normal 
for  the  season. 

There  is  noted  a  shortage  in  the  stocks  of  jellies 
and  common  tumblers.  Many  of  the  factories  are 
crowded  with  orders  for  these,  and  more  or  less  com- 
plaints from  the  dealers  hurrying  up  shipments  are 
received  from  day  to  day.  That  rade  is  taking  any- 
thing now  it  can  get.  The  trouble  is  that  some  of 
the  factories  have  not  cared  to  make  them  at  present 
prices,  and  have  accumulated  no  stocks.  The  As- 
sociation has  had  under  consideration  an  advance 
schedule  on  them  for  some  time,  but  has  taken  no 
action  as  yet  in  the  matter. 


The  traveling  glassware  salesmen  are  now  gener- 
ally on  their  vacations,  and  the  majority  will  not  set 
out  again  till  about  Atigust. 


the  first  of  August,  and  that  July  will  be  devoted,  as 
usual,  to  vacations,  repairs  and  improvements. 


There   were   quite   a   number   of 
East  Liverpool      visiting  buyers  present  here   the 
and  Vicinity.       past   week,  and    it    is   estimated 
that  they  placed  orders  for  from 
fifteen  to  twenty  carloads  of  pottery — quite  a  portion 
for  immediate  shipment.      The  houses  for  which  the 
goods  were  purchased  usually  inaugurate  a  series   of 
special    midsummer  sales,  and  the   immediate   ship- 
ments were  largely  specialties  and  pieces  to  be  offered 
at  prices  to  attract  trade  in  the  dull  season.      Carload 
orders  for  later  shipment  for  regular  fall  trade  were 
embraced  in  the  demand,  making  a  fair  opening  of 
fall  trade. 

Every  buyer  gave  encouraging  accounts  of  the 
trade  situation  in  his  section,  and  seemed  unusually 
confident  of  a  large  trade  this  fall.  Some  were  from 
the  coal  mining  districts  in  Pennsylvania,  and  these 
pronounced  prospects  bright  and  the  business  situa- 
tion with  them  now  satisfactory 


Generally  the  Western  potteries  have  their  stocks 
well  assorted  at  the  close  of  this  month,  and  are  in 
excellent  condition  to  care  for  their  patrons. 


The   closing   week   of   June  finds  the 
Wheeling      potteries   and   glassware    factories    in 
and  Vicinity,  this  district  in  good  condition  and  gen- 
erally rounding  up  a  satisfactory  vol- 
ume of  trade  for  the  first  half  of  the  year.

rPHE  Merchants'  Association  of  New  York  has  now 
1  arranged  merchants'  rates  from  Mexico  to  the 
metropolis,  these  rates  to  be  in  effect  for  the  first  time 
during  the  coming  season,  and  operative  from  points 
on  the  National  lines  of  Mexico  and  the  Mexican  Cen- 
tral Railway  on  July  21st  25th  inclusive,  and  August 
4th -8th,  inclusive,  with  a  thirty-day  return  limit.  The 
special  rate  will  be  one  fare  and  one- third  for  the 
round  trip.  The  Association  has  prepared  a  com- 
prehensive list  of  jobbing  and.  prominent  retail  mer- 
chants in  Mexico  To  all  of  these  the  reduced  rate 
announcement,  printed  in  both  English  and  Spanish, 
will  be  sent  Copies  of  the  circulars  will  also  be  fur- 
nished to  New  York  City  merchants,  commission 
houses  and  manufacturers  doing  business  with  Mexi- 
co, for  mailing  to  their  trade.

ABOUT  the  same  air  of  passiveness  pervaded  the 
District  this  week  as  prevailed  last  week. 
There  has  been  a  scarcity  of  out  of  town  buying 
visitors,  and  the  managers  of  departments  in  New 
York  and  vicinity  have  exhibited  a  proportionate  re- 
luctance to  come  down  town.  No  improvement  is 
looked  for  until  the  second  week  in  July. 

There  is  a  line  of  Austrian  glassware  at  Chas.

The  deception  is  further  increased  by  the  heavily-em- 
bossed brown-colored  glass  that  entwines  the  crystal  in 
festoon  shape  and  possesses  the  appearance  of  corded 
silk.  Vases,  bowls,  trays  and  other  fancy  pi  ces  are 
in  the  assortment. 

Some  excellent  specimens  of  Imari  ware  have 
just  been  unpacked  by  Carlowitz  &  Co.  They  in- 
clude vases  that  vary  greatly  in  size,  some  of  which 
are  six  feet  tall.  Cover  jars,  jardinieres  and  um- 
brella stands  are  also  in  the  array  Other  recent  ar- 
rivals at  the  same  establishment  are  from  China,  and 
embrace  green  and  gold  dinnerware,  flower  pots,  um- 
brella stands,  lanterns,  umbrellas  and  scrolls.  As  a 
result  of  these  acquisitions  the  ample  showroom  of 
Carlowitz  &  Co.  contains  no  vacant  spots  The  ex- 
hibit is  easily  one  of  the  most  extensive  in  the  way  of 
Japanese  and  Chinese  porcelains,  bronzes,  etc-,  that 
has  ever  been  made  in  this  country.

A  number  of  distinctively  new  shapes  has  lately 
supplemented  the  display  of  Baccarat  blanks  by  Paul 
Durand  at  Nos.  43-51  West  Fourth  street.  The  pieces 
are  in  decided  contrast  to  anything  previously  includ- 
ed in  the  line,  and  well  merit  inspection. 

In  the  shades  and  domes  which  Gill  &  Co  have 
brought  out  this  season  a  great  variety  ot  designs  is 
presented.      There  are  oriental,  floral,  fruit,  conven- 


tional and  scroll  conceptions,  the  large  proportion  of 
which  are  imparted  to  pieces  that  have  iced  interiors. 
The  subjects  in  most  instances  are  traced  in  gold, 
which  invests  them  with  added  richness.  In  connec- 
tion with  these  domes  and  shades,  the  portables  for 
gas  and  electric  attachment  are  worthy  of  note.  Many 
new  shapes  have  been  introduced,  together  with  an 
ample  assortment  of  standard  and  new  finishes.

Mosaic  designs  are  closely  reproduced  in  free- 
hand paintings  on  gas,  oil  and  electric  glassware  in 
the  Pittsburgh  Lamp,  Glass  and  Brass  Co.  's  exposi-' 
tion.

The 
modeling  is  patterned  after  the  Egyptian  idea  of  con- 
tour— a  fact  which  has  sugguested  the  naming  of  the 
ware  Egypto.  On  every  piece  the  surface  is  tasteful- 
ly embossed  with  designs  representative  of  palm 
leaves  and  other  equally  fitting  subjects  The  adapt- 
ability of  the  bases  for  the  purpose  intended  is  thor- 
oughly demonstrated  in  several  pieces  that  have  been 
temporarily  attached  to  lamps.  The  effect  produced 
by  this  conjoining  of  ceramic  base  and  glass  or  metal- 
mounted  shade  or  globe  is  highly  artistic

AN     OPEN=AIR     CROCKERY     BUSINESS. 


AMONG  the  many  remarkable  features  associated 
with  the  recent  San  Francisco  holocaust  was  the 
resourcefulness  exhibited  by  merchants  to  hurriedly 
restore  the  former  commercial  conditions  of  the 
stricken  city  No  case  could  possibly  be  cited  to 
more  strongly  emphasize  this  fact  than  that  of  the 
Anglo-American  Crockery  and  Glassware  Co.  Re- 
ports agree  that  it  was  the  first  establishment  opened 
for  business  in  San  Francisco  after  the  earthquake 
and  fire  which  destroyed  every  crockery  and  glass- 
ware house,  both  wholesale   and  retail,  in  the  city. 

The  business,  however,  was  resumed  under  de- 
cidedly unique  circumstances.  Instead  of  being 
sheltered  by  the  four  walls  of  a  building,  it  was  locat- 
ed in  the  open  air.  It  so  happened  that  the  handsome 
residence  of  I.  S.  Ackerman,  manager  of  the  Anglo- 
American  Crockery  and  Glassware  Co.,  was  unharmed 
by  either  the  'quake  or  subsequent  flames.  Surround- 
ing the  house  is  a  beautiful  lawn  and  flower  garden, 
which  Mr.  Ackerman  immediately  decided  to  adapt 
to  the  purpose  of  handling  the  shipments  of  crockery 
and  glassware  that  were  on  the  road  at  the  time  of 
the  fire  and  reached  San  Francisco  within  ten  days 
after  it. 

,  Therefore,  while  other  sections  of  the  unfortunate 
city  were  in  a  state  of  chaos,  the  Ackerman  property, 
situated  in  the  very  heart  of  the  most  fashionable 
residence  district  of  San  Francisco,  was  the  scene  of 
systematical  business  activity.  That  the  employees 
worked  under  the  healthiest  and  most  sanitary  con- 
ditions conceivable  is  evidenced  by  the  views  on  an- 
other page  of  this  issue,  the  photographs  of  which 
were  kindly  furnished  by  Mr.  Ackerman. 


NO     SELLING     AGREEMENT    YET. 


OFFICERS  were  elected  and  other  important  mat- 
ters disposed  of  at  the  annual  meeting  in  the 
Astor  House  several  days  ago  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Cut  Glass  Manufacturers.  The  selections 
for  office  were:  President,  C.  H.  Taylor;  vice-presi- 
dent, Harry  Thompson;  secretary,  R.  H.  Keller; 
treasurer,  W.  H.  Lum;  executive  committee,  J.  D. 
Robinson,  Thos.  P.  Strittmatter  and  James  Conners. 
The  most  important  of  the  questions  decided  had 
reference  to  the  proposition  to  establish  a  minimum 
scale  of  selling  prices  on  certain  staple  articles.  In 
order  to  make  this  agreement  operative  it  was  neces- 


sary to  have  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  favor 
it.  The  vote,  however,  evidenced  the  inclination  of 
the  manufacturers  to  permit  this  matter  to  rest  pend- 
ing further  consideration.  In  consequence,  no  selling 
price  agreement  is  to  become  effective  next  month, 
as  had  been  pretty  generally  expected. 

From  assurances  received  at  the  meeting,  the  as 
sociation  believes  that  an  effort  to  have  the  classifica- 
tion of  cut  glass  reduced  from  twice  first  class  to  single 
first  class  would  be  successful  This  matter  is  now 
receiving  every  attention  from  a  committee  composed 
of  J.  D.  Robinsou,  Wm.  Dorflinger  and  R.  H.  Keller. 
The  general  sentiment  of  the  meeting  was  that  while 
trade  abuses  were  not  being  corrected  quite  as  rapidly 
as  had  been  hoped,  the  association  was  making  steady 
progress  in  that  direction. 


THAT     GOLF     TOURNAMENT. 


INTEREST  in  the  proposed  golf  tournament  to  de- 
termine the  championship  of  the  trade  has  been 
enlivened  during  the  past  few  days  because  of  inquir- 
ies from  several  of  the  suggested  competitors.  No 
definite  action  regarding  the  time  and  place  of  the 
matches  will  be  taken  until  the  return  from  abroad  of 
other  prospective  entries.  A  date  during  the  last 
week  in  July  is  favored  for  the  tourney.

PAYING     THEIR     SALESPEOPLE     COMMISSIONS. 


PROPRIETORS  of  retail  stores  in  various  sections 
of  the  country  are  again  seriously  debating  the 
wisdom  of  paying  their  salespeople  on  the  commission 
basis.  This  is  not  a  particularly  new  subject,  but  it 
has  lain  dormant  so  long  that  its  revival  is  worthy  of 
discussion.  Several  houses  that  we  know  of  have 
already  established  the  plan  in  their  departments. 
While  some  of  them  report  certain  disadvantages  in 
connection  with  the  system,  the  experiments  in  most 
instances  seem  to  have  been  entirely  gratifying. 
That  it  serves  to  stimulate  the  salespeople  to  extra 
endeavor  is  freely  admitted,  but  it  is  also  reputed  to 
exert  a  rather  unfavorable  influence  in  some  cases  by 
reason  of  the  natural  overzealousness  of  the  clerks  to 
corral  every  possible  customer  in  sight.  Some  of 
them,  in  their  anxiety  to  land  a  sale,  are  likely  to  over- 
step the  limits  of  propriety  and  good  taste 

Tne  concerns  now  employing  the  commission 
system  usually  offer  a  certain  percentage  on  all 
sales  over  a  stipulated  amount  made  by  their  help. 
The  latter,  of  course,  receive  regular  salaries,  but  the 
amounts  paid  to  them  are  of  course  small  in  propor- 
tion to  the  figures  that  may  be  earned  by  hard,  earn- 
est effort  under  the  percentage  plan.  Some  of  the 
retailers  are  offering  their  salespeople  a  certain  per- 
centage on  increases  over  the  previous  year.  Others 
have  eliminated  wages  absolutely  and  pay  strictly  on 
the  commission  basis  for  all  sales  that  maybe  effected. 
Still  another  concern  has  declared  its  intention  of  dis- 


tributing three  per  cent,  among  the  employees  of 
departments  that  show  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent,  or 
more  as  compared  with  the  sales  in  1905. 

Objection  to  the  commision  scheme  by  some  mer- 
chants is  not  confined  wholly  to  the  possible  ill-feeling 
that  such  competition  may  create  among  the  sales- 
people. The  argument  is  also  advanced  that  under 
such  a  system  the  clerks  exhibit  an  unwillingness  to 
accept  exchanged  or  refunded  goods.  If  they  have 
made  a  sale  that  nets  them" a  fair  profit  they  are  not 
likely  to  observe  the  approach  of  the  same  goods  for 
exchanging  or  refunding  purposes  with  any  very 
great  degree  of  warmth  or  good-nature. 

There  is  one  benefit,  however,  that  stores  would 
surely  derive  from  the  introduction  of  the  percentage 
system.  It  would  inspire  the  clerks  to  push  the  sale  of 
goods  that  might  otherwise  be  neglected,  The  most 
glaring  fault  of  the  average  salesperson  nowadays  is 
the  inclination  to  merely  show  customers  what  is 
asked  for.  There  is  rarely  an  effort  to  extol  other 
goods  or  to  attempt  to  interest  the  visitor  in  anything 
that  entails  the  slightest  effort  to  display  or  describe. 
It  is  this  very  indifference  which  merchants  hope  to 
discourage  by  the  commission  plan. 

Like  most  other  things,  there  are  countless  argu- 
ments in  favor  of  and  against  the  proposition.  Its 
success  is  very  likely  to  depend  upon  conditions  sur- 
rounding the  place  where  it  is  tried,  and  merchants 
can  only  determine  the  wisdom  or  folly  of  it  by  mak- 
ing the  experiment  themselves.

As  soon  as  the  Trenton  manufacturers  learned  of 
the  strikers'  absolute  rejection  of  the  Philadelphia 
agreement  they  notified  Mr.  Hutchins  that  extreme 
measures  would  be  resorted  to  unless  the  men  recog- 
nized and  abided  by  it.  The  agreement  provides  that 
all  strikes  and  disputes  shall  be  submitted  to  the  ar- 
bitration committee,  composed  of  an  equal  number  of 
representatives  of  the  manufacturers  and  operatives, 
and  that  pending  a  settlement  the  operatives  shall 
continue  working.  The  action  of  the  handlers  has 
violated  this  agreement.

OBITUARY. 


ACCORDING  to  cable  advices  received  here  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  the  strike  among  the 
workmen  employed  in  the  porcelain  factories  of 
Limoges,  France,  has  been  brought  to  a  happy  con- 
clusion. The  cable  explained  that  the  settlement 
was  amicable  and  that  the  strikers  would  return  to 
work  on  Thursday  morning. 

The  strike  began  on  June  12,  when  the  men  in 
charge  of  the  furnace-firing  in  the  three  factories 
mentioned  applied  for  an  increase  in  pay.  They  were 
asked  to  defer  action  for  a  few  days  until  the  manu- 
facturers were  enabled  to  consider  the  matter.  But, 
ignoring  the  request  of  their  employers,  they  imme- 
diately quit.  The  subject  was  taken  up  for  delibera- 
tion by  the  manufacturers'  union,  which  includes 
most  of  the  Limoges  porcelain  factories.  The  latter, 
voting  to  support  the  three  concerns  involved  in  the 
difficulty,  agreed  upon  a  plan  to  light  no  more  fur- 
naces, after  those  in  operation  at  the  time  had  been 
used,  unless  the  strikers  had  in  the  meantime  returned 
to  work. 


ANOTHER     STRIKE      IN     TRENTON. 


ANOTHER  strike  is  on  in  Trenton.  This  time  the 
handlers  have  rebelled  against  existing  condi- 
tions, and,  as  in  the  case  of  the  saggermakers  a  few 
weeks  ago,  have  repudiated  the  agreement  entered 
into  by  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters 
and  the  Manufacturing  Potters'  Association.  The 
trouble  developed  at  the  Mercer  plant,  where  the 
management  experienced  difficulty  in  securing  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  handlers.  This  shortage  of  journey- 
men handlers  prompted  General  Manager  John  M. 
Pope  to  ask  permission  of  Frank  Hutchins,  vice-pres- 
ident ot  the  Brotherhood,  to  place  an  additional  ap-

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SUIT     AGAINST     A.     A.    VANTINE     &     CO. 


A  SUIT  has  been  brought  against  the  corporation 
-fi  doing  business  as  A.  A.  Vantine  &  Co  ,  dealers 
in  Japanese  goods,  by  Charlotte  V.  Bacon  and  Daniel 
Bacon,  executors  of  the  estate  of  Ashley  A.  Vantine, 
the  founder  of  the  firm.  The  suit  is  to  prevent  the 
corporation  from  using  the  firm  name. 

It  is  alleged  by  the  plaintiffs  that  Mr.  Vantine 
ceased  to  be  a  partner  in  the  firm  on  February  9,  1882, 
but  in  1887  he  made  an  agreement  with  Irving  E. 
Raymond  and  Henry  K.  Bull,  Jr  ,  whereby  they  were 
permitted  to  have  charge  of  the  rug  department  and 
use  the  firm  name  of  A  A  Vantine  &  Co.  This 
agreement,  it  is  alleged,  was  for  fifteen  years,  begin- 
ning in  1887  It  is  further  alleged  that  the  agreement 
expired  in  1902,  under  this  fifteen  years  agreement, 
and  that  since  that  time  the  heirs  have  been  unable 
to  obtain  any  remuneration  for  the  right.  They  al- 
lege that  the  right  to  use  the  name  is  worth  $5,000  a 
year,  and  they  also  allege  that  if  the  heirs  have  the 
right  to  sell  the  name  it  is  easily  worth  $50,000,  for 
which  price,  they  allege,  a  prospective  customer  is 
waiting. 

Argument  was  heard  on  Tuesday  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  but  decision  was  reserved.

MANY     SUFFER     BY     ROBINSON'S     FAILURE 


CREDITORS  of  Simon  Robinson,  Whose  involun- 
tary petition  in  bankruptcy  was  filed  recently, 
met  last  Friday  to  consider  an  offer  of  settlement 
made  on  behalf  of  Robinson  by  Marks  &  Marks,- 
his  lawyers.  The  latter  contended  that  the  bankrupt 
auctioneer,  who  conducted  auction-stores  on  Broad- 
way, Brooklyn,  and  Broadway,  this  city,  has  no 
assets  other  than  merchandise  valued  at  $2,000. 
They  urged  the  creditors  to  accept  a  twenty-five  per 
cent,  settlement,  represented  by  ten  per  cent,  in  cash 
and  the  remainder  in  three  months  on  endorsed 
notes.  Messrs.  Maxwell  &  Benoit,  representing  the 
legal  interests  of  about  a  dozen  creditors,  refused  the 
offer.  Another  meeting  is  to  be  held  this  week  It 
is  understood  that  fully  a  score  of  crockery  and.  glass- 
ware firms  have  been  hit  by  Robinson's  failure.

TRAINING     THE     HELP. 


ASK  any  successful  merchant  as  to  the  source  from 
which  he  obtained  the  most  capable  among  his 
employees,  and  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  answer 
will  be  that  they  grew  up  from  a  cash  boy  or  from 
some  other  humble  position  in  his  own  establishment 
This  is  apt  to  be  the  case  from  the  fact  that  every 
store  has  its  special  policy  and  methods,  and,  conse- 
quently, whenever  an  employee  is  drawn  from  another 
establishment  a  considerable  period  must  elapse  before 
he  can  fit  properly  into  his  new  position. 

Under  the  usual  circumstances,  however,  the 
training  referred  to  is  largely  of  a  haphazard  character. 
Accomplished  without  system,  its  growth  is  slow  and 
tedious.  And  the  same  is  true  in  effect,  "if  not  in 
degree,  of  the  development  of  the  help  who  have  ac- 
quired their  general  experience  in  other  stores.  In 
both  cases  the  employee  would  have  been  of  value  at 
an  earlier  date  had  he  received  special  training  immed- 
iately upon  his  entrance  into  the  store. 

This  being  the  case,  would  it  not  be  wise  to 
make  some  special  provision  for  the  instruction  and 
training  of  employees,  and  more  especially  of  sales- 
people ? 

The  teaching  of  salesmanship— at  least,  of  its 
general  principles — has  been  discussed  and  urged  for 
some  years.  In  some  cities  an  effort  has  been  made 
to  introduce  the  teaching  of  salesmanship  in  the 
schools.  Doubtless  some  general  aid  to  efficiency 
might  be  contributed  in  this  manner.  But  it  is  in 
the  store  itself,  and  among  the  store's  own  employees, 
that  the  best  work  of  an  educational  nature  can  be 
done. 

This  would  not  require  a  great  deal  of  the  time 
of  each  salesperson  A  half  hour  each  month  devoted 
to  practical  talk,  accompanied  by  demonstration,  would 
accomplish  wonders. 

Just  consider  what  an  aid  it  would  be  to  the  inex- 
perienced salesperson  if  he  or  she  could  assume  the 
position  of  a  customer  in  a  "difficult"  frame  of  mind, 
while  the  experienced  instructor  played  the  part  of 
salesman  and  showed  how  the  rough  points  could  be 


smoothed  over  and  the  kinks  taken  out  of  the  shopper's 
temper.  This  would  be  an  object  lesson  not  only  to 
the  clerk  who  assisted  in  the  demonstration,  but  to 
all  the  other  employees  present  in  the  class. 

The  best  time  for  holding  such  classes  would  be 
during  the  early  morning,  when  the  trade  is  slack — 
say,  from  half  past  eight  to  nine.  It  would  not  be 
necessary  to  have  all  the  employees  present  at  the 
same  time.  On  the  contrary,  by  having  the  classes 
composed  of  employees  in  various  departments  there 
would  be  excited  bf-tween  the  various  classes  a  sp'rit 
of  rivalry  which  would  tend  to  increase  the  enthusi- 
asm, and  the  sales,  throughout  the  store. 

Not  only  is  there  need  of  special  training  for  ex- 
perienced salespeople,  but  in  every  store  facilities  of 
some  kind  for  the  breaking  in  of  inexperienced  help 
are  a  necessity.  Merchants  take  a  great  risk  in  hav- 
ing themselves  and  their  institutions  represented  by 
young  people  who  are  just  out  of  school  and  who  are 
absolutely  devoid  of  business  training. 

Apart  from  the  instruction  given,  the  bringing 
together  of  the  help  from  time  to  time  would  have  an 
excellent  influence.  Unity  and  harmony  are  essential 
to  the  progress  of  any  institution,  and  the  more  the 
employees  of  the  store  work  together  the  better  the 
general  results. — Dry  Goods  Economist.
